When the Stone or Gravel begins tomove and make its pee 
into the Ureters, then the Pain begins, which is more or ‘lefs 
fharp according to the Size and Figure of the Stone. It is fome- 
times fo violent, that, befides a Coldnefs of the extreme Parts, 
there is a Naufea, Vomiting, and a fpaftic Conftriétion of the 
Precardia, a Difficulty of making Water, a Conftipation of the 
Belly, a Straitnefs of Breath, a Stupor of the Thigh, a Retrattion

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of the Tejticle to the Os Pubis, Inguietude, Lefs of Strength, a Syn- 
cope, Convulfion-Fits, or a fatal Stoppace of Urine. 

When the violent Pain has continued for feveral Days and 
Nights without Intermiffion, and has brought the Patient ex- 
ceeding low, attended with an entire Suppreffion of Urine, with 
a Coldnefs of the extreme Parts and Convulfions of the Ten- 
dons, it is a Sign that Death is at hand. 

Nor is it a good Sign when the Stone has continued a long 
while in the Ureter, for then the Appetite decays, and a Naufea 
and Reaching to vomit fupervene, till the Patient is confumed 
with a heéiic Heat, and the Approach of Death is haftened. 
Sometimes the Pain is attended with an Inflammation of the 
Stomach or Inteftines. Some, from a Stoppage of Urine, fall 
into a Dropfy of the Breaft, a Lethargy, or Convulfions. 

The whole Intention of Cure confifts in the eafy Exclufion of 
the Stone, and the preventing the breeding of others. Horr-

If the Patient is of a fan7uincous Temperament, take away ten 
_ Ounces of Blood on the affected Side, and then let him drink 
as foon as poflible a Gallon of Pofft-drink, in which two Ounces 
of Marfh Mallow Roots have been boiled. Afterwards let the 
following Clyfter be injected.

Saponacez.} If the Patient is old or weak, or fubject to the 
Vapours, Bleeding may be omitted, efpecially if his Urine, at 
the Beginning of the Fit, is Coffee-coloured, and mixed with 
Gravel ; but, as to other Things, the Cure is the fame. - Sy-

_ Alfo let a Bath or Semicupium be prepared, of a Decoction of 
Rad, Althee, Sem. Lini, Sem. Fanugr. and Flor. Chamamel, to 
thefe may be added a few white Poppy Heads. I have often 
feen the moft cruel Fit of the Gravel fuddenly ended, when 
neither copious Bleeding nor Opiates have had the leaft Effect.

In the Nephritic Diforder, the grand Point is the Evacuation 
of the fabulary Matter lodged in the Pelvis of the Kidneys, or in 
the Ureters. Bleeding ferves to remove the Ten/ion and Inflamma- 
tion; and emollient Chfters are of a double Service, becaufe by 
fomenting the flender Tubes they relax the Contraction ; and, 
by unloading the lower Bowels, they remove the Preffure againft 
the Ureters. The warm Bath opens the Paflage yet more, 
greatly relaxing the abdominal Mufcles, Peritoneum, and Intef- 


tines; the Bladder is alfo relaxed by it; and, confequently, the 


oblique Infinuation of the Ureters through its feveral Mem- 
branes is lefs liable to obftruct the Evacuation of this fandy Mat- 
ter into its Cavity. : 

By mederate Diuretics, and emollient Medicines, this Difcharge 
is aflifted ; while Anodynes fufpend the Pain, and procure a pa- 
ralitic Refolution, or a fpafimodic Contraétion of the Ureters, 
and thereby contribute not a little to open the Paflage.

A few Days before my writing this, 
it gave Eafe to a Gentlewoman afflifted with the moft torturing Pain, 
attended with a Symptomatic Fever, in fix Minutes Time, and in half 
an Hour fhe went to. fleep. In two or three Days it brought away a 
prodigious Quantity of Gravel. Itis an excellent Peoral, and cures 
Coughs and Siztches in the Side; it likewife gives a great Relief in the 
Afthma;, nor is it a contemptible Medicine in Rheumatic and Gouty 
Diforders, efpecially if mixed with an equal Quantity et the Bal/amum 
Guaiacinum. , . phiagerede ies 
» And, in order to excite the lefs experienced Practitioners tomake ufe 
of this kind of Medicines, I fhal] give an Abitra&t of what Hofman 
fays of the Virtues of his Bal/amum Vite, which he haskept as a Secret, 
but owns it is made of the pureft zatural Bal/ams with cephalic and 
aromatic Oils, diffolved in redified Spirit of Wine. Itrecovers, fays h e, 
the Strength of thofe who are weakened by Age, Difeafes, or Hemor-, 
rhages, if. a few Drops are taken twice or thrice a Day, in a Morning 
or before Meals. It has a fingular Efficacy in Difea/es of the Head, and. 
Debilities of the Nerves, particularly in Lo/s of Memory, the Paljy, Gutta 
Serena, Hardnefs of Hearing, and Dulnefs of the Seafes. In thefe Difor- 
ders it may likewife be applied outwardly and trequently to the Fore- 
head and ‘Temples, witha Pieceof LinenRagdoubled. By which means 
Ihave more than once cured an incipient Gutta Serena, and refored 
the Memory almoft entirely loft, Itis not lefs effectual in the Vertigo. 
ebjftinate Head- Achs, and Hemicrania, when ufed inwardly and outward- 
ly ; efpecially if the Caufe lies inthe Prime Vie, and proper Reeve 
be hadthereto.

fn the trouble/ome Symptoms of pregnant Women, \ have frequently ex- 
perienced its falutary Effe&ts. If the Woman is low.and weak, it pro- 
motes Child-Birth, by reftoring the Decay of Strength, unlefs any 
thing elfe contraindicates. ) 

But the Ufe of this Bal/am is not fo proper for thofe that are young 
and full of Blood; that are {ubje&t to Hemorrhages ; or when there1s, 
too great a Heat, attended with Thirft, and the Urincis high coloured, — 
or when the Patients are plerhoric, or prone to Anger ; or, being ad- 
dicted to fpirituous Liquors, have their Faces red and turgid, unlefs 
they firft ufe Venefetion. The Autumn and Winter are likewife 
more proper for the Ufe of this Medicine, than the Spring and Sum- 
mer. Horr. 

_ It feems to me that the moft effential Difference between Hoffman's 

Balfam and that above-mentioned confifts in the aromatic Oils, which 

he added to the zatural Balfams, as appears from the Effects of each.

When a fmall Stone paffes through the Ureters into the Bladder, 
it is generally expelled; but if it happens to ftay in the Bladder, 
it increafes by the Appofition of frefh Matter, or in an orbicular 
Manner, while the original Stone remains like a real Kernel. 
‘Thefe additional Coats are either red, white, afh-colaured, or 
bluifh. | 

The Stone in the Biadder may caufe an Inflammation, with its 
Symptoms ; as alfo Preflures, Attritions, Ulcers, purulent Urine, 
Stranguries, Obftructions of the Urethra, an Inability to difcharge 
the Urine, unlefs in a fupine Pofture; a hectic Fever, and a 
Confumption. Sometimes the Stone gets into the Urethra and 
plugs up the Paflage. : 
~ A Stone in the Kidneys may be known from a dull obtufe Pain 
therein ; from bloody Urine after walking in a rough Way, or 
after violent Motion of the Body, efpecially by being fhook in 
a Coach or other wheeled Carriage ; from having voided Stones 
formerly, and from the Urine’s being mixed with Caruncles, Pus, 
and Filaments. ! | 

A Stone af the Bladder is known from a Pain at the Time of, 
as well as before and, after making Water, from the Urine com- 
-ing away by Drops [or ftopping fuddenly when in a full Stream, 
by a violent Pain in the Neck of the Bladder upon Motion, efpe- 
cially on Horfeback, or in a Coach over the Stones] from awhite, — 
thick, copious, ftinking, mucous Sediment ; from an Itching in 
the Head of the Penis; from a Tenefmus while the Urine is dif- 
charged; by fearching, with introducing the Finger into the 
Anus, or with a Catheter ; as alfo from the Effects produced by 
the Stone before-mentioned. LGorr. | 

As to the Cure of the Stone in the Bladder, the Medicines of Mrs. 
Stephens have been lately much in vogue, as a Difflolvent ; and 
Dr. Hartley, by leaving out the fuperfluous Part of them, has 
reduced them to the following Form.

_ The Powder may be taken in three or four Spoonfuls of any 
Liquor that is not acid: If the Decoétion is made ina Copper 
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Veffel, it ought to be very well tinned, otherwife the alkaline 
Salts will corrode the Copper, and caufe great Diforders in the 
Stomach and Bowels. Ifthe largeft Quantity is taken, it will 
be beft to divide it into four Dofes. | : 

The Egg-fhells muft be calcined in a Crucible eight or ten 
‘Hours to bring it toa Lime, and then be expofed to a dry Air 
for fix Weeks or two Months, that is, till they flacken or fall 
off into an impalpable Powder, which muft be fifted and put into 
Bottles well corked. 

The taking of thefe Medicines muft be continued for fome 
Time after the Complaint ceafes, left any Part of the Stone fhould 
remain, which would be then rugged and unequal, and occafion 
exquifite Pain afterwards. ! 

It is common, after a few Days Ufe of thefe Medicines, to 
have a great Increafe of Pain in making Water, at which Time, 
Opiates, Emollients, warm Baths, Fomentations, a foft Dutand Reé/f?, 
are proper. 7 | : 

Dr. Hales, after feveral Trials of the different Ingredients of 
Stephens’s Medicines, found that the diffolving Power of them lay | 
in the Lime. And Dr. ‘Zurim, having taken Soap Lees, the Ingre- 
dients of which are Pot-Afhes and Lime, beginning with a few 
Drops, increafing the Quantity, till he took an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and a half, every Day in a proper Vehicle, was cured of 
bloody Urine, Pain, &c. and paifed feveral Stones ; after which 
he had no Uneafinefs. Hartley thinss the capital Soap Lees are 
beft taken in Milk, half an Ounce of which requires half a Pint 
of Milk. Hethinks an Ounce and a half, or two Ounces, may 
be taken thus every Day with perfect Safety. 3 

But Hales rightly conje€tured that Lime-Water alone was 
likely to have a good Effect in diflolving the Stone ; which put 
Dr. Whytt upon making Experiments therewith, which have 
happily fucceeded, whence he propofes the /sllowing Method of 
Cure. : 
~ Let the Patient fwallow in any Form an Ounce of Alicant 
Soap every Day, and drink three Pints or more of Oifter or Cockle 
Shell Lime-Water *. If the Soap be taken in Pills, it may be di-

* To make Lime-Water with Oifter or Cockle Shells, the Proportion 
is feven or eight Pints of Water to a Pound of calcined Shells ; the Sheils 
will calcine in any Fire, provided it be hot enough; and theCockle and © 
Oifter Shells with much lefs Trouble than Egg Shells. Ifthey are brittle 
and white, they are {ufficiently burnt; but if grey, they muft be put 
into the Fire again. Ifyou pour cold Water on the Shell Lime, little 
Heat or Ebullition enfues; yet, the Water got off, it feems to have as 
great a Power of diffolving the Stone, as when made with boiling Wa- 

~ ter, 
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vided into three Dofes,- the largeft muft be taken early in the 3 


Morning fafting; the /econd at eleven before Noon, and the 
- third at five in the Afternoon, drinking after each Dofe a large 


Draught of Lime-Water, the Remainder of which may be drank 


at Meals, inftead of the ufual Liquors. 

The difagreeable Tafte of the Lime-Water may be mitigated 
by adding a very fmall Quantity of new Milk to it; and is quite 
deftroyed by wafhing the Mouth immediately with a little Vinegar 
and Water, and carefully fpitting it out again. A Dram and a 
half, or two Drams of Funiper-Berries, infufed in every Quart 
Bottle, will mend its Tafte much.: But if the Patient diflikes 
Pills, let him diffolve an Ounce of Soap ina Pint and a half of 

warm Lime-Water made of Shells, which have been long expofed 
to the Weather ; and take this at three different Times, drinking 
the reft of the Lime-Water by itfelf. 

_ If the Shell Lime-Water cannot be had, let him take the fame 
Quantity of Stone Lime-Water, with at leaft an Ounce and a 
half of Soap, becaufe it increafes its diffolving Power. 

If there is an invincible Averfionto Soap, there is Reafon to 
think from Experiments that have been made, that Oifter-Shell 
Lime Water alone, taken in larger Quantities, will have greater 
Effe&s in diffolving the Stone, than,Stone Lime- Water even 
when affifted by Soap. 

At firft the Patient fhould begin with fmaller Quantities of 
Lime-Water than that mentioned above, which he may increafe 
by degrees, and ought to perfevere in the Ufe of it, efpecially if 
he finds any Abatement of his Complaints, or Symptoms of the 
Stone’s diflolving, for fevera] Adonths, or, if the Stone be large, 
Years; during which hz fhould abftain from acid or fermented 
Liquors. ‘ 


For his Drink, he may ufe Milk and Water, or a Potion 
made with Roots of Adar/h Mallows, Parfley, and Liquorice. But * 


if he has been accuftomed to more generous Liquors, he may 
drink fmall Punch made without Acids. Spirits muft not be 
drank at all, nor the weak Punch but very fparingly. It will 


be alfo proper to forbear the Ufe of Salt Meats, Honey, and acid 


Fruits, or at moft toufe them fparingly. Artichoaks, Afparagus, 
Spinnage, Lettuces, Succory, Parfley, Purflane, Turnips, Carrots, 
Potaices, Radifbes, Green-Peafe, may be fafely ufed ; but Onions, 
Leeks, and Cellery fhould be preferred to moft other Vegetables.

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The Patient ought to drink no more of any Liquor than is 
fufficient to quench his Thirft, and he fhould retain his Urine as 
Jong as he can without Uneafinefs, thatit may have the greater 
Time to act on the Stone. 

_If the Lime-Water occafions Coftivenefs, it will be neceflary 
now and then to take a Purgative; the moft proper are Ales, 
Manna, Rhubarb, Sena or Falap. | | 
Such as have a Stone in the Bladder, fhould, while they 
are taking the Medicines, have four Ounces or upwards 
of Lepid-Shell Lime-Water injected into the Bladder every- 
Day, and retain it as long as they can without Pain, 
and fhould evacuate their Urine immediately before In- 
jection, - 7 

Were it not for the Trouble of introducing the Catheter, an 
Injection might be made at leaft twice a Day, and if a flexible 
Catheter * were always kept in the Bladder, it might be done 
at Pleafure, and the Difiolution of the largeft Stone quickly 
procured. . 

That the InjeGion of the Bladder may be more fafe, and at- 
tended with lefs Uneafinefs, a Dram of Starch may be boiled in 
fix or feven Ounces of Lime-Water, and juft be brought to boil 
over the Fire. “The fourth Part of the Yolk of an Egg, being 
~ mixed with fix Ounces of Lime-Water, does not weaken its Vir- 

tues any more than the Starch, and may be occafionally ufed in 
its Stead. i 

Such as have no Stone in the Bladder, but are frequently 
troubled with Fits of the Gravel in the Kidneys, may probably 
prevent them, by drinking every Morning aPint of Shell Lime- 
Water, two or three-Hours before Breakfaft; and though it 
may be too {mall a Quantity to diflolve the Stone, yet it may 
prevent any new Concretions. 

For a few Years paft feveral German Phyficians, and parti- 
cularly Baron Van Sweiten and Dr. De Harn, principal Pro- 
feffor of Phyfic in the Univerfity of Vienna, have greatly extolled 
a Plant called Uva Urf, as a Specific in the Stone, and of all 
others the moft fovereign Remedy in all Difeafes of the Kidneys 
and Bladder, whether a Stone be already formed therein, or 
whether there be only a Sufpicion of it; affirming, that in fome 
Perfons thus afflicted, it mitigates the Pain in fuch a Manner 
that Life pafles eafily: and in others it takes away every Symp- 
tom of the Diforder fo perfectly, that the Patient thinks himfelf 
cured. | beh aD

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The Uva Urfi, or, the ’Agxlosapua@-, Lournefort. Inflit. Rei. Her- 
bur. is in the Opinion of Limnzus, one Species of the Arbutus ; 
namely, what he calls the dréutus cauhbus procumbentibus Foliis 
inteserrimis; and Galen’s Defcription agrees perfectly withit. It 
$s a low Shrub, growing near the Earth; rare, and hardly to be 
found, but in cold Places, among perpetual Snow. It is ga 
thered very plentifully in Avfiria upon one of the Alps called. 
Gans, and likewife in Styria near thofe called the Snowy Alps, 
fix Leagues from MMJarrienffein. Every Part of this Shrub, efpe- 
cially the Bark and Leaves, is to the Tafte as bitter and aftrin- 
gent as the Cortex Peruvianus. “The Simplers who feek for it are 
warned to take particular Care that they do not gather Bilberry, 
or Vitis Idea it its Stead, as they are very much alike. The true 
Characteriftics of the Uva Urfi are, that its Flower has ten Sta- 
mina, whereas that of the Bilberry has but eight. A Berry of 
the Uva Urfi has only five Seeds, the Bilberry contains twenty. 

Dz Haew fays, that this Plant never failed to affect a per- 
fect Cure upon all thofe Patients who were afflicted with obfti- 
nate, inveterate Difcharges of Matter (that would yield to no 
other Medicines) from the Urinary Organs, whether the Kid- 
neys, Ureters, Bladder, Urethra, Scrotum or Perinzum, where 
there was no Appearance of any lurking venereal Contamination, 
or evenwherea Stone could not be fufpected to occafion the Suppu- 
ration. It was always in fuch Cafes fuccefsfully adminiftered, 
That thofe who laboured under the fad Afflition of the Stone, 
or Stones, in the urinary Parts, obtained conftant Relief fiom it, 
and continued to enjoy that Relief, even when they no longer per- 
fevered in the Ufe of the Medicine, without perceiving any far- 
ther Inconvenience in voiding or retaining their Urine.

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Ts E Rheumatifm is a Difeafe that happens at all ‘Times of 
the Year, but moft commonly in 4uguft. Syp. In the 
Autumn. Boerx. In the Spring and OGober, when there is a re- 
markable Change of the Air, from hot to cold, or from cold to 
hot, and the Wind fuddenly fhifts to the oppofite Point of the 
Compafs. Horr. It chiefly attacks Perfonsin the Flower of their 
Age, after violent Exercife, or a great Heat of the Body from 
any other Caufe, and then being too fuddenly cooled. Syp. But 
fpares neither Man nor Woman, old nor young. Horr. Efpe- 
cially if the Perfon is full of Blood depraved with any Kind of 
Acrimony.

Dr. James has wrote a Treatife to prove the Efficacy of 
Mercurial Preparations, as well in the Rheumatifm as in the Gout, 
which is fupported with very good Authorities. 

And Huxuam fays, that the obftinate Rheumatic Pains, 
which remained after the epidemical Fever of 1737, would yield 
to Mercurial Cathartics; but he preferred to every thing elfe what 
he calls the E/fence of Antimony*, which is nothing elfe but 
emetic Wine made with Glafs of Antimony, with the Addition of 
alittle /picy Stomachic. ‘This, given to xx or xxx Drops, ope- 
_ Yates by gentle Sweats, and purges in a larger Dofe very mildly. 
He recommends it as a moft excellent Medicine in an ob/finate 
Rheumatifm. | 

HoFrFMAN likewife recommends MM€ercurials and Antimonials 
in particular Cafes, that is, when:a violent and obftinate Pain af- 
fliéts the lower Parts of the Body, about the Offa Ichi and 
the Os Coccigis, and the Patient is of a robuft Conftitution, then 
the more powerful Chemical Medicines may be made ufe of, 
fuch as Mercurius Duleis, the Solar Precipitate rightly prepared,

Nothing can be a more certain or fafe Sudorific, for it 
eats but very little; «hence it may be given fucce/sfully in Fevers, 
chiefly the flow and intermittent: As alf in many chronical Difeafes ;

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the Medicinal Regulus of Antimony, to which a Decoétion of the.

CHEYNE fays the hot and inflammatory Rheumatifms have al} 
the Symptoms of the Gow, and like it change from Place to 
Place, and, by over violent Evacuations, may be tranflated upon- 
the noble Organs ; and by the Way it may not be amifs to ob~ 
ferve, that exce/five Bleedings and other violent Evacuations con-

the Patient’s Weaknefs, cannot attain to it’s proper anid genuine 
Symptoms. 3 | . 

The regular Gout makes it’s Onfet in the following Manner : 
Tt ufually feizes the Patient in the latter End of Fanuary, or the 
Beginning of February, all of a fudden, and without any previous 
Notice, unlefs the Patient.has been troubled with Crudities, of 
the Stomach, and Indigeftion for fome Weeks before ; the Body 
likewife may have feemed to have been puffed up with Wind, 
with aKind of Heavine's, which daily increafes, till at length the 
Fit comes thundering on ; a few Days beforé which, there 18 a 
Torpor, and as it were a Defcent of Wind down the Mufcleés of 
the Thigh, with a Kind of fpafmodic Affection of them. Like- 
wife, the Day before the Fit, the Appetite is more voracious,. but 
hotmatural. - , ae ea ea 

Though the Patient /eems to go to Bedin good Health, yet, about 
twoin the Morning he is awaked By a. Pain which moft com- 
monly. affects. the great Toe, fometimes the Heel, the Ancle, or 
the Calf of the Leg, which Pain refembles that of diflocated 
Bones ; there is likewife a Senfation as if Water almoft cold was 
poured on the Membranes of the. Part affe€ted. Soon‘after a 
Shivering and. Shaking fupervene, with a feverifh Diforder. The 
Pain, which at firft .is.tolerable, becomes more violent in Pro 
portion as the Shaking decreafes, and grows more intenfe every 
Hour till Night, and. then itis at the Height; fettling itfelf 
about the little Bones.of the Tarfus and AZciatarfus, whofe Li- 
gaments it affects. Now there feems to be a violent’ Extenfion 
of the Ligaments, .or a Senfation .of their-. being lacerated, 
or gnawed by a Dog. Sometimesthey feem to be prefled or 
fqueezed together. At this Time the Part affeted becomes fo 
exceedingly fenfible, that they cannot bear theWeight of the Sheet. 
nor the Shakine of the Room bya Perfon’s walking about, unlefs 
“he treads very foftly. , 

_ . The Patient is now in great Torture, and is continually fhifting 
“his Foot from Place to Place in hopes of Eafe. His Body likewife 
dein as conftant Agitation, as the Part afiected.. This always hap- 
he. a ) C2 pens 
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pens at the Acceffion of the Fit. But the Pain continues with 


out Remiffion till two or three in the Morning, that is, twenty~ 
four Hours from the firft Onfet, at which Time he begins to be 


at Eafe, which he is willing to attribute to the laft Pofture in 


which he placed the affeted Member. Now he falls into a 
gentle breathing Sweat, and gets a little Sleep, and when he 


‘awakes, perceives the Part to be fwelled, and the Pain much 
abated ; for before, the Veins of the Member, being turgid, were 
- only more confpicuous than ufual. : 


The next Day, or perhaps two or three Days afterwards, if 
the Gouty Matter is copious, the Part affected is a little in 
Pain, which grows more violent towards the Evening, and 
abates at the Crowing of the Cock. 

In a few Days the other Foot begins to be affected in the fame 


_ Manner ; and, if the Pain has ceafed in the firft, the Weaknefs 
_which is left behind foon vanifhes. The fame Tragedy is now 


acted over again. Sometimes when the Gouty Matter is in 


great Plenty, it attacks both Feet at once, but it generally feizes: 
one after the other. 


After both the Feet have been tormented, the Fits which fol- 
low. are out of Rule, both as to the Time of Invafion and the 


_ Duration ; only the Pain grows more intenfe at Night, and re- 


mits in the Morning. » 


' From a. Series of thefe fmall Fits arifes what.is called a Fit of 


‘the Gout, which is longer or fhorter, according to the Patient’s 
Age. For it is not to be fuppofed that, when the Patient has 


been laid up with the Gout two or three Months, that it is a 


~fingle Fit, but rather a Series or Chain of fmall Fits, which 
continually grow fhorter and milder, till the peccant Matter is 


at length confumed, and the former Health reftored. This 


happens to the more vigorous, and whom the Gout feldom vifits, 
in fourteen Days; to Perfons advanced in Years, who have 


often felt its Rage, in two Months; but thofe who are debilitated 


with Age, or the long Stay of the Difeafe, it does not leave till 
Summer, being pretty far advanced, drives it away t+.

Editions, but even in his own Enxglifh Tranflation. Horrman has 


_ likewife commiteed the fame Blunder, by tranfcribing SypzEnHam’s 


Sentiments outof ALLEN, inftead of taking them from the Author him- 


_ ¥Felf; which, [think is an unpardonable Fault in fo great a Phyfician. 
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For the fir? fourteen Days the Urine is higher-coloured, and 


depofits a Sediment like Gravel; and not above one third of 
what the Patient drinks paffes off by Urine; the Body on the 
firft Day is coftive, the Appetite decayed, there is a Shivering 
towards the Evening ; as alfo a Heavinefs and troublefome Sen= 
fation in the Parts not affected. When the Fit goes off, there is 
an intolerable Itching in the affected Foot, chiefly between the 
Toes, from which and from the Feet fall branny Scales, as if 
the Patient had fwallowed Poifon. \ | 
The Difeafe thus terminated, the Patient’s good Habit of Body 
and Appetite return in Proportion to the Severity of the Pain in © 
the laft Fit; and inthe fame Proportion the next Fit will be ei- 
ther accelerated or retarded; for, if the laft Fit was very feveres 
the next will not come on in lefs Time than a Solar Revolu- 
tion. . 
- Hitherto you have an Account of the regular Gout, and its 
genuine Phanomena; but when it is difturbed by incongruous 
Medicines, and the Patient is worn out by the long Continuance 
of the Difeafe, it becomes zrregular, and the Subftance of the 
Body is as it were changed into a Fomes of the Difeafe, and Na- 
ture becomes unequal to the T’afk of conquering the Malady 
thus changed, in the accuftomed Manner. re 

The Feet were at firft the Seat of the Difea/z, but now it at- 
tacks the Hands, Wrifis Elbows, Knees, and other Parts of the 
Body. Sometimes it fo diftorts the Fingers, as to make them 
refemble a Bunch of Parfnips, and at length /fony Concretion 
appear about the Ligaments of the Joints, which, breaking 
through the Skin, refemble Chalk, or Crabs-Eyes. Sometimes 
the Gouty Matter invades the Albows, and creates a whiti/h Swel- 
Jing of the Size of an Egg, which foon aflumes a red Colour, 
and becomes inflamed. Sometimes it affects the Tigh in fuch 
a Manner as if a great Weight was hanged thereon, and yet- 
without any remarkable Pain. From thence it defcends to the 
Knee, which it handles more roughly, hindering all Motion, for the 
Patient continues in the fame Place and Pofture as if he were 
nailed to the Bed. x | 

Now the Gout aff &s the Patient all the Year, except two or 
three Months in Summer ; and the particular Fit, which did not 
Jaft above a Day or two, continues ten or fourteen Days, and, the 
firft or fecond Day after the Onfet, he is difturbed with Sick- 
nefs as wellas Pain, and a total Lofs of Appetite. : 

His Limbs alfo begin to be contracted and unapt for Motion, 
and though he can ftand, and perhaps creep about a little, yet 
fo lowly, that you can {fcarce perceive he gets forward at all. 
If he ftrives beyond his ie i hoping by Exercife to regain 
mer oh | ae ee his — 
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his Legs, and to become lefs fufceptible of Pain, the Fomes of 
the Difeafe will attack the Vifcera in a more dangerous Manner. 


_ Whe Urine is like that of a Perfon troubled With | a Diabetes, and 


there is a troublefome Itching in the Back and other Parts, ef- 
pecially at Bed-time. | 

Nature being at length oppreffed with the Difcafe and old 
Age, the Fits begin to grow more mild, and, inftead of the u/ual 
Pain, there is a Kind of Sicknefs, wi ith a Pain in the Belly, a 
foontaneous Wearinefs, and fometimes a Difpofition to fall into a 
Diarrboea ; which Symptoms vanifh as often as the Pain returns 
to the Temiek: And thus, the Patient being alternately afflicted 
with Pain and Sicknefs, the Paroxyfm becomes very long and 


-very tedious. SypeEn. 


This Difeafe feldom invades any Patient till he is upwards of 
thirty, and Men are more fubject to it than Women ; as alfa 
Perfons of acute Parts, who afloat their Studies too clofely, 
efpecially in the Night with an intenfe Application of Mind. 


- Likewife thofe who We high, and indulge their Appetites, drink- 
Ing plenty of rich generous Wines, or who ufe Acids too freely 


or white eager Wines; or who have been addicted too early to 
Venereal Pleafures, or whofe Bodies are large, grofs, and full, 
Thofe alfo are liable to it, whofe fweaty Feet are too fuddenly 
chilled ; or who. fuffer their Feet to fweat in wet Shoes /and 
Stockings. Hence Hunting and Riding in ‘the Cold. are per- 
‘picious. Tt may likewife be received by Contagion, and is he- 
reditary, defcending from Father'to Son. Boer. 

The curative Indications require, firf, that the Prime Vie be 
fet free from a load of indigefted Crudities, and the’Vifcera be 
reitored to their priftine Vicour. ‘That by thefe Means the 
Aliments may be duly conco€ted and affimilated into healthy 
Fluids, and fuch as will pafs freely through the fmalleft Vetiels, 
while phatever 48 WHR for Nourifhment may pats off by Perfpi- 
ration, in due Time and Quantity. Secondly, that the Fluid 
flagnating in, and ftufing up, the {malleit Veflels, may be ex- 
pelled the Body, anda ‘free Paflage through the contracted Vet- 
fels be reftored. 

The frf Intention may be anfwered by omits and gentle Cathar- 
tics, repeated as Occafion requires ; by Bitters, Aromatics, antifcor- 
butic Medicines ; by te e fixed Salts, taken in fmal!l Quantities 
for a long Time; by Aiiments and Drinks that are nouri/bing, 
light, eajy of Digeflion, aes affinilated and taken in due Quan- 
tity, By powerful Exercife often repeated and long continued, 
‘and “efpecially by Riding in ‘a dty, pure, ferene. Wie’, by : 
Frittion, by Motion of me affected rae by aaa to hee 2a 
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The fecond Intention may be anfwered partly by the preceding 
Article, as well as by procuring gentle Sweats, by bathing th na- 
tural and artificial Baths; by {weating in a Baguio; or by the. 
Ule of Volatile Salts, and copious Drinking of attenuating Li- 
quors actually hot, in the Morning whi le in Bed, in order to % 
procure a Sweat; as alfo by Adercurial Purges, taking a large y 
Quantity of Diluents after them ; by Friéfioxs oP the whole Hay, us 
efpecially the Parts affected, with hot, dry Linen Cloths, till'a 
Rednefs appears ; by cold Baths, and the like. ‘Thefe Things 
being ufed with Prudence, and according to the various Ten- 
peraments of the Patient, will yield no fmall Rel ief, even in 
‘the nodous Gout itfelf. .WINTRINGHAM. | 

- As the proximate Caufe lies in the vitiated State of the froallet 
nervous Veffels of the Body, and of the Fluid that paffes through 
them, it is no Wonder that Bleeding will not reach the Va: Aer, 
State, or Caufe of the Difeafe; yet it may fometimes do good 
by Accident, by caufing a fmall Revulfion, and by abating He 
curgent Symptoms. 

Nogwill Emcee or Cavhartics yield fo much Relief as is com=\ 
monly thought, becaufe they often rdife.a Difturbance in the % 
nervous Fluid, diminifh the other Fluids, and weaken the ex- 
pulfive Facu Aiba But much greater Behelit may be expected . 
from Sudorifies rightly adminiftered. 

Nothing is more fatal than to hinder the Gouty Matter, now 
erown mature, , and. remaining unexpelled, as well-as uncor- — 
rected by proper Medicines, from falling on the .ufual Parts, ee 
which indeed caufe great Pain, but no Dancer. Tf it muades 

_ the Brain, it will aden Apoplexies, Paifies, a Delirium, Weak- 
neffes, Doxing, Tremors, or univerfal Convulfions : If it attacks 
the Lungs, it poe an Of ids, a Couch or a Se TF 
the Intercoftals and Pleura, a convuljive Pheurify : If the abdomz- 
nal Vifcera, Naujeas, Anxieties, Vomiting, Belching, Gripings, or 
Spajms of the Vijcera. It is almoft incredible how many Difea- 
fes it creates, whica are fuddenly mortal; or at leaft not to be | 
cured but by reviving the iit of the Gout, which had been din 
fturbed, and rendering it as fevere as poffible. 

i Privele laft mentioned Evils hai ppen from injudicious Applica- 
tions of Narcotics, efi igerants, diriaens, or Incraffants ; or from 
Medicines which caufe a Revulfion from the ditéafed Part, or 
from debilitating, evacuating, or fuffocating Remedies. Me ice 
Bleeding, Purging upwards or dawhwards, ‘Flaifiers, Pultices, 
of the Nature abovementioned, and all Opiates sha Ga thefe 
-Effeéts; as alfo'a /pontancous Weaknefs brought on by’ extreme 
_ old Age: or from the extreme Parts being fo obfirusted, corrupted,

through them any longer. 

To abate the exceffive Paini in the Part affected, if there be an ab- 
folute Neceflity, Opiates may be given internally, and the Pa- 
tient may drink plentifully of hot Whey, or any other Liquor 
of the like Nature. External Emollients and Anodynes may be 
ufed laid’on pretty bot, or the Part affected may be beat with 
Nettles; or it may be anointed with terebiathinated Ba Yam of 
Sulphur, or Tow may be burned thereon*.

_. ‘Though there is nothing of any Moment to be done in the 

Fit, yet it will be proper to abflain from Flefh for fome Days, 
etic: upon Water-Gruel, or fuch-like Diet, but no longer 
than the Stomach is averfe to Flefh, for fear of bringing on a 
Difturbance of the Animal Spirits; but then great Care thould 
be taken in the Diet, both as to Quantity and Quality. 

As foon as the Pain is almoft gone and the Swelling and 
Weaknefs only remain, nothing can be better than warm 

_fomachic and foicy Purges, dofed and repeated. according to the 
Strength of the Patient. _Vhis being premifed, if the Patient’s. 
Strength is impaired, and Fleth atten I fhould advife Afes 
| Milks ah Pau: half a Pint, or a Pint in the Morning early, and 
at five or fix o’Clock in the Afternoon; and to keep up the Ap- 
_ petite which the Milk commonly palls, and to prevent it’s cool- 

' ing Effects on the Stomach, a light Bitter made of Gentian, 
Clanams on, and Orange-Peel only. the laft double to the other 
two, infufed in Sherry or White-Wine, and taken two Hours 
before Meals, may be ufed moft conveniently. This Courfe 
may be continued two or three Weeks; after this a Courfe of

I knew a noble Lord of great Worth and much Gout, who, by 
taking a Dram of Rhubarb every Morning for fix Weeks, lived

oftener in a Week, in fuch a Quantity as to procure two or 
three Motions. |

‘Thefe digeftive Remedies are conftantly, and with the utmoft 
Diligence to be taken, chiefly in the Intervals between the 
Fits. 

In the Diet there is a Adedium to be obferved ; the Patient 
fhould neither eat more than the Stomach will digeft, nor be fo 
abftemious as to defraud the Parts of fuch a Pioportion of Ali- | 
ment as is neceflary to maintain the Strength and Vigour. As 
to the Quality of the Food, the Patient’s Palate is to be ‘confulted, 
but he fhould dine upon one Difh of Meat only, for feveral 
Kinds of Flefh, eaten at the fame Meal, difturb the digeftive 
Faculty more than the fame Quantity of any one Sort. As for 
other Things, the Patient may feed upon what he likes beft, 
provided it is not fharp, nor falted, nor feafoned with Snites. 
He fhould eat no Supper, but infiead thereof fhould drink a 
Draught of good Small-Beer, whereby the Breeding of the 
Gravel may be prevented ; if the Patient is troubled with the 


_ Gravel or Stone, and makes bloody Water, he may purge with 
_ Manna once a Week, and take a Bl as: at Night, 
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The moft fuitable Drink is fuch as is not fo ftrong as Wine, nor 


fo weak as Water, for the latter by its Coldnefs will deprave the 


Stomach. Of this fort is the London ‘Table Beer, or Water 


- with a little Wine. But, when the Gouty Matter has feized the 


whole Body, he muft abftain from all fermented Liquors, though 
ever fo mild and {mall, and ufe the following Deco¢tion only :

. danguid Stomach, attended -with Sicknefs and Gripes, as if from 
Wind. ~In this Cafe nothing is better than a Glafs of Canary, 
_- drank now and then, together with Exercife. But, if the Symp- 


tom will not admit any Truce, give twenty Drops of the The- 
baic Tin€ture in fpirituous alexitereal Water, provided the Head is 
not attacked, and let the Patient compofe himfelf to Reft. By 


the following Method the Author relieved himfelf from inftant 
Death, when, from fome Error in the Non-naturals, he fell into 


great Sicknefs ofthe Stomach, Vomiting-and Pain in the Belly, 
when at the fame Time the Joints were free from Pain dy the 


 Retroceffion of the Gouty Matter, and were more than ufually apt 
for Motion; that is, he took a Gallon of Poflet-Drink, or Small 

- Beer, and threw it up again by Vemit; and afterwards a Glafs 
«of Canary with xvilj Drops of the Thebaic Tinéture. 


If the Symptoms will not yield to this, let the Patient take a 


“Sweat for two or three Days inthe Morning and Evening, and 


promote it for two or three Hours together. Sweating is alfo good 
in a Diarrhoea, when Laudanuen fails. Butif there is a Tranfla- 
tion of the Gouty Matter to the Lobes of the Lungs, and the Pain 
has left the Joints, this. Symptom is to be treated.as a Peripneu- 
mony, that is, with repeated Bleeding, refrigerating Diet, and 


| Medicines, as alfo with the Lacreffants.. The Patient is likewife to 


be purged between the Bleedings with /emient Potions; Sweating ~

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Ifithe Nepbritic Pains fhould come upon the Gout, which often 
happens, let the Patient omit all other Wedidihes: and drink a. 
Jarge Quantity of Poffet-Drink, in which the Leaves and Roots 
of Mallows and Mar/b-Mallows have been boiled. Then let a 
Cher be given, and afterwards a large Dofe of Laudanum.

When the Gout bas feized on the Head, it is to be treated as any 
other violent Head-Ach, or as an Inflammation of the Brain and 
its Membranes.; Biesilinp in the Arm or fugular; Cupping on 
the Back; Bli/tering between the Shoulders, but efpecially on 
the Wales, to give the Gouty Humour a Vent downwards. In 

yeung and ftrong Conftitutions mercurial and. antimonial Vomits 
will do Wonders. Likewife gentle Stomach Purges are to be 

oured down continually, that is, two or three Spootifals every 
third Hour, till the Effeét is obtained. I recommend principally, 
for this End, Tinétura Sacra, with compound Spirit of Laventery 
and a few Dreps of Tinéture of Snake Root. 

Mercurial Vomits are not only proper for the Gout in the Sto- 
mach, but they are abfolutely neceffary as well as Mercurial Purges, 
when the Gout becomes fixed to, and permanent in a Place, as’ 
alfo when. it is difperfed all over the Habit like a Rhewmatifm. 
Thefe active Medicines muft firft render the Humours fluid, 
which Gum Guaiac. with diaphoretic Antimony perfitted in, -will af 
terwards carry off. CHEYNE. | 

PITCAIRN afferts that the Gout may be cured in the fame 
Manner as the Lives Venerea, by a Salivation’ and a Decodtion 
of the Woods; and CHEyne allows that a full free Salivation 
will cure the Gout for feveral Years, but then. it fhatters the 
Conititution fo much, that «the future Fits become worfe for it. 
But, however, this is no Obieétion againft acommon Mercurial 
Bencle: which Dr. James, after repeated Trials, has found 
very efficacious in the Cure of the Gout, of which the feveral 
Cafes, publifhed in his Treatife of the Gout, are a fufficient 
‘Teftimony. 

Curyner likewife obferves, that half a Dram of powdered Sul- 
phur, or Flour of ober taken regularly in a Spoonful of 
Milk, hes prevented the Fit for many Years. It moves the Body 
gently once or twice ina Day. I prefer the taking it in the 
following Manner, drinking a Draught of Milk after it:

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is not to be given when the Patient’s Nerves are relaxed ; for 
fuch a State of the Body requires Medicines, which gently eva-_ 
cuate and reftringe at the fame Time: Such as Rhubarb TinGura 
Sacra, and the like. Or, neglecting the Gout, the nervous Syftem 
may be ftrengthened by Preparations of Steel, the Bark and 
Orange Peel. 

MusGrave, to bring the Gout back from the noble Parts to 
the Joints, had a great Opinion of the Alcohol Martis, which is 
nothing but Filings of Steel reduced to an impalpable Powder, by 
turning it into the Ruft with Urine, then levigating it, and mix- 
ing it with a large Quantity of Water, that is, about a Gallon 
to two Pounds and an half of Filings. After it has ftood a Quar- 
ter of an Hour, the upper Part of the Water is to be poured off, 
and evaporated to a Drynefs. ‘The Powder at the Bottom is ta 
be put into a Paper in the Form of a Sugar-Loaf, and wafhed by 
gradually pouring in hot Water till it is freed from the Urinous 
Salts. With regard to the remaining grofs Powder, the fame Pro- 
cefs is to be repeated over again. [The Chalybis Rubigo prepa- 
rata will anfwer the fame Purpofe exactly ] He prefcribes it thus:

Lay fome of this as hot to the Part as the Patient can bear, 

and cover it with Flannel. Renew it as it grows cold till a Txz- 
aor appear. If the Patient fhould faint with the Pain, give him 
a Glafs of generous Wine. 

De Sault, fappofing the Gout depends on the ant of Pexfpi- 

vation, propofes warm Baths, Exercife, avoiding Cold as much 
as poflible, clean Linen and other Cloaths, moderate Eating, 
Abftinence from Suppers, Frictions, ‘Tranquility of Mind, and 
a Milk Diet, as Prefervatives againft it. He reGomiiends 
Garlick in Summer, and Sicel and Peruvian Bark in Winter. 
When the Stomach is attacked, he lets Blood at the Ancles, and 
applies Epi/pa/tics of different kinds to. the Feet, and then endea- 
vours to procure a general Sweat. When the Pain is very vio- 
lent, he blunts it by applying a Cloth dipped in Liguzd Laudanum, 
and exhorts the Patient to ufe Exercife after this. 

After all we muft not forget the Gout Powders of the Duke of 
Portland, which I fhall relate in hisown Words: 

Take the Roots of Round Birthwort and Gentian; the Leaves 
and Tops of Ground-Pine, Germander, and Centaury, of each 
equal Weights. They are all to be dried, powdered, and fifted ; 
then mix them well together. You are to take a Dram of this 
Powder every Morning fafting, in a Cup.of Wine and Water, 
Broth, Tea, or any other Vehicle, fafting an Hour and Half 
after it. Continue this for three Months hes Interruption, 
Then diminifh the Dofe one Fourth three Months longer; then 
half a Dram for feven Months more, After the firft Year it 
will be fufficient to take half a Dram every other Day. As this 
operates infenfibly, it will be perhaps two Years before you re- 
ceive any great Benefit ; fo you muft not be difcouraged, if at 
firft you do not perceive any great Amendment: It works flow, 
but fure. It does not confine the Patient to any particular Diet, 
fo one lives foberly, and abftains from thofe Meats and Liquors, 
that have always been accounted pernicious in the Gout, as 
Champaign, Drams, high Sauces, &c. 

The Regimen of BoERHAAVE and OsterpyKe for the rae 


‘ dical Cure of the Gout has made a great Noife, and has cer- 


tainly anfwered the Intention, in fome Cafes, though it has 
failed i in others. 

‘Thefe Gentlemen hold, that the Gout is not to be abfo- 
ately cured but by a Milk- Diet, which, in Twelve Months, 
will 
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will alter the whole Mafs of Bloods; and, in’order thereto; 
the following Directions muft be ftritly obferved. 

3. The Patient muft not tafte any Liquor befides a Mixture 
of one-third of Milk and two-thirds of Water, and fo drink 
it as often as Occafion and Appetite may ferve: a little Tea 
or Coffee may be fometimes permitted with the Milk: 

2. At Dinner ‘he muft not eat anything but what’ is made 
of Barley, Oats, Rice or Millet-Seed, Carrots, Potatoes, 
Turnips, Spinnage, &c. He may eat Fruit when full ripe, 
baked Pears or Apples, Apple-Dumplings’; but, above all, 
Milk and Bifcuit : ‘nothing fale or four, not even a Seeitte 
Orange. 

4. His Supper muft be only Milk and Bread. 

5. It is neceflary: to go to Bed by ‘Times, even before nine 

o Clock, and to accuftom himfelf to fleep much. 

6. Every Morning, before he rifes, to have his Feet, Legs, 
Arms, and Hands, well rubbed with Pieces of Woolen Cloth 
for half an Hour, and the fame going to Bed.—This Article 
_-muft be ftrifily obferved ; for, by thefe Means, ‘Tumours, 
Knobs, and Bunches, will be difiipated, and their fixing in the - 
Joints, rendering them ufelefs, prevented. 

. He mutt eeu ohn himfelf to Exercife ; riding on Horfe- 
Back is beft; or in a Coach, Chaife, €%c. the more the better 3 
but he weit carefully avoid taking Cold, nor venture out in 
foggy, windy, or wet Weather. 

Laftly, In cafe°a‘Fit of the Gout: fhould return, and be 
violent, which (they fay, will feldom happen) then a fmall 
Dofe of Opium or Laudanum may be taken to com pofe ; but 
muft not be repeated. They think, that though the. Patient 
has an hereditary Gout, even that aall be of no Confequence, 
provided he will, dnder he Carding a prudent oy uegusy re- 
fotve to puriue the toregoing Directions.

“8 HE Sciatica is a violent and obftinate Pain in his Hip, 
chiefly in the Joint where the Head of the Thigh-bone is 
received into the Acetabulum of the Coxendix. The Pain will fome- 
times extend itfelf to the lower Part of the Loins; tothe Thigh, 
Leet: and even tothe Extremity of the Foot, fag outwardly, there 

is 
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is no Swelling, no Inflammation, nor Change of Colour in the 
Skin. 

Sometimes there is fuch a Spafm of the Mufcles on the Side af- 
fected, that the Patient cannot ftand upright, without the utmoft 
Pain. 

’ When the Sciatica has continued very long, there is fuch a 
Collection of pituitous Humour in the Cavity of the Joint, that, by 
relaxing the Ligaments, it often caufes, a Luwation, Sometimes | 
it caufes an Avidurét, or Wafting away of the adjacent Parts. _ 

When the Pain teres the Hip and moves downward, it is a 
Sign that the Spa/ms are refolved. A violent Motion of the acd 
generally exafperates the Pain. 

After a gentle Cathartic, or Cher; Bleeding will be proper, 
efpecially in the Ancle ; alfo Leeches applied to the baemorrhodal 
Veins have been found beneficial. Strong .Purges are hurtful, 
but Mercurius Duleis given with Scammony, or fome other Purge 
tive, will be of Service.

~ Rrverius fays, he has known an obftinate Sczatica cured in one 
Day, by applying fix Cupping-Glaffes, on and about the Pare 
affected, and then anointing, it with O7/ of Bricks hot, and after- 
‘wards a covering it with Linen Cloth made very hot. | 

Zacutus Lufitanus affirms, that the Sciatica has beén cured in 
ten Hours, by applying eight or ten Leeches to the Part affected. 

Some apply the Saponaceons Plaifler of Barbette, inftead of 
which, the Emplafirum é Sapone may be properly fubftituted. 

Baglivi obferves, that if nothing elfe will do, in Pains of the 
external Parts, Recourfe muft be had to Cau/lics, particularly 
the Leaves of Ranunculus, or a Mixture of Quick-Lime arid. foft 
Soap, which are beneficial in the Hip-Gout. 

Etmuiler likewife affirms, that the Leaves of Ranunculus, being 
bruifed and applied to the Region of the Loins for fix Hours or 
more, will raife Buffers, which being cut as ufual, difcharge a 
foarp Serum, and quite remove the Pains of the Sciatica. 

Allen alfo declares, that he knew a Quack in Northamptonfhire, 
who cured the Sciatica with Ranunculus Flammeus minor [Spear- 
wort} by ftamping the Leaves, and applying them a little below 
the Knee, which bliftered the Part, and cured. the Diftemper. 
This he has often tried himfelf with the like good Succefs. 3 

Cheyne obferves, that when the Gout isdifperfed over the whole 
Habit, or is fixed and fettled on a particular Joint, mercurial Vo- 
mits and Purges are neceflary to diflodge it; but the Sczatica will 
not yield to this, ‘and but rarely to any other Methods of Ufe ; 
but, by the following Method, a perfec? Cure may be always ob- 
tained, if the Diftemper is a genuine Sciatica, though of many 
Years ftanding. SQ ye, 

It confifts in taking one, two, or three Drams, to Half an Ounce, 


according to the Strength of the Patient’s Stomach, of the Ce : 
7 neat 
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reel Oil of Turpentine, which is that which comes off between _ 
the Spirit and the Oil, in drawing off the common Oil of ‘Tur- 
_ pentine ; this is to be taken x triple the Quantity of Virgin Honey, 
in a Morning fafting, for four, five, fix, or eight Days at far- 
theft, intermitting a Day now and then, as the Patient’s Occa- 
fions require, or his Stomach fuffers by it. Large Draughts of 
Sack-Whey mutt be drank after it, to feitle it on the Stomach, or 
carry it into the Blood ; Itkewife every night mutt be taken a 
proper Dofe of Matthews’s Pills; [or 9 § of the Pil. Saponacee] 
that is, if the Oil has been takenin the Morning. 

To remove the grofler Remains, and ftrengthen the weakened 
Part, the Patient muft take a Dram or two Drams of Flour of 
Brimftone, for fome ‘Time, twice a Day, ina Tea-cup full of 
Milk: Ifthrough great Intemperance, or a violent Cold, the Pa- 
tient relapfes, let him repeat the former Medicines for a Day or

A Virulent Gonorrhea or Clap proceeds from impure Coitioti 
with an infected Woman. . 

This Diftemper begins, and makes its progrefs in the follow- 
ing Manner. ‘The Patient, fooner or later, according as the 
Woman, with whom he has Had Converfation, was more or 
lefs infected, and according to his Conftitution, by which he may — 
be more or lefs difpofed to receive the Infection, is firft feized 
ev OL. TE | aD # with 
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with an unnufual Pain in the Genitals, and a Kind of a Senfa= 
tion like a Rotation of his Tefticles.. Afterwards, if the Prepuce 
conttantly cover his Glaus, there appears an Eruption or Pu/lule, 
which by its Size, Colour, and Figure, refembles a Spot of the 
Meafles; prefently after appears a weeping Matter like Semen, 
which daily changes Colour and becomes more purulent and 
more yellow, till at length, if the Diforder be highly virulent, 
it aflumes a greenifh Hue, or appears like a thin fanious Matter — 
mixed with Blood. 

The Puflule at length becomes an Uler, [commonly called a 
Chancre] at firft not unlike the Thru/h in Children’s Mouths, 
which, daily eating deeper and wider, at laft is encompafled with 
bard and callous Lips. 
 ‘Thofe whofe Glans is uncovered, feldom have fuch a Pu/lule, 
either becaufe it is hardened by being continually expeted to the 
Air, or by the frequent Rubbing of the Shirt, and fo is lefs liable 
to imbibe the Infection. : 

The Running brings on a Heat or Smarting in making Water, 
which is moft violent when it is over, for then it feems to burn 
the whole Dud of the Urethra. 

- Another Symptom is the Corde, or Contraftion of the Fre- 
num, by whichthe Penzs is bent downwards, ‘There is likewife, 
when the Penzs is erected, great Pain as if compreffed tran{- 
verfely with a ftrong Hand. This chiefly happensin the Night, 
when the Patient is warm in his Bed. : 

' Sometimes the Urethra being heated and excoriated with long» 
Running of the acrimonious Pus, Nature breeds a foft fpungy Fle/h, 
to fupply the Defect, which, daily increafing, forms Caruncles or 
Carnofities, {o far as to plug up the Urinary Pajfage and {top the 
Urine. However, the little adjoining Ulcers continue to pour 
forth a Kind of an /cbor ; and this State is not only troublefome: 
to the Phy/iians, but almoft as bad as Death to the Patient. 

It alfo often happens, through fome wiclent Motion, or the il]- 
timed Ule of Afringents, that the Sanies which dhould be carried 
of by the Génorrhea, is tranflated to the Scrotum, and caufes one 
or both of the. Te/lcles to fwell and inflame with intolerable 
Anguifh and Pain; the Running at the fame Time decreafing,, 
while the Scalding of the Urine is as great as ever. Syb. 

[To thefe Symptoms may be added the Phimo/fis, which happens 
when the Prepuce cannot be drawn back to uncover the 
Glans.; but this is the Cafe of many in a healthful State. Alfo 
the Periphimofis or Paraphimofis, when the Prepuce, being fwelled, 
cannot. be brought forward to cover the Glans of the Penis. 
There are fometimes alfo watry Bladders or Veficles called Cry-

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_Groin. When thefe laft appear, the Lues Venerea is generally 
fuppofed to begin. ] | 

Women are not fubje& to fuch a Variety of Symptoms as Men ; 
their chief Complaints being a Difficulty of Urine and a Kunning 5 
however, they are liable to Chancres and Venereal Warts as well 
within as on the outward Parts of the Labia Pudendi, as alfo to 
Bubses in the Groin. As for the Coarétation of the Sphinéer 
Vaging, purfing up as it were, the external Orifice; this is not 
a Phimofis, though by fome improperly fo called. TuRNER. 

The Cau/e of a virulent Gonorrhea is a Taint by impure Goi- 
tion, conveyed from a Woman infected with a malignant Gonora 
rhea, or the Lues Venerea, firft to the Genitals of a Man, and 
afterwards through the Pores to the Lymph, or feminal Liquor ; 
the due Crafis and natural Mixture it intirely deftroys, by induc- 
ing partly a cau/tic and corroding, and partly a putrid State there- 
of. Hence arife the Pains and Heats, the Tumours, the Inflam- 
mations, and the Exulcerations of the Genitals: For at firft the 
Glans is only affected, whilft, in Coition, the Poifon infinuates 
itfelf into the open Pores. ‘Then it foon proceeds to the Glands 
of the Urethra, then to the Proffate, which are porous, and af- 
terwards to the Veficule Seminales. 

If the zafec?ed Lymph is conveyed to the Inguinal Glands through 
the Lymphatic Vefjels, which Cowper difcovered to run from the 
Perpuce to the Groin; then a venereal Bubo is formed. which is a 
hard Tumour without Pain. But if the Seat of the Gonorrhea 
is deeper, and an Inflammation arifes at the Beginning of the 
Urethra, where the Veficule Seminales difcharge the jeminal Fluid, 
then thefe Veffels are fo comprefled by the Tumour, that the Se- 
men cannot be conveyed to them from the Te/ficles, whence it 
happens that the Tefticles fwell. | 

[Boerhaave is of Opinion that the Time of imbibing the Infection 
is when the Penis begins to fubfide from its turgid State in the 
venereal Paroxyfm. It then enters the Cells of the Corpus Spon- 
giofum of the Glans, which is wrapped up in two Membranes and 
continued all the Way up to the Neck of the Biadder: Hence the 
fighteft Contagion is eafily propagated through all this Tract. For 
the {pongeous Subftance of the Urethra is a Continuation of the 
Glans Penis; and, when once the Poifon has made its Way into 
the Membrana cellulofa, it immediately produces a /mall Ulcer, 
attended with a whitifh yellow Difcharge, almoft void of Te- 
nacity, and when it dries on the Linen ftiffens it, and leaves 
a greeni{h yellow Stain. ‘This filthy Pus feeds upon-the fine fatty 
Texture of the Part. ] "a : | x: 
_ As to the Prognoffics, we mutt obferve, that the greater the In- 
_ fection is, the more violent and obftinate the Diforder will prove 5

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though it feldom brings on a Pox unlefs the Difcharge is imnpru~ 
dently flopped by the prepofterous Ufe of Sudsrifics and Afiringents ; 
for, immediately on the Suppreffion of the Difcharge, Budzes, 
Tumours of the Scrotum and Tefficles, Carunclés of the Ureibe a; and 
other terrible Symptoms appear, together with a confirmed Pox. 
The more regular the Difcharge is eS thé more mild all the 
Symptoms are. 

But when the Running is {mall in Quantity, the Urine is highly 
foetid, and the AZatter yellow or green, it is a bad Sign. 

It is.a certain Sign the Diforder 1s mitigated, iver the painful 
Confiriétion of the Penis in Ereétion and the Aleat of Ur drke are 
removed, as alfo when the impaired Strength begins to feturn, 
and the Crebaiicanee: which ‘before was pale, aflumes a florid or a 
natural Colour. 

ft is a Sign the Gonorthcea is cured, if, upon comprefling the 
Penis, a Drop or two of thin limpid Liquor, Irke the White of 
an Eee, is difcharged. Horr. — 

The Regimen, during the Time of the Cure, requires the Pa- 
tient to abitain from all oily Food, and he muft alfo avoid every 
Thing which by its acrimonious Quality dtimulates to Venery ; 
fuch as Spices, bulbous Roots, Flefh, Egos, Fifb, and fermented 
Liquors; forthe Inflation of the Pens retards the Cure. This @s 
of the utmof Confequence, and therefore all venereal Incitements, 
fuch as wanton Pi€tures, amorous Dalliance with Women, ob- 
fcene Books, and whatever elfe inflames the Fancy, fhould be 
fhunned like Death. 


Water and Whey are the beft Drink, and Seeds and Sum- 
mer-Fruits the beft Aliment. . 

All poffible Care muft be taken that Cold never reaches the- 
Penis, and that it be kept always moift, left the Pores contract

But when the Quantity g erows lefs, and the Colour whiter, 
and feels more tenacious, I Tay afide the Pill, and keep him to 
the Electary fome Days longer Night and Morning. If it 
purges too much, I leave out the Falap, and fubftitute Rhubarb ; 
when it proves eetiols: I give the Terebinth. Cod?. by way of 
farther agglutinating and drying the Géet, 

When the Cordée and Dy/ury are very ftubborn, or the Run- 
ning more virulent than ordinary, I order the Genitals to be 
fmeared every Night quite up to the Groin with the weaker blue 
Ointment, and give the Pill without the Argent. viv. early in the’ 
Morning in a larger Dofe, or a Draught of the Lnfufum Senne. 

This Method wil! fucceed in three Weeks, or a Month’s 
‘Time; but, if the Patient is ungovernable, it may be above as 
jong again.

In the Place of Mercurials given internally, A/fruc directs the 
Ufe of crude Quickfilver as in the common Unétion, to be rubbed 
upon the Parts, as about the Body of the Penis, efpecially under 
the Urethra to the Perineum, and fo up to the Pubes and Tefticles ;

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Turner approves of this Method in all local Affections, {uch az 
Chancres, a Phimofis and Parapbimofis from a venereal Taint: As 
alfo when there is a Callofity in the urinary Paffage, or an Indura- 
tion of the Ye/fticles, particularly, their Epididymes, left after the 
Hernia bumoralis, and the like. Nor does he difapprove of it in | 
common Ges | gure the Courfe of the Purgation, with the above 
EleGtary of Mel. Virgin. Jalap, &c. that fo there may be no Dan- 
ger of the eas getting into the Blood. 

If there is no Difcharge of virulent Matter from the Pit. it 
is called Gonorrhea fica, or a dry Clap, the Symptoms of which 
are a Dyfury or Difficulty of making Water, and after, from the 
Increafe of the Infammation and Tumefa@tion, an I[chury OF 
total Suppreffion of Urine. 

In the Cure of the dry Clap, Aftruc advifes plentiful reer S: in 
the Beginning, to take off the Len/ion, and to abate the Lnflam- 
mation; as alfo emollient Decoétions of Mallows, Linfeed, 8c. in 
Milk, to foment the Parts; but perhaps it might be better to 
make a Prultice of thefe Ingredients, after Boerbasve’s Method, ta 
lay to the Parts affected; or, which is beft of all, to ufe them 
one after the other. 

He likewife advifes lenient Cue. cooling Emulfins and Pti- 
fans with Sal 2 Prunella and Anodynes between whiles. During 
the aoeeaannee of the Inflammation, no Mercurials mutt be 
ufed; and if the Symptoms increafe, threatening an 4b/ce/s out- 
wardly in the Perineum, it 1s to be forwarded as much as pof- 
fible by /uperative Poultices, and the Matter difcharged.

He likewife mentions a third, which does not appear fo early as 
the other two, and is therefore a pathognomonic Sign of a Lues Ve-

He propofes to cure it by mercurial Purges to carry off the Hu-~ 
mour, in the mean Time rubbing a mercurial Ointment into the 
Part to diffolve the Induration; which he thinks is more gentle 
and eafy, than to promote the Suppuration by ripening Poultices, 
and then opening the Tumour by a Cauftic, giving Mercurials 
inwardly at the fame Time. | :

The firft Difcharge procured by a Bougie is generally very fa~ 
nious, and evidently flows from the Place where the Obftruc- 
tion is, that Part of the Bougie only being covered with Mat- 
ter that anfwers to. the Obftruction. Again, the Cordde, ex- 
cited by the Ufe of the Bougie, is infinitely more painful where 
the Obftruction is, than in the other Parts of the Penis. It will 
it muft be owned, produce a Cordee in a found Penis, but then 
it extends through every Part of it, and is by no Means fo pain- 
ful as the other.

bring ona Difcharge without Pain; And, laftly, a Smoothnefs

The Quickfilver, whether it be divided.in Balf. Suiph. or Ho- 
ney, muit not be put into the Plaifter till the Moment before the 
Bougies are made, nor muft the Plaifter be boiling hot at that 
Time. When the Quickfilver is mingled with the Plaifter mo- 
derately hot, Slips of fne Rag muft be ready to dip in the Com- 
pofition.

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It often happens at the Beginning, that the Bougie cannot be 
too fmall, and then the End mutt be round that it may readil 
flip over the Pice of the Urethra; it is alfo exceedingly defirable 
that it enter within the Obftruction. However, it is neceflary 
to defift from pufhing it when once it begins to bend. When it 
meets with any Refiftance, to avoid the ‘Bending, turn it round 
with your Finger and ‘Chumb feveral ‘Times, and, as you turn it 
prefs it a little fouuarae. If by this Method it advances, continue 
to do the fame Thing till it flops. But. it muft be owned that 
 ghe Operator in this Cafe may be eafily deceived. 

The Bougie muft be confined in the Penis by fome Kind of 
Bandage, or rather we may keep it fixed in the Urethra by a 
| Cotton String tied about its Extremity, and then paffed round 
the Penis; no other Thread is neceflary. 

When the Patient is timorous, or the Part tender, it may be 
left in two or three Hours in a Day only at firft, but otherwife 
fix or feven. When the Patient finds he cannot bear it, it may 
‘be difcontinued two or three Days, according to the Nature of 
the Symptoms. 

Thereare lnflances/ of its having firft cured, and then brought 
on a frefh Strangury. In this Cafe forbear its Ufe for two or 
three Days, and the Strangury will ceafe. 

Some have been able to wear it Night and Day without In- 
termiffion, and as they withdrew one introduced another. 
And this is a prudent Step; for the more Suppuration is procu- 
red, and the longer the Urethra is kept diftended, the Cure is 
more likely to be radical. When this cannot be done, the Day 
js better for its Ufe than the Night, becaufe in the Night it is 
more fubject to Ereétions. 

Two Bougies in a Day generally anfwer the Purpofe, one in 
the Morning,. and one in the Evening, as more fuitable to the | 
Patient’s Avocation, ‘Though fome can walk about with them, 

If the Tefticles fhould inflame, or any feverifh Diforder 
come on, they may be kept in an Hour, or half an Hour ina 
Day, to prevent the Urethra from contracting again till the 
Symptom is removed; to prevent thefe Diforde's the Patient 
fhould obferve a cooling Regimen during the ! -eatment.

In what Manner, fays Spare, a Glet is furnifhed, cannot 
well be determined, without firft afcertaining the exact Seat of 
a Gonorrhea. That the Lacune of the Urethra are ufually ulce- 
Fated in.a Genorrhea is now generally aflented to. Yet, though 
all allow the Exiftence of Ulcers during thar Difeafe, they will 
not admit that a Gleet is the Difcharge of an Ulcer. 

/ Formy own Part, 1 am inclined to believe the Running is not 
all of it a purylent Matter, but partly Matter, and partly 2 
Diicharge from the Secretory Organs, as alfo from the Vefcule 
Seminal, when they or their Ducts are affeGed. For the Run- 
bing is produced in lefs. Time after the Infection than is requi- 
dite forthe Formation of Matter in every other Inftance and 
the Appearance of Maiter is frequently the firft Alarm in a Gonor- 
rheea, the Heat of Urine and other Symptoms .of.an Inflam- 
mation and Ulceration following fometimes two or three Days 
after.

Far thefe Reafons, I {uppofe, that the Venereal Poifow, in its 
firft Operation, irritates only, and thereby increafes the Secre- 
tion; efpecially as the fame Thing happens to the Glands of the 
Inteitines from Purgatives, as to the Salivary Glands from Smoak- 
ang, Gc. As'the Poifon operates more ftrongly, the Inflamma- 

_fion increafes, and the Ulcers form and extend, when not only 
the Matter from the. Ulcer is fanious, but all the fecretory Vef- 
fels communicating with the ulcerated Lacune feparate a thinner 
Fluid than ufual; and both the Magter and fecreted Fluids con- 

tinue to be thin fo long as the Inflammation is violent. .

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pofibly furnifh ; of this we have almoft ocular Proof in Wo- 
men; for, though the Gonorrhea be exceeding plentiful, yet, 
upon the niceft InfpeGlion, we often cannot find the leaft De- 
gree of Ulceration of the Vagina *, though, if the Difcharge 
was purely the Digeftion of Ulcers in that Part, it is likely 
fome few of them may be vilible. 3 

When the Inflammation: ceafes, and the Ulcers of the Ure- 
thra heal at the fame Time, the Cure of a Gonorrhea is perfect- 
ed; on the other hand, if the Inflammation be only removed, 


and the Ulcers remain open, a Gleet mutt enfue. 


It is upon this Principle of Ukers fubjifiing in the Ures 
thra, that Daran accounts. for the Action of his Bougie, fuppo- 
fing it to have the Property of healing them with a found Cica- 
trix after the Urethra is opened. And, if the Operation can be 
underftood when there are Ulcers, it will not be difficult to 
comprehend it when there are none ; fince it feems to have the 
Power of opening every wxfound Cicatrix of the Urethra, and 
bringing them immediately into an ulcerated State. 

There are many who imagine that the prodigious Increafe of 
certain. Glects at particular Times, laiting only for two or three 
Days, and then fuddenly abating to their wonted Quantity, is 
inconfiftent with a purulent Difcharge; and therefore conclude - 
a Gleet to be nothing but a preternatural Excretion from the re- 
laxed Veflels of the Urethra. But it is probable that how- 
ever the Matter of a thick Gleet may be furnithed by Secretion, 
ftill the Stimulus provoking the Secretion is kept up by the Sub- 
fiftence of Ulcers; and alfo that, when the Gleet is very thin 
and in fmall Quantities, it is the mere Difcharge of thofe UI- 
cers. A temporary Increafe of a Gleet is not wonderful, becaufe 
habitual Ulcers of every other Part of the Body are often in a 
fluctuating State, and generally fufferfrom Excefles of every Kind, 

In the Cure of a Gleet we may have recourfe to the Boise 
but, as it requires fo long a Time to perfect the Cure, few 


* Perhaps this will account for the eafy Cure of recent Gonorrheeas iz 
Women, which I have known performed in the following Manner. Dif- 
Solve 2}. of Merc. Sublimat. Corrof. ix 3j.of Rum above Proof. Thirty 
Drops of this Solution put into a Drinking-Gla/s of Water and inje&ed 
into the Vagina two or three Times a Day, has intirely taken away the 
Running in two or three Days; which I cannot otherewife account for, 
than by its feizing and deftroying the Juperficial irritating Poifon which 
Stimulated the Glands to a Difcharge of Matter.

V. Of CHANCRES. 


Afiruc obferves, that Chancres were the Cartes Pudendorum of 
the ancient Writers, and- are generally feated on thofe Parts 
which have a finé and tender Covering, through which the viru~- 
Tent Sanies, iffued from the exulcerated Genitals of either Sex, 
has the eafier Admittance. Such are the inward Duplicature 
of the Prepuce, the Infide of the Pudenda in Women, the Nip- 
ples of Nurfes, the Lips and Tongues of Proftitutes. In very bad 

Cafes they will appear on the Dorfum Penis, as well as on the 

ee and Infide of the Thighs. 
In the Cure of the recent Chancre he firft idler Bleeding to 
2 fog etofiemimation, then Fomentations to refolve the In- 
‘duration, not omitting Mercurials in the mean Time, but fo 
nies eee a Salivation. After which he advifes the Ufe of 
-Sudorific DecoGtions of China, Sanfapariila, Guatacum, and Saffa-

Of late Years, he fays, he always found {moaking the Parts 
with Cinnabar fuccefsful tn Chancrous Ulcerations on the Glins 
and Preputium of Men, as well as the Labia and Sin#s Pudoris 
of Women. His Method was,. to throw a Dram of Cinnabar 
on.a Heater, or hotdron, letting the Fume afeerid through a 
Funnel, or a Seat perforated like a Clofe-Stool, all round thé 
difeafed Parts., “This was done every Day, and fometimes twice 
a Day fora Week. ‘Yhe Iron was hot enough to raife Flame 
with Smoak, but not fo fiery red as to make it inftantly con- 
fumé away in Flame alone. 


VI. Of ihe Phimofis, Paraphimofisy aad Cryftalline. 

Thefe are Diforders proper to Men, except the Cry/falline ; 
but Ziruc afirms, that Women have fomething of the fame Na- 
ture, and even extends them to their Nipples, where the Ulce- 
ration conftraining the Area, or Circle round about them, imi- 
tates the fame. “The Phimofis of Women is the ConitriCtion of 

the Entrance into the Vagina. uae 
He begins the Cure with Bleeding and gentle Purgatives, fuch 
as Cajfia cum Manna and Merc. dulc. inftead of brifker Cathartics 
and £meties, which, as Turner thinks, by making a ftronger 

Revulfion, afford {peedier Relief. : 

He then advifes axodyne emollient Fomentations and Cataplafms to 
relax and foften, and afterwards Dz/cutients to breathe forth 
the Humours; and, if the Penis is foaked therein an Hour ox 
two twice a Day, the Effect will be more certain; but, if a 
Stagnation is threatened, and thence a Gangrene, the Prepuce is 
to be divided in the Phimofis on each Side the Glaus, and the 
Folds of it to be cut through in the Paraphimofis ; by which the 
ArrangledGlands may be fet free, and the Chanere, if any, brought’ 
into.view. ‘The like muft be done for the Cry/alline, in order’ 
to difcharge the imprifoned Lymph, and forward the Subfidence 

of the Prepuce, thereby inflated and puffed up. se 
fs The 
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The afe&ted Parts in Women fhould likewife be fomented 

with the like emollient and mucilaginous Decoétions, of the 

Roots of AdZarfb- Mallows, White Lilly, Water-Lilly; the Leaves 

of Branc-Urfine, Mallows, Linfeed, &c. feveral Times a Day. 

Afterwards, a Peffary made of Linen or Sponge dipped in the 
- emollient Liquor fhould be introduced into the Vagina. 


VII. Of Tuberctes and Schirrous Cords. 


The Tubercle is a Callfity remaining after healing the Chancres 
_of the G/ans, which hinders the free Play of the Forefkin over 


the Glans. If this will not yield to a ftrong mercurial Undétian, 


the only Remedy is Circumcifion. 

The Schirrous Cords are Tubercles which arife wHere there 
has been an Ulceration, and may be left under the Skin of the 
Penis, {ometimes round and fometimes like a Cord. ‘They arife 
gradually, and difappear with the Help of a little mercurial Un&tion, 
and a Courfe of mercurial Purging, unlefs complicated with other 
Symptoms of a worfe Kind. 


WHE. .-Of the :Poeri, Condylomata; Crifte, and the ke 
| Excrefcences. 


The venereal Porri whofe Seat is the Pudenda, if they are 
recent, fmall, and foft, fometimes dry and fall off of themfelves, 


after the Poifon has been deftroyed by mercurial Friétions; but 


if they are hard, large, and have deep Roots, they will fome- 
times continue after them, and grow like Warts in other Parts 
of the Body. In this Cafe they muft be cut with the Point of 
the Scifflars as near the Skin as poffible, and a mercurial Plaifter 
muft be prepared with a large Proportion of Aé@rcury, and mixed 
with Diach. cum Gum. to promote a Suppuration, and to dif- 
folve the Callofities at the Bafes of the Porri, befote a Cicatrix 
is formed. 
But, if the Bafs is hard and furrounded with hard and deep 
Callofities, flight mercurial Friétions muft be ufed, and the 
Wound mutt be drefled with Baflicon, fprinkled with red Preeci- 
pitate, to confume the Callofities by little and little, to foften 


the Edges of the Ulcers and difpofe them to heal. If this fhould.- - oy :

The fame Directions are applicable to the icie Tribe’ of uae

nabar Fumigations, but if thefe fail he advifes to rub the Reots 


down with Cauftics, and, for the Patient’s greater Security, to 
Vou.

But, when other Symptoms of a Lues appear, not only local Fric- 
tions on the Parts, but a complete Unction, in order for a Sali- 
vation will be neceflary.

We EN a Gonorrhea has continued a long while, or long 
enough for the poifonous Matter to make e Way into the 
Blood, or, if by Afiringents given un oy it cannot make 
its Bee then the Patient is infe&ted with the Pex. 

The Buboes in the Groin cooftitute the firft Degree ; then 
follow Pains which cruelly torment the Head and Joints ‘of the 
Shoulders, Arms, and Ancles, coming ‘on by Fits, but at no 
certain Intervals, unlefs in the Night when the Patient is warm 
in his Bed, feldom leaving him till cowards the Merning. 

There are alfo Scabs and Scurf in various Parts of the Body, 

~which are zs yellow as a Heney-comb, and which diftinguithes 

them from all others. Sometimes they have large ee an- 
fwering the Defcription which Authors give of the Leprofy : But 
the more thefe Scabs are difperfed over the Body, the lefs the 
Patient is tormented. 

All thefe Symptoms gradually increafe, efpecially the Pain, 
which becomes fo intenfe, that he is unable to lie in Bed. 
Afterwards Nodes or Exofiofes arife in the Skull, Shin-Bones, 
and Bones of the Arms, which, being attended with conftant 
Pain and Inflammation, at length erow carious and putrefied. 

Phagedeme Ulcers \rkewife feize various Parts of the Body, 
but generally firit begin with the Throat, and from thence gra- 
dually creep by the- Palate to the Cartilage of the Nofe, which 
they deftroy, and the Nofe, being deftitute of its Prop, falls down 
flat. 

The Ulcers and Pain dai! y increafing, the Patient finks under 
the Torment, and being not able any longer. to ftruggle with 
Stench, Rottennefs, att the Lofs of one Member after another, 
his mangled offenfive.Carcafs is hurried into the Grave. Syp. 

Befides the Symptoms proper to the Pudsada and Parts adia- 
cent, which have been already mentioned, the following are 
obfervable in a confirmed Pox; which however do not appear 
in all Patients, nor at the fame Time. 

- 1, The Sxin, efpecially about the Neck and Breaft, and be- 
tween the Sheulders, is covered with flat Spots like F reekies. of 
a roly, 
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a tofy, purple, yellow or livid Colour, fometimes diftin@, {mall 
aiid round like Lentils, fometimes more large and aibeinied: 

[t is fall of itchy Puflules, Tctters and Ringwor ms, a Serpigo, a 
Flerpes miliaris and exedens. There are Chaps in the Palms of 
the Bands and Soles of the Feet, with Itching, from whence 
proceeds a clear ferous Liquor, andthe Epidermis peels off in 
large Flakes. 

Tt abounds with hard, callous, round Puftules, rifing a little 
_on the ‘Top, ‘2 enerally dry, but fometimes moift, fcaly, branny, 
and yellow ; Frequently on the Corners of the Lips, and the 
Sides of the Noftrils, but more efpecially on the Forehead, 
Temples, and behind the Ears, where they appear in Rows like 
a String of Beads, and gradually creep among the Hair. 

The Hair not only falls off from the Head, but all Parts of 
the Body where it grows. Then the Nails becoule unequal, 
thick, wrinkled, and rough; afterwards Ulcers arife which 
caufe them to fall off, 

II. The Infide of the Mouth, Throat, and Nofe, are alfo af- 
fected : The Uvula and Ton/ils beeotiie palin, hot, inflamed, 
and ulcerated; Puftules appear in the Roof of the Mouth, Bs) 
degenerate into round malignant phagedenic ulcers, which 
rot the Bone as far as the Noftrils. The Pituitary Membrane is 
likewife liable to Puftules, which produce malignant Ulcera- 
tions that infect the Bones of the Nofe with a Caries, particu- ~ 
larly the Vomer, which being eaten away, the Nofe falls down, 
the Voice becomes hoarfe and low, the Gums being covered 
with Apbthe ulcerate and rot, the Teeth ach, grow rotten, and 
fall out, and the Breath is very offenfive. 

Ill. The Patient is excruciated with Pains in the Night- 
time, when in Bed, and covered with ‘Cloaths; thefe are either 
tenfive, pricking, pulfative, or rending ; fixed or wandering’; 
which fometimes occupy the mufculous and membranous Parts 
like the Rheumatifm, fometimes the Tendons and Ligaments 
about the Joints refembling the.Gout; fometimes they are ac- 
companied with Tumour or Inflammation, fometimes not. 

IV. The Bones are affected in various Manners; in the 
Middle Exoftofes arife, either foft or hard, fometimes with in- 
tenfe Pain, fometimes without. The Heads of the Bones en- 
large every Way, but unequally, which produces ‘Tumours, 
Pains, Difficulty of Motion, and ftiff Joints. As the Caries in- 
creafes they become brittle, and break upon the leaft Effort. 
Sometimes they are fo far diflolved as to bend like foft Wax. 

V. When the Lymph is infected, the lymphatic or conglobate 
Glands become hard and callous, itd form in ae be Arm- 
pits, Groin, and Mefentery, hard, moveable, umf{cribed 
is | Tumours, 


# 
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Tumours, like the King’s Evil. The Lymphatic Veffels are di- 
lated, extended, and inlarged by a thick /agnating Lymph, and 
form foft encifted Tumours or Gummeia: In the Tendons it caufes 
Nodes, in the Nerves, Ganglions ; and in the Ligaments of ‘the 
Joints, Lophs. 

.. VI. Neither do the Ears and ‘Eyes :efcape the Fury;of this 
Difeafe, for the latter are externally affected with Pain, Red- 
nefs, Itching, and Lippitude; and internally, being loaded with 
Humours, the Sight is deftroyed, and fometimes a Suppuration 
fupervenes. If the vitreous Humour of the Eyes is thickened, it 
caufes a Glaucoma ;1f the Cryflalline, a Cataradt; if the Azucousy ~ 
Hairs or Spiders’ Webs feem to float in the Air. 

The Ears are affected with a finging.Noife, hardnefs of 
Hearing, Deafnefs, and Pain, whilft their internal Subftance 
is exulcerated, and rendered carious. ae? 

After this Catalogue, of Symptoms, itis no Wonder that all the 
animal, vital, and natural Functions fhould be depraved, the 
Face be pale and livid, the Body emaciated, and unapt for 
Motion, and that the Patient fhould fall into an Atrephy and 
Miarafinus. ve | 7

Boerbaave thinks the princtpal Seat of the Lues Venerea is the 
pinguious Humour of the human Body, which, in found Perfons 
fills what the Ancients called the Panniculus adipofus, and the 
Moderns the Membrana cellubofa; fo that Contagion, entering the 
Pores of the Epidermis, .paffes through the Skin to the Cellule of 
the Adembrana. adipofa,. where, mixing with the pinguious Li- 
quor.lodged therein, it is, by the continual Heat, Motion, and 
Continuance, more and more heightened in it’s Quality, and cor- 
rodes and corrupts the fuperincumbent Skin and Cuticula, while, 
in the mean Time, it contaminates the adjacent oleous Cellule 
all.round. .. Hence the Diforder is farther fpread in the Panni- 
_ culus adipofus, than. in, the {uperincumbent Skin, which is de- 
itroyed and corroded. | 
_ [Uhe Methods of curing the Pox are principally four; 1. 
The common, by Salivation; 2. By giving Quickfilver Pills; 3. 
By mercurial Frictions, which are to: be purged off before a Sali- 
vation is raifed ; 4. By Sweating, with a Decodtion of Guatacum. 
All which fhall be particularly mentioned: ] ies 
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The fafeft and moft commodious Method of Salivation is, by 
Mercurius dulcis fix times fublimed, given inwardly in the milder 
Pox ; or by mercurial Unction, when the Difeafe is got into the 
Bones. 

Fifteen Grains of Mercur. dulc. may be given in a Morning, 
and the like Dofe at Night, with Elec?ar. ¢ Scordio. After three, 
four, or five Days, with this Management, we ufually obferve 
the Fauces to inflame, the Iniide of the Checks to be tumid. or 
high and thick, being ready. to fall within the Teeth, upon 
fhutting the Mouth; the Tongue looks white and foul, the 
Gums ftand out; the Breath flinks, and the whole Infide of the 
Mouth appears fhining, as if parboiled, and lying in Furrows. 

The Patient now begins to refufe his Nourithment, while all 
Parts of his Chaps, as the Tongue, Gums, and Cheeks, are fo 
fwelled-and fore that he cannot chew any folid Food, but is 
forced to take Liquids and the fofter Aliments. They are now 
frequently Sick, and throw up a thin Phlegm, which is a Sign 
of a good Salivation when moderate and eafy, and comes by 
Intervals ; but if attended with a Cardialeia, or violent Pains 
and Torture at the Stomach, perpetual and inceflant Reach- 
ings, Deliquium, cold Sweats, none is more dangerous. 

The Infide of the Mouth thus beginning to be cwhealed, you 
may expect foon to fee them ulcerated; efpecially about the /ali- 
val Glands, which empty themfelves thereinto. Now it may be 
proper to defiit a Day or two, to obferve the Increafe of the 
Ulcers, what Sloughs are like to be raifed, and what their Depth 
and Dimenfions are like to prove ; from which a near Conjec- 
ture may be made of the Duration, as well as Quantity, of the 
Spitting now begun, and the Confiftence of the drilling Lympha 
whether more or lefs fluid. : 

When the Salivation is thus begun, your only Bufinefs is to 
encourage your Patient chearfully to go on, refrefhing him fome- 
times with a little mulled Wine, what Sort he likes beft; but, 
if there is a Loofene/s, Red is beft, with a Third, or one Half 
Water.

may vomit him with viij or x Grains of Turpeth. Min. in Con- 
ferve of Rofes, or mixed with x or xv Grains of Calomel, en- 
couraging the Operation with {mall Draughts of common Pofiet- 
Drink between whiles, upon each Motion to reach, but not 
loading the Stomach therewith, as is cuftomary in other Emetics. 
If there is Occafion, it may be repeated two or three Days after, 
which will forward the Salivation more effectually than more 
Dofes of Calomel, fimply repeated, w vould have done. 

If a Salivation cannot be raifed to any Quantity, as in fome 
it cannot, you muft forbear, and purge it off, and give Calomel 
once or twice a Week, and purge it “off the next Day,. or two 
Days after. [Of this Method fee more hereafter. ] 

When the Spitting goes well forward, it may be left to take 


it’s Courfe till it declines of itfelf; which, in Proportion to the 


Ulcers and Thicknefs of the Sloughs about the Parts of the 
Mouth, may happen at the End of twenty-one Days, or a 
Month from it’s rifing; that is, from the Time of Spitting a 
Pint and a Half a Day, till ic comes to three Pints, or even five 
Pints, in twenty-four Hours, when it gradually goes off again, 
For often the firft four or five Days, or a Week, are fpent in 
bringing it to the firft Proportion. 

In the more fiubborn and rebellious Pox, attended not only with 
cruel Night Pains, Gummata, Tophs, Nodes, and alfo rotten or 
foul Bones, if vase Patient has been ufed to Mercurials, or if 


falivated before, then the Cure muft be attempted with Salva- 


tion by Unétion. 

You may mix an Ounce of Quickfilver with three Ounces 
of Axungia, of which an eight Part is to be ufed Night and 
Morning, letting the Patient rub it in with his own Hands, 


gently, by the Fire, beginning with his Ancles up to his Shins

and Knees, all round his Joints, and fo to his Thighs, which 
are prefently after to be covered with Yarn-Stockings and Flan- 
ne]~Drawers ; then let him ufe what remains of his eighth Part 
about his Elbows and Shoulders, wiping his Hands clean about 
the Glands of his Arm-Pits, or thofe of his Groin. His Body, 
during the Notions fhould be fkreened from the Cold with a 

Blanket 
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Blanket hung behind him, and then be wrapped up in a warm 
Flannel ; that is, he muft have a Flannel Shirt, Waiftcoat and 
Drawers, a Cap, Muffler, pinning it up thereto behind, and co- 
vering all his “Throat, Chin, and Cheek’s ieee to defend them 
from the cold Air: The fame Things are requifite in the former 
Way. ‘The Weak need only be anointed once a Day. Thofe 
who are ftrong, to fave Trouble, may take a fourth Part of the 
Ointment, and rub it in at once every Night; after which let 
him get between Flannel Sheets or Blankets, difpofing him to a 
gentle breathing Sweat, with a Draught of warm Poflet, Mace- 
Ale, or, if very feeble, with a Cup of mulled Wine: By which 
the Pores being open, the mercurial Particles may have freer 
Entrance. 

If, when the Ointment is divided into nas Parts, after the 
third Union the Patient begins to complain of his Chaps, you 
muft ftay a Day or two before you proceed farther: The fame 
when Gripes or bloody Stools approach, On the other Hand, 
if an Ounce, or an Ounce and a Half, of Quickfilver, will 
not do, then give the Turpetb, as before direCted. : 

Where there are Gummata, Tophs, and Nodes, the Ointment 
mutt be chafed particularly into thofe Parts, and then apply the 
mercurial Plaifter upon them.

you muft ceafe giving Mercury, and, if pofible, turn it down- 
wards, by directing the common Cly/ter with zy or 3 ii) of 
brown Sugar, and as much Oil Olive; and, if a Stimulus is 
wanting, add xjor xij of the Species of Aiera Picra, and as 
much Sal Gem. At the fame Time he muft have a Cordial,

Or three or four Spoonfuls of fimple Mint-Water alone, 
fupped hot like Tea, are alfo proper.

Romam. with Aromatics, as Ze- 
doary, Galangals, Cloves, or Nutmegs, in Red Wine may. be 
ferviceable, with Flannel applied hot to the Pit of the Stomach.

Oil of Wormwood, applying over it the Emplaf?. Stomach. 

Sometimes this Symptom is too powerful for any Remedies, 
and carries the Patient off ina few Hours Time; which is ge- 
nerally owing to the Ignorance of the Undertaker, in haftily 
fpurring on the Flux. 

Another Symptom is the Ssrene/s of the Chaps, to eafe which, 
let the Patient hold in his Mouth the Deco&. Hord. or Decoé. 
Puli made luke-warm, or now and then a little warm Milk, 
but nothing elfe. If the mercurial Salts have eaten deep into the 
Parts, and the Putrefaction fpreads, they muft be touched with

To prevent the Jaws from being locked up, it is neceflary to 
ufe a Bit of Stick covered with a foft Rag, which muft be 
held between his backward Teeth: But, if there fhould happen 
an Adbefionof the Infide of the Cheek to the Gum, hindering 
the Patient from eating and opening | his Mouth, the fame is to 
be carefully divided. 
_ If, during the Salivation, a Blood-Veffel burfts open, make a 
little Pellet of Lint, and cover it with the fine Powders of Alum 

or witriol, or dip it in the Yinéura Szyptica, and thruft it 
elofe down in the Cavity, which will fecure the Effufion, being 
held tight with the Finger for a little while, If it happens 
from the Separation of the Sloughs from the Side of the Cheeks, 
a little Oxycrate held in the Mouth will do the Bufinefs, or an 
aftringent Decoétion of Oak Bark; or an Infufion of Flor. Ro- 
far. Gall. immatur, Cort. Granat. Flor. Balauft. in Aq. Fabr. aci- 
dulated with Spir. Vitriol. ten. 

Tf the Patient has been without a Stel for — Days, give 
an emollient Clytter of warm Milk, Sugar, and Oil. If this 
will not do, make a Suppofitory with Species Hier. Pic. Sal. Gem, 
and boiled Honey. At this Time he may drink freely of Small- 
Beer with a Toait, Barley-Water, {mall Sack-Whey or Poffet- 
Drink. For Diet, Water-Gruel, Oatmea!-Caudle, fmalt Chicken 
or Veal-Broth, a roafted Pippin. or a few ftewed Prunes. 

If, notwithftanding your Care in giving fmall Dofes of Mer- 
ecury, the Pauces fhould fuddenly inflame and tumefy, endanger~ 
ing a Suffocation of the Patient, the moft certain Relicf is to 
bring the Humours downward by fharp Clyfters; and, if he 
ean fwallow it, a Catbartic by the Mouth. The Auxiliaries may 
be Bleeding under the Tongue, in the Arm, and Cupping, with 

‘Scarification on the Shoulders ; ; as alfo laying large Blifters 
thereon, and behind the Ears, extending along the Fugulars on 
each Side the Neck. At the fame Time an emollient and de- 
tergent Gargarifm may be thrown into the Throat with a Sy- 
Fringe, to clear it of vifcous Phlegm; fuch as the pedforal De 
coétion fharpened with Spir. Nitr. dule. adding Mel Rofar. or. the 
like. When the Lungs are ftuffed with cold vifcid Phlegm, 
you may give a Spoonful of Linfeed Oil cold drawn, with the 
fame Quantity of Oxymel famp. or a Spoonful of the Oxymel Scil- 
lit. alone may be fwallowed between winiles, in a ee: ‘of 
the Pecioral Decoétion. 

| Gentle | 
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Gentle Cathartics and Clyfters are likewife necefflary when the 
$alivation continues too long, as alfo Diuretics; in this Cafe Sal. 
Tart. is beft. It will likewife be proper to give x {§. or 3j of 
Flour of Sulphur, or 9) to 3 {$. of Sulphur precipitated, with a 
little Canferve of Rofes, two or three Times a Day. Let his 
Drink be chalybeated Tinéture of Rofes, gratefully fharpened with 
Spirit of Vitriol; or a weaker Lime-Water. All his Flannel 
Drefs muft now be changed for a more decent Suit well aired ; 

and, if the Patient is already Hectic, Affes’ Milk and the Tefa=— 
— ceous Powders are moft proper; if there is any febrile Paroxy/m, 
the Bark mutt be prefcribed, which will invigorate the Blood, 
and check the Salivation. Ifa Dropfy enfues, it muft be cured 
jn the ufual Manner, but if poflible by Diuretics, on account of 
the Patient’s Weaknefs. . 

Ifa Palfy, by fuch inciding, warm, and invigorating Medi- 
cines as may open the Obftrutions of the Tubes, and reftore 
the nervous Fluid to be carried on in its accuftomed Channels; 
together with fuch topical Applications as may excite the Spirits, 
and give a due Tenfity to the Nerves. 

Another Attendant on this Difeafe, though not the Confe- 
quence of a Salivation, is an Opbthalmia, which is cured by 
giving gr. xv or 5j of Calomel over Night, in Conferve of Rofes, 
and a lenitive Purge next Morning; fuch as, Lenitive Eletary, 
with Cream of Tartar. Sometimes the Patient will not own 
any Venereal Taint, or it may not be proper to inquire; but you 
may conclude it is fo, by its not yet yielding to the common 
Method of Cure. 

An Ozena, or Ulcer of the Noftril, is beft cured by a Cinna- 
barine Fumigation, which fubdues the Malignity, dries up the 
Ulceration, and difpofeth the Caries, if any, to a Separation be- 
yond all others; after which, and fometimes before, Calomel mutt 
be given and purged off; or, if there are other Symptoms of a 
profound Infection, you muft falivate by Unction. 

The like Method muft be ufed for Ulcers of the Palate, 
Uvula, and Tonfils. ‘The Fume rarely fails to ftop the farther 
Erofion, and therefore it is always to be directed, though a Sali- 
vation is intended. It cures in two or three Days Time the 
moft putrid and corrofive Venereal Ulcers, or after the fecond 
or third Smoaking. 

The Method is, to fet the Patient in a Chair, with a Blanket 
inclofing it round, and faftened by a Skewer thruft through 
the Top, to which a Piece of Packthread is tied, and then 
turned round about a Hook, dire¢tly above in the Cieling. 


Then 
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‘Then he is to take an earthen Platter upon his Knees, with 
a Brick in it to place the Heater on, which muft be moderately 
bot, but not too fiery; then throw %j of faétitious Cinnabar im 
ane Powder thereon; then take the two Sides of thc Blanket, 
and wrap them ever, directing the Patient, if it be bis Noftrils, 
to hold his Face over the Smoke, keeping his Mouth rather 
élefe than open; but if his Throat, Palate, or Tonfils, his 
Lips muft be wide open, and his Mouth as near as he can fuffer 
it. When he finds himfelf ready to be overcome, he may throw 
his Head back for a Minute to recover Breath, and then to it 
ggain. He mutt likewife have a Bafon, in which, when he 
hawks, coughs, or fpits, to difcharge Phlegm. During this, the 
Cinnabar muft be fpread about with a ‘Tobacco Pipe, otherwife 
it will cake and not fume all away. When the Perfon is weak, 
I epen the Blanket a little at the Top, to let in the Air. The 
‘Time of the Operation is about ten or a dozen Minutes, when 
the Patient is releafed and fet by the Fire, where he muft fit till 
the Sweat is gone off. After which he muft wath his Mouth 
and Throat with a Gargarifm ex Decod?. Fol. Plantag. Equi- 
fet. Fragar. Aquileg. in Ag. Hord. with a little Mel Rofar.— 
fome of which may be fyringed up the Noftril in an Ozena, 
‘This Method may be repeated Night and Morning, if the Chaps 
do not fwell, for about a Week; otherwife once a Day towards 
the Evening. If the Ulcers are foul, touch them with the fol- 
lowing Mixture:

The Herpes or Serpige, with other puftulary cutaneous Erup- 
tions, Gummata on the Mufcles, noéturnal Pains of the Perio/tea, 
Nodes on the Bone, &c. depend fo much on the general Remedies, 
that their Cure need not be infifted on in particular. Though 
there is nothing to be done, even externally, without mercurial

Afiruc difapproves of any other Method of Salivation, but by 
Frictions; and he would have pure Mercury ground in a Mortar, 
with juft fo much Turpentine as will reduce it into a brown or 
black Powder, and mix with it equal Parts of frefh Lard, and 
fo we]] mixed, that the Particles of the Mercury fhall not be 
vifible by a Magnifying Glafs. He alfo allows that occafionally 
there may be double the Quantity of Lard. 

He diftinguifhes the Friéiiovs into weak and ftrong ; for the frong 
he allows not lefs than two Drams of the Ointment, nor more 
than four. The firft Time the Patient is to be anointed from the 
Feet to the Calves of the Legs; two Days after, from thence to 
the Middle of the Thigh. Then the third Time, as far as the 
Buttocks. If after the feventh Day there appears no Sign of a 
Salivation, you muft proceed to the fourth Fridtion, from the But- 
tocks along the Loins and Back to the Neck, with a large Quag- 
tity of Ointment. If on the ninth Day nothing appears, another 
FriGion muft be from the Writs to the Shoulders. 

During the Salivation, he allows the Patient, if he has Strength, 
to get up fometimes, and fit by the Fire, or, if he cannot, to fit 
up in Bed; when he lies down, he would have him lie in as 
prone a Pofture as he can, that the Salva may be evacuated more 
eafily, and not fall into his Stomach. 

In the weak or fight Friction he allows from %j. to xij. of the 
Ointment; the fr, ise Frigion is to be only on the Feet; the /e- 

cond 
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cond on the Legs; the third on the Knees; the fourth on the 
Thighs ; the fifth on the Buttocks and Pevineum; the fixth on 
the Loins; the /eventh on the Back and between the Shoulders; 
the eighth and ninth, if there is Occafion, from the Arms to the 
Wrifts. There may be three, four, five, or even fix or feven 
Days between each Friétion, if the Patient is very weak: But the 
Rule is, to look into the Patient’s Mouth before a new Fri¢tion, 
that you may be certain-not to bring on too plentiful a Salivation, 
The Dofe of the Ointment muft be fo managed, that, after the 
fourth or fifth Friction, a Salivation may come on that is gentle, 
eafy, governable, without a Swelling of the Head; with only a 
few Aphthe in the Mouth, or at moft a few fuperfictal Ulcers, and 
_ the Patient not {pitting above a Pint or two in twenty-four Hours! 
and to this Point it muft be kept up, with anew Fri@ion, if 
thete be Occafion. Likewife it may be kept under with Clyfters 
and plentiful Drinking of Ptifan; and, if neceflary, with leni- 
tive Purges. ‘This Treatment may be continued, pro re nata, 
from xxx to t Days, or longer. 

Till the Salivation comes on, the Patient may be indulged in 
weak Soups, Rice, Cream, Panadas, &c. and even Milk for 
Breakfaft, but after that they muft be left off; and he mutt 
drink a large Quantity of Ptifan to dilute the Blood. He may 
fit up all Day, if his Room be warm. 

If, after a due Repetition of mercurial Fritions, a Salivation 
does not appear, it generally happens that a Loofenefs, a Flux 
of Urine, copious Sweats, or at leaft a plentiful Tranfpiration 
will fupply that Defe&t. And ferve in its ftead. In this Cafe; 
the Patient may think himfelf exceeding happy and fortunate, 
that,he has obtained a complete Cure by a Method more certain 
znd more convenient than by a Salivation, and without its In- 
commodities and Dangers. [A /trange Conceffion this, from a fire-« 
nuous Advocate for Salivations ! | 

The fecond Method of curing the Pox is by a Quick/ilver Pill. 
This was brought into Reputation by Bello/fe, and, though he has 
kept the Compofition a Secret, yet there is no Reafon to doubt 
but it is Duickflver mixed with a certain Proportion of a Cathartic. 
This Turner was an Enemy to, as he was to every other Me- 
dicine and Method that interfered with Salivation ; and this for 
no other Reafon, but becaufe they fometimes failed ; though all 
the World knows that Salivation is not infallible; nay, Turner 
himfelf has given us Inftances of its Inefficacy, but then it was 
to prove the prefent Strength of the Venereal Virus, in Oppofition 
to Afiruc, who aflerts that it is more mild than formerly, and not 
attended with fuch dreadful Symptoms as at its firft salem,

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But, be this as it will, Turner was forced to acknowledge, that 
_he was formerly in an Error, and that the Quickfilver Pill may 
be prefcribed to a very good Purpofe in this ftubborn Difeafe: 
though he continued ftill of the Opinion, that Exoffofes and ca- 
rious Lopbs could not be cured without a Salivation. 

Turner's Imitation of Belloffe’s Pill is as follows :

If one of thefe Pills be taken Night and 
Morning, after the firft two Days, it will give two or three Stools

‘Burton’s Mercurius Alkalizatus, given purely as an Altera 
#ive, will do as well, but then it is more apt to heat the Mouth 
than when mixed with a Purgative. | 

Morgan gives the following Prefcription as a moft excellent 
mercurial Deobftruent, and fays, it commonly proves an effectual, 
fafe, and benign Diuretic, which is a principal Intention to be 
aimed at in all fcorbutic Diforders. Sweating at Night while it 
is taking, for five or fix Hours, with a Draught or Bolus for that 
Purpofe, and drinking diluting Liquors after it, will throw of 
fcorbutic Foulneffes through the Skin ; and, I may add, the Ve~ 
nereal Sordes likewife, from its almoft jfpecefic Virtue in that 
Difeafe :

In Dropfies, bumoral and cold congefted Tumours, as alfo in glan~ 
dular Obfiructions, it will be beft to make Turner’s Pill one Half 
purgative; but in Venereal Diforders it is moft convenient as. 
above; and where the Symptoms are fevere, fuch as Tophs, Nodes, 
Chancres, and Gummata, and the Patients cannot be perfuaded to, 
falivate, it will be beft to fweat them, either Night or Morning 
after the Pi/], with a Pint of the ftrong Decoétion of Guaiacum. 
drank hot upon it. In the. milder Species they obferve no Re- 
gimen, but go about their Affairs as ufual.

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This Pill is an excellent Cleanfer of the Glands all over the 
Body, and in Difeafes of the Skin, whether Leprous, Scorbutic, 
or Venereal; in the Herpes or Serpigo, Impetigo, Phra, Scabies, 
or the common Itch, two Drams: of Quickfilver given in this Pil/ 
has done more Service than many Ounces, perhaps Pounds, of 
Aithiops Mineral. Even in the Gutta Rofacea, where the Tuber- 
cles were not too much hardened, it has been ferviceable. In 
glandular Obftructions of the MJefentery and fchirraus Tumours of 
the Vifcera, it will fucceed better than Sicel; and Bellofte Lays, it 
will cure /crepbulous or firumous Swellings of the Glands, com- 
monly called the King’s Evil. This by Way of Digreffion. 

‘TURNER was obliged to own that this is not only the beit of 
all mercurial Preparations, but the beft Remedy in Venereal Cafes ; 
and that, if the Patients would apply in Time, they might be 
cured without Salivation. However, what Degree of the Lues 
it will cure, will beft appear from the following Cafes, 

A young married Lady had beeninfeCted about nine Months, 
and had had Chancres, but they were cured by the Cinnabar 
Fume. She had a Node on her Forehead, and another on her 
Shin, as alfo a no&turnal Head-Ach. Two Drams of Quick- 
filver were made, as above, not into fzwelve but fixteen Pills, one 
of which fhe took Night and Morning: After the Evening Pill 
fhe drank a large Draught of the Guatac Decoétion, as hot as fhe 
could; and was covered clofe to fweat for an Hour or two: In 
the Morning, after her Pill, fhe drank the fame, but without 
fweating, and went abroad as fhe pleafed. A Cinnabar Plaifier 
was laid on the Nodes. 

When fhe had taken the Pills, which gave her two or three 
eentle Stools in a Day, the Plaifters were taken off the Nedes, 
which were intirely fubfided, and her Pains were alfo vanifhed ; 
and for further Security the fame Number of Pills, with the De- 
coction, were again ordered, and then the fame Number with- 
out the Deco€tion. 

_. A poor Fellow, who could not be confined, had: Serpiginous 
Ulcers on his Scalp, which ftunk intolerably; he took twelve 
Pil’s, one Night and Morning, without the Decoétion, which 
were again repeated, by which he got clear of his Complaint. 

_ The third Method of curing the Pox is by mercurial Frictions, 
which De Salt gives as follows: : 

When the Patients. have a Pox of a long Continuance, and the 
Venereal Poifan is difperfed all over the Body, they fhould be 
prepared by bathing and diinking Whey. But ina recent Pox 
the Bath is not neceffary, or at leaft need not be ufed long, be~ 
eaufe the Blood is fufficiently diluted. 

| After 
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After this, inftead of raifing a Salivation; 1 bring on a Flux of 
the Belly ; the whole Secret of which confifts in keeping the Body 
epen by Clyfters of a Decoction of Senna and the Pulp of Caffia, 
before the FriGtions. are adminiftered; by which the Inteftinal 
Glands being opened, the-Mercury will more readily tend that 
Way. When I find the Loofenefs does not anfwer the Number 
of the FriGions, nor the Quantity of the Mercury made ufe of 
I purge the Patient with Powder of Jalap, and procure, copious 
Stools which fecure the Mouth. While the Loofenefs is going 
on, the Friction does the Office of a Purge, and in Proportion 
as they are repeated the Flux of the Belly revives; and when it 
flackens or ftops I have recourfe to the Clyfters and Purges of 
Jalap. I purfue this Method till the Symptoms ceafe, and till I 
am perfuaded by the Abundance of the Evacuations the Venereal 
Poifon is intirely drained off. By this Method I carry off the 
Pox and the Gonorrhoea at once. Dr. Doxglas not only ap- 
' proved, but ufed this Method with Succefs. : 
The lat Method is Sweating with ftrong Deco@ions of Guaia- 
cum. ‘This we have the firft Account of from Sir Ulrick deHutten, 
_ who purfued it himfelf. A Pound of Guazacum is to be boiled in 
a Gallon of Spring-water to one Half, and the Scum referved 
to anoint the Sores, and a /econdary Decoétion to be ufed for 
common Drink. Boerhaave, who has recommended this Me= | 
_thod, fuppofes that a Salivation will be ineffectual, if every Drop 
of Fat in the Blood is not melted down into Water and carried 
off, and the Patient reduced to a death-like Palenefs. He like= 
wife imagines that Guaiacum performs its Tafk by refolving all 
the unétuous Particles, whether incorporated in the common Mafs_ 
of Blood, or accumulated in their proper Repofitories, and by 
emaciating the Habit fo exquifitely, as not to leave one Drop of | 
Oil therein. But I can by no Means fubfcribe to this Opinion, 
becaufe I have feen fuch prodigious and quick Effects from the 
external Ufe of Mercury, that, if it does not fpecifically deftroy 
the Venereal Venom, it muft neceflarily change it into a tertium 
Quid. For this Reafon I fhould prefer the following Decoétion 
of Zwelfer :

_Difcovery we owe to Dr. Hunter, who put Mr. Fordyce, a Sur- 
VOR, i. | F geon 
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geon in the Army, upom making a Trial of it, the Refult of 
whofe Experience is as follows : | . 

3 Tt will commonly relieve Wenereal Head-Achs and noe= 
ene Pains in a very {hort Time, and if perfifted in, he believes 
it will always cure. 

4. In emaciated and confumptive Habits, from a Venereaf 
Caufe, it is the greateft Reitorer of the Appetite, Flefh, Co- 
lour, Strength, and Vigour that he knows. 

3. When the TL brat, Nofe, Palate, or the fpungy Bones in 
general are affected with a Slough or Caries, it will commonly 
complete the Cure, if perfevered in long enough, picmats a 
Mercurial Courfe by Un@ion has preceded the Ufe of the Sar= 
foparilla., 

4. When the Body is covered with dry Blotches or’ moift 
Sores from a Venereal Caufe, it will greatly promote the Cure, 
nay often complete it; but, without the Afiittance: of Mercury, 
there will be Danger of a Relapfe. 

5. In fomple Chancres it will do little Service, but, if i it is given 
in Cafes where the Chancres or Buboes will not heal or diflolve 
after the Ufe of the Mercurial Unétion, it will often cure, and 

always do manifeft Service. 

6. It will often anfwer, and that fpeedily, without Sweating, 
Confinement, or any ftri@t Regimen, at all Seafons of the Vek, 
when Mercurial Unétions and long continued Courfes of ftrong 
Decotions of Guaiacum, either by itfelf fimply, or compounded 
with a fmall Proportion of Sarfaparilla, have failed. 

7+ It feems probable that Sarfaparida Root is the only Me- 

dicinie to be depended upon in Venereal Cafes where Mercury 
has failed, or at leaft has preceded the Ufe of the Decodtions 
for it is not to be trufted alone. When no Mercury has been 
given, it and this Decoétion may be adminiftered ic ci and 
then there will besno Room to doubt of Succefs. 
— 8. Mercury alone’ will cure moft Venereal Complaints, and 
Sarfaparilla will perhaps always cure them when they refift the 
Power of A@ercury; and therefore a proper Combination of 
Mercury and Sarfaparilla will ey cure every Cafe that is 
truly Venereal. 

That Sarfo parila, which is now to Be met with in every 
Drugeift’s Shop, is the Smilax Afpera Peruviana of Cafpar Baubin. — 
Tt confifts of two Parts ; ; the firft is thick, hard, dry, and woody, 
and is not very agreeable, but rather the contrary. The other 
confifts of feveral Branches which grow out of the other to a ~ 

~ great Length, and therefore is by 4/ruc called Flagella. ‘Thefe 

are foft, more fuceulent and mucilaginous than the former, and 
- are 
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are not offenfive. This is the Part which has been made ule 
of in all the Experiments. 

‘The Method of ufing it is this; to three Ounces of this Pars 
of the Sarjaparilla Rost, Baio has not been fpoiled with Age, 
Worms, Sea-Water or Moiture, add three Quarts of River- Wa- 
ter, and make it boil as fpeedily as poffible, in an open Veiiel, 
till two Pints of the ftrained Liquor remain, that is, about two 
Pounds Avoirdupoife Weight; a little Liguorice Root added to 4% 
-will make it more palatable. This Quantity is enough for twenty- 
four Hours, and may be given at two or three Dofes either warm 
or cold. It muft be made freth every other Day, and wha: is 
not ufed on the Day it is boiled, muft be keptin a cold Cellars 
The Patient fhould live abfemioufly while he takes it, particu- 
larly with Regard to Wine. It has had but little Succefs with 
Regard to Children, probably becaufle Adercury had not- been 
ufed before, or becaufe they did not continue it lone enough, 

There is another compendious and efficacious Method - 
curing the Lues Venerea, which has formerly been attempted bi 
the fame Medicine, but in a different Manner, and not with 
the fame Succefs. 5 

Dr. Pringle here recommended a Method of curing the Les 
Venerea, which at firft was brought into a regular min acticd 
by Baron Van Swieten, Phylician to the Court of Vie His 
‘Method confifted in giving Corrofive Sublimate me ‘Back 
Brandy, or Malaffes Spwits. The Proportion was a Grain of 
the Mercury to two Ounces of the Spirits; and his common 
_Dofe was from half an Ounce to an Ounce, . or, which is the 
fame Thing, from one Spoonful to two, twice a Day ; 3 adjuiting 
the Quantity to the Serength of the Patient and to the Virulence 
of the Difeafe. The Operation was either by Sweat or Urine, 
efpecially when the Medicine proved mett fu ccetsiul. It was 
continued as long as any of the Symptoms remained, with ‘a low 
fpare Diet, plenty of cine'gy adeateams and a little Mi Ike, or fome 
fuch diluting Liquor. ., 

Mr. Gordon put this Method in Brattice, and has given twenty 
Cafes wherein it was fuccefsful, and could have done many 
morxe, but omits them, as being fimilar to. the former, and upon 
the whole makes the following general Remarks: He obferves, 

-that the Men who tock the Solution in cold Weather did not 
fweat fo profufely as thofe in hot Weather, during the Au- 
tumn, and yet the Difference between the Length of the Cure 
was only four or five Days. He adds, that in thefe Trials no- 
thing could anfwer better; for, in about thirty-five who were 
cured in their Regiment, not one relapfed. Befides, from an Ac- 
sount he received from Mr. Bayd, Surgeon of a Regiment, 

2 ng 
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he found that no Cafe, though there were a great Number treated 
in this Manner, ever proved rebellious to this Medicine. Hence 
it appears that this Method is far preferable to Salivation, whe- 
ther we confider the Speedinefs, the Safety, the Eafinefs of the 
Courfe, or the Condition of the Body after the Cure. And as 
for Alteratives he could find out none he could confide in fo 
much as the Sublimate. However he does not look upon this 
as an Alterative, becaufe it has a fenfible Evacuation: But he 
fhould have confidered that Evacuations of any Sort, though 
more plentiful than this Medicine procures, will never cure this 
Difeafe, and therefore it muft proceed from the fpecific Nature of 
the Sublimate, and confequently it may be fafely called an Al- 
terative. The fame Thing may be faid of the Effect of 4nti- 
mony and its Preparations,.im other Difeafes. 

He fometimes prepared this Medicine with French Brandy, 
but more frequently with a Melafles Spirits; both which had a 
fmall Sediment, and therefore he fhook the Bottle every time 
the Dofe was adminiftered. A few of the Men were gently 
purged by this Solution in the Beginning of the Courfe, but this 
Evacuation never continued beyond the third or fourth Day. 
‘The chief Operation was by Urine and Sweating at Nights. Che 
diuretic and fudorific Qualities were in Proportion to the Large- - 
nefs of the Dofe, and a few were a little qualmifh with their 
Morning Dofe. But when the Dofe was doubled, that is, when 
two Spoonfuls were given twice a Day, the Qualmifhneds did 
not increafe in Proportion to the Quantity. 

Their Diet was generally as follows; they had Water-gruel 
for Breakfaft ; Broth and five or fix Ounces of boiled Meat fox 
Dinner, and Milk-porridge for Supper, with Barley-water to 
drink at Pleafure. They were directed to {wallow a Quart or 
two every Day. But in the Room of this they may have Milk 
and Water. No Malt Liquor was allowed. ‘They were per- 
mitted to walk about jn the Garden in the Day-time,, but were 
not fuffered to go farther for fear of Irregularities. “The Cure 
was begun without any Preparation, unlefs there were feverifh 
Symptoms, an Inflammation, or a Phimofis, and then Bleeding 
‘was thought neceflary at firft, but Purging never. cd Gaba 
_ The only Part of the Cure which was properly Chirurgical, 
was to keep the Sores clean, and to wafh them with the fol- 
lowing Mixture : 

16. Take, of Mercurius Dulcis well levigated, a Dram ; of the 

Compound Powder of Cerufs, two Scruples; of Lime-W ater, 


two Ounces, mix them. 


~ The Ulcers were wafhed with this Mixture three times a Day, _ 


and, in cafe of a Phimofis, it was injected between the Seat 
4 sa 
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and the Gians, with a Syringe. When the Part affected could 
not be got at, alittle Mercurial Ointment was applied with Lint. 
When after Blee eding, and taking the Medicine for fome Days, 
the Prepuce did not yield, it was flit up the whole Length, to 
come at the Ulcers,.and then they were cleanfed and drefled in 
the Manner above dire@ted. When the Prepuce is thick and 
fchirrhous, a Refolution of the Induration is not to be expected, 
and then the whole is to be cut off, for no Remedies will be ef- 
fectual till the Circumcifion is performed. ‘There was nothing 
done to reduce any Inflammation, but applying a Bread and 
Milk Poultice, and one large Bleeding. After wafhing the 
Sores, whether Chancres, cis: or Bacoricione: nothing was 
applied but a little dry Lint. Nor were the Buboes drefled 
otherwife; and of thefe there were a great Number which healed 
very kindly. ‘The lunar Cauftic was ufed for Warts, very foul 
Sores, and fungous Excrefcenees. | 
Dr. Pringle vifited fixty Patients, whofe Difeafes were of 
very long Standing, and he did not know above three or four at 
the moft, in which it abfolutely failed; one of which was of 
two Years Continuance after a Salvatiie: and thefe were put 
in a fair Way of Recovery, before the Camp broke up, with a 
Spoonful of the Solution once a Day, and from a Pint toa 
Quart daily of a ftrong Decotion of Sarfaparilla. He likewife - 
informed Dr. Clephane, that all Preparations of Sublimate were 


not equally good, and that French Brandy diflolved it better than 
either Malt or Melaffes pa 
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: | 
HE Yaws is a Diftemper endemical to Guinea, and the hot- 
ter Climates in 4frica. All are liable to it, but more ef- 
pecially in Childhood or Youth. 

It makes its firft Appearance in little Spots on the Cuticle, not | 
bigger than a Pin’s Point, which increafe daily, and become 
protuberant like Pimples. Soon after, the Cuticle frets off ; and 
then, inftead of Pus or Ichor, there appear white Sloughs or 
Sordes ; under which is a fmall red Fungus. ‘Thefe increafe gra- 
dually, fome to the Size of a fmall Wood-Strawberry, others to 
that of a Rafpberry, others again exceed the largeft Mulberry, 
which in Shape they very much refemble. In the mean time the 
black Hair in the Yaws turns to a tranfparent W hite..

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It is not an ealy Matter to determine the exact Time which 
the Yaws take in going through their different Stadia. Luftys 
well-fed Negroes have had Geijoeal Yaws as big as a Mulberry in 
a Month’s ‘Cent e; whereas the low in Flefh, with a fcanty Al- 
lowance, have patied three Months, witheut their growing to 
the Size of a Strawberry. 

‘Phe Yaws cian in all Parts of the Body, but they are moft 
plentiful and of the largeft Size about the Groin, Privy-parts, 
Anus, Arm-pits, and Face, They are largeft when feweft in Num- 
ber, dd es verfa. “Chey are not painful unlefs handled roughly, 
nor caufe a Lofs of Appetite. They continue long without any 
fenfible Aleeration; and whether they would not in Time,- 
when the peccant Matter is exhaufted through the Skin, vanifh 
of themfelves; or turn ‘to corrofive Ulcers, and affect the Bones 
with Noes, Exoftofes, and Caries; or by enlarging the excretory 
Duéts of the miliary Glands caufe a Fluid to tranfude more vifcid 
than Sweat, which by drying on the Skin would render the Pa- 
tient feorbutic, fevbby, or leprous, is hard to fay; but I am incli- 
‘nable:to think, that, as foon as the Pungu/es become dry, the In- 
fection is exhaufted. It is an infectious Difeafe, and therefore the 
Negvee’s Matter fhould feek for a Cure for the Sake ‘ot himfelf, 
Family, and other Negroes. 

a0 Me Yaws are not dangerous, if the Cure is fkilfully managed 
at a proper Time; but if the Patient has been. once falivated, 
or has taken any cael tlay of Aéercury, and his Skin once dlearell 
thereby, the Cure will be very difficul It, if not impracticable. 

The Negroes who have been cured in 4frica never have them 
again in America, which is no Wonder, fince the Africans have | 
probably had 3000 Years to eftablifh their Skill; and we not | 
much above an Hundred. ‘ 

As foon as the Yaws begin to appear on a Negroe, he muft be — 
removed to a Houfe by himfelf; or, if it is not certain whether 
the Eruption is the Yaws or not, fhut him up feven Days, and 
Jook on him. again, as the fews were commanded to do with 
their. Lepers, Levit. xiti. and in that ‘Fime you may be com- 
monly certain. 

As {oon as you are.convinced that:it is the Yaws,

Generally, when the Sa- 
 livation ds at this Heighth, all the Yaws are covered with a dry 
fcaly Cruft, or Scab; which, if numerous, look terribly. Thete 
fall off daily in fmall, white Scales; and in ten or twelve Days 

leave the Skin fase and clean. ‘Then the Galomel may be 

omitted, and the Salivation permitted to go off of itfelf. [A 

‘Dram of Corrofive Sublimate diffolved in an-Qunce of Rum or 

: Brandy, and the Solution dabbed on the Yaws, will clear the 
Skin in two Days Time. ] 

After the Salivation, fweat the Patient twice or thrice ina 

Frame or Chair with Spirits of Wine, and give the following

Sometimes there remails one large Yaw, ‘high and knobbed, 
red and moi; this is called the Adefer-Yaw. This muft be 
confumed an eighth or a tenth Part of an Inch below the Skin, 
with Azercur. corrof. rub, &F Alum. ufi. an. Part. equal. and di- 
gefted with Ung. Bafil. flav. %j. and Mercur. corrof. rub. 2}. 
and cicatrized with Lint prefied out of Spirits of Wine, and with 
tthe Vitrisl Stone. | 

After the Yaws are cured, fome Patients are afflicted with 
Carbuncles in their Feet, which fometimes render them inca- 
pable of walking, unlefs with Pain. 

The M&thod of Cure is by bathing and paring to deftroy the 
Cuticle, and then proceed as in the Maffer-Yaw. The gentle 
Lfcharoitcs are to be preferred, efpecially here, and all imaginable 
‘Care is to be-taken to avoid the Tendons and Periofleum. 

‘To Children under fix or feven Years old, at the proper Time 
.of falivating, [when the Yaws are come to their full Growth] 
give aGrain or two of Calomel in white Sugar, once a Day, 
once in two Days, or once in three Days, fo as only to keep 
their Mouths a little fore till the Yaws dry, and, falling off in 
white Scales, leave the Skin clean. ‘This fucceeds always, but 
xequires a longer Time than in Adults, 

| F 4 , I have 
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I have been well informed, that, even in Adults, the Hithiops 
Mineral given in large Dofes for three or four Months will make 
a perfect Cure. But this requires more Time than the Planter 
cares to allow. 

The Venereal Difeafe and the Yaws feem to be very diftin® © 
_ Diftempers; but the Symptoms, in Confequence of the Yaws 

ill cured, coincide fo exadtly with the Symptoms of an inveterate 
french Pos, that in moft Cafes it will be very difficult, if not 
impoffible to diftinguifh them. 

Sedition was of Opinion, that the Yaws and the French 
Pox were the fame Diftemper, and differ in nothing but what 
may arife from the various Climates which the Paticnts inhabit ; 
and that the Spaniards brought the Venereal Difeafe into Eu- 
rope, being infeed by the Negroes brought from Guinea to the 
Wejt-Indies; efpecially as the Sympoms of the inveterate 
Yaws, and a confirmed Pox, are confefedly the fame. ] 

‘The Symptoms of the Yaws ill-cured are violent Pains in the 
Limbs, even nocturnal, which in fome are attended with Nodes 
and Exo/ofes ; in others with Ulcers which render the Bones ca- 
rious. “lo confirm this, a well-bred young Woman came from 
England to be School-Miftrefs to a Gentleman’s Daughter; fhe 
married an Overfeer who gave her the Yaws; fhe was thrown, 
when the Yaws but juft appeared, (which was much too foon) 
into a deep Salivation, which lafted fix or feven Weeks; being 
fuppofed cured, fhe returned to England, and after fome Weeks 
fhe had violent Pains in her Arms and Legs; after an Attempt 
to cure her there, an Ulcer broke out in her Leg, and another 
in her Arm. Upon this fhe returned to the Place where fhe re- 
ceived her Diltemper. Jn Augiyft, 1729, fhe came up to me 
with five or fix Ulcers in her Arms and Legs all covered with an 
Hyperfarcofis. But, after all that I and others could do for her, 
the Pains increafed, the Bones became carious in every Ulcer, 
and, in the End of the Year 1734, fhe died. I was fully con- 
vinced fhe had received.no other Infection. 

WhenI came firft to famaica, it was the Practice there, as 
foon as the Yaws appeared, to give the Patient twenty Drops of 
a Solution of 3ij of Mercur. fublim. corrof. in % viij of ftrong Rum 
in the Morning, drinking warm Water after every Puke, and 

they would vomit and fpit all the Forenoon. ‘This Dofe was 
repeated every Morning, increafing the Quantity five Drops every 
Dofe they ake: ; ana few Days they were feemingly well. But 
I obferved that moft that had been treated after this Manner, ei- 
ther broke out again, or, in Procefs of Time, complained. of 
gnawing 
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gnawing Pains in their Bones, or were fubjeét to Ulcers in fe- 
~ yeral Parts of their Bodies. 

The Difeafe, at it’s fecond Appearance, was longer in coming 
to an Height, and required a longer Courfe of A@ercurials to 
clear the Skin ; and fometimes after all they would relapfe a 
third or fourth Time. : 

Of thefe Patients who were afflicted with Ulcers, I have fuc- 
ceeded with fome by Salivation, and long Courfes of the #zthiops, 
with the Decoétion of the Woods with Lime-Water. Many I have 
been foiled in, and never able to cure; but left them, I think, 
_yather worfe than I found them, to linger out their Days mife- 
rably. Nor can I pretend to better Succefs with thofe who have 
complained of Pains in their Bones. ‘They have generally Nodes, 
Exoftofes, and Caries; and the Bones of the Arms and Legs break 
without any external Violence. 

It is worth while to compare the Defcription of the Leprofy 
among the ‘ews, in Chap. xxiii. of Leviticus, with the Account 
here given of the Yaws; for the Diftempers feem to have a’ 
great Refemblance with each other. 4nonymus, in Med. Eflays, 
Edinb. 

A Boy from amaica, with fcrofulous Tumours in his Neck, 
with the Yaws all over his Head, was cured by Dr. Ruffel, in 
the following Manner :

The next Day the Pa- 
tient muft drink Half a Pint three Times a Day ; that is, Morn- 
ang, Noon, and Night, and the Sores muft be wafhed often 
with the fame Decoction, till he recovers, which generally is 
about fix Weeks. The Patient muft abftain from Flefth Meat 
and ftrong Liquors. Thefe Ingredients will be fufficient to 
anake a Decoction four Times, but not oftener.

Of the SCRoFULA, or Kinoe’s Evi. 


HE King’s Evil, in Latin Struma, or Scrofula, is attended 

with bard, fcbirrous, and often indolent Tumours, which arife 
by Degrees in the Glands of the Neck, under the Chin, Arm- 
Pits, Groin, Hams, Arms, and Wrifts, but it is moft commonly 
feated in the Neck, and beneath the Ears. 

‘Likewife cold Tumours, which appear on the Joints and Bones, 
as on the Knees, Elbows, Hands, and Feet, but more particu- 
darly on the Fingers, are Diforders of the fcrofulous Kind. As 
alfo the greateft Part of thofe obftinate Fluxions, which fall 
gradually on the Joints, without a manifeft Caufe, and which 
are attended with an Abjce/s, a Caries, and Swelling of the 
Bones, called a Spina Ventofa; efpecially of the Apophyfes and 
Lpiphyfes. Of the fame Kind are likewife the Ocdemata, or 
#@ bite Swellings, which arife in the Arms, Legs, and Feet, prin- 
«cipally about the Joints: They confift of a Jelly, or coagulated 
aLymph, which puffs them up, but do not pit when prefled with 
ithe Fingers like dropfical Swellings. | 
_. Sometimes there is an Ocdematous Tumour which fixesatfelf on 
athe Knee, and increafes almoft imperceptibly with Rednefs, 
Weat, and Pain, while the Leg and Thigh become extremely 
emaciated, and the whole Body is .confumed by a flow Fever. 

_ Un the Eyes the Scrofula creates Inflammations ; in the Eye- 
dids a puffing up of their Edges with great Sorenefs, and fmall 
Wlcers; in the Angles of the Eye a Fi/tula Lachrymalis, by ulce- 
srating the Gland planted there for the Percolation of Tears; in 
sthe Lips, exceflive and preternatural Thicknefs ; in the Nofe at 
‘voften creates the crufty Ulcer called Ozena. All-which, except 
“the laft, are often the Forerunners of this Difeafe, antecedent to 
wthe great Swellmes, and foul Ulcers, which appear in it’s ma- 
‘turer State, . : 

Some 
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Some think that fitulous Ulcers, the Rickets, fcalled Heads, 
Cancers, the Gouétre, or Bronchocele, depend upon a porapaliz 
Virus. 

The Glands of the external Parts are not alone seliciube with 
this Difeafe; for thofe of the Ade/entery are almoft always affect- 
ed; which appears from the opening of Perfons dying of this 
Difeafe. Sometimes the Difeafe begins in the Mefentery ; and 
fometimes the Liver, Spleen, Womb, Lungs, Windpipe, Brain, 
and other internal Parts are {crofulous: Hence fchirrous Tu- 
- mours, incurable Cancers, obftinate Fluxions, rebellious Oph- 
thalmies, malignant Abfcefies, fiftulous Ulcers, dancerous Quin- 
feys, terrible Epilepfies, mortal Con fitipvions of the Lungs, 
ftubborn Jaundices, Dropfies, Cholics, hypochondriac and hy- 
fteric Affections. In fhort, there is no Part of the human Body 
which may not be affected with Tumours, Schirrufes, Fluxions, 
Inflammations, Abfceffes, and Ulcers. 

The Scrofule are hard Tumours, becaufe they are produced 
by a thick coagulated Matter; they are cold, becaufe they are. 
‘caufed by a Stagnation of the Lympha in the Part affedted ; 
they are ividlént,; becaufe the Salts are inactive, and becaufe tie 
nervous Fibres are comprefied by the Hardnefs of the Matter 
without Irritation. 

‘The Scrofule may be faid to be benign, when they are fuper- 
ficial ; when they do not much raife the Skin, nor change it’s 
Célpsri when: only the Glands are puffed up, and are foft, 
moveable, without Adhefion and indolent. 

Phe malignant Scrofule are evident from the Largenefs of the 
‘Tumour, it’s Hardnefs and Adhefion ;, from it’s becoming livid or. 
red; from it’s being painful; and, when ulcerated, from the Cal- 
lofty of the Lips of the Ulcer, ahi front their dimouleCure: 

Wemay know'that other Difeafes proceed from a /crofulous 
Virus, ifthe Parents have had the venereal Lues, or when they or 
_ their other Children are afflicted with the Scrofula, or when they 
have lived with {crofulous Perfons, or when their Difeafe is at-~ 
tended with hard {welled Glands in the Neck, Armpits, or Groin, 
or when there are white Swellings in other Parts of the Body. 

As to the Pr ‘agnsfits, the benign Scrofule admit of an eafy 
Cure, efpecially if they are feated in the conglobate Glands, and 
are moveable, fuperficial, and foft. THoIe which attack the 
Joints, the Tendons, the Ligaments, the Bones, which are near 
large Veflels, or comprefs the Afpera arteria, or the Ocfothagusy 
are very dificult to cure. ‘The svternal Scrofula are much more 
‘dangerous than the external; for when they turn to an Abfcefg 
they are incurable. ‘They are alfo more or lefs troublefome in 

Proportion 
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Proportion to the Progrefs they have made, the Parts which 
they attack, and the Temperament of the Patient; for when he 
is bilious or melancholic they make great Ravages, by caufing a 
Caries in the Bones, and by creating fiftulous and cancerous Ul- 
cers. “[hofe that are hereditary, or joined to a bad Habit of 
Body, are very hard to cure; for, if they are healed in one Part, 
_ they often break out with greater Fury in another. 

If the Struma have been long ulcerated, fays TurRNER froma 
Wifeman, and are become finwous and virulent, and if they He 
near one another, they often find a Communication, though they 
appear diftinct : In this Cafe the Lips grow callous, and the Ul- 
cers corrofive, frequently fordid; and the Cure is not to be ex- 
pected as long as one Cy/fis remains, or the Veflels that feed 


them. Thole who are feized with Sirume in the Neck after | 


forty Years of Age, feldom recover. = 

If firumous Tumours arife from a Caries. in the Bones of the. 
Fingers or Hands, the Cure is difficult; but more fo in the Feet 
and Toes. If in the Os Cals, Joint of the Ancle, or 4raga- 
dus, or in the Knee-bones, or //chia, or the like, where they can- 
not be fafely laid open, or judge of the Caries, the Cafe is de- 
plorable, and the Patient generally dies of a A@arajfmus. 

In the Cure the Diet fhould be thin and attenuating, light, and 
eafy of Digeftion, and all Salt and Smoke dried Meat fhould be 
carefully avoided; as alfo Beef, Pork, Fifh, Hare, Cheefe, and, 
in general, all things that are hard of Digeftion, or which yieid 
indifferent Nourifhment. The Air fhould be pure, fweet, and 
dry ; and the Body fhould be kept always open. 

The Cure may be begun by Bleeding, efpecially if the Patient 
is plethoric, and then a mercurial or antimonial Vomit; after 
which he fhould take a gentle Purge, often repeated, fuch as 
the common purging Potion of Sydenham; and, as almoft all 
Remedies which are good in venereal Cafes are ufeful in this, 
mercurial Vomits and Purgatives will be proper. ‘The following 
is an Aperient, Diffolvent, and Abforbent :

It 
had been of feven Years ftanding, and was given over as incur-

applied to the Sores. Of late the mineral Waters of Moffat in

I have lately been informed by an eminent Phyfician, that 
Epfom Salt diffolved in a Pint of Water, in fuch a Quantity. as 
to keep the Body open, and taken, like Sea-Water, has often 
cured this Difeafe. 

After all we have another Medicine whofe Virtues in curing 
this Difeafe have been lately difcovered, or, at leaft, have been 
Jately communicated to the Public; I mean the Fefuits Bark, 
the Effefts of which have been related by Dr. Fordyce in the 
following Cafes. 

1. A young Lady fixteenYears of Age, tall, thin, not having 
ras yet menftruated, was inoculated for the Smail-Pox, and foon 
recovered, only for fome Weeks after fhe had a few troublefome 
Sores near the Places where fhe had been inoculated ; during 
which Time, though fhe often took Phyfic, a great Part of the 
tight Parotid fwelled confiderably, as well as the Lymphatic 
Glands on each Side of the Neck, which lie on each Side of the 
external Jugular, and below the Parotid. After a Dofe or two 
of Calomel, fhe took half a Dram of the Peruwian Bark, with 
a {mall Proportion of Bulb of Arum and Saffafras Bark in Sub- 
flance, twice a Day, which was wafbed down with a little Red 
Port; and externally the Fumes of hot Vinegar. In a few 
Weeks the Sores dried up, the Swelling vanifhed without break- 
ing; fhe menftruated foon after, and recovered her Colour, Flefh, 
and Strenoth, continuing perfectly well for this three Years. 

2. A Woman about thirty Years of Age, after lying-in, had 
feveral hard Tumours, when her Milk was going off, in her left 
Breaft, and under her Arm-Pit. There had been Swellings be- 
fore in the fame Parts, but they had been healed up for twoYears. 
I did not fee her till ten Weeks after this laft lying-in, when fe- 
veral of thefe Tumours were broke with a plentiful Difcharge, 
However, they were ftill hard and almoft cartilaginous to the 
‘Touch. Her Noftrils were fore at the fame Time, and her Under- 
Lip thickened, which fhewed the Diforder to be {crofulous.

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She tried feveral Medicines for five Weeks, but grew weaker 
and thinner ; then the Neville Spaw, which reduced her ex- 
ceedingly. After this I directed the Bark, which, at firft, ruri 
off by Stool ; but being checked it firengthened her, and the — 
Size, Hardnefs, and Difcharge of Tumours, greatly abated, fo 
that they gradually healed up, and fhe quickly reeovered her 
Flefh. and Colour. 

3. A Girl of four. Years of Age, very fair, pale, and puny, 
had a large hard Swelling under her left Ear, and along the 
fame Side of the lower Jaw. She had had it two Months be- 
fore I was confulted, and was perfectly cured in about a Fert- 
night, only with taking the following Medicines: 


g. Take of the beft Rhubarb half an Ounce; of Florentine Orris 
an Ounce; of dried red Rofes a Dram and a Half. Infufe 
thefe after ibey have been cut and bruifed in two Quarts of fmall 
Ale, and let her drink a Glafs of the Colature twice a Days 
with the Quantity of a Nutmeg of the fellowing Eleétary:

Sirumas of Zacutus Lufitanus. | 
4. A young Woman of a thin Habit, but regular in her 


_ Menftrua, temperate and healthy ; eating little Meat, and liv- 


ing moftly on vegetable Food, had three Years ago a breaking 
out of Pimples, firft about her Nofe and Cheeks, and ever fince 
about the Forehead, Nofe, Mouth, and Chin. ‘They rofe to the 
Size of a Pea, inflamed, and, in a few Days, fuppurated partial- 
ly. One Drop conftantly fucceeded another, which occafioned 
ber to try various Medicines, inwardly and outwardly, but with- 
out Effet. Mercurials did more harm than good. 

After the Cure had been attempted in vain for three Years to- 
eether, I ordered her to take half a Dram of the Bark in Sub- 
flance twice a Day, and, by that Time fhe had taken half an 
Ounce, the Inflammation diminifhed, the Pimples retired with- 
out Suppuration, and no new Eruption appeared. After fhe 
had taken three Ounces, her Face became quite {mooth. No 
external Application was ufed, nor was her Diet altered. 

5. A Boy of about five Years of Age had an Inflammation in 
both Eyes of the ftrumous Kind, with two {mall Ulcers in the 
Cornea of the left Eye. He was cured with a Seton in the Neck; 
but two Years afterwards an Inflammation feized the left Eye, 
with a Dimnefs of Sight, infomuch that the Boy could not bear 

, | the. 
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the leaft Glimpfe of Light. After three Months he was brought 
to me again,.and had an Ulcer in the Cornea oppofite the Pupil 
which would hold.a Vetch. The Seton was opened again; and 
continued for a Month, but without Succefs. I iu ordered 

the Peruvian Bark twice a Day, and.a Spoonful of Red Pert 
each Time to wath it down; and likewife a Spoonful. or two 
-more in a Day. In three Weeks Time he took two Ounces of 

the Bark, when the Ulcer cicatrized, and the Infammation dif- 
appeared in a Month. The ie od Application was the fame - 
all along, namely, the gua Ophthalmica of the Edinburgh Dif-’ 
penfatory. 

6. An inactive laxysious indolent . Clergyman, aged : fifty 
three, grew Cacheétic, breathed fhort upon Motion, with fwel- — 
led. ‘Legs, one of which was feized with Sz. Authony’s Fire. This 
was followed by a fmall Sore which gleeted plentifully ; for 
which he took two or three Dofes of Phyfic, and then the Bark 

with fome Drops of a bitter Elixir. Upon which his Sore 
contraéted and healed; the Swelling of his Legs fubfided, his 
Breathing became more free and eafy, regained his Fleth, and 
looked better. _He took about feven Ounces of the Bark in fe- 
ven Weeks, and continued well for fome Months. . But, lead- 

_ ing the fame Life as before, the Sore broke out again, and he 
went to Bath, where he drank little of the Waters. He re- 
turned back, eek hada bilious Fever, which went off without 
any Crifis, but returned in a few Weeks, and proved fatal, 

The Author adds another Cafe, and could have related many 
more, to fhew the Effects of the Baré in Ulcers ALahi Moris, 
semigangrenous Sores, &c. But thofe here mentioned are fuffi- 
cient to prove, that the Bark has feveral Virtues not og | 
taken Notice of. 

_ From the firft, focaud, er third Cafes, fays De Futian ve is 

evident, that in ‘fumered Glands, where the Habit happens to 

be feeble, and the Circulation weak, the Bark is a moft effica- 

cious Medicine; and, what is vemddcacie, acts as a Difcutient 

and Refolvent ; for we find it refolves tumefied Glands without 

Suppuration, contrary to the prevailing Opinion and the Di- 

rections of Phyficians of great Name, and in Cafes where fome- 

thing critical has been thrown upon the Glands. In Children 

; thefe Swelliags often retire without any fenfible ill Confequence, 

though they appeared to have been the Crifis of fome of ‘their 

Fevers. Other Medicines, though of the higheft Repute, have 

feldom done any Good in ferofulous Cafes, as they neither pre- — 
vented the Suppuration of Tumours already forming, nor mend- 
c the Habit or Health of the Patient, nor prevented a Re- 
apfe. t.

To the fifth Cafe I might have added fome others, where the 
cood Effects of the Bark were evident in the ftrumous Ophthal- 
my ; but this is fufficient, fince it performed a Cure without any 
other Aid, the Colyrium excepted, which, before the Ufe of the 
Bark, availed nothing. From the fixth and other Cafes, which 
might have been mentioned, the Efficacy of the Bark appears in 
Cachexies with foul obftinate Ulcers, in gleety, phagedenic, and 
femigangrenous Sores, &c. And indeed in thefe, and in the 
‘Treatment of Gangrenes and Mortifications, I have often feen 
fuch inconteftable Evidence of it’s Virtue and Efficacy, that I 
‘cannot but be greatly {urprized to fee fome Practitioners of Cre- 
dit and extenfive Experience, calling it’s Power, in thefe Cafes, 
in Queftion ; and am the more concerned at it, that fuch Names 
and Authority muft carry fo much Weight, as to prevent many 
from having Recourfe to this excellent Remedy, in Cafes where 
I cannot but think it would do great Service. ; 

Dr. Fothergill' has likewife long given the Bark in fcrofulous 
Diforders, and affirms, that it may not only be given with Safe- 
ty, but to manifeft Advantage in many of thefe Cafes. Invete- 

‘rate Ophthalmies generally yield to it; incipient glandular Tu- 
mours are very frequently refolved, and their farther Progrefs 
ftopped ; fwelled Lips, cutaneous Blotches, arifing from the like 
Caufe, are healed, and the Tendency to a ftrumous Habit cor- 

- rected, by a proper Ufe of the Peruvian Bark. However, it will. 

not fucceed in all Cafes, though there are few in which a Trial 
can be attended with much Detriment. He has never known it 
avail much where the Bones are affected, nor where the fcrofu- 
lous Tumour has been fo fituated as to be attended with much 

Pain, as in the Joints, or under the membraneous Covers of the 
Mufcles ; for, when it affeéts thefe Parts, the Perio/feum feldom

We do not find, that either of thefe Gentlemen have taken 
Notice of a fcrofulous Confumption ; but I can affure the 
Reader, from my own Experience, that it will do Wonders 
even in that. iyi 

Dr. Fothergil gives the Bark in a liquid Form in the following 
Manner : | 


11. Take of Peruvian Bark in Powder an Ounce, and boil it in a 
Quart of pure Water to a Pint. Towards the End add, of fliced 
Liquorice Root Half an Ounce.

A fmall Quantity of Winter's Bark, added to this Medicine, 
@ives it a grateful Warmth, and renders a Quantity of the Com- 
pound Water lefs neceflary. And a little Liquorice, a few Rai- 
fins, Gum Arabic, or the like, added to the Decoétion before 
it is taken off the Fire, by making the Liquor vifcid, enables it 
to fufpend more of the fine Particles of the Bard ‘and, at the 
fame Time, renders it lefs difagreeable. . 

The Swellings of the Joints, commonly called Warr ke. 
SWELLINGsS, are of the /frumous Kind, and of two Sorts : 
They are both made by Conge/tion, and increafe gradually; the 
one arifes externally upon the ‘Tendons, and between them and 
the Skin, or between them and the Bone: The other internally, 
within the Bone itfelf. ) 

That which arifes externally affe€ts the Ligaments and Ten- 
dons firft, and fometimes relaxes them to fuch a Degree, that 
the Hicads of the Joints frequently feparate one from another, 
and the Member waftes away, and grows ufelefs. But moft 
commonly the Humours, by over-moiitening the Ligaments and 
Tendons, produce a Weaknefs and Uneafinefs in the Joints, 
raifing a Tumour externally, and, in it’s Progrefs, the Mem- 
branes and Bones are corroded by the Humour. It will be more 
certain, that the ‘Tumour isthe Offspring of the King’s Evil, if 
there are /trumous Symptoms in any other Part of the Body. 

In order to the Cure, in the Beginning of the Fluxion, ap- 
ply aftringent and drying Plaifters of Red Lead and Bole, with | 
moderate Bandage, and place the Member in fuch a Pofition as 
may prevent the Defcent of the Humours. ‘The internal Re- 
medies may be the fame as in the general Cure. Cheyne and 
Allen fay, Water pumped on the Tumour is a certain Remedy. 
The external Cure of the glandulous Struma is the Bufinefs of a 
Surgeon ; wherefore the lefs has been faid of it here.

A CANCER is a hard, round, unequal, painful, and ge- 
nerally immoveable Tumour, of a livid, blackith, or leaden 
Colour, furrounded with fwelled, crooked, varicous Veflels, in 
fome Sort refembling the Feet Gf a Crab, in Latin Cancer, from 
whence this Tumour takes it’s Name.

A Cancer is either occult or manife/. An sccult Cancer begins 
at firft with a fmall and almoft indolent Tumour, about the Size 

of a Pea, or a Hazle-nut, which does not change the Colour of 

the Skin, and fometimes lies dormant for feveral ‘Years without 

making any Progrofs. 

But as foon as the Virus, or virulent Humour, begins ey 
come more active, the fmall Tubercle becomes, all of a fuddens 
a large, round, livid Tumour, with an unequal Superficies. It is 
generally attended with an intenfe fheoting Pain. At length it 
begins to eat and break through the Skin, and fo becomes a ma- 
nife ofp or ulcerated Cancer, from whence proceeds a fordid, vifcid, 
bloody, fanious or ichorous Matter, attended with an infupport- 
able Stang... 8 

Though a Cae may infeft any Part of the Body, it gene- — 
rally appears in the Breafts, Arm-Pits, behind the Ears, in-the 
Lips, Nofe, and private Parts: Women are more fubject to 
them than Men. It’s general Seat 1 is the Glands, and is akin 
to a Schirrus. 

An occult Cancer is known to be aot fays Biel when, 
after the Signs of a preceding Schirrus, a Titillation, Itching, | 
Heat, Rednefs, are gradually perceived, with a fhooting, burn= 
ing, pricking Pain. The Colour of the Skin likewife changes 
Gina a Carnation toa deep Red; then it turns purple, blue- 
ifh, livid, and, at length, black: The Part feels very hard, un- - 
equals and rough; then it rifes with an Apex in the Middle ; ; 
the Swelling’ increafes, and the adjacent Veins become tumid, 
Knotty, varicous, thick, and black. 

When it begins to break, the Skin is cuceriated, and there 
frinfildes through it a chin,! fharp Ichor. 

After this the found Veflels on the Edges of the Canton be 
ing diftended by the rifing of the Tumour, are broken; hence

~The Virtues of Lignum Guaiacum in venereal Diforders, partis 
cularly Ulcers, have been much commended, but it’s good Ef- 
fects in cancerous Sores are not fo well known. 

A Woman about thirty, of a bad-Habit of Body, upon heal- 
ing feveral running Sores, had a large indolent Tumour formed in 
her left Breaft, which, in eight Months increafed to a great Bulk, 
broke, and became an ulcerated Cancer, for which I amputated the 
whole Breaft. Several Days after fhe fweated plentifully, and 
the Suppuration wenton well. ‘The Sweating then ceafed, and 
fome Days after the lower Part of the Wound looked in a gan- 
grenous Way , which Appearance was removed by Scarifications, _ 
Fomentations, &c. and the Ufe of the Barf; but the Matter of 
the Sore continued zchorous, and a Knot of a white Colour rofe | 
a little below. On opening of which I found, inftead of Pus, a 
Subftance refembling Chee/e. 

This Sore was as to Appearance between a Gangrene and a 
Cancer, with a Swelling between it and the large Wound, which 
was now about the Breadth of a Crown-piece. I tried the Method 
above, with feveral other Medicines, without Effe& ; the Sore be- 

caine 
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¢ame more painful, worfe-coloured, and an Inflammation and 
Hardnefs were brought on the furrounding Teguments. 

I then made her Drink every Day four Pints of a trong De- 
‘coction of Guaiacum, made with Ziv. of the Kafpings boiled in 
6 vj. of Water to fBiv. and gave her fome Teriaca at Night to 
make her fweat; but, not fucceeding, fhe was purged with gr. 
xxv. of Pil. Coch. and gr. v. of Merc. dulcis, the Deco€tion of 
Guaiacum being ftill continued, After this the Sweats returned 
plentifully.

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Of the Elephantiafis, or Leprofy of the Arabians. 


£ Be E Leprofy is faid to be of two Kinds ; that.of the Greets . 
and that of the radians; the latter is called Elephantia/is, 
from the Roughnefs, Inequalities,and Tubercles in the Skin, re- 
fembling that of an Elephant. Lucretius fuppofed it to be gene- 
rated in Agypt, and no where elfe: but if the Leprofy of the 
‘Fews is the fame as that of the Negroes, which is highly proba- 
ble, then we may affirm that it is endemical to the Southern and . 
Inland Parts of Africa. Tacitus pretends that Occhoris King 
of Zgypt confulted the Oracle of Ammon, for a Remedy to this 
Difeafe, and was advifed to expel the ‘fews out of his Country, 
as a Race of Men hateful to the Gods; and ‘Fu/tin falls into the . 
fame Error, affirming, the #zyptians were told that the only 
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Means to ftop the Progrefs of this Plague, was to drive Mofes i and 
the infeed People out of the Kingdom.’ 

That it was contagious all Hiftories agree, as well Sacred as 
Profane; and the Perfians, whom it fometimes vifited, as Hero- 
dotus informs us, would not let a leprous Perfon come ‘withith the © 
City Walls; and, as for Foreigners, they expelled them from 
their Country. Pliny acquaints us, that it did not invade Staly 
. the Time of Pompey the Great, that it was brought from 

Egypt, and is peculiar to that Kingdom. And, fpeaking of 
ae Difeafe not much unlike the Lepro/y, which was brought © 
from Jfa into eee in the Reign of Tzberius, he fays, they were” 
obliged to fend to egypt, the Mother of thefe pity haloes, for 
Phyficians to cure it. 

I have been the more particular in this: Matter, becaufe fome 
have thought, and perhaps not without Reafon, that the Lepro- 
fy of the Arabians, or more properly of the Africans, was the 
Parent of the Lues Venerea. Even Aftruc, who was of the con- | 
trary Opinion, acknowledges it was propagated by Venereal , 
Embraces, that it was endemic in Syria‘as we'll as Aigypt, and 
was the Leprofy of the Fews. This is certain, that, fince the., 
Pox has been curable, the Elephantiafis feems to have difappeared, 
and the Leprofy of the Greeks has been much lefs frequent than 
~ heretofore. 

Pliny informs us, ching tHe? RAR. Appearance of the Elephantiafis 
is in the Face, particularly a fmall Speck appears on the Nofe - 
or Noftril; and, as the Difeafe increafes, the whole Body is full 
of Spots of various Colours; the Skin is thick in one Place, and 
thin in another, hard and rough, with Scabs. In Procefs of Time, | 
the ‘Skin turns black, and the Difeafe eats away the Flefh to the 
very Bones. Celfus ‘obferves, that the Spots: grow tumid and 
red, and then turn black, and the Skin is covered, as it were, | 
with Scales. Then the Body falls away, the Mouth, Legs, and 
| Feet fwell, and the Fingers and Toes are hid with a Swelling ; 


. even the Panes themfelves do not efcape; afterwards a Fever . 


arifes, to which the Patient falls an eafy Victim. 
‘The Leprofy has made a great Progrefs of late Years in os | 
badoes, not only among the Negroes, but the white Inhabitants. . 
Towne fays, at firft there appear Spots of a brown Copper- 
Colour, difperfed over feveral Parts of the Face, but efpecially 
on the Nofe; without any Uneafinefs or Senfe of Painin the Be-_ 
_ ginning ; thefe fpread by flow Degrees till a great Part of the 
Body is covered with them. This is undoubtedly the Yaws. 
Hughes, in the Natural Hiftory of Barbadoes, fays, it firft be-_ 
gins with a permanent Swelling on the Tips of the Ears, and _ 
the falling: off of the Hairs of the AS es ; then. the Face ap 
pears 
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pears unctuous, fhining, and full of fuperficial, protuberant 
- Spots, of a brown ‘Copper- Colour; the Lips and Nofe .are ge- 
nerally much fwelled, the Fingers and Toes are diftorted, and 
at laft ulcerated; the Infeétion « creeping from Joint to hone til 
it hath corroded ‘all the Fingers and Toes. Thefe, as Towne ob- 
ferves, never digeft, but generally look‘ dry, without much 
Foulnefs or Fator. The next Attack is upon the Trunk of the 
Body, where it fpreads in Patches, but never penetrates very 
deep.into the. mufcular Flefh, but increafes in Circumference, 
and difcharges a thin dehor, which dries up and emaciates the 
Patient in a few Years,.though fome have lived miferably for. 
ten or twelve Years. bo 
_* There is another Difeafe which Towne ? falfely calls the Elephan« 
tiafis, or the Lepra of the Arabians; on a Suppofition that it. 
was denominated from the Patient having a Leg of an enor 
mous Size, refembling the Leg of an Elephant. Others have 
been Jed by him into ‘the fame Miftake. It cenerally happens 
after long Ineffes, acute F evers, obftinate [ntermittents, or 
other tedious Diftempers. The vitiated Humours generally fub- 
fide into one Leg, fometimes into both, imitating an Anafarca. 
As the Leg pacer: more tumefied, the Veins are diftended with. 
a varicous Swelling from the Knee. to the Toe. Then the Skin 
egins to grow rugged and unequal, its va/iu/ar and glandular | 

Compages are enlarged, and a /caly Subjiance, with a Sort of 
Chops and /7/Jures in the Interfiices, appear on the Surface. Thefe 
feeming Scales do not dry up or fall off, but are protruded for- 
ward, and ftretched in their Dimenfion till the Leg is eulatged 
to an eno:mous Bulk. 

Though this fcaly Coat appears to be harfh, callous, and in- 
fenfible, yet, if touched ever fo fuperficially with a Lancet, the. 
Blood will freely ooze out, and, if the Epidermis be pared off, 
an Infinity of Orifices of the Blood-Veffels will appear td, the 
Eye, when affitted with a Microfcope. 

The Negro is otherwife hearty and well, and fome have lived 


with this Difeafe twenty Years and caper Amputation is no, — 


Cure, for it conftantly takes Poficflion of the remaining ‘Leg. 
White People are not, altogether free from it, efpecially when 
reduced to Hardthips. ante Difeafe. Hoffman calls. a. milder 
Leprofy. 

But, to fet his Maier in a ftill clearer Light, it will he ne- 
ceflary to add the Defcription of this Difeafe from Guido de 
Chauliac. The Leprofys fays he, commonly begins in the Face 
and Forehead, in which, filthy Tubercies make their Appear- 
ance, and PY pRBTSS ipread a all over AN Baty The Eye- 

brows 
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bro ws fwell, the Noftrils grow wider outwardly, and ftraiter 
inwardly; the Lips are disfigured with an unfightly Tumour ; 
the Voice is hoarfe and fnuffling; the Ears are turned back ; the 
Forehead is portuberant; the Face is of a Purple-colour; the 
Veins under the Tongue are varicous and black; the Mufcles 
between the Fore-finger and the Thumb are eaten away; the 
Hair falls off from the Head and Eye-brows ; afterwards the 
Skin of the whole Body becomes black and full of Spots, rough 
and unequal, with crufty Scabs full of Knobs and Fiffures, of 
horrible Afpe&t, which makes it appear like the Skin of an Ele- 
phant. After this, the Fingers and Toes begin to fwell, and 
_ then the Legs, which, being covered with rugged Inequalities, 
- feem like two Sacks, for Magnitude. Befidesall this, the Pa- 
tient is infatiable with regard to venereal Pleafures. The Blood 
is foetid, {potted and black, and will not coagulate. | 

Flofiman thinks the Seat of this Sort of Difeafes is in th 
Skin, but chiefly the Fatty AZembrane thereof, where the Fomes 
of the impure and corrupt Matter chiefly refides ; infomuch that 
by corroding, pricking, and inflaming the nervous Pbrille of 
the Skin, various Kinds of Puftules are generated. And he far- 
_ ther thinks, that the Fat is the moft proper Receptacle not only 
of the Seeds of this Diftemper, but of the ALcafles, miliary Pujfiules, 
Small-Pox, and the Lues Venerea; where they may lurk till fome 
bad Conftitution of the Air gives them fufficient Vigour to ex- 
ert their pernicious Qualities. Allthe ancient Phyficians thought — 

it had its Rife from Errors in Diet; and fome are of Opinion, 
that Hogs’-Flefh was forbidden to the “Jews on that very Ac- 
count. Others lay the Blame on Salt, vifcid Meats, and acid 
W ines. or 

This Difeafe is hereditary and infectious, for it may be 
caught by the Saliva of a Leper, if a found Perfon drinks after — 
him; by Touch; by lying in the fame Bed; and by Coition. By 
this laft Means, 4/ruc thinks the Difeafe of Brenning was caught, 
mentioned by fome old Englifh Writers, which Becket, Turner, 
and others, thought to be a Demonttration of the Antiquity of 
of the venereal Difeafe. 

An inveterate Leprofy was judged to be abfolutely incurable. 
But Areteus fays, when the Difeafe is new and recent, there 
are Hopes of a Cure. What he and Ce/fus prefcribe in order 
to the Cure, are not worth repeating ; for, if any Medicines will 
do, they muft be of the Herculean Kind. Authors are excef- 
five in the Praife of Viper’s Fle/h, which Hoffman judges to be 
quite infignificant. ‘feel advifes Bleeding and Purging, with 
xij Grains .of the Extra of black Hellebore, or gr. iij. of the 
Giafs of Antimony in Conferve of Rofes; but the Vitrum Cera-_ 

| tum 
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tum is more fafe, and may be given in a larger Dofe. Towne con- 
fefles that Antimonial Preparations yielded moft Relief in Barbadves, 
but he could not fay that they perfected the Cure. On the other 
- Hand, Mercury exafperated the Diftemper, irritated the Ulcers, 
and made them fpread the fafter. ,

Of the Impetigo, or Leprosy of the Greeks. 


HIS Diftemper begins with red Pimples or Puftules 
breaking out in various Parts of the Body; fometimes 
they appear fingle, fometimes a great Number arife together, 
efpecially on the Arms and Legs: As the Difeafe increafes, 
frefh Pimples appear, which joining the former make a Sort 
of Cluffers, all which enlarge their Borders and fpread in an 
Orbicular Form. The Superficies of thefe Puftules are rough, 
whitifh, and {caly ; when they are fcratched the Scales fall off, 
upon which a thin {chor oozes out, which foon dries and har- 
dens into a fcalyCrujft, ee 
Thefe Clufters of Puftules are, at firft, fmall and few, that is, 
three or four in an Arm, or Leg only, and of the Size of a Silver 
Penny. But, if the Difeafe is fuffered to increafe, they become 
more numerous, and the Clufters inlarge their Circumference to | 
the Bignefs of a Crown-piece, but not exactly round. After- 
wards it gradually increafes in fuch a Manner, that the whole 
Body is covered with a leprous Scurf. Wiut.is. on 
The Leprofy commonly breaks out firft in the Elbows and — 
‘Knees, but foon fpreads farther, and gradually fhews itfelf all 
over the Body. Turner. ex 
The Caufes and Seat of this Difeafe are faid to be the fame 
as the former. /Viliis blames all dried and falted Meats, efpe- 
cially Hogs’ Flefh; and Fith, particularly Shell-Fith, becaufe 
the poor People in Cornwal, inhabiting near the Sea-Coaft, were 
formerly much fubject to deprous Difeafes, and had many Hofpi- 
tals erected on that Account. : 
In the Method of Cure, fays Hoffman, we fhould endeavour 
to difcharge out of the Body the Mafs of corrupt, glutinous, 
and acrid Humours, by fufficient Bleeding and Abftinence, by 
Purges, as well gentle as draftic; then, by proper Aliment and 
a good Regimen, promote the Generation of wholefome Juices ; 
and, likewife by external, deterfive, confolidating, and drying 
Rempel, to free the Parts from Pains, Tumours, Itching, and - 
cers. |

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‘The Purges may confift of the Root and the Refin of Falapy

Which Me’ 
dicines, in a convenient Dofe in the Morning, with purifying’ 
Decoctions drank in Bed, afford very great. Relief. 

But, if thefe fail, Recourfé muft be had to Mercury, which? 
fome, after ExtinGtion, mix with Flowers of Sulphur and Cam=’ 
phire, and rub it on the Joints to promote a Salivation ; others’ 
more properly give Adercurius dulcis with double the Quantity of 
Crabs Eyes and Calx of Antimony, rifing gradually from three or’ 
four Grains to.a Scruplée, in order to falivate, with the ufual 
Precautions. The Cure may alfo be performed with alterative’ 
and diaphoretic Preparations of Mercury, fuch as Mercurius Salaris* 
and Fovialis; of which a few Grains may be exhibited every’ 
Morning in Conferveof Rofes for fome Weeks, drinking in Bed’ 
after it a Pint of fome proper Decotion. s Soa. tn 

But it mutt be obferved, that each of thefe Methods of Cure- 
requires an Air very temperate, a {pare, thin Diet, and an Ab- 
ftinence from Fat, and boiled Flefh, and Acids. 

‘Funker affirms, that two Grains of Mercurius dulcis, given with’ 
an abforbent Powder, will not only cure the Leprofy but the 
French Pox; thofe whofe Bufinefs calls them’ abroad muft take’ 
it at Night; but thofe who can ftay at home, may take it in 
the Morning. It muft be continued a confiderable Time. |

Puftules, at firft about the Joints, and from thence {preads by 
Degrees over all the Body, the Head only excepted. In the 
moift Sort, to which Children and the Sanguineo-Phlegmatic are 
~moft fubject, the Puftules are more full of a purulent Matter, 
attended with a flight Inflammation, which is manifelt from the 
Rednefs which appears round about them till it fuppurates.. The 
dry Sort chiefly attacks thofe who are lean, old, or are of a 
Melancholico-Choleric Conftitution: In thefe, the Puftules are 
much lefs, and excite a moft intolerable Itching, efpecially in 
the Night-time. ‘he moft ufual Places where the Eruptions 
appear very numerous, and the Itching is greateft, are between 
the Fingers, on the Arms, Hams, and ‘Thighs. | 
This Difeafe is, truly and properly fpeaking, a Difeafe of the 
Skin, becaufe it often is fafely cured by ‘Topics alone, if timely 
applied: It is contagious, and may be caught by drawing on a 
Glove, or Stocking, wiping on the Linen, or lying in Sheets 
after Perfons infected with this Malady. Some think it owing — 
to an Impurity in the Serum, and fome to Aumalule. But. 
however that be, it often affects fuch who have been long kept 
in Prifon, who lead inactive Lives, and are ufed to live in a 
fluttifh, nafty Manner, or who conftantly eat Fifh, or Flefh, 
dried in the Smoak, or Sun, and ufe any other unwholefome 
Food, or Drinks; or who live in a cold, moift, and cloudy Air, 
which, hindering a free Perfpiration, caufes a Stagnation of Hu- 
mours in the Superficies of the Body, which are, for that Reafon, 
liable to corrupt. : : 
The milder Sort of Itch is no way dangerous, and very eafy 
to cure, but the moift more eafy than the dry. While it is re- 
cent and fuperficial, it much fooner yields to Remedies, than 
when it is deep, and has infected the Mafs of Blood. And the 
Cafe is ftill worfe, if there be any Fault in the Vifcera; it is 
- more difficult in old Perfons than young; in a Leuco-phlegma- 
tic or Hydropical Difpofition, as alfo in a very dry Heétic one, 
it is hard to cure, and, when it becomes univerfal, it may bring

The Patient fhould avoid Shell-Fith, and all falted and high- |

But after all this, fays Shaw, if the DieaG fhould prove fo 
ftubborn as not to give way to the moft powerful of the pre- 
ceding Methods, Recourfe muft be had to Salivation, as the 
Dernier Reffort, which will prove effectual, when every Thing 
elfe fails; which however is not to be made ufe of till the Cafe 
is fo defperate as to render it abfolutely neceflary, as Yurner 
obferves. | 

But I fhould rather chufe to try Plummer’s Pills, mentioned in 
the preceding Section, fince they have proved effectual in the 
wor/t cutaneous Difeafes, when a Salivation has been raifed to no 
Purpofe.

Of HZAMORRHAGES in general. 


J HEN Blood iffues, as it were, fpontaneoufly, and vio- 

lently from any femicutaneous Part, where the Veflels 

lie juft under the Surface, as in the Infide of the Noftrils, Gums, 

lium, Vagina Uteri, the Urerus itfelf, &c. ‘This is called a 

Hemorrhage, the immediate. Caufe of woe is a Rupture of 

the fmall capillary Veins or Arteries diftributed over thofe 
Parts. 

Sometimes, though but feldom, Hamorrhages happen in other 
Places where the Veflels lie deeper; as from the little Finger, 
from the Hand and Knee, the Breafts in the Time of Menftru-' 
ation. ‘There are likewife Inftances of periodical Fluxes from the 
Penis in Men. 

They generally happen to Perfons whofe Bodies are of a foft, 
fpongy, tender Yexture; whofe Veflels are turgid with 
Blood and Serum. ‘Thefe were formerly faid to be of a /anguine 
Confiitution, and are fubje€t.to Hemorrhages as long as: they — 
live. But the Choleric, who have larger Veffels, whofe Fibres 
are more ftrongly braced, and whofe Blood circulates with 
greater Rapidity, are liable to a Spitting of Blood in their Youth. 
The Sanguineo- Melancholic are fubject to the Bleeding Piles ; 
and Women who are fence peiicgeiatio, are naturally difpofed 
to hp Blood. 
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_ Boys and Youths are moft fubje& to bleed at the Nofe; in 
young Men the Blood feeks an exit from the Lungs; whence 
Hemoptoés and Confumptions; the Middle-aged are more liable 
to hemorrhoidal Evacuations, and decrepid old Men to Piffing 
of Blood. 

Elemorrhages are moft frequent in the Spring and Fall: 
Hence fanguincous Apoplexies at thofe Seafons, which are nothing 
elfe but Eruptions of the Blood in the Middle of the Brain, 
Vomiting and Pifing of Blood are more frequent in the Au- 
tumn. In fome, thefe Excretions happen periodically. 

When Hemorrhages proceed from a Fulnefs of the Veflels, 
they. conduce to the Prefervation of Health; but when they are 
caufed by a poifonous acrid Matter, as in malignant and {potted 
Fevers, they are exceeding dangerous. Alfo when they are de- 
rived from an Infardticn, Induration, and Corruption of the 

Vifeera, efpecially of the Liver, Spleen, or Lungs, they are ge- 
ee fatal, becaufe they bring on a Cachexy, Dropfy, the 
Black Difeafe of Hippocrates, and a mortal Heétic. 

It is likewife remarkable, that, from whatever Part the. 
Blood is about to break out, there is fomething fingular to be 
obferved in relation thereto. ‘Thus there is a greater Heat, 
Rednefs, and Diftenfion of the Arteries of the Face, which are 
Forerunners of a Hemorrhage from the Nofe. A Uterine Hx- 
morthage is preceded with Laffitude of the Body, a Pain of the 
Fiat and Loins, a Tenfion of the Hypochondria, a Palenefs of 
‘the Face, a Shivering of the Skin, and a ConftriCtion of the: 
Pores of the Skin. A Spitting of Blood is foreknown from an 
Anxiety of the Pracordia, a Difficulty of Breathing, a heavy, 
undulating Pain about the Diaphragm, a Flatulence in the Ab- 
domen, and a Coldnefs of the extreme Parts. ‘The Flux of the 
-Hamorrhoids may be predicted from certain fpaftic Strictures, 
Flatulences of the Abdomen, a tenfive prefling Pain in the Os 
Sacrum, a Languor of the Body, anda Coldnets of the extreme 
Parts. 

The Caufe of Hamorrhages docs not proeded from a Plenty of 
Blood, nor from its too great Turgefcence, nor from the Acri- 
mony of the Blood and Serum, nor from its being fo thin as to 
-ooze through the Pores of the Veilels; but iter from a Con- 
-verfion of the Motion from without inwards, from whence an 
unequal Circulation of theBlood arifes: This happens when 
certain Parts, remote from the Heart, are fo ftraitened by an in- 
»tenfe StriQure «and Contration of. the Fibres, that the Blood 
cannot return back through the Veins; whence their Sy/ole be- 
ing augmented, it is transferred in greater Plenty and Force to 
~tncongruous Places, whence the lateral Veflels of the fmall Ar- 
teries, 


* 
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teries, which generally carry no Blood, but Lympbha, are diftend~ ) 
ed too much, and at length burft open. 

‘However, the Caufe of an enormous and fymptomatic Be. 
morrhages fupervening to other tedious Difeafes is to be referred 
to the Infarétion, Induration, and Obftruction of fome of the 
Veffels and Vifcera which hinder the free Paffage of the Blood ; 
fuch as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Mefentery, &c, 

Now, becaufe Hzmorrhages generally proceed from foafhig: : 
Contractions which ftraiten the Veins, we may comprehend why.- 
Hypochondriac Perfons, whofe Stomach and whole neryous Ca- 
nal of the Inteftines are afflicted with flatulent Difenfions and 
fpaftic Strictures from a Diforder of the Periftaltic Motion, 
fhould be fo fubject to hemorrhoidal Fluxes; and why, if the 
Blood cannot make an Exit that Way, their Fits would be fo 
greatly exa{perated. 

But there is another Kind of Fenonnan which the above 
Account, chiefly extracted from Hoffman, will hardly explain ; 
that is, when the Blood tends to Diffolution and Putrefaction, 
which is the Cafe of fome Scorbutics. ‘Thefe, when they are other- 
wife feemingly well, unlefs a little languid and feeble, fhall all of 
a fudden have an Eruption of purple, livid, or even black Spots, 
fometimes in particular Parts, fometimes all overthe Body, and 
foon after fall into profufe, dangerous, and fometimes fatal He- 
morrhages, when themfelves or others have fcarce thought them 
in any Danger. ‘There are doubtlefs many fuch Inftances; and I 
know a Gentlewoman, at this Inftant, who has Spots, or rather 
Patches, as large as her Hand, and almoft as black as Ink; and 
her Blood, which was Sepa away by an Apothecary without 
any Direation, was nothing but mere Gore, without any Sepa- 
paration of the Serum from the Craffamentum. Some of the Mat- 
ter of. thefe Spots has gradually tranfpired and left the Skin pretty 
clear, but frefh ones arife in other Parts of her Body. The Con-. 
fequence of this in Women is generally a great Overflow of the 
Menjfes, if not profufe Hemorrhages, as Huxham rightly obferves, 
Perfons of both Sexes affected with thefe Vibices are apt to bleed 
exceflively from the flighteft Wound, and very often without any 
from the Gums, Nofe, Guts, or urinary Paflages, without the 
leaft Sign of a Plethora; which therefore muft happen from an 
Brohan: of the Vellels. And the Vibices themfelves fhew that the 
Globules of the Blood are broken down and diffolved, by which 
Means they enter into the ferous Arteries and Vaffa exbalantia, 
where, being detained from pafling immediately off by the Cut:- 
cula, they make thefe Appearances. 

The common Hemorrhages, arifing from a mere Plethora, will 
allow Bleeding fafely both by way of Prevention and Cure. But 
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thisis feldom the Cafe, though generally judgedtobefo. Wherefore 
the beft Method will be to take off the Jmpetus of the Blood from 
the Part, by Pediluvia, Chyfters, Fri€tions of the external Parts, 
and Ligatures; with hot Covering, Fomentations and Baths. 
Afterwards to relax the Strictures of the nervous Parts, gentle 
Laxatives muft be ufed between whiles, and mild Diophoretics ; 
dikewife Abftinence from plentiful Meals ; by which Means the 
abounding /erous Colluvies will be leffened and prevented. ' 
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f&\ Hemorrhage at the Nofe is owing to the more plentiful 
4%. Appulfe of Blood to the Noftrils by a ftronger Motion of 
the Heart, whereby the {mall Arteries in the Pituitary Coat be- 
come turgid, and too much diftended, till at length they gape, 
_and the Blood rufhes out. 
_ A Bleeding of the Nofe may be promoted when Perfons of 
fedentary Lives who indulge their Appetites, and fo become pie- 
theric, put their Blood into extraordinary Agitation by violent 
Paffions and Exercife, by fpirituous Liquors, Spices, heating, vo- 
latile Medicines, hot Baths, or fuddenly chilling their Fect. 

Likewife the fudden Change of Air from hot to cold, and cold 
to hot, by Fits, efpecially at the Equinoxes, may caufe this 
Bleeding; as alfo when from cold and moift the Air becomes 
highly elaftic, and vice verfa. ‘Thofe moreover are liable to it 
who are afflicted with 'rheumatic, nephritic, arthritic, and ifchi- 
adic Pains; or who have Fevers or Spafms. It fometimes hap- 
pens before the Eruptions of the Small-Pox and Meafles, and to 
thofe who have loft a large Limb; or who labour under Ob- 
ftruGtions of the Liver and Spleen; hence in an inveterate 
Scurvy, Dropfy, and Cachexy, there often happens a fatal 
Hemorrhage. | : . 

It differs much as to the Quantity; fome lofe only a few 
Drops, fome feveral Ounces, and fome five or fix Pounds. Some 
of thefe return not till after a Number of Days, others in a few 
Hours. <n | 

To the Plethoric it is generally falutary; and there are many 
Inftances of a Vertigo, a Scotomia, dull, heavy Pains of the Head, 
a Phrenzy, and even an Epilepfy being carried off by a Bleeding 
at the Nofe. On the contrary, from its Suppreffion there have 
arifen Vertigoes, Apoplexies, Epilepfies, Convulfions, Noife in | 
the Ears, Hardnefs of Hearing, and even a Gutta Serena. 

Thefe 
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Thefe Hamorrhages are critical and falutary in a Synochus on 
a | femicritical Day, that is, between the third and fourth. orona 
eritical Day, viz, the feventh; for, as thefe Fevers are generally 
cpuled by a Plethora, they are carried off that Way. 

But enormous and long continued Bleedings at the Nofe, when 
Bicy arife from Spafms of the internal Parts, and are preceded 
with Coldnefs of the extreme Parts and fainting Fits, generally 
terminate in Death. 

In fpotted and malignant Fevers, attended with great Lofs of 
Strength, it is exceeding dangerous. In chronical Difeafes, — 
wherein the Vi/cera are decayed, it is fatal, which often happens 

to the Cachectic and Hydropic. 

When the Blood and Humours abound, and the Blood, by 
its expanfive Force and Turgefcency, hinders a free Cpreulation 
through the fmalleft Veffels, and fo brings on this Hemorrhage ; 
which happens chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal | 
Seafon, after violent Exercife, or from fome ftrong or f{piritous 
Liquors after it. -After a Revulfion by Bleeding there is nothing 
equal to Nitre to appeafe the Orga/m of the Blood, and to relax 
the fpaftic Stricture. Next to it are vegetable Acids, fuch as 
the Juice of Seville Oranges, Barberries, the Water and Juice of 
Wood-Sorrel, but more efpecially the diluted Spirit of Vitriol, 
‘Tincture of Rofes, made with the Water of Wood-Sorrel and 
the Spirit of Vitriol, and drank with Spring-Water. [Five or 
fix Spoonfuls of the common Tin@ture of Rofes may be given 
at a Time, and repeated as Occafion requires. ] 

If the Bleeding is very inordinate, it will be proper to ufe cool- 
ing Emulfions, gentle or ftronger Opiates to moderate the fpaftic 
Stri@tures, as Occafion fhall require. Camphire mixed with 
Nitre and Caix of Antimony will be highly neceflary, if the 
Matter of the Exanthemata or cutaneous Eruptions is the Caufe of 
the Hemorrhage, as is often the Cafe, 

A Revulfion may be made from the Head by Bleeding in sli 
lower Parts; then by temperate Pediluvia, and putting. the 
Hands into warm Water. 

As there is often an acrid bilious Matter lodged in the Alypo- 
chondria, the Parent of Wind and Spafms, the Powder of Rhu- 
barb will be proper mixed with a few Grains of Tartar Vitriolate 
and Nitre ; as alfo emollient and carminative Clyfters, with a due 
Proportion of Oil. 

Externally, Refrigerants may be mixed with Di/cutients, and 
applied to the Forehead, Nofe, and Neck. . 

But it muft be noted, that, when the Patient is Plethoric, the 
eee muft not be ftopped oe if at all; nor when the 
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MMenfes in Women have been fupprefled, or the Lochia, or the 
Bleeding Piles in Men accuftomed thereto ; much lefs muft a 
Stoppage be attempted when the Bleeding itfelf is periodical. 

In Pans of a bilious Conftitution, cold Water alone, drank 
freely, has had a good Effect. 

In Symptomatical Hemorrhages which happen in {potted Fe- 
vers, the Small-Pox and Meatles, and in fcorbutic Eruptions, 
fuch Remedies fhould be given as allay the Heat, and promote a 
gentle Perfpiration; the following Mixture I have found excel- 
ient for thefe Purpotes -

The Cacheétic fhould perfift long in the taking of Rhubarb eis 
ther alone ‘or mixed with digeftive Salts, fuch as Tartar Vitriolate, 
which I recommend from Experience. If there is any fcorbutic 
_ Diforder in the /z/cera, befides Rhubarb, the Patient fhould drink. 

plentifully of Whey. ~ 

If any Difeafe proceeds from the Ceflation of this cuftomary 
Hemorrhage, it fhould be promoted with a Pen or a sicher thrutt 

‘into the Nofe. 

Sydenham, befides Bleeding, orders a reftieerating atid incraf- 
fating Diet and Juleps for the fame Intention, with cooling Emul- 
fions, alfo Clyfters every Day, and a Paregoric at Nicht ; ; like- 
wife the common purging Potion once or twice. 
_. Outwardly he advifes a Linen Cloth dipped in cold Water, in 
which Sal Prunel, has been diflolved, and gently {queezed out. 
‘This is to be applied to the back Patt and Sides of the Neck. 

After Evacuations, apply the 4g. Viiriol. Carulea to the 
Nofe, or,

have eight or ‘ten Drops of it be given in every Crea of Li- 
-quor, 
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@uor. But perhaps the beft Method of all in obftinate Hzemor- 
thages is that recommended by Acad in the bloody Small- Pox ; 3 
er the Peruvian Bark alone will eH oii be fufficient. 


Of the Bleeding and Blind Piugs. 


FLUX of Blood from the Hemorrhodial Veflels is called the 

Bleeding Piles; when the Vefiels only fwell and difcharge 
no Blood, but are exceeding painful, they are termed the Bind 
Piles. 

All copious Fluxes of Blood from the us are not to be rec- 
koned of the morbous Kind. For the Habit of Body, Strength, 
Age, and Temperament are to be confidered. That which is 
enormous and exceffive to one Perfon, may be moderate and fa~ 


jutary to another. ‘That only is to be efteemed pernicious, which 


continues too long, and enfeebles the Patient; whereby Digef- 

tion, Nutrition, and other Functions are hurt, and there is 

Reafon to fear the Produétion of dangerous chronical Difeafes. 
[Some have a Flux of Blood periodically and regularly once a 


~ Month, and then every Attempt to fupprefs it is attended with 


dangerous Confequences. A Man-Midwife at Adanchefler had | 
this “periodical Flux, and a Phyfician in the fame Place would 
needs have it to be a Difeafe ; and accordingly ordered Bleed- 
ing while it was upon him. It had the intended Effeét, for it 
ftopped the Hemorrhage fo effectually that. it never returned, 
though the moft probable Methods have been ufed to procure it ;, 
and the unhappy Patient has been fubject to the moft terrible 
{pafmodic Diforders ever fince. 

An exceffive hemorrhoidal Flux is cenerally preceded by a 
heavy preffing Pain of the Back and Loins, fometimes a Numb- 
nefs of the Legs and Thighs, a Conftriction of the external 
Parts, with a flight Shivering, and a Subfidence of the local 
Veflels ; a hard contraéted Pulfe; a Drynefs of the Mouth and 
Fauces ; the Urine diminifhed in Quantity, and moft commonly 
pale; a Senfe of Weight about the daus extending to the Peri 
ney; a Weaknefs of the Stomach ; ; a Flatulency in the lower 
Belly ; a frequent Defire to make Water, and to go to.Stool ; 
with, fometimes, an Exclufion of whites bilious Aducus ; the Old 
and Weak have a Procidentia Ani. 

In this Cafe the Blood is generally, at firft, black, and very 
grumous, aad fometimes comes away in large Chais, from the 


warious Veflels ; afterwards it becomes red, and, at laft, ferous: 


fometimes 
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fometimes it is pituitous, or like the White of an Egg. There ° 
are Inftances of voiding a Pint or a Quart of Blood daily ; it often 
continues long, from twenty to thirty, or even forty Days. 

This Flux intirely proceeds from the hemorrhoidal Veflels. 
The external or blind Piles feldom bleed, but turn to painful 
Varices, which being opened weep a litele, but will not yield 
much Blood. But the internal Piles, being the Offspring of 
the /plenic Branch, are extended to the inner Subftance of the 
Rectum, and as far as the Sphincter of the Anus, together with 
the fmall Arteries derived from the ower Adefaraic; thefe not only 
bleed plentifully, but, when the Flux is fuppreffed, create Dif- 
eafes of the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Mefentery, and Inteftines. 

The Perfons fubject to this Difeafe are moftly of a loofe, {pon- 
gy Texture, of a bulky Size, who live high, and lead a feden- 
tary Life; or to whom it is hereditary. Sharp Purges, Aloetics, 
high- feafoned Food, free Drinking of fweet Wines, neglect of 
cuftomary Bleeding, Anger, Sadnehs, hard Riding, and the likey. 
will ufher in this Diforder. 

This Hemorrhage is dangerous, becaufe it decays the Strensth, 
wattes the Body, and produces a Senfe of Weight in the Thighs. 
The Sleep is laborious, and the Prcordia opprefled ; there is a 
Rumbling in the Belly, and a weak Pulfe. When it continues 
long the ‘Ancles fwell, and the Countenance is ghaftly. There 
is a Straitnefs of Breathing, and, laft of all, it terminates in a 
Cachexy, Dropfy, or a flow and hectic Fever: 

If the Patient is plethoric, bleed, and let his Drink be cold 
Water of the chalybeate Kind, or Whey turned with Orange 
ere or Juleps made with Tin@ure of Rofes, cooling Waters, 
and Syrup of Rofes. Likewife Nitre in Powder, with Abfor- 
bents and Strengtheners. And, to appeafe the Spafms, Opiates 
of the mildeft Kind. 

If it continues long, and the Flux begins to be ferous, then 
give Rhubarb with Currants or ‘Tamarinds, or, which is much 
the fame, with Cream of Tartar. Next gentle Diaphoretics 
may be compounded of burned Hart’s-horn, Calx of Antimony, 
Wine Vinegar mixed with Crabs’ Eyes, Water of Elder-Flowers, 
Simple Alexitereal Water, and Diafcordium ; or hot Decoétions 
of Yarrow, Veronica, &e. may be taken in Bed, in order to 
fweat. Alfo half a Grain of Camphire mixed with nitrous and 
Bezoardic Powders. . ‘The Camphire may feem an inconfider- 
able Dofe, yet it’s Efficacy is very great in Diforders of this 
Kind. 

Sydenham, after Bleeding, orders the surowrt EleGtary for 
the intermediate Days:

Sometimes the Veins, in the Blind Piles, are fo much dilated 
with Blood as to be very painful, and raife Tubercles as large 
as Peas, Grapes, or Eggs: They appear livid and black, from 
the Stagnation of a thick Blood, and, when prefled with the 
Fingers, feel like a Bladder filled with Liquor. Some are foft 
and indolent, others hard, inflamed, and painful, render the Pa- 
tient unable to walk, ftand, or fit, and produce fuch a Spafm in 
the 4aus as not to admit a Clyfter. Sometimes they bleed, or 
turn to troublefome itching Ulcers, and occafion an Abfcefs, or 
a Fiftula. | | 7 

Linen dipped in warm Spirits of Wine, and Emollients, are 
often of infinite Service ; and, when they fail, Leeches may be 
applied to exhauft the Blood: If they are not at hand, and the 
Parts are inflamed, the Lancet muft be ufed ; then Dreffings 


muft be made with Lint, with Compreffes and the T Bandage.. 


‘The Tubercles which are full and large may be removed by a 
Ligature, unlefs infamed. Sometimes they are high in the Rec- 
zum, and then a Speculum Ant mult be ufed ; in which Cafe they 
mutt be either fcarified with a Lancet, or divided with Sciflars, 
that the thick noxious Blood may be difcharged, and the Pains 
relieved.

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Sometimes the Flux returns twice in a Month, and at others 
- continues feveral Days longer than ufual. It comes fometimes 
before, and fometimes after, Abortion. Sometimes florid Blood 
rufhes out with Impetuofity, moft frequently before a Mifcar- 
riage, and after it from a Retention of Part of the After-Birth, 
which keeps the Orifices of the Veflels open... Sometimes Clots 
of Blood come away of the Size of an Ego, when the Adenjes 
have been ftopped for two or three Months. .A black, grumous, 
coagulated Blood will now and then come away on the firft Days 
of Child-bed, when the Patient is flender and plethoric. In the 
Cacheétic the Flux will be often thin and watry ; in the Scorbutic 
corrupt and feetid, attended with Sharpnefs and Pain. 

It is fometimes caufed by a great Aflux of Blood to the Users, 
which is not returned in due Quantity by the Veins ; for which 
Reafon the Veilels often burft.. The fame happens from a Pk- * 
thora, and from hard Labour. About the fiftieth Year, when the’ 
Menjes ceafe fpontaneoufly, a great and fometimes dangerous 
Flux will happen, and then quite difappear. If it fhould fud- 
denly and unexpectedly return about Sixty, with Flooding, it 
brings on a fatal hectic Fever. oO 

This Difeafe is generally preceded and accompanied with a 
Tenfion and Inflation of the Hypochondria; a heavy, prefling Pain 
about the Loins, with a Chilnefs; as alfo a Coldnefs of the ex- 
treme Parts, a Subfidence of the Veflels, a Palenefs, a quick 
Pulfé, an inward Heat, a Coftivenefs, and little Urine. 

Ifa Child-bed Woman is not fufficiently cleanfed at herlying- 
in, a great Hemorrhage will follow fome Months after, with 
fainting’ Fits, and will not terminate till the Excretion of a car- 
nous Mafs as big as one’s Fift, which the Sex call.a Mole. 

If the Body is cacachymic and full of depraved Juices ; /corbutic, 
or infected with the venereal Lues ; when the Fifcera are unfound, 
andthe Liver, Spleen, and meferaic Veffels are ftuffed with a 
black, thick Blood, this Difeafe is not without Danger. The 
Patient’s Life is greatly in Danger when the Child is dead be- _ 
fore Delivery, anda great Flux of Blood happens. It is dan- 
gerous when caufed by a violent Extraction of the After-Birth ; 
or when Pieces of it are left behind, which afterwards become 
Moles, and greatly vitiate and intreafe the AMdenfirual Flux. 

If the Patient is plethoric, bleed in the Arm; if there is an 
Orgafin in the Blood, Diluents, Humeétants, and Refrigerants will 
be moft efficacious ; in this Cafe Spring-Water may be drank 
alone, or with alittle Nitre, or with Spirit of Vitriol.and Syr. 
Papav. errat. the Spafms require gentle Opiates. To carry off 
the impure Serum, two Ounces atdeatt of Manna mutt be given, 
with a Dram of Cream of Tartar in an aqueous Vehicle, If the 
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Flux is obftinate, Recourfe muft be had to Aftringents, fuck as 
Pulv, @ Succin. c. Edamatitis, Bole Armoniac, &c. Horr. [See 8) 
denham’s Method in the preceding Chapter, befides which, the 
Strengthening Plaifter may be applied to the Loins. ] 

Thompfon of Montrofe recommends an Improvement of Helve- 
tius’s Styptic Powder, which -confifts of two Parts of crude Alum: 
and one of Dragon's Blood; whereas Thompfon’s is equal Parts of 
each ; and the Alum is to be burned in a Crucible, and the Dra- 
gon’s Blood added to it, and afterwards powdered. cad has 
three Parts of burned Alum to one of Dragon’s Blood. 

He fays he never found this Medicine fail in uterine Hamor- 
rhages, whether to correct the too frequent Return of the A/en/es, 
or their too great Abundance, or to ftop the Flooding of Women 
with Child, or to moderate the Flux of the Lochia. 

The Quantities which he gives are more or lefs, according to 
the Exigencies of the Patient. In violent Bleedings, half a Dram 
every Hour; and three Drams, or half an Ounce, feldom or ne- 
ver fail to ftop the Flux. : 

He has likewife prefcribed it in the Fluor Albus, or Whites, 
with furprifing good Succels.

iG HIS Diforder is commonly called Piffing of Blood, and is 


an Emiffion of Blood with, or without Urine, from the 
Veflels of the Kidneys or Bladder, which may be either enlarg- 
ed, broken, or eroded. It is more or lefs dangerous according 
to the different Circumftances which attend it. 

If pure Blood is voided fuddenly without Interruption and 
without Pain, we may conclude it proceeds from the Kidneys. 
fIt likewife comes from the Kidneys if the Urine is Coffee-co- 
loured, or more florid, and generally precedes a Fit of the Gra- 
vel ; but fometimes accompanies the Paflage of a Stone through 
the Ureters, as I have often experienced myfelf; though I have 
now been feventeen Years free from that and all other painful 
Symptoms of the Gravel.] But if the Blood is {mall in Quan- 
tity, and of a dark Colour, with or without purulent Matter, — 
chiefly, if it is emitted with Heat and Pain in the Pubes, it cer- 
tainly proceeds from the Bladder. ‘This is fometimes attended 
with Fainting, difficult Breathing, a low, fmall, and frequent 
Pulfe, a Naufea, Anxiety, and cold Sweats. 

When it proceeds from the Ureters, which are hurt by a 
large, rough Stone, and a {mall Quantity of Blood is mixed with 
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the Urine, there is a fharp Pain in the Loins and Jia, and a Dif- 
ficulty of making Water, which when made has a fabulous Se~ 
diment, and other Signs of a Stone fticking in the Ureter. 
When the Coats of the Bladder are hurt by a Stone, and a little 
Blood follows, it is attended with a moft acute Pain, and a pre- | 
vious Stoppage of the Urine, together with Grumes and fabulous 
Concretions ; which alfo fometimes happens when a Stone is 
firmly fixed in the Kidney. pes | 

It may be occafioned by a Stoppage of the Hamorrhadal Flux, 
from a violent Motion of the Body, efpecially Riding; from a 
Stone concealed in the Kidney ; from an Erofion and Ulcers of 
the Bladder ; from external Violence ; from griping Pains caufed 
by violent Purges ; from fharp Diuretics, efpecially Cantharides. 

All bloody Urine has fome Degree of Danger; but it is moft fo 
when mixed with purulent Matter. | : 

If the Patient is plethoric, or if it proceeds from the Suppref.- 
fion of a fanguineous Evacuation, Bleeding is neceflary ; as alfo 
cooling xitrous Draughts, and purified Nitre mixed with AMor- 
bents, with Whey for a Vehicle; or Barley-Water, or {mall 
Beer acidulated with fome Drops of the Spirit of Vitriol. The 
Body muft be kept. open with Laxatives, as Rhubarb with Cur- 
rants, or with Cream of Tartar; as alfo emollient Clyfters. The 
relaxed Veflels muft be agglutinated with Decoétions of vulne- 

rary Herbs; fuch as Agrimony, Ground-Ivy, Yarrow, Golden- 
' Rod, and the Roots of Comfrey dulcified with Virgin-Honey, 
to which Milk may be occafionally added. Almond-Milk is 
likewife good, efpecially if ufed as a Vehicle with Bole Armeniac. 

If there is an Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder, Medicines 
muft be given that fheathe the Acrimony; fuch as Syrup of 
Marfhmallows ; alfo Infufions of the vulnerary Herbs above- 
mentioned ; likewife of the Bark of the Roots of Acacia and, 
Cherry-Tree Gum. Moreover, a Powder may be made of the 
Roots of Marfhmallows, Liquorice, Sperma Ceti, the four cold 
Seeds, white Poppy-Seed, Club-Mofs and Saffron, with q. f- 
of Sugar-Candy. | 

When grumous Blood plugs up the Paflage of the Ureters 
into the Bladder, or the Sphincter of the Bladder, and occafions 
a Difficulty or Stoppage of Urine, warm Water drank plenti- 
fully, and Baths of the fame, are ufeful ; likewife warm Water 
fhould be injected into the Bladder with a Syringe, that the 
{harp Humour may be diluted, and the Grumes diflolved. But, 
if the Urine fhould be quite ftopped with a Spafm, then give 
Emulfions of the four cold Seeds, with Crabs’-Eyes and Calx of 
Antimony ; or a Powder made of Sperma Ceti, Crabs’-Eyes, and 
Nitre. Externally apply a Bladder filled with the Deco@tion of 

ae emollient 
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emollient Flowers in Milk to the Abdomen; and keep the Body 
open with 4Zanxa, or an emollient oily Clyfter. ‘ 

Milk and Whey are likewife excellent in thefe Diforders, if 
a Dram of Bole Armeniac is taken in every Draught. 

It is an Error of fatal Confequence to give Aftringents in’. 
thefe Diforders, which ftop the Flux too fuddenly, by which 
Means the Grumes will be locked up in the Veflels, whettce will 
proceed Inflammations, Ulcers, and Putrefactions. However, if 
the Effufion of Blood is very great, the Patient may take 9]j. of 
Pulv. ¢ Chel. Ganc. comp. &F j. Terre figillat. in fome proper Wa- 
ter, fweetened with Syrup of Quinces; to which may be added’a 
few Drops of the Thebaic Tinfiure. Morr. -

ti Sig OU GH this has been taken notice of already, in treat- | 
| ing of the APOPLEXY, yet it is of fuch Confequence te 
‘Mankind, that it deferves a more particular Confideration. — 

That a Hemorrhage ef the Brain, proceeding from a Rupture of 
the Vefiels, is no Chimera, appears from anatomical Diflections — 
‘of Perfons who have died of this Difeafe. ‘This fometimes — 
happens between the Skull and the dura Mater; fometimes 
‘between the dura and pia Adater; but more frequently be- 
tween the latter and the Brain; and moft frequently im 
the Middle of the Ventricles. Sometimes it happens in the 
Bafis of the Brain, in a greater or lefler Quantity. From Dit- 
feCtions it likewife appears, that the Blood-Veflels, running 
along the Membranes, and Cortex of the Brain, are fometimes 
fo. diftended with /iquid, and fometimes with coagulated Blood, as 
to appear like an Aneurifm. It is no Wonder then, that, by the 
continual Afflux of frefh Blood, the fmalleft Arteries fhould 
-burft, and difcharge the Blood; but this chiefly happens in the 
pia Mater, and in the cortical Subftance of the Brain. 

By an Effufion of Blood in the Brain, not only the Secretion 
and Diftribution of the Animal Spirits is hindered, but the Cir- - 
culation of the Blood, through the Brain, is impeded; whence — 
the vital and animal Fun@tions are enfeebled, and, at length, 
intirely ceafe. j < @ 

‘Thofe to whom this happens, fall down fuddenly, lofing all 
Senfe and Motion in an Inftant;-all the Members are limber and — 

. flaccid, — 
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flaccid, the Mouth is wide open, and the Exerements and Urine 
are not feldom voided fpontaneoully. A 3 

When the Paflage of the Blood through the Brain is difficult 
or intercepted, it may be known fiom the following Signs. The 
Countenance is very florid, the Face is {welled or puffed up, the 
Vefiels in it are tumid, chiefly about the Temples; fometimes 
they break in the Mouth, Nofe, and Ears; and bleed, efpe- 
cially after Death. “Then the Body begins to putrefy, the 
Head {wells to a moft enormous Size, the Eyes are diftended, 
prominent, and fixed ; look glafly, and pour forth Plenty of 
‘Tears. The Heart beats ftrongly, and the Pulfe at firft is great, 
but afterwards becomes languid and flow; the Breathing is dif- 
ficult, with Snorting and Snoring. At length a Vomit comes. 
on, and Convulfions, with Grinding of the Teeth. | 
_ The antecedent Signs are a Swimming or Giddinefs of the 
Head, a heavy, preffing Pain, a Tingling in the Limbs. The 
Eyes are difturbed, fometimes by Darknefs, fometimes. by Co- 
rufcations, as if they ftruck Fire ; the Eyes are moift, and fwell ; 
there is a finging and murmuring Noife in the Ears; an uncom- 
mon Forgetfulnefs, a Dulnefs of Wit, a deep Sleep troubled. 
with Dreams, and the Night-Mare; a Turgefcence of the ju- 
gular Veins, and an uncommon Rednefs of the Face. __ 

This Difeafe attacks Men chiefly from forty to fixty Years of 
Age, efpecially thofe of a fanguine Complexion, and of bulky 
Size, who live high, lead a fedentary, idle Life, and love their 
Bed too much. As alfo fuch as have had any ufual Hemorrhage 
fuppreffed, and neglect Bleeding. wig as 
It will be promoted by a Spafm ina particular Part, ftopp-= 
ing the Progrefs of the Blood through it, and caufing it to rufh, 
with Violence elfewhere. This appears from the Hardnefs of 
the Pulfe in Haemorrhages, which fhews a StriCture of the ner- 
vous Coats of the Arteties; as alfo from a Coldnefs of the ex 
treme Parts, and from a Tingling in the Limbs. Hence thofe 
are liable to this Hamorrhage who have Spa/ms in the Abdomen, 
Spajmedic Colics, the hypochondriac Paffion, Pains from a Stone 
in the Bladder, or Gall-Bladder, and have been long coftive. - 

It may be likewife brought on by violent Paffions of the Mind. 
efpecially Anger and Terror, which a& immediately on the ner- 
vous Parts. Add to thefe, unufual Commotions of the Body;

By way of Prevention, it will be proper to 
bleed about the Equinoxes, to promote’the ufual Hzmorrhages, 
if any : To keep the Body open with Rhubarb and Salts; for 
thofe Perfons are rarely fubject to an Apoplexy who go regu~ 
larly to Stool ; Apoplectic Balfams fhould be omitted ; but Tea 
may be drank made with Balm, Betony, and Sage, with the 
lefler Cardamom Seeds. The Diet fhould be moderate and re. 
gular, and the Patient fhould not fleep foon after Supper, nor 
lie with his Head too low ; and his Feet fhould ae be kept 
Be ately warm.

The immediate Caufe of which is a very languid and dimi- 
nifhed Influx of the animal Spirits from the cortical Part of the 
Brain into the Aedulla oblongata, and from thence into the 
Nerves deftined for Senfe and Motion. 

TVhere:are feveral Kinds of thefe Diforders, the principal of 
swhich are a Coma Vigil, a Coma Somnolentum, a Carus, and a Le- 
thargy. 

.~A Coma Vic 11. is known by thefe Siena A burning and 
extenfive Pain in the Head, attended with a Senfe of Ebullition 
a: 6 ae [2 7 , therein;

therein ; ahey have a flrong Inclination to Sleep, and yet either. 


do not ‘fleep at all, or, if they do, awake immediately with 
little Relief, but habe no Delirium. This Coma differs from 


the Pervigilium, which is frequent in acute Fevers, for in this 


there is no Propeniity to Sleep. This Diforder is always 
fymptomatic, and often attends acute, burning, and malignant 
Fevers ; as alfe an Inflammation of the dura Mater, and udlperg 
ina Phrenfy. Sometimes it attends an Hemiplegia. 

In a Coma SOMNOLENTUM, the Patients are laneuid, 
and their chief Complaint is a con/lant Drowfine/s. ‘They often 
fall afleep at their Meals, in Converfation, and in the Mid& of 
Buimefs, and, whem they are awaked, foon fall adeep again. 


This Dalorder principally feizes ne Vien, who live luxurioufly, 


and negle& Bleeding. It is a prinary Difeafe, and without a 
Fever. 

A Carvs is a profound Sleep, out of which the Patient 
cannot be roufed by Clamours, Shaking, nor even with the 
Pricking of a Needle. Or, if he is fenfible of the Pain, 


he continues filent, and falls afleep again. It is fometimes a 


primary Di ifeaje, and fometimes /ymptomatic. When it is fympto- 


matic, it is of three Kinds: The fy? happens in acute Fevers, 


in the Beginning or Increafe; and, if Conyulfions and Hic-_ 


coughs fuperyene, itis foon fatal. The jecond comes after acute 


Fevers, and, whea the Patient is excceding weak, the Sleep will 


continue for feveral Days ; being. awaked, he will anfwer Que- 


flions, but immediately fall afleep again. When he recovers, — 


he remembers nothing that he faid. If it happens in acute Fes 
vers, on critical Days, with a Sweat, it is a good Omen. The 
third happens a Day or two before Death. For, the Patient’s 


Streneth being exhaufted, he lies deprived of Senfe and Motion, 


as it were in a profound ‘Sleep and under that expires. 


A LETHARGY is.a heavy and perpetual Sleep, with fcarce 
any Intervals of Waking. It is attended with a Stupidity, and — 
{6 furprifing a Forgetfulnefs, that, when the Patient yawns, he — 


forgets to fhut his Mouth ; or, if he takes the Chamber-pot to 
make Water, he forgets to do it, and falls afleep. 


A Lethargy 1 is attended with a Fever, which is oe 7 
thereof, and is chiefly difcovered by the Frequency of the Pulfe; _ 


whereas a Carus is often a\ Symptom, or a Confequence, of a 


Fever, and is likewife attended with Infeniibility. Tt does not — 
invade fo fuddenly as an Apoplexy, which is attended with an ~ 
Abolition of all Senfe and voluntary eno and kills foonet a 


than a Lethargy. 


Wepfer and Peyer have taught us how to procure Sleep " y3 ; 
Art in Dogs, by a greater or Jefler Compreffion of the Brain, — 


~~ 
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when deprived of Part of the Cranium. A Beggar at Paris, whe. 
had loft Part of his Skull, from a flight Compreffion of the Brain, 
fuffered Dimnefs of Sight; from one a little more violent, a 
Ringing in the Ears; from one ftill more violent, a Vertigo, 
or Sleepinefs ; and, when the Preffure ceafed, he was freed 
from thefe Symptoms. 

The Coma Vigil, as it is generally a Forerunner of a Phrenfy 

Gn acute Fevers, and is often a Symptom of malignant, eruptive 
Fevers, and, as it is attended with a hot fervid Pain, it feems to 
be the Beginning of an Inflammation in one Part of the Mem- 
branes furrounding the Brain. This fuppofes an Inereafe and 
Stagnation of the Blood in that Part, which, comprefling the 
fubjacent cortical Part of the Brain, diminifhes the Influx of the 
nervous Fluid into the Aé¢edulla oblongata, and fo caufes Somno- 
tency : But by the febrile Motion of the Blood the Influx is un- 
interrupted in another Part of the Brain, and the more copious 
it is, the more it promotes Wakefulnefs; infomuch that the 
Inclination to Sleep cannot take Effect. 

A Coma Somnolentum is always without a Fever, and muft have | 
a Caufe which obftructs the Paffage of the nervous Fluid, from 
the cortical Part of the Brain to the Adedulla oblongata, through- 
out the whole Brain. Such is, 1. Too great a Relaxation of 
the Blood-Veflels in the Brain, which retards the Circulation, 

.and happens to plethoric old Men. 2. Adifficule Circulation of 
the Blood through the Head, efpecially when thick and impure. 
Hence plethoric, fcorbutic, and hypochondriac Perfons are fre- 
quently drowfy; efpecially when there are Spafms in the 4bdo-_ 
men. Hence Children troubled with Worms are fleepy, becaufe 
the Blood is forced too plentifully to the Head. Hence the 
profound Sleep of plethoric Perfons, when intoxicated, may be 
accounted for; which, when caufed by an Excefs of fpirituous 
Liquors, is often fatal. 3. An exceffive Collection of Serum 
in the Brain, and it’s Membranes, and an Extravafation there- 
of. The Suppreffion of the Running of the Ears, a Coryza, and 
Uleers will caufe it; and it immediately follows a Suppreftion 
of Urine. : 

The firft Kind of Carus, which, in plethoric Perfons, occurs 
in the Beginning of acute Fevers, chiefly of the continual Kind, 
is owing to the vaft Plenty of Blood and it’s Ebullition, by 
which the Veffels of the Brain, and it’s Membranes, are fo ex- 
panded as to.comprefs the foft Subftance of the Brain, and to 
impede the nervous Fluid from entering into the Adedulla oblon- 
gata ; hence it is‘forced to pafs more copioufly through the 
Cerebellum to the Parts on which the vital FunGtions depend, 
and renders the Syftole of the Heart more vehement. Hence 
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' it appears, that heating Medicines, Opiates, and Negleét of 
Bleeding contribute to. bring on a Carus, 

The fecond Kind of Carus, which follows Ee Cure of acute 
Fevers, and is the Confequence of great Debility, and a Defi- 
ciency of the animal Spirits, is attended with a vapid, and, 
as it were, gelatinous Confifience of the Serum, anda Coagula- 
tion.of the Blood ; hence a Compreffion of the Brain from a 
difficult Corpulaton: which brings on a preternatual Drowfinefs. 
A higher. Degree of this State cf the Solids and Fluids confti- 
tutes the third Kind of Carus, and terminates in Death. 

‘The Caufes of a Lethargy are the fame as of a Coma Somnolen= 
tum, but more violent. 

Among the remote Caufes of thefe Difeafes:may be reckoneae 
a cacochimic, cacheétic, and ‘foorbutic Lndifpofition of Body, a Debility 
from Grief, tedious Difeafes, great Lofs of Blood, Abufe of 
intoxicating Liquors, frequent Surfeits, breathing a denfe, va- 
pid Air, a moift and cloudy Seafon, wefterly Winds, the Winter 
Seafon, and an Abufe of ‘Vobacco. 

Likewife a Suppreffion of the Hzmorrhoids, Menfes, .or any 
ufual Heemorr hage, Morning Sweats, or any cuftomary Evacua- 
- tions, too long.an Abfence of the Gout, and the aes will oc- 
calion thefe Dife eafes.

HE Ayfteric Paffion is a fpafmodico-convulfive Affeétion of the 

nervous Syftem proceeding from the Womb, and caufed 
by the Retention or Corruption of the Blood and Lomuket in it’s 
Vefiels ; ; and more or lefs infefting the nervous Parts of hs 
whole Body, by Means of the Nerves of the Os facrum, the 
Loins, and the whole fpinal Marrow. 

This Difeafe has been very improperly confounded with the 
hypochondriac Paffn ; for a Strangulation of the Fauces, an inter- 
cepted Breathing even to Suffocation, a Fainting away, a Lofs 
of Voice, a profound Sleep, are the true, proper, and ‘efential 


‘Signs and Symptoms of this Uterine Difea/e. 


An Hyfierte Fit is generally preceded by a prefling Pain of 
the Forehead, Temples, or Eyes, with an Effufion of Tears 
and Dimnefs of Sight; a Dulnefs of the Mind and Senfes, and 
a Loathing of all Things. When the Fit comes on, the Pa- 
tient is exceeding coftive, and yet has a ftrong Stimulus to dif- 
charge her Urine, which is as clear as Water; the Breathing is 
uneafy, dificult, and fhort ; and a Languor feizes the wii 
Body. ‘To thefe fucceed a Pain in the Loins, and a great Shi- 
vering and Shaking ; the Belly is hard and inflated ; afterwards 
the Navel i is wk inwards, and outwardly leaves.a great Pit; 
then they feel a Sort of a Globe arife from the lower Part of 
the Belly to the Aypochondria and Diaphragm. Soon after, the 
Heart begins to flutter and beat, with a hard, unequal, and 
fometimes interntitting Pulfe; the extreme Parts crow cold ; 
the Fauces are ftraitened, and feem to be bound with a Cord ; 
the Face is pale, the Breathing exceeding difficult, the Voice 


ceafes, the Pulfe is almoft imperceptible, and there is fuch a 


Stricture of the Belly, that no Flatus can be emitted, nor no 
Clyfter given. In fome there are Convulfions of the Head and 
“ 3 sr ca ry eS 
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Limbs ; others lie in a profound Sleep, without Senfe or Mo- 
tion; others have their Face and Neck look red and inflamed, 
with a ftrong Pulfe; and others again break out into immode- 
rate Laughter, and, regaining their Voice, fay a great many filly 
Things. - 

When they begin to come to themfelves, the Pale which was 
before weak, languid, and obfcure, becomes brifk, foft, and 
ftrong ; Heat returns to the extreme Parts; the Face, which 
was pinched in and pale, begins to expand, and look ruddy ; the 
Wind forces it’s Way upwards; there is a Rumbling in the 
Belly; and, at length, the Patients, waking, as it were, out of 
a profound Sieep, have their Voice, Senfes, and Motion reftored. 
Yet they complain of a heavy Pain in the Head, a Languor of 
the Body, Feet, and Thighs; fome have continued in a Fit fo 
fo long that they have been laid out for dead, and have been 
even buried. 

The Hy/fferic differs from the hypochondriae Paffion, inafmuch as 
that the latter is a tedious Difeafe, and requires a tedious Cure. 
The Ayfteric Paffion attacks Women who are pregnant, in Child- 
bed ; Widows who are full of Blood, after fome grievous Paffion 
of the Mind , or Maids after a fudden Suppreffion of the men- 
ftrual Flux ; and yet it may be {fo certainly cured as never to re« 
turn, It likewife oftentimes comes on fo fuddenly, violently, 
and at unawares, that, being deprived of all Senfe and Motion, 
they immediately fall down, which the Hypochondriac are not 
fabjet to. The Ay/feric likewife have this peculiar, that they 
may foon be brought to their Senfes, only by burning Feathers 
under their Nofe.. In hyfteric Cafes, the Be'ly and Navel are 
drawn inward; in the Hypochondriac they ftand out. The 
fisfteric are incredibly cold in the Region of their Loins, whick 
will not yield to hot Cloaths, with a great Pain in the Head, as 
if a Nail was driven into the Part, which is called Clavus Hy/te~ 
ricus ; and many have a Senfation of a Ball rifing upwards; all 
which the Hypochondriac are exempted from; nor have they 
fuch frequent fainting Fits, nor an Apprehenfion of Suffocation, 
nor Strangling, as the Hyfteric ; nor, laft of all, are any of thefe 
in Danger of being laid out for dead. iy, 

Thefe two Diforders likewife differ as to their Caufe and 
Seat ; the hypochondriac Paffion exerts it’s pernicious Force on 
the membraneous Canal of the Inteftines, as well by Spafms 
as Wind ; thefe Spafms are ewing to the Stagnation of. the 
Blood in the nervous Coats of the Inteftines, the equable Circu- 


lation through the vafcular Syftem of the Liver and the Ramifi- 


cations of the Vena Porte being impeded. On the contrary, 
‘the Origin of the Hyfteric Spafms is to be fought for in the 
eas.

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Womb. . Now, as there is a moft clofe Confent between’ the 
Uterusiand the Bladder, the uterine Spafms are propagated to 
the Sphincter of the Bladder, from whence proceeds a.conftant 
inchnation to make Water, which the Fypochondriac are free 
from, It muft be owned, there is a Difficulty of Breathing in 
both Cafes, but inthe Hypochondriac it is owing to the Inflation 
of the Stomach hindering the Defcent ef the Diaphragm ; in the 
Hyfteric, it is caufed by the violent Contraction and Compreffion 
of the Mutcles of the Abdomen, ‘The hypochondriac Pafion 
often terminates inva Melancholy, the Scurvy, a flow Fever, the 
black Dufeafe of Elippocrates, attended with black, foetid Stools: 
‘The Hyfteric tends to the Epilepfy, a fatal Syncope, the Furor 
Uterinusy and-an acute Fever. In the Diflection of hypochondriac 
Perfons, the Vifcera of the lower Belly, the Liver, Spleen, and 
Pancreas, are found to.be hard, fchirrous, and often corrupted ; 
whereas the Fault in the Ay/feric is to be met with in the Uterus 
and it’s Ovarial mane | | ' 
. The Ayfteric Poffion likewife differs from:a Syncope, in which 
there isan intire Cefiation of the Pulfe, a contracted Face, and 
a dying Countenance. Whereas in the uterine Diforder there 
is often fomething of a Colour, and the Face is more expanded; 
there is likewife a Pulfe, though languid ; this State may con- 
tinue two or three Days, which it never does in a Syncope. - It 
differs from. an Apoplexy, in which the Abolition of Senfe and 
voluntary Motion is attended with a Sort of Snoring, very diffi- 
cult Breathing, and- a quick Pulfe, none of which happen in 
hyfteric Cafes. It differs from an Epilepfy, whofe proximate 
Caufe is in the dura Mater, and in the Beginning of the A@- 
dulla Spmalis, from-whence the Spafms are derived to the reft of 


tne Body ; whereas the Seat of the other is in the Womb, from 


whence the Spafms are propagated to the AZedulla Spinalis, and 
from thence to the whole nervous Syftem, proceeding from the 
lower tothe upper.

- “This Difeafe may be caufed by whatever promotes a more 


plentiful and rapid Aflux of Blood, and the genital Fluid to the

Cold 
during the Time of the menftrual Flux, by giving it’a Check, 
procifte Hyfteric Spafms. Some are fubject to. the fame. Dif- 
order from the Smell of Perfumes, fuch as Ambergreafe,. Civets 
and Mufk. 

However dreadful and cruel this Difeafe may appear, yet it is 
not very dangerous in itfelf, unlefs ill managed, or.the: Patient 
be exceeding weak and valetudinary ; it is mott apt to turn into 

Convulfions and an Epilepfy ; hence arifes the Danger of the 
Hypochondriac as well as Hyfteric Paffien.. When it proceeds 
from Abortion, .or hard Labour, it is very liable to return from 
any flight Irritation of the nervous Syftem. Nor is it very un- 
common for the hypochondriac and hydtericDiforders tobe unitéd, 
and then the Cure is very difficult... "Fhis happens. to: Women 
‘who lead a fedentary Life, indulge extravagant Affections of the 
Mind, and are guilty of Errors in Diet and Regimes { ove 
It is furprifing to find, in this Age, the hypochondriae Pafion 
fearce fo much as eiantbuees for every Diforder that is attended 
with Pains, Spafms, Rlavaténcies: Anxieties, is called Eyferic 5 
and yet there is great Danger in not making a proper Diftine- 
tion; for though, in the hypochondriac Difeafe, violent Exer- 
- cife, carminative, {pirituous, volatile, ftomachic, and aromatic 
Remedies; ftimulating, neutral Salts,:mineral Waters, bitter 


Cathartics,-and more efpecially Chalybeates ; yield the beft Af- | 


fiftance, yet they are hurtful in hyfteric Cafes ; for thefe are moft 
benefited by Bleeding, Reft, Anodynes, nitrous Preparations, 
Anti-Epileptics, Refriberants, cold Water and Whey. All heat- 
ing ‘Things muft be avoided, not excepting Wine. wy 

“In the Cure it muft be carefully obferved whether the 1 eri 
is plethoric, or exhaufted of Blood and Strength. In the former 
Cafe, the Spafms or Convulfions are more violent, and copious 
Bleeding is a prefent Help; and many have been brought to 
themfelves who were fest dead, if the florid Colour of 
their Faces had not fhewn the contrary. 

In the Fit it will be proper te apply foetid Things to theNofe, 
fuch as 4a Fetida, Preparations of Caftor, Partridge? Feathers 
“burned, &c. For Women in Childbed, a Girdle made of Ruffia 
TE vatber and bound pretty tight, is exauitant.

But it is neceflary to obferve, that in hylfteric Cafes Remedies 

have a different Effect on different Women. Some cannot bear 


foetid: Medicines, which to others are an immediate Relief.

Of the Hypocuonpriac Passion. 


YT ‘HE Aypochondriac Paffion is a {pafmatico-flatulent AffeCtion 
of the Stomach and Inteftines, arifing from an Inverfion 
or Perverfion of their peri/faltic Motion, and, by Confentof Parts, . 
throwing the whole nervous Syftem into irregular Motions, and 
difturbing the whole animal Gfconomy.  . ‘iia 
_ This Difeafe is attended with fuch a Train of Symptoms, 
that it is a dificult Tafk to enumerate them all; for there isno 
Function, or Part of the Body, that is not foon or late a Suf- 
ferer by it’s Tyranny. It begins with Tenfions, and windy In- 
flations of the Stomach and Inteftines, efpecially under the fpu- 
rious Ribs of the left Aypachondrium, in which a pretty hard Tu- 
mour may fometimes be perceived. | — 
_. With regard to the Stomach, there is a Naufea, 4 Loathing of 
Food, an uncertain Appetite, fometimes quite decayed, and 
fometimes ftrong; the Aliments are ill digefted, breeding acid 
and vifcid Crudities ; there is a prefling heavy Pain in the Sto- 
mach, chiefly after Meals; a fpafmodic ConftriGtion of the Gul- 
let, a frequent Spitting of limpid Phlegm, an Impediment in 
Swallowing, a violent Heart-burn, a Heat at the Stomach, very. 
acid Belchings, a Reaching to vomit, Vomiting, bringing up fuch 
acid Stuff, that the Teeth are not only fet on an Edge thereby, 
but the very Linen or Sheets are fometimes corroded. | 
_In the Volume. of the Inteftines, efpecially the fmall ones 
about the Navel, there are felt heavy, excruciating Pains, Wring- 
ings, Gripings, with a rumbling, murmuring Noife; in the 
grofs Inteftines the Pains are more acute. Sometimes there is 
a Loofenefs, fometimes a moft obftinate Coftivenefs, with a Re+ 
Vou. Il. K .  tentie 
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tention of the Wind; which, when it breaks out, either up¢ 
wards or downwards, is attended with an Alleviation of the 
Symptoms ; but they foon rage again with as great a Violence 
as ever, |When there is a frequent urging to go to Stool, Tu- 
bercles generally arife, and the blind Piles befet the 4aus; nay, 
fometimes: a fymptomatical Flux of Blood will burft out. Making 
Water in fome is difficult and painful; the Urine is thin, lim- 
pid, and pale; fometimes it has a copious Sediment mixed with 
fabulous Concretions, and often apes a Fit of the Gravel. 

In the Breaft there is a great Straitnefs, Conftriction, exceffive 
Difficulty of Breathing, fometimes with a Senfe of Fulnefs, a 
Fluttering and Palpitatién of the Heart. 

As the Difeafe increafes, the Head is molefted with an Head- 
ach, Hemicranium, various fixed, {paftic Pains, and what is com- 
monly called the Clavus Hyftericus. A Noife in the Ears, with 
Difficulty of, Hearing; the Eyes are clouded, with a Scotomia ; 
fome have double Vifion, or a Pain and Drynefs of the Eyes, 
In the ‘Tongue there is a moft troublefome burning Pain fixed to 
a certain Space, with a plentiful Excretion of Spittle, as if the 
‘Patient was in a Salivation. 

At length the animal Functions are impaired; the Mind i 1s 

‘difturbed on the moft: trivial Occafions, and is hurried into the 
moft perverfe Commotions, Inquietudes, Anxieties, Terror, 
‘Sadnefs, Anger, Fear, or Difidence. The Patient is prone to 
entertain: wild Imaginations, and extravagant Fancies 3 the Me- 
mory grows weak, and the Reafon fails. 

~~ Some Symptoms affect the whole Body, which is eonetihd with 
phlogiftical Blotches, or copious Sweats; the Strength decays, 
‘the Limbs are languid and unapt for Labour; the Body becomes 
tabid; the Joints 7 are tormented, fometimes, with a blunt, fome- 
times. lead a cutting, Pain; at laf, all the Secretions, efpecially 
the fanguineous, are perverted. H OFF. 

Sydenham obferves, that it imitates all Kinds of Diftempers fo 
exactly, as to require the utmoft Sagacity of a Phyfician to dif- 

‘tinguifh it from an effential Difeafe of any Part; and one pecu- 
iar Sy ymptom of it is De/pair of Recovery. © 

Though Ffypochondriacs are never right well, yet they are oe 
nerally worfe in the Autumnal or Winter Geafovis: Women 
generally fuffer moft about the Time their Menfes ought to flow. 
And it is worthy of Obfervation, that they very. feldom are at- 
tacked with continual, ‘epidemic, or ital se Fevers ; 3 oe 

even not with the Plague itfelf. 

Perfons are moft liable to this Difeafe fit: twenty to fifty, 
and whofe Solids are foft, lax, and flabby, and their Blood- Vef- 
" fels {mall ; as alfo who are naturally languid, ot have been 
et | weakened 
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weakened: by tedious Maladies. Likewife thofe who lead feden- 
tary Lives, and ftudy too hard ; infomuch that this is the pecu- 
liar Difeafe of the Learned, It frequently attacks Women, for 
which Reafon it has been confounded with the Hy/feric Paffion. 
H OFF, Ws : 

The Seat of this Difeafe was formerly thought to be the 
Spleen, but we have now learned otherwife from frequent Dif- 
feétions ; fometirnes indeed there. have been Infar@tions of that 
Vifeus, but then no acute Pain has proceeded from it, nor has it 
given Rife to this Difeafe. Sydenham thought this Diforder was 
caufed by the “Alege of the Animal Spirits, rather than from any 
Fault in the Fluids, and that they rufhed impetuoufly, and in 
too great Plenty; into one Part more than another. Purcell fup- 
pofed the primary Caufes to be Crudities and Indige/tion, which 
commonly, before the coming on of the Fit, produce a Heavi- 
nefs and Diforder in the Stomach, a Rumbling and Murmuring 
in. the Guts, which occafion a Diforder in the Spirits, the proxz- 
mate Caufe of this Diftemper. Hoffman afcribed this Difeafe to 
the preternatural Conftitution of the periftaltic Motion of the 
Stomach and Guts, partly weakened and deftroyed in one Place, 
and too intenfe in another, and every-where inverted, tending 
from below upwards; and from this he accounts for all the 
Symptoms. ‘The mediate Caujes he would have to be the Stagna- 
tion of the Blood and vital Fluids between the nervous and muf- 
culous Coats of the Inteftines, which is generally owing'to the 
too flow Circulation through the Liver: For the Branches of the 
Vena Porte carry the refluent Blood. from the reft of the Vifcera 
of the Abdomen to the Liver. ‘Thefe Branches, before they enter 
the Liver, unite into one Trunk, which is there again diftributed 
like an Artery. Now, thefe Veins being deftitute of Pulfation, 
the Circulation is flower in a healthy State through this Vijcus 
than all the reft, “Therefore, when there is a Stop here, the 
Parts abovementioned muft needs be diftended with too great a 
Quantity of Blood, efpecially the Adfaraic Veffels, and thofe of 
the Inteftines, whofe Coats are not endued with a Power of 
ftrong Refiftance; whence the Blood will ftlagnate, and the na- 
tural periftaltic Motion be impaired, deftroyed, or inverted. 
This appears from Diflections, and in one Subject the mefente- 
tic Veins were fo diftended as to appear like a Kind of Guts. 

‘The remote Caufes of thefe Diforders are the Supprefiion of 
the Hemorrhoids and Menfes, and other periodical Fluxes of 
Blood; an hereditary Difpofitiom thereto; a cold and moitt 
Conftitution of the Air; grofs, impure, flatulent Diet ; a feden- 
tary, fludious Life; Sadnefs, Cares, Troubles, intenfe’Think- 
ing on a fingle Object; tedious Difeafes not rightly treated ; 
prt K 2 hard 
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hard Labour in Childbearing ; Saccharum Saturnt given inwardly, 
_ Aloetics too frequently taken, which invite the Fluids towards 
the dnus, where they are apt to ftagnate. i E 
As to the Prognoftics, if the Difeafe be recent, and left to it- 
felf, it is rather troublefome than dangerous; but if it be inve- 
terate, and not fkilfully treated, or a bad Regimen is followed, it — 
is attended with more grievous Symptoms, and produces Ob- 
ftructions, and Schirri of the Vifcera, a Cachexy, a Dropfy, an 
Heétic, a convulfive Afthma, an incurable Melancholy or Mad- 
nefs, a fatal Polypus, &c. But if it is caufed by a Suppreffion 
of the Menfes, or bleeding Piles, the reftoring the Flux is the 
Cure of the Difeafe. : | 
~ As continual Fear and Diffidence are Symptoms of this Dif- 
eafe, the Patients are always foreboding terrible Things, and 
live in conftant Dread of Death; which render them fickle, im- 
patient, and prone to run from one Phyfician to another ; there- 
fore, when a Cure is attempted, they muft be admonifhed to be 
conftant and patient, and then the following Indications may 
~ be purfued: 1. To corre& and evacuate the acid, vifcid, bilious 
Filth, and flatulent Sordes from the Prime Vie, which yield 
continual Fuel to this Difeafe. 2. The Spafms being appeafed, 
to reftore the natural Order of the periftaltic Motion of the In- 
teftines, and to recover it from a languid State, that there may 
be a due Concoction of the Aliment, and a laudable Chyle and 
other Fluids generated. 3. To difperfe the ftagnated Juices ; 
to render the Circulation of the Blood equable through the /4- 
domen, and the reft of the Body ; and to free the Fluids from 
all Acrimony, after facilitating the Excretions by Urine, and 
through the Skin. 4. And laftly, To corroborate the whole 
nervous Syftem. 
» To anfwer the fir? Intention, nothing is better in the Fit than 
Clyfters made with emollient Herbs, Water-Gruel ftrained, 
Camomile-Flowers, the Tops of Yarrow, the Oils of Sweet- 
Almonds, Dill, Camomile, Linfeed, &c. adding a carminative 
_ Species made of Caraway, Dill, but more efpecially Cumin- 
Seeds. ‘Thefe fhould be repeated if the Spafms render them in- 
—effeQual. If the Faces are hardened, it will be proper to give 
Oil of Sweet-Almonds and Water-Gruel inwardly.. Nor muft 
gentle Laxatives of Manna, Rhubarb, and Cream of Tartar be 
neglected, with.a few Drops of Oil of Juniper, thus: .

To reftore the digeftive Power of the Stomach, give Bffence 
of Orange-Peel, ‘Tincture of ‘Tartar, dulcified Sains of Nitre, 
ey : 

The Paroxy/ms are relieved by tepid Pediluvia, made of Wheat 
Bran, Water, and Camomile-Flowers. The Feet muft be put 
pretty deep therein. 

Out of the Fit, to difcufs the Stagnation of the Blood, Bleed- 
ing in the Foot will be neceflary, efpecially at the Paainuyes, 
aad at other Times, as Occafion fhall require ; ; but this fhould 
be after Laxatives and Pediluvia. If there is a Difpofition to an 
hemorrhoidal Flux, Leeches fhould he applied every Month to 
the Anus, and the Patient fhould alfo take Balfamic Pills, with 
antifpafmodic nitrous Powders. 

Ta ftrengthen the nervous Sy/lem, ncthinesd is better than Cha- 
lybeates, for ‘they, by a gentle Aftriction, reftore the Nerves to 
their former Strength. Outwardly, a faponaceous Plafter, with 
Camphire, may be laid to the Hypochondria with no {mall Ad- 
vantage. Horr. 

. Sydenham made no Diftin@ion between the Hy fteric and ae 

chondriac Paffion ; but, as his Method of Cure ought not to be 
omitted, the Practitioner will be able to diftinguith, from what 
has been faid of thefe two Difeafes, what Part of it is moft fuit- 
able to the one, and what to the other; efpecially if he calls to 
Mind, that Chalybeates, bitter Aromatics, mineral Waters, 
bitter Cathartics, and bodily Exercife, are moft fuitable to the 
Elypochondriae ; and Anodynes, Bleeding, Reft, nitrous and anti- 
- epileptic Remedies, as alfo Refrigerants, to ha Fhyfieric Paffion.

In the Ufe of the mineral Waters, the following Rules may 
be obferved: If any bad Symptoms appear, which. may be im- 
puted to the Drinking of the Waters, then the Patient mutt for- — 
bear their Ufe, till the Symptom is quite gone. 

- The Patient may drink the Waters for the Space of fix Weeks 
er two Months, and now and then eat candied Ginger, or Cara- 
way Comfits, to warm the Stomach: There may alfo be taken

As to the Bath Waters, they may be drank two Days, and 
the third it will be proper to»bathe; and this os may be 
coatinued fix Weeks or two Months. 

If the Steel heat the Body too much, then fie Patient may 
drink, every fourth Morning, two Quarts of mineral purging 
Waters, becaufe thefe operate without raifing a Commotion in 
the Body, as the Cathartics of the Shops are apt to do.

When the Difeafe is attended swith britledabhe Pain, violent 
Vomiting, and an enormaus Loofenefs, you may give Lauda- 
num, and then Things to chear the Spirits: But, if the Strength

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will permit, Bleeding and a Cathartic fhould precede the Ufe of 
Laudanum, efpecially in Virages, and thofe of a fanguine Con- 
ftitution. But if the Patient is weak, and has lately undergone 
a fevere Fit, it will be fufficient to cleanfe the Stomach with a 
Galion of Poffet-Drink, thrown up again. ‘Then give a large 
Dofe of Venice-Treacle, [to regulate which, it is neceflary to. 
remember that one Dram contains a Grain of Opium] with a 
few Spoonfuls of fome cordial Liquor, and a few Drops of liquid 
Laudanum. [Unlefs the Stomach is greatly difordered no Vomit 
fhould be given ; and efpecially beware of thofe of the antimo- 
nial Kind in this Diftemper.] If the Patient fhall have vomited 
fome Time before, and it fhall be judged dangerous to give an 
Emetic, Recourfe fhould be had to Laudanum without Delay, 
in fuch a Dofe as is moft likely to appeafe the Symptom, which 
is to be repeated as often as the Patient fhall vomit, and princi- 
pally in a folid Form; or, if in a Liquid, the Vehicle muft be 
fmall in Quantity, viz. a few Drops in a Spoonful of rong Cinna- 
mon-Water ; the Patient keeping herfelf as quiet as poffible, not 
fo much as ftirring her Head. 

The Symptoms being vanifhed, the Ufe of Laudanum muft 
be continued Morning and Evening, for a few Days. 

Thefe two Things muft be carefully obferved: 1. When we begin 
to ufe Laudanum after the Evacuations, there muft be fo much 
‘Time between each Dofe, that we may be certain of the Effect 
of the former before it be repeated. 2. When we attack the 
Difeafe with Laudanum, there muft be no Commotion raifed, 
no Evacuation made, not even with the gentleft Clyfter. 

Venice-Treacle taken frequently, and continued a long while, 

is an excellent Remedy in this and many other Difeafes arifing 
from a Defeét of the natural Heat, and Want of Digeftion. 

If the Patient is not of a thin bilious Habit of Body, Spanifh 
Wines, fuch as Canary and Sherry, a cae with Gentian, 
Angelica, Wormwood, Centaury, Orange-Peel, and other 
ftrengthening Ingredients, taken three Times in a Day, a few 
Spoonfuls at a Dofe will be very beneficial. 

In a thin bilious Habit of Body a Milk-Diet is good, efpecially 
in an Ayfteric Cholic, it this Difficulty can be got over, wiz. it’s 
coagulating in the Stomach ; otherwife it will not be fufficien 
to fuftain the Body in due Strength. 

Nothing is more friendly, nor gives greater Energy to the 
Blood and Spirits than Riding on Horfeback almoft every Day, 
and for a confiderable Time together. Nor does Riding in a 
Coach want it’s Share of falutary Effects. 
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AJELANC HOLY and Madnefs may be very properly con- 

"4 fidered as Difeafes nearly allied; for we find they have both 
the: fame Origin; that 1s, an exceffive Congefiion of Blood in the 
Brain: ‘They only differ in Degree, and with Regard to the 
‘Time of Invafion.. ddelancholy may be looked upon as the pri- 
mary.Difeafe, of which Madnefs is only the Augmentation. Horr. 

| When Perfons begin ta be melancholy, they are fad, dejected, 
and dull, without any apparent Caufe; they tremble for Fear, 
are deftitute of Courage, fubje€t to Watching, and fond of So- 
litude ; they are fretful, fickle, captious, and inquifitive; fome- 
times niggardly to an Excefs, and fometimes foolithly profufe 
and prodigal. ‘They are generally coftive, and. when they dif- 
charge their Excrements they are often dry, round, and covered . 
with a black bilious Humour. ‘Their Urine is little, acrid, and 
bilious ; they are troubled with Flatulences, putrid and feetid 
Erutations. Sometimes they vomit an acrid Humour with 
Bile. “Their Countenances become pale and wan ; they are lazy 
and weak, and yet devour their Victuals with Greedinefs. 

_ Thofe who are aéfually mad, are in an exceffive Rage when 
provoked to Anger. Some wander about; fome make a hideous 
Noife ; others fhun the Sight of Mankind; others, if permitted, 
would tear themfelves to pieces. Some, in the higheft Degree 
of the Diforder, fee red Images before their Eyes, and fancy 
themfelves ftruck with Lightening. ‘They are fo falacious, that 
they have no Senfe of Shame in their venereal Attempts. When 
the Difeafe declines, they become ftupid, fedate, and mournful, 
and fenfibly affeGted with their unhappy Situation. ARET#Us. 

The antecedent Signs are a Rednefs and Suffufion of the Eyes. 

with: Blood ;, a tremulous and inconftant Vibration of the Eye- 
lids ; a Change of Difpofition and Behaviour; fupercilious 
Looks, a haughty Carriage, difdainful Expreffions, a Grinding 
of the Teeth, unaccountable Malice to particular Perfons, 
Alfo little Sleep, a violent Head-Ach, Quicknefs of Hearing, a 
_ Singing of the Ears; to thefe may be added incredible Strength, 
Infenfibility of Cold, and, in Women, an Accumulation of 
Blood in the Breafts, inthe Increafe of this Diforder. 

. Thefe Things being duly confidered, together with the State 
of. the Brain in Perfons who died of this Difeafe, we may con- | 
clude that Melancholy. is a ftrong and lively Working ofthe 
Fancy, with a fixed Attention of the Mind to a particular Ob- 
ject, which it continually dwells upon; together with a Delrium, 
ay a long, 
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along, continual Dejection, Dread, and Sadnefs, without any’ 
manifeft Caufe, arifing from a difficult Circulation of Blood 
through the Veflels of the Brain, where it:is too copioufly con- 
gefted, and becomes ftagnant. Maduefs is a violent Rage, at- 
tended with Rafhnefs and preternatural Strength, caufed by an 
impetuous Motion of a thick, melancholic Blood through the 
Vefiels of the Brain. It differs from a Phrenfy, which is a De- 
lirium accompanied with a Fever, and arifes from an inflamma 
tory Stagnation of the Blood in the Brain: For we learn from 
Experience, that all the fhinine Faculties of the Mind are 
changed or depraved, diminifhed, or totally deftroyed, when the 
Blood and Humours, receding from their natural Temperament,’ 
and due Quantity, are not conveyed to the Brain in a mode-" 
rate and equable Manner, but, on the contrary, with an im-. 
peded, flow, and languid Motion, or with too brifk and violent: 
an Impetus. 

Both thefe Diforders fuppofe a Weaknefs of the Brain, which 
may proceed from violent Diforders of ‘the Mind, efpecially- 
long continued Grief, Sadnefs, Dread, Uneafinefs and Terrer ; 
as alfo clofe Study, and intenfe Application of Mind to knotty: 
Problems, as well as long protracted Lucubrations. It ma 
alfo arife from violent Love in either Sex, efpecially if attended | 
with Defpair; from profufe Evacuations of the Semen; from: 
an hereditary Difpofition ; from narcotic and ftupefactive Medi- 
cines ; from previous Difeafes, efpecially acute Fevers. Violent 
Anger will change Melancholy into Madnefs; and exceffive Cold, 
efpecially of the lower. Parts, will force the Blood to the Lungs, 
Heart, and Brains ; whence oppreffive Anxieties, Sighs and 
Shortnefs of Breathing ; Tremors and Palpitations of the Heart; 
thus Vertigoes, and a Senfation of Weight in the Head; Fiewe.- 
nefs of the Eyes; ‘long Watchings.; various Workings of the 
Fancy; intenfely fixed upon a fingle Object, are produced by 
thefe Means. ’o thefe may be added a Suppreffion of ufual 
Hemorrhages, and omitting cuftomary Bleeding : Hence Me- 
lancholy is a Symptom very frequently attending hyfteric and 
hypochondriac Diforders. 

The Caufes which contribute to the Generation of a thick 
Blood, are Idlenefs and Inactivity, which weaken the Body, im- 
pair the Functions, diminifh the falutary Excretions, and ren- _ 
der the Humours thick, vifcid, and ftagnant : All which are 
heightened by Solitude, which is apt to give Rife to various 
fantaftic and gloomy Ideas in the Patient’s Mind. 

 Likewife acid Humours in the Stomach will increafe the Ap- 
petite, and tempt them to feed on coarfe, grofs, flatulent Ali- 
ments, without ans enough to dilute them fufficiently, 
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whence a Matter proper to nourifh thefe Difeafes will proceed. 
Te is evident from Obfervation, that the Blood of Afaniac Pa- 
tients is black, and hotter than in the natural State; befides the 
Serum feparates more flowly, and in Jefs Quantity than in healthy 
Perfons. The Excrements are hard, of a dark red, or greyifh 
Colour, and the Urine is light and thin. 

_ Difecfes of the Mind have fomething in them fo different from 
other Diforders, that they fometimes remit for a long Time, but 
return at certain Periods, efpecially about the Solftices, the 
Times at which they firft appeared. Horr. It.may likewife 
be obferved, that the raving Fits of mad People, which keep 
the Lunar Periods, are generally accompanied with Epileptic Symp- 
tems ; which was attefted to me as a conftant Obfervation, by . 
the late learned Dr. Ty/on, formerly Phyfician to Bethlehem Ho/> 
petal, who ufually, on that Account, called fuch Patients ¢pi- 
beitic Mad. Mean. | : 

This Difeafe, when it is primary, or idiphatic, is worfe. than 
the Symptomatic that accompanies the Ay/leric or Hypochondriac 


|  Poffion, which is eafily cured ; as is that alfo which fucceeds in- 


termitting Fevers, a Suppreffion of the MWen/es, the Lechia, the 
Hemorrhoids, o from Narcotics, When the Paroxy/ms are flight 
in the zdiophatic Kind, the Cure is not very difficult; but if it 
#s inveterate, and has but fhort Remiffions, it is almoft incur- 
able, which is often owing to this, that they reject Phyficians 
and their Medicines as Poifon. It is a bad Sign, if, after a-pro- 
found Sleep, the Patient ftill continues delirious, and is infen- 
fible of Cold, or is unaffected with ftrong draftic Medicines. If 
after Want of Sleep, and long Abftinence, the Patient is ex- 
ceeding weak, or becomes epileptic, convulfive, or lethargic, 
Death is not far off. dad People are feldom fubje@ to epidemic 
or other Diforders, and fome have lived feventy Years. and up- 
wards m this unhappy State. : ! 

Sometimes this Difeafe terminates by critical Excretions of 
Blood from the Nofe, Userus, or Anus. Sometimes Diarrhaas 
and Dyjentevies will terminate thefe Diforders. Pu/lules, the Itch, 
and Ulcers have alfo done the fame. 

In the Cure, I have found by Experience that Bleeding is the 
mott efficacious of all Remediés ; and, where there is a Redun- 
dance of thick, grumous Blood, a Vein is firft to be opened 
m the Foot, and a few Days after in the Arm; then in the 
Jugular Vein, or in the Noftrils with a Straw ; and, laft of all, 
the Frontal Vein with -a, blunt Lancet, for fear of hurting the 
Peri¢ranium, a Ligature having been firft made round the Neck 
to render the Veins tumid. ee 
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Tepid Baths are alfo convenient, made of Rain or River- Water, 
to drive the Blood from the Head to the inferior Parts ; and be- 
fore the Patient enters the Bath he fhould have cold Water 
poured on his Head, or it fhould be covered with a Cloth dipped 
therein; for cold Water pumped or poured on the Head con- 
ftringes and corroborates the Veflels of the Brain weakened with 
ftagnant Blood, and promotes the more eafy Difcuffion of the 
Humours congefted therein. 

Purgatives are likewife ufeful ; but the Lenzent are preferable 
to the Draffic: Thus Manna, Caffia, Rhubarb, Cream of Tar- 
tar, Tartar Vitriolate, are moft convenient when the Dileafe 
arifes from the Aypochondriac Paffion, and a Stagnation of the © 
Blood in the Inteftines, and the Ramifications of the Vexa Porte; 
efpecially when they are taken in Decoétions and Infufions, not 
all at once, but at repeated Intervals, fo as to operate in an al- 
terative Manner. . | a ae 

Some Kinds of Mineral Waters are alfo highly efficacious in 
Melancholy and Madnefs; for fince Madnefs generally derives it’s 
Origin from the Melancholy, and Melancholy from the Hypo- 
chondriac Paffion, and the Hypochondriac Paflion from impure 
and -peccant Fluids, flowly circulating through the Inteitines 
and Vifcera of the Abdomen, the Circulation of the Blood ought 
to be rendered free and eafy: It is no Wonder therefore that 
mineral Waters have been held in high Efteem for the Cure of 
thefe Diforders ; for thefe being impregnated with a highly pure 
alkaline and neutral mineral Salt, if they are drank in a due 
Quantity, they not only change the peccant Humours, but in- 
cide fuch as are thick, render the glutinous fluid, and open the | 
Obftructions of the Veflels; they alfo relax the tenfe Fibres of 
the Solids, and corroborate the weak and tender, as well as, by 
ftimulating the Emun@tories, they reftore all the falutary Ex- 
cretions. ‘The Waters of Selters, mixed with Affes’ or Goats’ 
Milk, have not their Equal in thefe Cafes. They fhould be 
drank in the Spring and Fal! for five or fix Weeks. The Pro- 
portion is one Part Milk to three of Water. — 

But, after all, there is nothing better to remove the Caufe of 
thefe Diforders than depurated Nitre ; but efpecially in that Spe- 
cies of Madnefs which inclines to Melancholy, for it correéts 
the bilious Acrimony of the Humours, allays the tumultuous 
Motions of the Solids, by diminifhing the preternatural Heat. 
Seunertus and Riverius affirm, that Nitre, given with a little 
Camphire, is a Specific in Madnefs. 3 | 

Particular Medicines among Vegetables are, Balm, Betony, 
Vervain, Brook-lime, Sage, Wormwood, Flowers of St. John’s 
Wort, of the Lime-tree and Camphire: From Animals, Affes’

As to Diet, the Patient fhould carefully abftain bie Salt and 
fmoak-dried Flefh, whether Beef or Pork ; from Shell-Fith ; 
from Fifh of a heavy and noxious Quality ; from Aliments pre- 
pared with Onions and Garlic; all which: generate “Blood. 
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Blood. In general, he fhould eat no more than is neceflary to 
fupport Nature. Small Beer, or pure cold Water, are the beft 
Drink. Sweet and ftrong Wines are highly prejudicial, as is 
alfo exceffive {moaking Tobacco, for it not only generates thick 
Blood, but throws the Fluids into preternatural Commotions. 
Change of Air and Travelling may be beneficial. 

Though in Delriums Bleeding: is highly ufeful, yet it ake 
beft with thofe who are plethoric, bilious, and in the Vigour of 
Youth ; thefe likewife will bear frequent. Purges of corrected Fel- 
lebore 3 but then the Strength muft be repaired by cordial, corro- 
borating, and anodyne Sedatives. When the Pations is €X-= 
haufted, Bleeding is hurtful, and Reftoratives good. 

As a high Degree of the Jich has terminated thefe Difeafes, 
it will be proper to make Iflues in the Back, or to procure Ul- 
cers with a potential Cautery near the Spine of the Back.

“HIS Difeafe, as it generally procéeds from the Bite of a 
Dog, is called Rabies Canina, or the Canine Madnefs, and 
from it’s moft terrible Symptom, the Dread of Water, Hydropho- 
bia; it almoft always arifes from the Infection communicated by 
the Bite of a mad Animal ; yet it has been obferved to arife fpon- 
taneoufly in fome Animals affected with acute Difeafes, [and we 
have an Inftance, in a young Man, of the Hydrephabia attending 
an Inflammation of the Stomach. ] : 

Almoft all Kinds of Animals may be afflicted with this Difor- 
der, and may infect other Animals, and even Men; as Dogs, 
Cats, Wolves, Foxes; Horfes, Ailes, Mules, horned Cattle, 
Hogs, Monkies, and Cocks; but it moft frequently attacks the 
‘Dogs, Wolves, and Foxes, without any previous Contagion. 

A hot Climate, exceflive Heats, and fudden Colds; a lonig 
and dry Seafon; Feeding upon putrid, ftinking, verminous 
Fleth ; Want of Water; Worms generated in the Kidneys, 
- Guts, Brain, or Noftrils, are the preceding Caufes of Madnefs, 
in thefe Animals. | am woe eek 

When they are going to run mad, they appear dejected, fhun 
Company, and hide themfelves; they will not bark, but feem 
to mutter or murmur, and are averfe to Food and Water; they 
will fly upon Strangers, but retain fome Regard for their Maf- 
ter; their Ears and ‘Fails hang down, and they walk along as if 
they were fleepy. This is the fir/? Degree of the Difeafe, and, 
though the Bite is then bad, it is not at the worft. Afterwards 
they begin to pant, hang out their Tongues, froth at the Mouth, 
- and gape. Sometimes they feem dull, and half afleep ; fome- 
times they will run, but not directly forward, and foon ceafe to 
know their Mafters. “Their Eyes are dejected, look watery and 
dufty, their Tongues are of a Lead Colour; they fall away fud- 
denly, and grow raging mad. A Bite at this Time is incurable, 
and the nearer they are to Death, with the more dreadful Symp- 
toms it is attended. | |

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There is fearce any Poifon infectious fo many Ways as thiss 
for it takes Effect through the Cloaths, without fetching Bleod 3 
by the Breath of the Animal drawn into the Lungs; by a Touch 
of the Froth, if recent; and by applying it to the Lips or 
Tongue, when it has been long dried, or by kiffing a Dog that 
is mad; or by handling the Wound, or Inftrument, which was 
the Death of the Animal; or by handling Things which have 
been infected by any of the former Means. tase 
- Again, there is fcarce any Poifon which produces fuch terrible 
Effeéts, and caufes fuch'a wonderful Change in the Perfon in- 
fected. When it begins to work, it is moft violent and quick 3 
and yet, as it is faid, it will fometimes lie dormant for twenty 
Years together before it exerts itfelf. ‘This-Diverfity depends 
on the Heat of the Seafon, the Degree of the Difeafe of the ins 
feted Animal, and the Temperament of the Perfon bit: For . 
the bilious are fooneft affected by it ; the phlegmatic and hydro= 
pic the leaft; hkewife fomething may be attributed to. the Way 
of Living, Diet, and Medicines. eas 
A healthy Man, infected with this Contagion, finds the Effe?s 
of it difeover themfelves in the following Order. ‘There is a 
Pain in the Place where he was bit, or received the Contagion: 
and then wandering Pains in the other Parts, chiefly thofe that 
are near it; a Laffitude, Heavinefs, Liftleffnefs of the whole 
Body ; inquiet troubled Sleep, and terrible Dreams, with Con- 
vulfions, and Sub/ultus of the Tendons ; continual Inquietude ; 
Sighs, Sadnefs, Love of Solitude : This ends the firft Degree cf 
the Difeafe. Afterwards al] the former Symptoms increafe, with 
a prodigious Straitnefs or Oppreffion about the Precordia.; a dif- 
ficult fighing Refpiration ; Horror; a Shaking and Trembling 
at the Sight of any Liquid, or bright, pellucid Thing ; Lofs of 
Appetite ; a Poffibility of fwallowing any Thing folid; but, if 
any Liquid is touched with the Lips and Tongue, it occafions 
an incredible Anxiety, Trembling, and terrible Convulfions, 
almoft forcing the Patient into a Rage ; then aVomiting of dark, 
bilious, vifcid Matter, or porraceous Bile, an increafed Heat ; 
a Fever ; continual Watching; a Priapifm; a confufed Series 
of wild, extravagant Thoughts : Here the fecond Degree of the 
Dileafe may be faid to terminate. Now all the Symptoms grow 
worfe and worfe, the Tongue hangs out, and is rough; the 
Mouth is wide open; the Voice is hoarfe; the Thirft great, 
ftrange Horrors, ftarting and wild Looks at the Sight of Water; 
2 Frothing at the Mouth; an involuntary Inclination to fpit at 
the By-ftanders, as alfo to bite them, which the Patient cannot 
refit. He foams at the Mouth, and gnafhes with his Teeth, 
and would do Mifchief, if not forcibly with-held.. His Pulfe

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and Breathing fail; there is a cold Sweat; the higheft Fury ; 
yet, during all this Time, which is wonderful, the Patient con- 
tinues in his Senfes, and is afraid of doing any Harm. On the 
fourth Day, from the firft Degree of the Difeafe, the Patient 
falls into Convulfions, with great Difficulty of Breathing, and 
then dies. | 

The DifleQion of Perfons who died of this Difeafe has 
fhewn, that the Organs of Swallowing have been, in fome Mea- 
fure, inflamed ; that various Kinds of bilious Vifcidities are col- 
le&ted in the Stemach ; that the Gall-Bladder is full of a black 
Bile ; that the Pericardium is dry ; that the Lungs are’ incredibly 
diftended with Blood; that the Heart is full of an almoft dry 
Blood ; that the Arteries are full, and the Veins almoft empty ; 
that the Blood is very fluid, and will hardly coagulate when 
expofed to the Air; whereas that which was drawn from a Vein 
three ‘Days before, coagulated as ufual; that all the Mufcles, 
Vifcera, Brain, Cerebellum, and Spinal Marrow, are more dry than 
common. : : 

The Prevention and Cure of this Difeafe, except in a few In- 
ftances, are very doubtful and uncertain; which may be attri- 
_ buted to the boafting Pretences of fome to Specifics, and the 
Negle& of a due Method of Cure, founded on the Hiftory of 
the Diforder. 

So far, therefore, as may be conjectured from the preceding 
Hiftory of the Diforder, and from comparing it with other Dif- 
“eafes, as alfo from the few Inftances which have been attended 
with a happy Event, it feems chiefly to confift in an AffeCtion 
of the Nerves, which moft nearly refembles Convulfions. which 
occupy the V:/cera, and the Veflels thereof ; whence arifes a Dif- 
‘order in the Blood and Humours, which is not unlike a gangre- 
nous Inflammation. ‘Fhe Seat of the Difeafe is chiefly about the 

Stomach, and the neighbouring Parts. | 
_ The preventive Cure confifts in making deep Scarifications as 
-foon as poffible after the Bite, in the Part affected, and thofe 
adjacent to it, that they make a confiderable Difcharge of Blood, 
and to apply large Cupping-Glafles thereon, or it may be 
burned pretty deep with an actual Cautery. Then it fhould be 
made to fuppurate by fome.corrofive Application proper for that 
Purpofe ; and during all that ‘Time it fhould be continually fo- 
mented with a Pickle made with Vinegar and Salt; this fhould 
be continued for fix Months at leaft. ‘Che Garments he had 
on at the Time of the Bite fhould be cautioufly laid afide, or de- 
_ftroyed. He fhould likewife, with all convenient Speed, be 
. dipped in a River, or the Sea, making him believe that he is go- 
ing to be drowned, ‘This is to be often repeated; for the Effect 
| 3 ? coniitts 
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confifts in terrifying the Mind, not in the Salt-Water, as we 
have learned from Experience. ‘Then he fhould alfo be often 
_and ftrongly purged with Rhubarb, Avaric, and the Juice of E/- 
der Bark. 

The Patient fhould alfo be put into a Sweat every Morning 
fafting, with a Mixture of Aromatic Vinegar, Sea-Salt, and hot 
Water. His Feet and Hands fhould alfo be daily fomented in 
a warm Bath; and he fhould wafh his Head; Mouth, and Fauces. 

Let him often drink cold Water, and throw it up again by 
Vomiting, and let his Drink be acidulated. His Aliment fhould 
be moift, light, and laxative, and often taken in fuch a Quantity 
as to vomit it up again. He fhould likewife abftain from Things 
that are too fpicy, from Wine, from heating Things, from vio- 
lent Exercife, and from Commotions of the Mind. 

The Cure fhould be attempted when the Difeafe is in the fir/f 
Degree, and in the Beginning of the /fecond, by treating it as 
highly inflammatory, by letting Blood from a large Orifice even to 
a Deliquium; by giving Clyfters foon after with nitrous or mo- 
derately falt Water: thus,

= ‘Thefe may be repeated boldly, and with lefs Caution than itt 
other Cafes. After this let the Patient be blind-foldéd, and 
thrown into a Pond of cold Water ; or let cold Water be thrown 
upon him till the Dread of it almoft ceafes ; then let a large 
Quantity be forced down his ‘Throat; let this be his Treatment 
daily, and, at Night, let Sleep be procured. And this Method 
is better than that pernicious one of giving him the moft acrid 
heating and drying Medicines, which exafperate the nervous Sy- 
ftem, and are, in this Cafe, as bad as Poifon, to a Patient almoft 
already parched with Heat. Boer. ; 
_ But Abffman’s Sentiments on this Head are greatly different 

from Boerbaave’s. ‘* The Ancients, fays he; were of Opinion; 
‘¢ that all Poifons were of a cold Nature, becaufe they obferved, 
_ * that a more free Afflux of Blood to the external Parts was re- 
“¢ ftrained by Spafms ; for which Reafon they prefcribed heating 
“© ‘Things, and particularly generous Wine, as an univerfal An- 
€¢ tidote.” “Thefe Celfus feems to have followed, than whom 
mone has written better of the Bites of Animals. * It is neceflary, 
** fays he, to give pure Wine with Pepper, or any Thing elfe 

t , L 2 s¢ that 
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“* that will procure Heat, for Poifons generally kill by the Cold. 
“<< nefs of their Nature.” Hence it appears how ferviceable Ex- 
ercife and bodily Motion is to expel Poifon by promoting Sweat. 
And becaufe, in the Bite of a Yarantula, the Skin is conftringed, 
whence a cold Sweat, and a Coldnefs of the Body, enfues, as 
well as. in that of a Scorpion ; 3 hence bodily Motion, and 
Dancing, is the moft certain Cure; not the Mufic which pre- 
vails on the Patient to danee. 

 Celfus informs us, that it was the Practice of old to put the 
Patient bit by a mad Dog intoa Bath, and there to let him fweat 
as long as his Strength will permit, at the fame Time keeping 
the Wound open, that the Virus might be difcharged from it; 
and then to give him Plenty of good generous Wine. This 
being done for three Days, they judged him out of Danger. 

el cannot help thinking a temperate Bath to be of great Ufe in 

all Kinds of Madnefs, as it relaxes the Stri€ture of “the nervous 
Parts, opens the Pores of the Skin, and recalls the Blood from 
the Brain to the Surface of the Body. And, when the Pores are 
open, the Drinking of Wine muft needs ree a free Motion 
to the Blood, and affift to expel the Poifon by Tranfpiration, 
from it’s capil interior Recefles. JI am not ignorant that Im- 
merfion in cold Water is reckoned of great Ufe in the Aydre- 
poolia, but, I think, upon no good Foundation ; for, if it is of 
any Service, it muift be by driving the Blood more vehemently 
to the inward Parts in robuft.and hot Patients, and fo caufing a 
more intenfe Motion thereof, whence Heat and Sweating will 
enfue, and the Poifon will be driven out. But, as this is not al- 
ways the Cafe, it may do more Harm than Good; wherefore 
Celfus advifes to take the Patient out of the cold Pond, and put 
him into a hot Bath Horr. 
' . "This may give fome Light into the Nature of the Pulvis an- 
tilyffus. publifhed by Dr. Mead, and received into the Difpenfatory . 
_ of the College, wherein Pepper is one of the Ingredients :

He is to remain init, with his Head above Water, 
not longer than Half a Minute. 

_ I knew'a Nobleman’s Servant in the Country take shic Vie. 
dicine, which prevented the Hydrophobia ; but he had a Giddi- 
ae, or rather Confufion in his Head, every new and full ea

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for a great while after, and, perhaps, as long as he lived, for f 
hear he is fince dead. | 
Another famous Specific is the Ea/-India Medicine, which is 
doubtlefs an egregious Antifpafmodic ; and is as follows: -

This is to be taken in a Tea-cup full of Arrac or Brandy; and 
is faid to fecure the Patient for thirty Days, at the Expiration of 
which it is tobe repeated ; but, if he has any Symptoms of the 
Difeafe, it muft be repeated in three Hours, which is faid to bé 
‘fufficient fora Cure. I have a manufcript Receipt in my Pof- - 
feflion, which dire&ts it to be taken Morning and Night for 
three Days, in the following Proportion :

The firft Dofe fhould always be taken as foon after the Bite 
as poflible. : 

Dr. Wall of Woreefer has found two Dofes of Mufk of er. 
xv. each to produce very happy Effects on two Perfons labour- 
ing under a Subfultus Tendinum, with extreme Anxiety and Want 
of Sleep from the Bite of a mad Dog; for it perfectly relieved 
them from their Complaints. We have a fingular Cafe of a 
Woman actually feized with an fydrophobia, given us by Dr. 
Nugent, who was cured. He ordered this Powder to be taken 
in Honey every three Hours after fhe had loft Zxv of Blood ; 
and a Pill of two Grains of pure Opium along with the Powder, 
till Reft was produced. Likewife a Plaifter of Galbanum, with 
% % of pure Opium, was laid to her Neck and Throat. She 
began to take thefe Medicines an Hour or two after fhe was af. 
 feéted with the Dread of Water; that is, at Eleven o’Clock on 
the Saturday Morning. In the Evening fhe was a little eafier at 
Intervals. “Phe Mufk and Opium Pill were continued as be- 
fore, and the Hand that was bit was ordered to be chafed with 
warm Sallad Oil, feveral Times a Day. Only two Papers of 
Powder, and two Pills, were taken in the Night ; for the laft 
made her fick-and vomit. She had little or no Sleep, but lay 
pretty quiet. Her Skin was rather moift than dry; her Pains 
were troublefome, but her Swallowing a little better ; her Palle 
was ftronger and quicker this Day [Sunday] than Yefterday. 
She had no Stool fince Friday. “Twenty Ounces of Blood were 
taken away, and a Clyfter with antimonial Wine given. Like- 
wife the Pills and Powders were continued as before. On Sun 
day Evenimz fhe could fwallow ae a little betters She had 

. ate no 
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no Stool; the Clyfter was therefore repeated, moft of it return- 
ed immediately, but the Remainder wrought well. She lay quiet 
moft of the Night, fweated much, flept little, and her Sicknefs 
went off. Adonday Morning her Swallowing was much better, | 
though fhe was very thirfty. She had drank a Quart of Liquid 
in the Night, and taken three Dofes of the Powder and Pills. 
She now was bled Zxij. ‘The Plaifter was renewed with only 
ij. of Opium. The Oil was ufed as before. ‘The Powder 
was continued, ‘and fhe drank Barley-Water with Nitre to 
quench her Thirft. At Night fhe was better, her Hand was 
eafy. One Pill was only given at Night. Tuefday Morning fhe 
was worfe, with Pain and Sicknefs, having caught Cold with 
fitting up the Day before. The Powder was now given every 
fix Hours; the Clyfter and Oil were repeated, and the Opium 
Taid afide. In the Evening her Pains abated, and her Sjcknefs 
was lefs. She had flept and fweated in the Day, and had drank 
plentifully of Water-Gruel and Balm-Tea. The Clyfter worked 
well. On Wednefday Morning her Pains were gone, fhe had 
flept well after fome Sicknefs at Midnight, and fweated plenti~ 
fully ; all other Symptoms difappeared, but her Dread of Water 
and Dogs continued. The Opium Plaifter was taken off, and 
_ the Powder continued every fix Hours. In the Evening it was 
ordered only Night and Morning. She fweated and dept much ; 
but on Thurfda Morning the Effects of the Opium were amok: 
over. In the feeune fhe was terrified with the Sight of Water, 
many dreadful Symptoms returned, which gradually abated after 
fhe had drank her Tea. This Night fhe had terrible Dreams. 
On Friday Morning a Clyfter was prefcribed ; in the- -Evening 
the Dread of Water was over, only it made her a little giddy. 
After Sunday fhe mended in Appetite, Strength, and Spirits, every 
Day for ten or eleven Days. Here the Cure might be faid to be 
completed, if a Fool, or a Knave, had not come in and prog- 
nofticated certain Death, which caufed a Relapfe, and many ter- 
rible Symptoms enfued, which occafioned great-Trouble. Thefe 
Dr. Nugent judged to be hyiterical, and were, at length, cured 
by the following Powder, which Dr. Hallet, of Exeter, has found 
to be of excellent Ufe in fome hyfteric Cates:

_ ‘This was giveh in the Afternoon made into a Bolus ; and an- 
other at Bed-time, with faline Draughts joined to fome bitter and 
anti-hyfteric Medicines between whiles, on account of her Sick- 
nefs. The next Morning fhe was much mended, had flept, and 
fweated in the Night, was free from Pains and Catchings, her 
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Spirits were raifed, and her Stomach was eafy. I'wo of the fa- 
line Draughts were now ordered for the Day, and the feetid 
Bolus at Night. The next Day fhe was ftill better, and the 
Draughts and Belus were ordered as before. After this fhe 
wanted no more Medicines, but recovered her Flefh - and 
Strength, and grew as well as ever. 

_ De Sault, from his own Experience, recommends andthe} Me- 
thod of Cure by Mercurial Frictions ; of which he gives the fol- 
lowing Inftance : 

Four Men were bitten by the fame Wolf, the fame Day, and 
the fame Hour; they were dipped in Salt Water, and came 
back perfuaded that they had nothing to fear. Some Days after, 
one of them felt a numbed Pain about his Scars, which orew 
hard, and arofe like Embroidery ; he was foon after feized with » 
the ufual Symptoms, and died mad, as did likewife another. 
The Son of the former likewife began to feel.a Pain in the Ci- 
catrices, and.a Swelling with Hardnefs, .as.did alfo the fourth; 

_ upon which being fent for, he ordered them to rub a Dram and 

a Half of the mercurial or blue Ointment upon the Cicatrices, and — 
about the whole Arm, which was repeated three Days fucceflive- 
ly, and then every other Day; after'the fifth Friction, he allow- 
ed an Interval of two Days. Befides this, they took every Day 
a Dram and a Half of Palmavrius’s Powder. . 

After the third FriGion the Cicatrices grew fat and foft, the 
Pain went off, their Courage returned, and their Mind refumed - 

it’s former Tranquility. 


Palmarius’s Powder is thus made :

“Thefe Herbs muft be gathered in their gine: and dried fepa=. 
«ately in the Shade, and then powdered. But, if De Sauit’s 
Fri€tions want an Auxiliary, I fhould rather prefer either of the 
former. 

Dr. Fames is of Opinion that a Vomit or two of Aercurius 
emeticus flavus would be proper, the Dafe of which is from two 
to eight Grains, not omitting the Cinnabarine Powder, nor go- 
ing into the Cold Bath in a Morning for a Month. But fee what 
Hoffman's Opinion of the Cald Bath is above. 

The good Effet of Mercury, in the Cure of this Difeafe, is 
farther confirmed by Claude Choifel, a fefuit, Apothecary to the 
Miffion in the Aa/t-Indies, whofe Method is as follows, and 
who, it is plain, has adopted De Saui’s Method, with Jm- 
provements : 8. Lake 
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8. Lake of crude Quickfilver three Drams, extinguifbed ina Dram 
of Lurpentine ; choice Rhubarb, Coloquintida in Powder, and 
Gutta Gamba of each two Drams ; make them into a Mas for 
Pills, with a fufficient Quantity of Honey. The Dofe is a Dram. 


9. Take an Ounce of crude Quickfilver, filled with two Drams of 
Turpentine ; of Mutton Suet [or Hog’s Lard three Ounces, 
and make an Ointment. The Quantity to be rubbed into the Part 

“affecied at one Time is a Dram. | uf 
“You muft begin the Cure by rubbing a Dram of the Oint- 
ment into the wounded Part, keeping the Wound open as 
much as you can, that the Ointment may penetrate it more 
eafily. “Fhe next Day the Ointment muft be repeated again in 
the fame Quantity, and in the fame Manner, and the Patient 
muft be purged with a Dram of the mercurial Pills. On the 
third Day the Ointment muft be ufed as before, with fifteen 
Grains of the Pills. This laft Courfe muft be continued for ten 
Days, and then a Dram of the Pills muft be given again; after 
which the Patient may be difmiffed. | 
- ‘The above Method muft be purfued when the Patient applies 
to you immediately on his being bit; but, if not till fifteen or 
twenty Days after, the Dofe of the Medicines muft be increaf- 
ed, and continued for a longer Time. 
Children require a fmaller Quantity of Ointment in Propor= 
tion to their Age, and they only need to be purged once in 
three Days with Syrup of Rhubarb. During the Time of the 
Cure, all four or acid Things muft be avoided, and nothing 
eaten but what is eafy of Digeftion, and then it is no Matter 
of what Kind the Aliment is. ‘This Method has fucceeded in 
above three hundred Experiments. : 
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“WHERE are three effential Marks of Poifons which. diftin- 

: guifh them from other Things.that are noxious to human 
Bodies. he frr/ivis, that they confift of moft fubtile Parts, and’ 
confequently are pernicious in a fmall Quantity. The /econd, that 
they pervert, in a fhort Time, the regular Motions of the Solids 
and Fluids throughout.the Body, and induce the moft grievous 
Symptoms, even. Death itfelf. And the shird, that they exercite 
their Cruelty: on. the moft fubtile Fluid, andthe moft nervous 


Parts. 
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- Some Things will kill ina fhort Time which are not, Poifons ; 
as cold Water drank plentifully when the Perfon isin a profufe 
_ Sweat ; fevere Cold; a large Quantity of Brandy or other {piri- 
tuous Liquors ; acid mineral Spirits, as Oil of Vitriol. 

All the three Kingdoms have Poifons peculiar to themfelves, 
but the animal Kingdom affords the moft fubtile, which are com- 
municated by the Bite of mad or venomous Beafts, when they. 
_ are angered. “The mineral Kingdom produces Arfenicals and Mer- 
curials, And the Vegetable, Herbs and Plants, or their Parts, of 
a moft acrid, noxious, and deleterious Quality, fuch as the moft 
violent Cathartics, and Narcotics, which are noxious from a /ul- 
_ phureo-vaporous Principle. | 

Every Sort of Poifon feems to have an Effect peculiar to it- 
felf ; thus AZercury attacks the Fauces and their Glands, pro- 
ducing Ulcerations therein ; <Arfenic occafions the moft cruel 
‘Torments, Convulfions, and Mortification of the Coats of the 
Inteftines ; the Seeds of Datura, a Kind of Stramonium, induce 
Madnefs, or abfolute Stupidity ; yofciamus caufes a Stupor, and 
fo troubles the Imagination, that the Perfon affected believes he 
fees Demons and Spectres. Opium brings on Sleepinefs, and a 
T orpor on the Mind. Sharp draftic Purges inflame the Inteftines. 
‘The Bite of a mad Dog occafions the Dread of Water. The 
Venom induced by the Sting of a Tarantula produces wonder~ 
ful Effects; for the Patient is delighted with mufical Inftru- 
ments, and, when he hears'their Sound, immediately falls a ca- 
pering, ufing many antic Gefticulations. The Sting of a Score 
pion produces a fudden and exceeding cold Sweat. Litharge, un-- 
warily taken, caufes a convulfive Cholic, with an obftinate Cof- 
tivenefs. The Berries of deadly Night-fhade produce Madnefs, 
Rage, or Folly ; as do alfo the Roots of Cicuta terrefiris. 3 

‘The Bites of mad Animals have been already treated of; and, 
as for others, it appears from Experience, that the Bites or 
Stings of other Animals, fuch as Spiders, Scorpions, and Vi- 
pers, are moft pernicious in hot Countries ; and neither the u- 
jeas, nor any other Animals, are poifonous of themfelves, but 
their Stings or Bites, when they are mad, or provoked to An- 
ger; for there is no Hiftory worthy of Credit, which proves the 
internal Ufe of Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, have done any 
great Harm to human Bodies; though it muft be owned they 
contain a Kind of cau/fic Salt not very friendly to the Nerves; 
which, however, being a ftrong Diuretic, has been found bene- 
ficial in the Dropfy. 

The Venom which is communicated by the Stings or Bites of 
Animals, chiefly owes it’s Origin and Nature toa violent Affec= 

tion of the Mind, fuch as extreme and continued Anger: For 


fuch 
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fuch is the Nature of the Paffions of the Mind, that they affect. 
the whole nervous Fluid, and by that Means the whole Compages 

of the Nerves and Membranes, and greatly pervert all the vital 
Motions of the Solids and Fluids, as well /ecretory as excretory, in 

which the Force and Effe&ts of a real Poifon are contained. 

Hence it appears, that there is no Difference between a Poifon 

and a violent Paffion of the Mind, as to their Efficacy, Force, 

and Effe&s. Thus we have Inftances of the Bites of Men in 

Anger being fatal; and | knew ene in particular that was at- 

tended with purjle Spots, Cowvulfions, and 2 Delirium, which ended 

gn Death. , 

The Venom of Animals, whether in a Rage or Madnefs, 
communicates an InfeCtion not only by the Saliva, AGlk, and 
Lympha, but by the Semen, whence Women have received the 
Contagion from their Hufbands, of which J] knew one remark- 
able Inftance. Horr. 

The Symptoms which follow the Bite of a Viper, are a fharp, 
pricking Pain in the wounded Part; a Tumour, which is firft 
red, and afterwards livid, fenfibly extending itfelf to the neigh- 
bouring Parts; the Skin frets, and breaks out into little Blad- 
ders; fome Time after a remarkable Faintnefs fupervenes, with 
a quick, weak, and, fometimes, an intermitting Pulfe; a Palpi- 
tation of the Heart; a Stupefaction of the Senfes; an Anxiety 
of the Precordia; a reat Sicknefs of the Stomach, with bilious 
Vomiting ; a Dulnefs of Sights; fometimes Pains about the Na- 
vel, or the Region of the Liver ; dificult Breathing, Hiccoughs, 
~“Tremblings, Convulfions, cold Sweats, Coldnefs of the Extre- 
mities; after which Death clofes the Scene, unlefs prevented by 
timely Remedies, or the Vigour of the Contftitution, which Hof- _ 
yan thinks is generally the Cafe in thefe Northern Climates. If 

the Patient furvives, a Tumour with Inflammation continues for 
fome Time. Sometimes a Sanies flows from the Wound, and 

Puftules appear, like the Herpes excedens ; the Skin becomes yel- 
low, as if the Patient had the Jaundice. 

Hoffinan obferves, that externally in all venomous Bites it will 
be proper to apply fuch Things as relax and mollify the Stric- 
tures of the Parts, that open the Pores, and fo procure an Exit 
for the virulent Matter. The Ancients, for. this, applied the 
Parts of Animals juft killed to the Wound ; and Cel/us advifes 
to cut a Pullet in two, and apply it hot thereto; or a Kid, or 
a Lamb, which likewife muft be laid on hot. Fore/fus likewife 
recommends the fame, or the Podex of a living Pullet. The 
Wifeus of the mad Animal, and the Oil of Scorpions are of no 
other Benefit than by their emollient and demulcent Virtue. 
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But Celfus, firft of all, advifes a Ligature upon the Member 
above the Wound, yet not fo ftrait as to ftupify it, and then to. 
put a Cupping-Glafs upon it; nor will it be improper, fays 
he, to dilate the Wound with a Knife, that the vitiated Blood 
may run out. But as to what he mentions of fucking out the 
Venom, I am perfuaded few will be found to run the Rifque, 
notwithftanding he affirms it is no dangerous Experiment ; 
and we have two illuftrious Examples of it’s Safety in the 
Englifh Hittory. — : : 

Linderus advifes to inftil a Drop of Spirit of Sulphur, or Vitriol, 
into the Wound ; internally, Ced//us advifes Pepper, with a large 
- Draught of generous Wine ; after which, Sweating in.a warm 
Bath will be proper. 

Boyle obferves, that a hot Iron held over the wounded Part, 
immediately after the Bite, fo checks and weakens the Venom, 
that the Patient will have nothing to complain of, but a Pain 
in the Part of fhort Continuance. 

But, above all, Acad, from many Experiments, recommends 
the Fat of Vipers, which, being rubbed into the wounded Part, 
renders all others ufelefs; and, if that is not at Hand, it appears 
from fame late Trials, that common Sal/ad Oil, rubbed warm into 
the Part, will do as well. : 

The Bite of a RatTie-SnakeE, hitherto looked upon as a 
moit terrible Accident, may now be cured in a fimple, eafy 
Manner. It is the Invention of a Negro, for the Difcovery of 
which he had his Freedom purchafed, and an Hundred Pounds 
per Annum fettled upon him during his Life, by the General 
Affembly of Carolina; which I mention, as being neceflary to 
eftablifh the Credit of the Receipt. moa 

‘Take of the Roots of Plantane * and Horehound (in the Sum- 
mer in the Roots and Branches together) a fufficient Quantity ; 
bruife them in a Mortar, and {queeze out the Juice, of which 


* Simon Pauli has fomething very remarkable relating to Plantane, 
which, on Account of the Nature of the Subject, I fhall give you in 
his own Words: [p/e recordor quendam Furis Candidatum, qui ex impuré 
triobolaris Scorti Concubitu, 0b Stultitiam fuam, hoc pretii loco abftule- 
rat, ut fanguinolentam Gonorrhwam, aut Pollutionem potius noéiurnamy, 
Jubinde cruentam pateretur ; poft univerfalium Ufum, meo fuafu, fola 
Plantaginis Effentia, in Decoéo Sarfe diluta, Reftitutionem in integrum 
effe confecutum; cum parum abeffet, ut, nefcio cujus partis diminutionemy 
pri coadus fuifet. Headds, that the Root taken frefh out of the 
Ground, wathed and f{craped, and put into the Ear, often cures the 
Tooth-Ach like a Charm. It is ufed for all Kinds of Inflammations 
external and internal, and creeping Ulcers, whether old or recent. 
_ Quincy fays, fome had ftrange Notions of it’s refifting Poifons. Pliny 

and Dio/corides are profufe to a Fault in recounting it’s Virtues. 


give 
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give, as foon as poffible, one large Spoonful ; if the Patient be - 
welled, you muft force it down his Throat: This generally 
will cure ; but, if he finds no Relief in an Hour after, you may 
give another Spoonful, which never fails. 

If the Roots. are dried, they muft be moiftened with a little 
Water. ‘To the Wound may be applied a Leaf of good To- 
bacco, moiftened with Rum. ! 

A‘tius obferves, that there are three Kinds of Asrs, the ter- 
refirial, the Chelidonie which are found on the Banks of the Nile, 
and the Ptyades: ‘The terreffrial are fometimes five Cubits in 
Length; but the Pryades are Jongeft, and of an Afh-Colour 
mixed with Green and Gold. The terreffrial are generally of 
an Afh-Colour, but fometimes greenith. 

_ The Bite of an 4p is like the Prick of a Needle, which is 
double from a Male, from a Female quadruple. Nothing diftils 
from the Wound, unlefs the Animal is very angry; it is attend- 
ed with a Stupor, Palenefs, Coldnefs of the Forehead, continual 
Yawning, Twinkling of the Eyes, Inclination of the Neck, 
Laffitude of the Body, and a profound Sleep with Convulfions. 
"The Bite of the Cheldonia is immediate Death; that of thé Ter- 
seftrial kills in three Hours ; that of the Ptyas produces Dim- 
nefs of Sight, Pain at the Heart, Swelling of the Face, and 
Deafnefs. Death, after the Bite of this Kind, comes on more 
flow. Drinking Plenty of the fharpeft Vinegar is faid to be a 
Cure; and Cel/us gives an Inftance of a Boy cured by drinking 
of Vinegar, when there was nothing elfe at hand. 

 Sprper's are of two Sorts, the noxious and the harmlefe; 
the noxious are called Phalangia; none of thefe weave any 
Webs, like the domeftic or harmlefs Sort. Of the former thé 
Terantula is the moft often mentioned, and where they abound 
the Cure is well known. ‘The common Sort are frequently 
fwallowed as an empirical Cure for Agues, without any Danger. 
And the Bites of the venomous Sorts are fo feldom heard of in 
thefe northern Countries, that little certain can be faid about 
them. Thofe who have a Curiofity to read what has been 
wrote on this Subje@t, may fee Aatthiolus upon Diofcorides, or 
Afouffet upon Infects. Nor will it be neceflary to. add any thing 
more of the Sting of a Scorpion than what is hinted at above; 
much lefs fhall I mention-the various Kinds of Serpents which 
are Natives of Africa, of which we know little more, even at 
this Day, than what is to be found in the Ancients. 

Fleifter fays, the Stings of Wafps and Bees may be cured: with 
Vinegar alone, or mixed with Venice-Treacle or Bole. Some com-= 


mend the Rubbing of the Part with the Pulp of an Apples. o 
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The Toap, fays Allen, is full of Venom, and the very 
Centre and Repofitory of terreftrial Poifons. If they have no 
‘Teeth, yet their Gums are hard and rough, and by a powerful 
- Adhefion fo operate upon the Part as to mftil their Venom there- 
in. The Virulence of this Animal feems to confitt in it’s Rage or 
Excrements, particularly in a fharp cauftic Urine, umpregnated 
' with a volatile Salt; for when they are dead they are faid to be 
not at all venomous. They difcharge their Venom on Herbs, 
by pifling, fpitting, and vomiting, efpecially on Strawberries, 
which they are faid to be very greedy of. ‘This is not only per- 
nicious by getting into the Body, but by being fprinkled on the 
 §$kin, unlefs wafhed off immediately with Urine and Sale. 

When a Perfon is infected, his Skin turns yellow, his Body 
fwells univerfally, his Lips and Tongue grow black, and a Stam- 
mering fupervenes ; he is feized with an afthmatic Shortnefs of 
Breath, Vomiting, cold Sweats, Convulfions, Fainting, and, at 

Jength, with Death. , 
- Tf the Patient has fwallowed the Poifon, he muft take a Vo- 
mit and a Clyfter; as alfo warm and attenuating Alexiterials, 
as Theriac and Muthridate, in generous Wine ;, bathing in Salt 
Water, and much Exercife. 

The Mineral Kingdom furnifhes a very few real Poifons ; the 
only natural one is Cobalt ; the factitious are Arfenic, corrofive 

Sublimate, and Gla/s of Antimony. : 

Cobalt is a kind of a Marcafite, which is found in great Plenty 
in the Mines of AG/nia; and is well known for it’s poifonous 
Quality, fo fatal to Infects, Brutes, and Men. In making the 
blue Glafs, or Enamel, called Smelt, from this Mineral, a Sort 
of white Flowers arife, which, being melted in a ftronger Fire, 
is called white Arfenic. If this be melted again with an eleventh 
Part of Sulphur, it becomes yellow Arfenic, and, with a fixth Part 
of Sulphur, red. Of thefe the white is the moft deadly Poifon, ~ 

As for the true mineral Poifons, they were intirely unknown to 
the Ancients ; for they reckoned Quickfilver, crude Antimony, 
all Kinds of Vitriol as well as Cerufs, and the Lapis Lazuli, in 
that Clafs. But Orpiment, which they called Arfenic, as Cel/us 
teftifies, and looked| upon asa Poifon, is void of all Virulence 
and deleterious Qualities ; and Sandarach they, termed red Arfe- 
nic, which is made of melted Orpiment, but is no more noxious 
than the former. Indeed it muft be owned that the above Ca- 
talogue are not altogether friendly to human Nature, or may 
be endued with a corroding Quality, but they want the true 
Characteriftic of Poifons. | . 

But nothing is more errgneous than to call Orpzment a Poifon, 
and to confound it with yellow factitious Arfenic; andthe 
ithe: ; Moderns 
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Moderns are altogether inexcufable for making fuch a Miflake, 
Orpiment is a fulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, confifting 
of thin Laming, or fhining Scales, and is brought to us from 
the Mountains of AGjia near the Hellefpont. This reduced to 
Powder, and held to the Fire in a Ladle, burns atid emits a 
Flame with a whitifh yellow Smoke, over which, if you hold 
a Knife, it tinges it with a beautiful gold Colour, leaving be- 
hind a Sort of fandy Particles. “The Smoke has a feetid fulphu- 
reous Smell ; whereas common Arfenic flies quite away in thick 
white Smoke, with a moft foetid Garlic Smell, without any Flame, 
and it tinges a Plate of Iron white. Orpiment has no dtaftic 
Qualities, either as a Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have often 
tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram and a Half, 
without any Hurt. | ; : 

—— Quickfilver, diffolved in acid mineral Spirits; is likewife a Poi- 
fon; though of itfelf it is intirely innocent. This has chiefly 
appeared from Errors in Praétice, when the Mercury has not 
been rightly prepared and corrected. 

Likewife Gla/s of Antimony reduced into Powder, and exhibit+ 
ed, caufes enormous Vomiting, with moft cruel Gripings, which 
often end in Death ; and this I have known it do in a few Hours. 
Horr. 3 / 

Arfenic, taken inwardly, creates a pricking, vellicating, irri+ 
tating, burning Senfation, with a Heat, and moft violent Pain 
fn the Stomach, a racking Torture in the Bowels, Vomitingy 
unquenchable Thirft, 2 Roughnefs and Drynefs of the Tongue; 
. Fauces and Gullet, with Hiccoughs ; then follow moft cruel 
Anxieties, Palpitation of the Heart ; Faintings, Coldnefs of the 
Extremities; fometimes black Vomits, and Stools with a foetids 
cadaverous Smell; a Gangrene and Mortification of the Sto- 
mach and Inteftines, which ufher in Death. 

Milk is very ufeful againft all corrofive Poifons, for it prevents 
the Coats of the Stomach from being wounded by the Saline Spi- 
cula, and, by it’s foft, oleous Contexture, blunts their Acrimony ; 
and is a good Vehicle to bring them up by Vomit, I once pre- 
vented the Death of ten young Perfons, who had taken almoft 
two Ounces among them all in Water-Gruel, which, in a fhoret 
‘Time, produced the higheft Anxieties and corroding Tortures, 
by Oil of SweetAlmonds and Milk. They took at leaft ten Quarts 
apiece, which they vomited up again before the Reaching to 
Vomit ceafed. 7 

A Perfon, who, by wearing a Quickfilver Girdle, became pa- 
ralytic in all Parts below the Wafte, was cured by Salivation. 

. But, in all Cafes where a Perfon is fufpected to have been poi- 
fomed by fwallowing any Subftance of a corrofive Nature, — 

| with . 
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with Milk for a Vehicle yields the moft certain Relief ; and ever 
when acid mineral Spirits are taken by Miftake, they will blunt 
or fheathe the Acrimony fooner than fixed Salts and teftaceous 
Powder will change their Nature ; befides, Sallad Oil is gene- 
rally at Hand in all Places, as well as Milk, and the fooner it 
is given the lefs is the Danger. | 

The moft dangerous vegetable Poifons are Walf’s-Bane, [the 
Aconitum magnum Flore purpureo of Ray ;} the deadly Night-/bade, 
Henbane, and Datura; to which may be added, the Roots of 
Ocenanthe Cicute facie, or Hemlock-Dropwort. Cicuta vulgaris, or 
common Hemlock, is fo far from being poifonous, at leaft in fmalk 
_ Quantities, that it has of late been found very efficacious in the 
Cure of feveral moft obftinate Diforders. 

But Hemlock eaten inadvertently has produced Pains in the 
Stomach and Precrdia, with a Senfe of Pricking and Hear 
therein, attended with Giddinefs, the Vertigo, Epilepfy, and 
an Abolition of the Senfes, with a flrange Shaking, Writhing, 
and Diftortion of the Body ; univerfal Spafms; a Flux of. 
Blood from the Ears ; a Swelling as big as one’s Fift at the Pit. 
of the Stomach; Hiccoughing; fruitlefs Reaching to Vomit; a 
Swelling of the Face and Abdomen ; a Flux of green Froth 
from the Mouth after Death. 

Hoffman affirms, that Milk, in a large Quantity, is an univer- 
fal Remedy againft all Poifons that kill by Inflammation, and, 
if taken in Time, will prevent the direful Confequences. Allee 
thinks a Vomit with warm Water and Oil, taken in large 
Draughts, and often repeated, will be of great Service; as alfo 


- warm Water with frefh Butter; Milk and Oil, or Milk and 


Butter : But as for fat Broths, which he alfo recommends, or 
any thing elfe which requires fome Time for the Preparation, 
they only allow the Poifon to take deeper Root, and therefore 
ought not to be waited for. If the above Things will not 
provoke the Patient to vomit, Oxymel of Squills, Salt of Vi- 
triol, or a. Decoétion of ‘Tobacco may be ufed, as having a 
more immediate Effect. It is hardly fafe to give even the moft 
‘gentle Cathartic. 

The Stomach being thus emptied of all, or as much as pof- 
fible, Recourfe muft be had to generous Wine and Alexiphar- 
mics, fuch as Venice-Treacle, Confectio Alkermes, the Bezoardic 
Powder, &c. When there is a Sufpicion that the Coats of the 
‘Stomach, or Inteftines, are corroded or ulcerated, it will not 
_-be proper for the Patient to ufe Spices or Vinegar, nor to in- 
-dulge in too much Wine, but to take a Decodtion of Barley 
with Raifins ; or a Decoction of China-Root, Saflafras, ae 
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The fame Method is moft likely to anfwer when any othet 
deleterious Herb, or Root, has been eaten by Miftake, though 
_ the particular Species fhould not be known; and Hoffman af- 
firms, that when the Patient has been ftupified by Narcotics, 
the beft Remedies are Vomits mixed with Oil, to facilitate the 
Operation. | 

Allen thinks the Nux Vomica muft be fatal to Mankind, be- 
caufe it will kill Dogs and Cats; but Lemery and Hoffman deny 
it. “The latter obferves, that bitter Mlmonds ate fatal to Sterks 
and. Pigeons 5 and even to Dogs and Cats, as well as the Nux 
Vomica; that the Coceulus Indicus inebriates Fifh, and that a 
Spoonful or two of Spirit of Wine poured down the Throat of 
a Cat is certain Death, and yet they produce no fuch Effects in 
Men. ‘Likewife that all the deleterious or noxious Qualities of 
draftic Purges, fuch as white Hellebore, Tobacco, Afarum, Colocyn- 
ihis, by long Boiling evaporate quite away, as well as of fome 
Narcotics, fuch as the Seeds of Datura, black Henbane, and deadly 
‘Night/bade. In general, it is the fafeft Courfe to abftain from 
all Things of a dubious Nature. A {mall Quantity ef the De- 
coction of the Laudre-cerafus will kill a Dog. 

Befides the Poifons already known, there is another too fre- 
quently given in America, for which the Negro before-mentioned 
has. difcovered.a Cure. 

The Symptoms are a Pain in the Breaft, Difficulty of Breath- 
* dng, a Load at the Pit of the Stomach, and a regular Pulfe, 
- burning and violent Pains of the Vi/cera above and. below the 
Navel, very reftlefs Nights, fometimes wandering Pains over the 
whole Body, a Reaching and Inclination to Vomit, profufe 
Sweats, which prove: always ferviceable; flimy Stools, both 
when coftive and loofe; the Face is of a pale and yellow Co- 
Jour ; fometimes a Pain and Inflammation of the Throat; the 
Appetite is generally weak, and fome cannot eat any Thing; 
_ thofe who have been long poifoned are generally very feeble 
and weak in their Limbs; fometimes fpit a great deal; the 
whole Skin peels, and likewife the Hair falls off. . 

For the Cure; take the Roots of Plantane and wild Hore- 
hound, frefhi or dried, three Ounces ; boil them together in' two 
Quarts of Water to one Quart, and ftrain it; of this Decoc- 
tion let the Patient take one third Part, three Mornings: fuc- 
céfively; from which, if he finds any Relief, it muft be conti- 
‘nued till he is perfectly recovered ; on the contrary, if he finds 
no Alteration after the third Dofe,. it is a Sign that the Patient 
has not been poifoned at all, or that it has been with fuch Poi- 
fon that the Negroe’s Antidotes. will not remedy. » iy 
During 
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During the Cure, the Patient muft live on a {pare Diet, and 

i itain from eating Butter, or any other fat er oily Food. 
_ The Plantanes, or Horehound, will, either of them, cure alone, 
but are moft efficacious together. i the Summer, one Handful 
of the Roots and Branches of each. may be taken in the room of 
three Ounces. 

For Drink, during the Curé, take of the Roots of galden Rod, 
fix Ounces ; or in Summer two large Handfuls, the Roots and 
Branches together, and boil them in two Quarts of Water to 
one Quart (to which may be added a little Horehound and Saffa- 
fras). To.this Decoétion, after it is ftrained, add a Glafs of 
Rum or Brandy, and fweeten it with Sugar, as ordinary Drink. 
If there is an inward Fever, take a Pint of Wood-Athes and 
three Pints of Water, ftir and mix them well together, let them 
ftand all Night, and ftrain or decant them at Six in the Morn-— 
ing, of which ten Ounces may be taken fix Mornings following, 
warmed or cold, according to the Weather. 

Thefe Medicines have no fenfible Operation, though fome- 
times they work.in the Bowels, and give a gentle Stool. 
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Jj SHALL now proceed to fuch Diforders of the Senfes as 
are not already treated of in the Courfe of this Work ; for 
| by thefe the Objects imprefs a Motion upon the Nerves, whidh 
is transferred to the Brain, and to the Soul ;. but when the me- 
chanical Structure is hurt, with regard to the Solids or Fluids, 
ora Fault happens in the Animal Spirits, the Senfes are efther 
abolifhed, diminifhed, or depraved, according to the Nature of 
_ the Timpédiment::. Siioetines the Organ is not only hurt in one 
or more Places, but there is a F ault in the Spirits or Humours 
themfelves. 

The lefs plentiful the Influx of the Spirits is, into the Organs 
of the Senfes, the lefs is the Senfation, whence arife Faintings, 
and other Diforders, for want of Strength, and all or moft of 
the Senfes are abolifhed. So that the lefs the Humours are ac-_ 
cummulated about the Organs and Nerves of the Senfes, they | 
are confequently more or lefs hurt. Thus, from a Hurt of the 

-fenfory Organ, for Inftance, a Wound of the Eye, or a Rupture, 
or Hurt of che Membrane of the Tympanum, the ava: or Hear- 
ing are either deftroyed or leflened, 
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Of a Gutta SERENA. 


‘A GUTTA Serena, or Amaurofis, is an Abolition of the 
; & Sight, when no Fault appears in the Eyes, except in ‘the 
Pupil, which is larger than ufual, and more black ; nor will it 
contract, though any luminous Object is placed dire@ly before 
it, but continues quite immoveable. It may be diftinguifhed from 
‘the Diforder of the Eyes proceeding from the Vertigo ; for the. 
Objects feem to turn round: From a Cataract, for then an Opa- 
city of the cryftalline Humour is perceivable, and the Pupil will 

contract ina glaring Light. _ 

When this Difeafe comes on fuddenly, it generally proceeds 
from external Caufes, as Blows, Falls, and the like. When it 
comes on by Degrees in old Perfons, it arifes from a Hemiplexy 
or Palfy; as alfo in other weak and languid Conftitutions. 
Sometimes it’s Concomitants are Pains in the Head, the Ver- 
tigo, Sleepinefs, Noife in the Ears, and fometimes it comes on 
without any preceding Symptoms. | : 

There is likewife a periodical Gutta Serena, which coming on 
inftantaneoufly will laft for fome Hours and Days, and then dif- 
appears, but.often returns, as im hypochondriacal and hyfterical 
Patients. Sometimes the Light may be diftinguifhed from 

~Darknefs, and then it is faid to be imperfect. | 
From DiffeCtions it has appeared that the optic Nerves have 
been in fault, that is, they are wafted away, or much lefs than 
common ; as alfo comprefled by extravafated Fluids, hard Tu- 
‘mours about their Origin; and thus Plsterus onee found the 
Caufe of it to be a globous Tumour in the Brain, which com- 
prefled the optic Nerves, as appeared after Death. . | 
And yet it is no Wonder the Eyes fhould appear to be found, 
-becaufe the Circulation of the Fluids, which fupply the Mufcles 
of the Eyes, are in a good Condition; becaufe they have no De- 
pendence on the optic Nerves, nor do they proceed from thence. 
_ However the Caufe may be in the optic Nerve itfelf, and in the 
_ Blood-Veffels thereof, of whofe Exiftence there is.no longer 
any Doubt; for, when the Blood ftagnates in thefe, they may 
comprefs and diftend the fine capillary Tubes, as well as ftop 
the Progrefs of the Lympha in the Veflels encompafiing- the 
Nerves. his appears to be the Caufe of the periodical Guita 
- Serena, which ceates as foon as the Stagnation of the Blood is 
removed. . RRR pods fey hee Ul 
- The Indications of Cure are to difcufs the fagnating Hu- 
snours, which comprefs the Nerves, and then to ftrengthen the 
‘afrected Parts. AT See OR irifler 
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Heifter affirms, it is to be cured by Aromatics, Carminatives, 
and Attenuants ; chiefly Eye-Bright, Veronica, Hyffop, Rofemary- 
Flowers, Sage, Fennel; and Annifeeds, Valerian-Root, Safjafras, Cin- 
namon, Wood-Lice, either in Infufion, or Powder. The Juice 
of Wood-Lice, newly exprefled, and taken for fome Weeks, in- 
creafing the Dofe, is of excellent Ufe, as likewife Mercurials, 
taken in very fmall Dofes, and a long while together. 

If it arifes from a Suppreffion of ufual Hemorrhages, they are 
to be reftored ; but, if this cannot be done, artificial Bleeding is’ 
to be fubftituted. 

Coward fays, that the proper Medicines are Volatiles, Chaly- 
beates, Mercurials, Cephalics, and nervine Medicines. Pyit- 
cairne feems to agree with Ffez/fer. Externally, Iffues are held 
to be good, Clyfters and Setons, efpecially in the Phlegmatic. 
The Eyes may be wafhed with Fennel, Valerian, Eye-bright, or 
Rofe-Water, Spirit of Wine, Hungary-Water, and Sal Volatile Oleo- 


fum, diluted, or an Infufion of Fennel-Roots in Wine, with _ 


Bags of ftrengthening Herbs, and Fennel-Seeds, often put there- 
on. Sneezing Powders may likewife be proper, efpecially fo- 
rentine-Orrice, or Horfe-Chefnuts, likewife Spirits of Harts’-Horn, 
or Sal Volatile Oleofum, may be applied to the Nofe. Riverius 
afirms Cupping, with Scarification on the back Part of the 
Head, has drawn the Humours fo effectually from: the Fore- 
Parts, that fome, after the Operation, ‘have received their Sight 
in an Inftant. Ne 
When the Gutta Serena proceeds from a Stagnation of the 
Blood, as is generally the Cafe in plethoric Patients, who have 
a red florid Face, a large Pulfe, and a Stoppage of the ufual fan- 
guineous Evacuations; then the Cure is to be begun with Bleed- 
ing in the Foot, or rather by the Incifion of the frontal Veins, 
or temporal Arteries ; for we have known fome recover from a 
Wound in the Forehead, which has bled plentifully. Likewife 
Leeches may be applied to the Temples, or to the 4aus, when 


‘the Bleeding Piles have been fupprefled. But, if a periodical or 


ufual Bleeding of the Nofe is ftopped, an Hemorrhage from 
thence muft be procured, by thrufting a Straw or Quill, ora 
fmall Stick, up the Nofe. Spot § : 

In all Diforders of the Eyes, but particularly in this, the 
Body muft always be kept open, that the Humours may be 
invited downwards, with laxative Pills mixed with Calomel. 
‘Likewife ftrong Clyfters are of very great Ufe. | 

In the inveterate Guita Serena, the following Powder is ex- 
eellege ss |

_ One.of thefe Parts may be given every Evening, and in the 
Morning the Patient muft drink an Infufion in the Manner of 
‘Tea, of the Leaves of Balm, Fennel-Seed, and Valerian-Root. If. 
thefe fail, the Patient muft have Recourfe to a Salivation, which 
has recovered many ; or rather to a Solution of eight Grains of 
corrofive Sublimate in a Pint of Brandy. A common Spoonful. 
is a Dofe, which muft be continued Night and Morning for a 
Month. ‘This Medicine anfwers all the Ends of a Salivation, 
and is much more fafe. It will likewife be proper to promote 
Sneezing with two Grains of the refinous Extradt of Lienum 
Vitz, which will draw a great deal of Phlezgm from the Nofe. 
Alfo a Linen Bag may be laid over the Eyes full of Valerian 
Root, Fennel-Seeds, and Rofe-Leaves, fprinkled with Argquebufade- 
Water ; and the Temples may be anointed with effential 4ro- 
matic Oils, efpecially when the Conftitution of the Patient is 
phlegmatic. “The Decoétion of Sarfaperilla is an ufeful Auxi- 
_ liary in this Cafe. 
. Bellofie recites feveral Inftances of Gutta Serenas cured by 
Cauftics applied behind both Ears, and kept long open; and

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Of aSuFrFrusion, or CATARACT. 


A SUFFUSION, or Cataract, is an Obftruction of the 
4 % Pupil, by the Interpofition of fome opaque Subftance, 
which diminifhes or. extinguifhes the Sight: Some are thicker 
- than others 5; fome are white, black, citron-coloured, or brown- 
ffh. It is always contained between the Uvea and Selerotica, 
where it fometimes fwims and fluctuates like a Bit of Lawn, in 
the aqueous Humour, and fometimes it adheres clofe to the Coats. 
It is generally an Opacity of the cryftalline Humour. 
'. The Medicines above-mentioned, in an incipient or recent 
‘Cataract, from thick or vifcid Humours, may do good, efpeci- 
ally if they arife in the cryftalline Humour, as Heder affirms, 
‘becaufe they attenuate, refolve, and render the Humours fluxile, 
and increafe the Spirits. A Grain or two of Mercurius dulcis, 
given with twice the Quantity of prepared Oifter-fhells for thirty 
: ; ae fey? 
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Days together, has deftroyed the Rudiments of a Cataraét.: But, 
if thefe have no Effect, and the Cataract grows inveterate, ripe, 
or perfect, it is to be fappretted for which, fee the Writers on 
Surgery: Though Coward affirms, that elie’ is but one Method 
of performing the Operation ; that is, by thrufting the Couch- 
ing-Needle through the banata and Cornea, from the leffer Cor- 
ner of the Eye towards the ‘Nofe, and rolling up the Cataract 
with the fame, and then gently moving it down to the Bafis of 
the Eye, that it may be lodged there; this muft be performed 
with a gentle and fteady Hand ; after that, it is neceflary to keep 
the Patient as quiet as may be, for tiara Days, and to cover 
the Eye with ftyptic or agglutinating Medicines.

4 GLAUCOMA is a Change of the erghaluing Humour 


into an azure Colour, from it’s Drynefs and Condenfation, 
-as fome affirm; but Her/ler fays, it arifes from an Opacity of the 
vitreous Hastieat. which becomes of a whitifh green Colour ; 
_ for, ina Suffufion, an opaque Body is placed behind the Fupt 
or is next to the uveous Part. 7 
Sennertus fays, this Malady is known from a very fonaae 
Whitenefs appearing in the Eye, and lying deep behind the Pu- 
pil, and. all “Things are feen as through a Smoke or Cloud; it is 
faid to be incurable. 
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Of tbe Amblyopia, or Obfcurity of Sight. 


HE Anmblyopia is an Obfcurity of Sight, and is four- fold ; 
Myopia, or Short-fightednefs ; Prefitopia, or Seeing only 
at too great a Diftance ; Nyéfalopia, or Seeing only i in the me 
Amaurofis, of which beldhe. 

Myopia, proceeds from the two great Convexity of the Cornea, 
or cryftalline Humour, or from the Eyes being larger than com- 
mon, as we learn from Optics. ‘This is beft ‘afifted by coneave 
Glaffes. | 

Pefbytopia proceeds from the contrary Caufes, and receives 
Affiftance from Glaffes of a convex Form. 

NyGalopia is a two-fold Malady, in which the Complaints 
are contrary to each other. In the firft Species, the Sight is beft 
in the Night, and in obfcure Places; but in a clear Light the 
Sight os and they can hardly fee any Thing at all. In the 

M 3 other 
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other Sort, which is improperly called a Nyétalopia, they fee no- 
thing at all, except in a clear bright Light. This infirmity arifes 
from a ca bad Formation of the Eye, and is therefore in- 
curable. The Prefbytepia may likewife be affifted by cephalic 
and ftrengthening Medicines, by watery and vinous Infufions, 
and comforting Eye-waters. 


POURRA 
Of Atoms and Flies appearing before the Eyes. 
‘4 HESE Images or Appearances arife before the Eyes from 


an Obftruction of the optic Nerve, from the fine Fibres 
of the Retina, or from the fmall Veins contained therein; that 
is, they feem to be too much dilated, and are cured with Diff- 
culty, and efpecially if they are inveterate, becaufe they are not © 
feldom the Fore-runners of a Gutta Serena, or a Cataract ; though 
_I have known fome to have had them many Years, withot, the 
leaft bad Confequence; in the Beginning they may be cured 
with fuch Things as open Obftructions, efpecially thofe men- 
tioned in the Gutta Serena. 


+ Behe Re ekeebeate taeda bOs ete aaa Macheeeecdeets 
Of a STRABISMUS, or Squinting. 


A STRABISMUS, commonly called Squinting, i is an un- 
df X& equal Contraction sf the Mufcles of the Eye, either from 
a Spafm, an Epilepfy, or a Palfy, whereby the Axis of the Pupil 
is drawn towards the Nofe, Temples, Forehead, or Cheeks ; fo 
that the Perfon cannot behold an Object direétly. Infants rea- 
dily contract this Diftemper, fometimes for Want of Care in the 
‘Nurfes, who place the Cradles in a wrong Pofition, with a regard 
fo the Light. Children, likewife, while growing up, fometimes 
fall into this Diforder, either from ill Cuftoms contraéted in soe 
ing, or by looking on others who are affected with it. 

This Pe iorder | is very difficult to cure; therefore the ott 
Care fhould be taken to prevent it, and the Cradle fhould be fo 
placed, as not to occafion the Child to look awry. gineta con- 
trived a Mafk, and fo adapted it to the Face, that nothing could 
be feen except through two Holes ftrait forward; and, for the 
fame Purpofe, what we call Gogglers are ufed, 


OF 
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Of the Uncuis, Pannus, or Prerycium, of the Membrane of 
the EYE. 


N Unguis of the Eye is a membraneous flefhy Excrefcence, 
which generally firft appears in the greater Angle of the 
Eye, and increafes infenfibly, till it expands fomewhat like a 
Wine over the conjunctive Coat, between it and the Cuticle, 
reaching to the external Circle of the Iris, and fometimes far-. 
ther, and covers the tranfparent Cornea in fuch a manner, that 
it obfcures the Sight. It fometimes, though but aay begins 
in the leffer Angle. ty 

It is diftinguifhed into three Sorts, the unre: the fatty, 
and the varicous. Thofe are moft fubje&t to this Difeafe, who 
have been afflicted with Defluctions on the Eyes, Inflammations, 
or Sugillations. Sometimes a flight Fluxion of a fharp Pumour 
which, corroding the external “Vefiels and Membranes of the 
Conjundtive, caufes this Diforder, but this is feldom. ° 

The Adipous, or fatty Unguwis, never becomes malignant, but 
the membraneous and the varicous may, and efpecially the lat- 
. ter; and, when they become cancerous, the Cure is not to be 
attempted. A moderate recent Unguis is curable, or, at leaft, 
it’s Augmentation may be prevented: But, when it begins to 
cover the horny Coat, all Remedies are ufelefs, for then the 
Hand of a Surgeon is the only Cure. 

The Medicines in Ufe are Sugar-Candy, Honey, White- 
wine, Bone of the Cuttle-fifh, burned Harts’-horn, and calcined © 
Eeg-fhells ; as alfo Waters of Eye-bright, the great Celandine, 
and Fennel, in which Crocus Metallorum may be infufed, or Sal. 
Gem. diffolved. Particularly the Gall of a Pike diffolved in a 
proper Water, that is, two Ounces to one of the Gall. Some 
recommend a Water diftilled, from the Dung of young Geefe, 
in April. If the Diforder is aplinates the Juice of the greater 
Celandine may be ufed, diluted in Fennel-water. The following

AY Albugo, or Leucoma, is a whitifh Spot of the tran{parent 


Cornea; the broader and thicker it is, the more it ob{cures 7 
the Sight 5 when it is fuperficial, it appears the whiter; and, 
when it is deeply rooted, it tends to Blacknefs, and is Pas 
curable. ‘That which is in Reality a Cicatrix, or Scar, left after 
a Wound or Ulcer in the Eye, is very dificult to be diffipated ; 
that which follows an Inflammation of the Eye often goes away 
of it’s own Accord. 

It may be diftinguifhed from a Cicatrix, becaufe this is of 2 
fhining White, and without Pain; whereas the 4/bugo looks like 
Chalk. is attended with a flight Fluxion, and fome Degree of an 
Efe momatinn with Pain. It is generally the Fore- “runner of an 
Ulcer. | 

The Intentions of Cure are anfwered by Emollients, Refol- 
vents, and Difcutients, which muft be ufed with great Caution. 
To take away a Cicattix, the fharpeft Topics, nay, Catheretics, 
are fometimes to be ufed, with a very prudent Hand; but, firft 
of all, mild ‘’hings may be tried, and, if they ay we may pro- 
ceed to itronger.

tate the Coats of the Eyes. as 

Others 
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Others ufe Sugar-candy diflolved in Fennel or Eye-bright Wa- 
ter, the Juice of Fennel or Gelandine, with a few Drops of Bal- 
fam of Peru, which, Riverius fays, powerfully difperfes an 4/- 
bugo. He likewife’ recommends the following: Take four 
Ounces of Rofe Water, and diflolve a little Sal Ammomacin it, fo 
that it may gently affect the Tongue; then put it in a brazen 
Veflel till it grows blue. If you make ufe of the Gall of a Pike, 
or the Juice of Celandine, it will be proper to mix them with a 
Mucilage of Gum Tragacanth, or Quinces. 

The French Surgeons fcarify the Eye for this Difeafe, with the 
Briftles or Beards of Rye-Grafs ; that is, about twenty or twenty- 
_ five of them tied together, like a little Brufh or Pencil ; and with 
this they brufh the Eyes fometimes till a little Blood comes, re 
peating the fame every other or third Day, four or five Times, 
ormore. After the Operation, they wafh the Eye very often 
with warm Water, and at Night. apply the Pulp of a roafted 
Apple. = 
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Of a SuGILLATION, or Broop-SHot Eve. 


Sugillation firft appears of a reddifh Colour, and after- 
wards livid, or black. It is caufed by a Stroke or Fall, 
or violent Vomiting, whereby the Blood is extravafated in the 
Coats of the Eye. If the Cornea is affected very much, all 


Objeéts appear of a reddifh Colour; for fome Veins run to the. 


Cornea, in the Part towards the /r1s, or the Blood may be poured 
_ out into it from the neighbouring Veflels. : 


If the Diforder is great, there will be Occafion for Bleeding: 


and Purging, for the grumated Blood in the Sugillation is to be - 


refolved and difcuffed, which may be done by Difcutients, fuch 
as Juice of Fennel, with Balfam of Peru, Juice of Celandine, fim- 
ple Honey-Water, mixed with other Eye-Waters. | 
If from this or any other Caufe there fhould happen to be an 
Ulcer of the Eye, Demours recommends coarfe Sugar, as a good 
Ingredient for deterging thofe of the Cornea, in which Aftringents 
are hurtful; but it muft be mixed with Colyria. When the 
aqueous Humour of the Eye is evacuated at a Wound or Ulcer 
of the Cornea, he expofes the Patient to the Light, from Time to 
Time, till the Cornea is again raifed by the aqueous Humour ; 
for the Light occafions a Motion in the Jris, which may prevent

N £piphora is a Defluxion of a falt, fharp Humour upon 

the Eyes, attended with Itching, Pain, and Rednefs; as 

alfoa Dimnefs of Sight. It is but flight when there is no De- 

feG in the Bulb of the Eye; when the Eye-lids fwell and look 

red ; when the Matter of the Fluxion is thick, and fometimes 

alec the Eye-lids together in the Night; continuing in this 
State for fome Time. 

Children are often affli&ted with this Difeafe, particularly 
thofe who have had a Scald-Head improperly cured ; who have 
Swellings in the Glands of the Neck or about the Fars, and 
then ‘it cannot be cured until thefe Tumours are difcufled. It 
Fame tiie likewife fucceeds the Small-Pox and Meafles. 

~The Seat of this Difeafe is in the Glands of the Eye, efpeci- 
: ally in thofe called the Lachrymal Glands. ‘ 
- "This Difeafe may be certainly cured in the Beginning, by a 
plentiful Drinking the Infufion of the Leaves. of Veronica, in the 
Manner of Tea for fome Time. When it is inveterate, the 
Patient muft be very regular in his Diet, and muft avoid every 
Thing falt, fharp, acid, “Wine: Strong-Beer, and Drams. . His 
common Drink may be a Decadtion ‘of Harts’-horn and Fennél- 
feeds, ufing warm Pediluvia at Night going to Bed. 
| Externally a Grain of Vitriol may be mixed. with unfalted 
Butter, to which a {mall Portion of Sugar of Lead may be added, 
and put into the greater Corner of the Eye. This is a moft ufe- 
ful Medicine. When the Lippitude is of the dry Kind, all acid - 
Applications muft be avoided, and the Eyes muft be covered with 
a Poultice of white Bread and Milk, with a little Saffron mixed 
with it. The Succefs of Setons and Mie uncertain, but a 
perpetual Blifter on the Nape of the Neck is of great Service. 
But it muft be continued for a confiderable Time. 

If an Ep:phora has been of long Standing, it is ditheiile to be 
cured, and often degenerates into a /i ifiula. Lachrymalis. Lapis 
Caleminaris is a fingular Medicine. See the de seri 
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Of a WatTERY Eve. 


A WATERY Eye, if it arifes from the Weaknefs of the 

Lachrymal Gland, it will be proper to ufe Strengtheners 
externally, as Spirit of Wine, Hungary Water, Spring Water, 
Fennel, or Valerian Water, wherewith the Parts adjoining aré 
to be wafhed ; internally, the abounding Serum muft be evacu- 
ated or revulfed; if it be very fharp, it is to be corrected by 
Balfamics, and Medicines againift Catarrhs, fuch as Eflence of 
Amber, and Decoétion of the Woods: The Revulfion muft be 

_ made by Bilifters and Iffues. If the Nafal Duct is obftructed, 
or there is a Fi/fula Lachrymalis, they may require the Affiftance 
of a Surgeon. If the Caruncula Lachrymalis is corroded or de- 
firoyed, which Difeafe is called Rhyas, it is incurable, as well 
as that which arifes from Old-Age.

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Of the FistuLta LACHRYMALIS. 


HE Fiftula Lachrymalis is a Difeafe which attacks the great 
Caruncle in the inward Corner of the Eye, and flopping 
up the natural Paflage of the Tears, forces them to run down 
the Cheek ; but this is the firft Degree of the Difeafe. The 
fecond is, when Pus is mixed with the Tears, which proceeds, 
fometimes, from an Opening in the Skin, between the Nofe 
and the great Corner of the Eye. ‘The laft is, when the Pus 
has not only corroded the neighbouring Parts which are foft, 
but has affected the Bone which lies underneath. ‘This Sort 
of Fifiula fometimes turns -cancerous ; and Riverius advifes not 
to meddle with it at all. q leh 
Whatever may be the Caufe of this Diforder, whether of the 
Small-Pox, or the French Difeafe, it always ftops up the Nafai 
Conduit. nel, a French Surgeon, has treated this Diforder in- 
a new Manner, when it is recent. He introduces a fmall Probe 
through the Lachrymal Punétum into the Lachrymal Sack, and 
fo into the Nofe, in order to break the Concretions which ftop 
up the Canal ; and likewife he forces in an Injection by the other 
Lachrymal Point with a Syringe, in order to clear the Canal., 
But another ingenious Surgeon [Foret] when. 1 was at Paris, 
fays Sharp, has difcovered a new Method, by which he declares 
he has cured feveral Fi/fule Lachrymalis, without making an In- 
cifion into the Lachrymal Sack; it is fomewhat in Anel’s Man- 
ner, who employed ballamic Injeétions, by the Puncta Lachry- | 
he, tS , yas maliay 
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malia, in order to deterge the Ulcers of the Sach, and to open 


the Obftruction of the Duétus ad Nafum ; but this Surgeon pafles 
his Canula from the Noftril through the Dudtus ad Najuin inte 


the Sack. 


He does not introduce the Canula when he flings up the In- 


; jection, which is ufually twice a Day ; but, when he has once 


pafled it into the Duéius ad Nafum, he leaves it there for nine or 
ten Days, and then exchanges it for a clean one, which he con- 
tinues from Time to Time, till the Fiftula is cured by the In- 
jections. ‘The Canula is a Semi-circle, about an Inch and an 
Half Diameter, with a {mall Portion of it at the Handle, almoft 
ftrait, fo that it nearly refembles the Figure of a Sickle. The 
Diameter of the Orifice at the Handle is one Tenth of an Inch, 


_ and the Canu/a is made taper through all it’s Length, fo that it’s 
_ Extremity is very minute. The Point of the Canula, when in- 


troduced, reaches to the Saccus, and the Handle of it lies within 


the Nottr il, 


_ But I have not yet tried this Method, which I am afraid may 
fometimes prove hurtful. Befides, whe the Coats of the Sack 
are become very thin, as is generally the Cafe, when it is en- 
larged and ileerated, I fhould imagine an Incifion into it, or 


even the cutting away a Portion of it, abfolutely neceflary for 


~n 


effecting the Cure. 

Many Authors fay, they have fometimes treated this Difeafe 
as a fimple Abfcefs of the Sac, though they generally recom- 
mend the actual Cautery. But, when the Abfcefs is fo fordid 
that the Incifion will not yield, Part of the Sack muft be taken. 
away: ‘Thus Ce//us treated it, without penetrating the Bone, 
though he made ufe of the Cautery. 

It ae Abfcefs is not open, a Time muft be chofen when it ig 


fulle# of Pus. For this Reafon, the Eye of the Patient muft be 


clofed in the Evening before the Operation, and fmall, longifh 
Pieces of Plaifter muft be put one upon another, acrofs the Eye- 
lid, ftom the Punéta Lachrymalia to the great Angle of the Eye. 
The fuperior Branches of the Canal being thus comprefled; that 
nothing can pafs that Way, it will be amaffed in the Sack, and 
a Place proper for an Incifion would be pointed out. 

Ifthe Abfcefs is already open, the Orifice and the Probe will 
thew where it is to be dilated. Then, placing the Patient on 
a Seat of a proper Height, you muft take the Bz/foury; and 
make a Dilatation above and below, from the fuperior Part of 
the Sack to the Edge of the Orbit. There is no Danger in cut= 
ting the Tendon of the orbicular Mufcle, nor even the Blood- 
Vellels. However, they ate to be avoided, if poffible, and the 
Incifion fhould be near Half an Inch lone. TS) 

Care 
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Care muft be taken in making the Incifion, not to cut teo 

near the Joining of the Eye-lids, becaufe it would leave a De- 
formity. 

The Sack being opened, it muft be filled with dry Lint, which 
may be taken away the next Day, and in it’s Place muft be put 
“a Pledgit dipped in a mild Digeftive. This muft be repeated 
once or twice in a Day, according to the Quantity of the Sup- 
puration. Ifthe Pus is not laudable, Precipitate may be em- 
ployed; and a Spunge Tent may be ufed from Time to Time, 
to hinder the Top of the Abfcefs from uniting too foon. 

When the Suppuration begins to diminifh, at every Drefling 
_afmall Probe muft be introduced into the Nafal Canal, or a 
Silver Wire to dilate it a little, and to leave a Paflage for the 
Tears and the Pus. This Method muft be continued till the 
Suppuration is almoft ended, which will be in a few Weeks 5 
then it may be dreffed fuperficially, with dry Lint, or with a 
Deficcative, which will complete the Cure. ~ After which it will 
be proper to wear a comprefling Bandage a few Weeks longer, 
to prevent it’s Return. 
When the Bone is bare, and the Fi/lula requires Perforation, 
you muft direé&t the Inftrument towards the Nofe, and not carry 
it down the Nafal Canal, for fear of entering the Sinus Maxil~ 
lavis. You will find when the Bone is fufficiently penetrated, 
by the Blood which will pafs freely from the Nofe. : 
Then the Wound mutft be drefled in the Manner I have al- 
ready defcribed, and the Probe or Wire muft be thruft through 
the Canal every Day, for fear it fhould remain flopped after the 
Healing of the Abfcefs. If you find you cannot caufe the 
Wire to pafs, becaufe the Canal is full, the Paflage muft be 


kept open with a fmall Tent in the Nofe, till the Suppuration - 
is quite finifhed.

HE Caufes of Deafnefs are a cutting off the external Ear, 
4 or an Obftruction of the auditory Paflage from Wax, or 
other Things; from a Rupture of the Membrane of the Zym- 
panum, or when it is corroded or ulcerated, or the auditory 
Nerve is obftructed or comprefled.. External Caufes are Falls 
from high Places, exceflive Noife, fuch as the Explofion of 
Cannon ; likewife acute Difeafes near their State, which are

As to the Proghoftics, thofe who are ‘born deaf are rately : 
cured. A real Deafnefs is hard to remedy.’ A Deafnefs in 
acute Difeafes, with crude Urine, foretells a Delirium; but, 
when the Signs « 43 Cottion are good, it portends a critical fHe- 
‘morrhage. ) 

With ue to the Cure ; if the ObftruGion be in the exter- 
nal Cavity of the Ear, it is difcernible by the Sight. If there 
is Occafion to fyringe the Ear, a Decoétion of Sage and Rofe- 
amary Flowers will be proper, with equal Parts of Water and 
White-Wine ; but great Caution fhould be ufed. Some pump 
the Head with warm Bath-Waters. Some fay, the Eggs of 
‘Ants bruifed and put into the Ear, with the Juice of an Onion, 
‘cure the moft inveterate Deafnefs. Others affirm, that a Sali- 
‘vation will fometimes perform a Cure. 

A critical Deafnefs will ceafe of itfelf. ‘Bivmller fecotimende 
“Amber and Mufk, and I have known Hardnefs of Hearing often 
‘curred by putting a Grain or two ofMufk into the Ear, with 
‘Cotton-Wool.

Vomiting in this Cafe is proper, or Purging when that is for- 
bid. ‘To thefe fhould be joined Strengtheners of the Stomach, 
and chiefly ftomachic Balfams made of Oil of Nutmegs, and 
diftilled Qils, and ftomachic Plaifters. Hoffinan fays, there is’ 
nothing. better than Mint, it’s fpirituous Water and diftilled 
Oil; likewife Maftic and it’s Spirit, or Balfam of Peru, diftilled 
with Salt of Tartar. 

In acute Fevers, efpecially the malignant, epidemic, and fpot- 
ted, there is generally a Naufea and Retching to Vomit, for 
which Reafons Emetics are good ; likewife in the Dyfentery, - 
e{pecially when it is epidemic, and rife in a Camp, Emetics are 
not only ufeful but neceflary, with a flender Diet.

To allay the contractile Force, Oils and fat Things are pro- 
per, fat Meat, Pork, hot Bread and Butter; likewife Milk, 
and Laéicinia, efpecially Compofitions of Meal and Milk, Rice, 
Millet, Barley, Buck-Wheat, Beans, Peafe, Lentils, Al- 
monds, and the like. As alfo Chocolate made with Milk, 
and fweetened with Sugar. If thefe are infufficient, Opiates 
muft be added, particularly a Dram of Theriaca in the Even- 
ing. 

If it proceeds from fharp Humours, Abforbents muft be add- 
ed to the former Things. If an’Acid is in Fault, thirty or 
forty Drops of Oil of Tartar per Deliquium will be proper, 
and Alkalies in general, efpecially Filings of Steel taken in 
large Dofes. In fome, Brandy drank in a Morning has been 
ufeful. Frequent fmoking Tobacco is likewife beneficial.

N unquenchable Thirft fometimes proceeds from fharp 
. Alkalies, or falt or bilious Crudities in the Prime Vie, 
which is ufually called a bilious or hot IJntemperies, and the 
Patient feels Heat and Thirft ; or fometimes from the Humours 
being too thick and falt at the fame Time, and confequently 
cannot be fecreted, to moiften the Mouth and Gullet. 

If it proceeds from the former Caufe, a fufficient Quantity 
of aqueous Liquor, with a little Nitre, or Orange-Juice, or 
fome acid Spirit, will be proper. “Thus, a Quart of Water 
mixed with an Ounce or two of Wine Vinegar, with a little 
Sugar, will be an agreeable Drink. I have cured a young 
Woman with Plenty of Whey and Cream of Tartar, and 
Sorrel, taken Morning and Evening.

When the Stomach is too much filled with Aliment difficult —

In a very violent Cardialgia, from Congeftions of Blood, Vo- 
mits are improper, but Bleeding neceflary, with Antifpafmodics | 
of Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre, Cinnabar, Crabs’ Eyes, and the 
like, in a proper Vehicle; as alfo Spirit of Harts’-horn’ mixed 
with ‘Tincture of Tartar to fifty or fixty Drops.

B* SIDES Defe&s of the Senfes, and Hindrance to Mo- 
3 tion, fome Difeafes proceed from Obftructions, among 
which is Coftivenefs. Gentle Purges ferve to take off the Slow- 
ne{s from the Belly, to rouze the Spirits, and the languid Fibres 
of the Inteftines; fuch as purging mineral Waters, purging 
Salts, Sal mirabile Glauberi, Epfom Salt, warm Water, and the 
common purging Potion ; as well as the lenitive Eledary. 
If Coftivenefs proceeds from hard Feces, a moiftening flip- 
pery Diet, of Plumbs, Cherries, or fealded Apples, with or with- 
out Raifins ; efpecially Coffee drank with Milk, emollient fapo- 
-naceous Clyfters, and the Things above-mentioned are proper. 
Hoffman fays, an obftinate Coftivenefs is generally owing to 
Spafms in the Inteftines themfelyes, or in the lower Part ae 
| : 4olon 
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Calon and Reftum, or as propagated by Confent from the more 
remote Parts. The Suppreffion of this Evacuation produces 
Scybals, generates Flatulencies, and other grievous Symptoms, 
efpecially in hypochondriac and hyfteric Perfons: But, when 
this Difeafe is conftitutional, it may be borne aiong while with- 


out Danger. 
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Of Difficulty or Suppreflion of URINE, 
IFFICULTY of Urine arifes generally from a Stone, 


from an Inflammation of the Kidneys, or the Neck of 
the Bladder. In fanguine Perfons, it may proceed from the Sup- 
preflion of fome ufual Hemorrhage, or from the Blind Piles; or - 
there may be a Congeftion of Blood, in the {pungy or caver- 
nous Part of the Urethra, which may be fo diftended and inflated, 
gs not to tranfmit the Urine, or at leaft with great Difficulty. 
In fome it may be owing toa Spafm of the Neck of the Blad- 
der, or to fharp Urine; in others to a Palfy of the Bladder; or 
a Caruncle of the Urethra; or from a Tumour, Abfcefs, or Ui. 
cer in the proftate Gland; or from it’s being too large, or in- 
durated, as often happens. Likewife in bloody Urine it is not 
feldom fuppreffed, at leaft it is expelled with great Pain and 
Trouble, which proceeds from a Concretion of Blood. &tmul- 
ker affirms, that a Dy/ury is generally occafioned from the Want 
of Mucus of the urinary Paflage, or it’s being worn off. 
As the Caufes of an Ifchury are various, they ought to be 
carefully diftinguifhed from each other. When it proceeds from 
an Inflammation of the Kidneys, the Pain and Heat are princi- 
pally in that Region, attended with a Fever; if from a Stone 
in the Kidneys, it is accompanied with Vomiting ; if from a 
Stone in the Bladder, there is a violent Pain in the Bladder, 
which is extended to the very Extremity of the Urethra; a Mu- 
cus or Pus is excreted with pale Urine, and, upon proper Exa- 
mination, the Stone may be felt; but the moft certain Sign is 
fearching the Bladder with a Catheter. When this Diforder 
arifes from a Stone in the Urethra, it may be eafily felt. If from 
an Inflammation of the Neck of the Bladder, there is a Tumour 
and Pain in the Perineum, as often as the Place is touched; but 
it may be beft perceived by thrufting the Finger into the Anus, 
and turning it up towards the Bladder ; for a Tumour will be 
perceived by the Phyfician, and by the Patient, a burning and 
prefiing Pain; and, when a Catheter is introduced into the Ure- 
ghrq, an Impediment will be felt near the Neck of the Bladder, 
| which. 
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which will hinder it from proceeding further. To thefe Signs 
may be added, when the Diforder is great, a Tene/mus, Coldnefs 
of the extreme Parts, Vomiting, and a febrile Pulfe. . When 
the cavernous Subftance of the Urethra is too much diftended 
with Blood, and the Urine jis fupprefled, a Silver Pipe cannot 
be admitted into the Urethra, efpecially if the Patient abounds 
with Blood, When there is a Spafm in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it appears from the Caufes aforefaid, and likewife the Patient 
perceives a {pafmodic ConftriGion about the Neck of the Blad- 
der, and a Catheter will pafs thereto, but no farther ; and there 
are no Signs of a Stone in the Urethra, or Bladder. 

If the Urine is tharp, and produces a Spafin, we may difcover 
it from it’s being very ftinking, {pecially if the Patient is old 
_ or {corbutic ; and there are many faline Particles in the Urine 
like Lime. When there js a Caruncle in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it may be known from the Signs mentioned in the Lues 
Venerea, where the Cure is treated of. An Abfcefs in the pro-~ 
{tate Gland often is miftaken for a Caruncle. When a Scirrhus 
of the proftate Gland is the Caufe of a Suppreffion, there is a 
chard or indolent ‘Tumour in the Perinzeum, or at leaft the Pain 
is not very creat. , 

When the urinary Paflages are obftru@ed by folid Bodies, 
that is, the Pelvis of the Kidneys, the Ureters, or the Neck of 
the Bladder, or the Urethra, from a Stone contained therein ; if 
it be {mall, the Diuretics will be proper, which are mentioned in 
a Fit of the Gravel or Stone ; to’ which may be added a Decoc- 
tion of Eringo Root and Epjom Salt, or Selters W aters, taken 
often therewith. If the Stane is large, and cannot be ex- 
_creted by this Means, ftrong Diuretics are highly hurtful, and 
it muft be cured by Se&tion. But if the Patient is too weak, 
or too’ old, and cannot undergo the Operation, the Stone, if pof- 
fible, muft be driven back ; and the Pains mutt be appeafed with 
_ Antifpafmodics internally, and with Lenients, lubricant and oily 
Medicines, as well as gentleAnodynes ; Externally with emollient 
_Clyfters, Ointments, Liniments, and Baths. Tf the Pains are 
violent, lenient Injeétions may be thrown up into the Bladder, 
of Salad, Linfeed, and white Poppy Oil, or Oil of fweet Almonds, 
or a Decotion of Linfeed, or Roots of Mallows in Milk, with 
the Addition of a little freth Butter. This done, the Patient 
muft have Recourfe to Lime-Water. | 

If the Urine is fuppreffed from an Inflammation of the Kid- 
~ neys, or Bladder, Diuretics are pernicious, and mineral Waters . 
‘not fafe; but rather refrigerating nitrous Remedies, neutral 
Salts, Crabs’ Eyes, Tartar Vitriolate may be given, with a Grajn 
of Camphire in every Dofe; to render them more efhicacious, 
net | : they

they may be joined to a Decoétion or Infufion of Parfley-Roots, | 
Eringo Tea, Ground-Ivy, or the like; likewife Emulfions of ~ 
the four cold Seeds, with Crabs’ Eyes, Calx of Antimony, and | 
Nitre, or Seeds of Violets, which are laxative, and gently diu- 
retic; to thefe may be added Fomentations, and a Bladder filled 
with hot Milk or Water, or emollient and refolvent Cataplafms, 
and applied to the Region of the Kidneys or Bladder, or Peri- 
neum, according to the Place of the Inflammation, as well as 
Baths of the fame Kind; but, aboveall, Bleeding is neceflary, 
efpecially in the Plethoric, and the promoting of ufual Hzmor- 
rhages. In the mean while Aperients and Refolvents muft be 
given, fuch as Powder of Crabs’ Eyes, Arcanum Duplicatum, ‘Var- 
tar Vitriolate, and Nitre ; as alfo Terra foliata Tartari, or medi- 
cinal Waters, with bitter cathartic Salts, given now and then, 
not forgetting balfamic Pills, chiefly in Women. 

When the fpungy Subftance of the Urethra is fwelled with 
Blood, and, as jt were, inflated, a copious Bleeding is the prin- 
cipal Remedy ; to which may be added, the Bougie before treat- 
ed of. ‘ | 
When a Spafim affeéts the Neck of the Bladder, it muft be 

treated with temperating and antifpafmodic Powders, diuretic 
Waters and Infufions, with Emulfions, or lenient Oils, now and . 
then, fuch as Salad Oil, Oils of fweet Almonds, Poppy, or Lin- 
feed ; externally Cataplafms, Ointments, Clyfters, and Baths, 
of the emollent and demulcent Kind, with gentle Opiates, if the 
Difeafe requires them. | 2 

If the Spafm proceeds from fharp Urine, from the Scurvy, or 
otherwife, it muft be treated with gentle Purges and Diaphore- 
tics, and Abforbents, fuch as Crabs’ Eyes, Mother of Pearl, pre- - 
pared Chalk, Calx of Antimony and Amber ; with lenient De- 
coctions of China Root, Sarfaparilla, or Mallows, with Emul- 
fions and demulcent Oils; to which may be added, Syrup of 
Marfh-Mallows; when the Pains are violent, they muft be ap- 
peafed with moderate Opiates; together with the Ointment, 
Cataplafms, Clyfters, and Baths, before-mentioned. 

If the Difeafe proceeds from the Palfy, as fometimes happens 
in old Perfons, wherein there is no Pain; the Belly and Perz- 
naeum mutt be treated withFrictions andFomentations of ftrength- 
ening nervine and fpirituous Remedies, with Cataplafms of 
Onions, and other Stimulators applied to the Bladder; with 
Clyfters of the fame Sort of Herbs, efpecially the Nervine, not 

neglecting antiparalytic and ftrengthening Remedies, given in- 
wardly with generous Wine. When the Urine is very urgent, 
it muft be evacuated with a Catheter, which muft be repeated 
‘as often as Occafion requires, till the Bladder recovers it’s Tone, 
-which I have known happen in a few Weeks. “TE 
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If the Difficulty proceeds ftom Blood remaining in the Blad- 
der, or it’s Neck, the Concretion is to be refolved and expelled 
with warm Infufions of digeftive Herbs drank like Tea, fuch as 
Ground-Ivy, Arnica, Chervil or Veronica ; with Tincture of 
‘Fartar, or Liquor of the Terra foliata of Tartar, with digeftive 
Powder of Crabs’ Eyes, faturated with the Juice of Oranges or 
Lemons, Sperma Ceti, Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre and Cinnabar ; 
to which may be added the Water of Chervil or Parfley ; with 
roafted Onions applied hot to the Region of the Pubes, Pori- 
num, or Cataplafms of Wheat-Flour boiled in Milk, with But- 
ter and a little Saffron, or with white Lily Roots, Mallows, 
Marfh-Mallows, or Camomile Flowers applied to relax the 
Spafm of the Neck of the Bladder ; or with a Bladder of hot 
Milk, in which Camomile Flowers have been boiled 3 with emol- 
hent and refolvent Clyfters of CamomileF lowers boiled jn Milk, 
with Oil or frefh Butter: But if all thefe fail, a Catheter is to be 
"introduced into the Neck of the Bladder, to break the Concre- 
tion, and evacuate’ the Urine. ; 

_ When there is an Ulcer in the Bladder, which will appear 
_ from purulent and foetid Urine, with a moft violent Pain in the 
Bladder, as if a Stone was contained therein; all fharp and fti- 
mulating Things muft be avoided, and the Infufions of vulnerary 
abforbent Roots and Herbs muft be given, with Mucilages and 
foft Balfamics, efpecially Balfam of Mecca, ‘Tolu, &c. with a 
moderate Ufe of Quickfilver, efpecially if the Cafe is Venereal. 
Then mineral Waters may be drank, either alone or with warm 
. Milk, for feveral Weeks, or the hot Bath Waters: To thefe 
may be added, Injections of a Decoétion of the traumatic Herbs, | 
fuch as Agrimony, St. ‘fobn’s Wort, Plantane, or Yarrow; or, 
in their Stead, Milk with Syrup of Marfh-Mallows, or freth 
Butter, or Oil of St. Fobn’s Wort. 

_ If there is a Difficulty of Urine in pregnant Women towards 
the laft Months, Diuretics muft be fhunned. The beft Remedy 
in this Cafe is to eafe the Preffure upon the Part, but, if that 
will not do, to ufe a Catheter. | 

Laftly, if it proceeds from a Swelling of the proftate Gland, 
or it is become {chirrous, it muft be treated as fuch, as will be 
hereafter taught. ; 

But if thefe Remedies will not do, the Bladder muft be pierced 
with a Trochar, which ‘is called the Pun@ture of the Perinenm ; 
and, when the Perforation is made, the Water muft be evacuated, 
_asin the Dropfy: The Inftrument muft be left in the Wound, 
and be faftened in fuch a Manner that it does not fall out, that 
fo the Urine may be made as often as there is Occafion: It is 
a troublefame Operation, but. the only one left. , 

n 
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In the Dyfury or Ifchury of old Perfons, Remedies will fcarce- 
ly avail ; however, Analeptics are proper, with Terra foliata Tar- 
tari, or Tincture of Tartar alone, or mixed with dulcified Spirit 
of Nitre; likewife Emulfions of Violet Seeds, with Chervil or 
Parfley Water, with a little fpirituous Cinnamon Water, or 
Emulfions of Peach Kernels taken often. 

Externally roafted Garlic, or Onions and Chervil, may. be 
ufed as a Cataplafm; or Oil of Scorpions, Juniper, Amber, 
may be ufed as a ftimulating Liniment, on the Region of the 
Pubes and Perineum. If the Patient lives luxurioufly, or ufual 
Hemorrhages are ftopped, Bleeding is proper. If thefe fail, a 
Catheter muft be ufed, or a Puncture of the Bladder; if the ‘ 
Caufe is in the Kidneys, they muft be omitted. - Befides the In 
ternals, the Region of the Kidneys muft be often anointed with 
Oil of Scorpions, Juniper, and Amber, and an emollient Cata- 
plafm muft be laid thereon: Sometimes emollient Clyfters and 
Baths are of great Service. When the Diforder is inveterate, 
no Cure can be expected. When the Urine cannot be voided 
from a Debility of the Extrufores Urine, then the Peruvian Bark 
is a certain Cure. , 
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Of InpuratEeD GLanps. : 
WELLINGS of the Glands from vifcid Humours, which 


at leneth turn callous and cancerous, arife from an Obftruc- 
tion of the Veflels, efpecially in the Glands, and from thick grofs 
Humours. : | | 
They are known from hard Tumours, which are generally 
moveable and indolent; in this State they are called indurated 
Glands; and, if they do not digeft, or fuppurate, in a fhort 
Time, they grow harder, and are called fchirrous Glands ; and 
if thefe, efpecially in the Breafts, begin to corrode, and are pain- 
ful, they are termed incipient or occult Cancers ; if they have 
continued a long while, they are called Carcinomata, or inveterate 
occult Cancers ; if the Skin and neighbouring Parts break. 
and ulcerate, they are called ulcerated Camers; the firft 
whereof are often cured by proper Medicines, the latter fcarce 
ever. Hippocrates declares, it is fafeft to leave occult Cancers 
untouched, becaufe they are generally made worfe by Medi- 
cines. 

The indurated Glands of the Neck, in Boys, proceed from 
Voracity and’a bad Diet, which are to be cured by correcting 
the corrupt Humours by Exercife, by the Force of Nature, and 
. | length * 
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“Length of Time. When this is not performed; and they 
increafe and multiply, they become fcrofulous, and are called 
the King’s Evil; when they are large, they are called Strume ; 
_ but thefe are Gidom indurated Glands, but rather tunicated Tu- 
mours, which contain, various bad Humours i in Bags, and in- 
creafe to a wonderful Size, inducing various grievous Evils. 

It is cuftomary to attempt the Cure by divers external Re- 
medies; but thefe are fcarcely fufficient, without correcting the 
‘neembtries: of the Humours, for otherwife they generally crow 
worfe. 

‘The Remedies for indurated Glands are Emollients and Dif- 
folvents; fuch as the Infufions and Decoétions of refolving 
Roots, Woods, and Herbs, taken twice or thrice in a Day ; 
for Inftance, the Roots of Sarfaparilla, with Guaiacum ; as alfo 
the Bark of Guaiacum, China, and Saflafras Root; or of the 
Roots of Scrophularia, or Vincetoxicum. Likewife a Decoction of 
Guaiacum with Liquorifh Root, with the Infufion and Decodtion’ 
of Rofemary with Sugar. _ -' 

Befides thefe, fuch Powders: as attenuate the vied Blood: 
fuch as the Pulvis ad Strumas, of the Auguftan Difpenfatory ; to 
which may be added a Grain of Cinnabar, or Mercurius Dukis. 
Likewife the crude Powder of Antimony, efpecially with. a 
Grain of Mercurius Dulcis in every Dofe, which is very ufefil 
in diffolving the Glands in the, Neck of Boys. . The Powder of 
Miullepedes, from Half a Scruple to a Scruple, with a Grain of 
Mercurius Dulcs, is an approved Remedy in this Cafe, and in 
hard Tumours of the Vifcere. Some greatly praife Ethiops Mi- 
neral: Which Remedies are to be continued a long while. 

Ruffel obferves, that, when the Glands begin to inname, then 
4Aloctics, Refinsy and Adinerals, are to be auiided: 

There are few Tumours of the morbid Glands, unlefs they 
begin to fuppurate, that Sea- Water will not cure. 

Some Tumours increafe every Month, and are painful ; ; and,’ 
when the Tenfion begins to go ‘off, then the Water is to be 
given. After the Gtinks are ifeened by the internal Ufe of the 
Water, then Bathing is necellary, not before, with the Ufe of 
the Peruvian Bark: : 

Sea~Water cures all recent Obitruione of the Glands of In- 
teftines, Mefentery; Lungs, and other Vifcera, 

Recent Tumours of the Glands of the Neck, and other Parts 
-of the Body. 

‘Tumours of the Joints not fopurvies or {chirrows. 

- Fluxions on the Glands of the Eye-lids, whence Lippitudes. 
. All Defoedations of the Skin, from the K sia neti to the Le- 
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‘Difeafes in the Glands of the Noftrils, gotned to Swelling of 
the upper Lip. 

Obftructions of the Kidneys, without — Inflammation or a 
large Stone. 

Recent Obftruétions of the Liver. . 

As to Diet, all auftere, crude, grofs, flatulent Aliment is to be 
avoided ; Winter Pot- herbs, Pulfe, and the like. The Quantity. 
of Food fhould likewife be leflened ; cold unwholefome Air 
avoided, as well as Sadnefs and Inactivity. 

Externally, fimple Spirit of Wine applied hot, or eniuhes 
rated, with a little Saffron; likewife refolvent Plaifters with Mer- 
cury ; as alfo digeftive Bags of fragrant Herbs and Flowers : Dee 
dier greatly commends hot Sea-fand applied to {chirrous Breafts. 

Some commend Oil of Bricks, and the Balfam of Sulphur of. 
Rulandus, if rubbed often in a Day therewith. In the Room of 
which may be applied a diftilled Oil of Soap, Petroleum, Dogs’ 
Fat, and the martial Ointment; after which a Plaifter of Gum. 
Ammoniac with Melilot or. pera Cetz, muft be laid thereon ; 
when the Tumour is foftened, a-Plaifter of Oxycroceum may be 
properly ufed. See the Account of the King’s-Evil. 
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Of the DIABETES. 


A DIABETES btipetis when the Urine comes away . 
crude, exceeding the Quantity of Liquids drank, attended 
with Weaknefs, which generally proceeds from the Kidneys, 
which are too weak and lax, efpecially in thofe who have been 
accuftomed to drink too much. Hers. 

Lifter oblerves, that a Diabeies comes flowly on, and is a long 
while in Breeding. In the Beginning the Mouth is dry, and 
‘the Spittle a little. white and frothy ; the Urine being fomewhat 
more than ufual, with a fmal] Thirft. A Heat begins to be 
perceived in the Roads, which is a little pungent ; the Patient 
falls away, and the Mind jis anxious and unftable. In Time 
the Thirft greatly increafes, the Urine is plentiful, and the Body 
waftes. When they make Water without Intermifiion, the 
Thirft becomes intolerable ; and, though much is drank, it 1s 
not proportionable to the Water. When the Urine is retained 
a little while, there is a Swelling of the Loins, lla, and Tefies, 
and it comes away with Pain. “Now Death is at Hand. ‘The 
Urine is pale, but, if I remember right, not{weet, though more 
fweetifh at laft than at firft.

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. + Sydenham obferves, that the Juices, brought into the Blood, 
go off by Urine ; whence the Strength gradually fails, the Body. 
waftes, and it’s Subftance is drained away ; there is alfo a. 
‘Thirft, Heat of the Bowels, a Tumour of the Loins and Hips, 
and the Spittle frothy. © 
Strengtheners, moderate Aftringents, and Species (of Hya- 
cinth, with Grocus Martis, are good in this Difeafe, efpecially” 
with Anodynes : Or Fapan. Earth, or the Tincture of Vitriol of 
flars, ted Wine with Water in a {mall Quantity ; the Drink 
fhould be fparing, and all Exceffes avoided. Exercife and Fric- 
tions of the Body are likewife profitable, becaufe they ftrengthen 
the Parts, and increafe Perfpiration. 
E Lifter fays, Almonds and a Milk Diet are proper in this Dif. 
temper ; as alfo Wine with Ginger, allowing in the mean Time 
a Draught of Milk and Water to allay the Thirft. 
Willis declares, he has often prefcribed Tin@ure of Antimony 
with good Succefs; and Lime-Water with Saflafras, Anifeeds, 
Raifins, or Liquorice. ve 
_ Farris efteemed a Diabetes to be like.a Diarrhea, the former 
-refpeGting the Kidneys,-as the latter did the Belly, and therefore 
he ordered the following Infufion with good Succefs :

This was infufed with a gentle Heat in a clofe Veffel, ‘in 
a Pint of Canary; the Patient took fix Spoonfuls, at Six and 
‘Ten in the Forenoon, by which fhe was cured. ~ 

Briftol Water is reckoned excellent upon thefe Occafions ; 
but Aforgan fays, that the Tincture of Cantharides is a Medicine 
that may almoft be depended upon, for checking, reftraining, 
and ftopping the immoderate Flux of Urine. The beft Tinc- 
ture is made with Half an Ounce of Flies in a Pint of Elixir 
Viirioli; the Dofe is from 15 to 40 Drops, twice or thrice a 
Day, as the Symptoms indicate. And that the beft Vehicle is 
the Hot-well Water of Brifol. When the Flux is reftrained, it 
will be neceflary to add the Bark in the following Manner:

Dover fays, Ziv of. Alum Poffct-drink, as ftrong as the Sta- 
mach will bear it, taken firlt and laft, is an infallible Cure, 
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Of Excessive SWEATING. 


Pe. A TING is rarely a Difeafe of itfelf, but the Efea 
J or Symptom of fome other: Sometimes a copious Sweat is 
a falutary critical Excretion, which frees the Body from any 
noxious Humours, or at leaft from thofe that are fuperfluous, as 
in Catarrhs, Fevers, and other Diforders. When it is a Symp- 
tom, which debilitates the Patient exceffively, as in Heétics, 
Confumptions, in fome malignant and other Fevers, it is then 
faid to be colliquative. 

‘When Sweating arifes from too great Plenty of Humours, it 
is not to be ftopped; for I have known many who have fweated 
greatly in a Morning in Bed, without any Harm, and without 
fhortening their Lives, and who were always difordered when it 
ceafed. ‘Therefore it fhould never be ftopped, by taking off the 
Bed-cloaths, nor by Cold, nor by aitringent Medicines, nor by 
Opiates; but, if it be troublefome or prejudicial, the Patient 
mutt rife early in the Morning, and go into the cool Air, ufing 
a fparing Diet and Laxatives, that the Courfe of the Humours 
may be turned another Way ; for the Increafing of one Evacua- 
tion leflens another, for which Reafon the Diuretics are ufeful. 

The exceflive Sweating of hectic and confumptive Patients 
is never falutary, but renders them weak, wherefore it is a 
Symptom, and never ceafes till the Difeafe is cured. Never- 
thelefs it may be diminifhed by light Covering, attemperating 
Powder of Crabs’ Eyes with Nitre, taken in the Evening ; and 
zt will be proper to add a Grain or two of Storax Pills, with a 
fufficient Quantity of Whey, or Butter-Milk, or an Emulfion : 
But the beft Remedy of all is the Peruvian Bark. If it will 
not yield to thefe, and a Flux of the Belly fupervenes, it is all, 
over with the Patient. : : 

The copious Sweats at the End of intermitting Fevers, as 
2lfo in the Crifis of Fevers, are beneficial, and ought to be pro- 
moted by lying quietly in Bed, with a fufficient Quantity of a 
proper Fluid, and diaphoretic Potions. 

When the Patient fweats much after the Cure of a Fever, he 
fhould drink Bitters twice or thrice in a Day, with a fourth Part 
of the Tincture of the Bark, and at Night a Scruple of the aro- 
matic Species, with a Grain or two of Storax Pills. - 

Copious Sweats, efpecially if cold, fupervening to acute, or 
malignant Fevers, or to Inflammations of the Vi/cera and inter- 
nal Parts, or to a Gangrene and Mortifications, are generally 
Forerunners of Death, which is likely to happen in a fhort Time. 
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Of Distases of the SxIN. 
f ‘H OUGH we have already treated of the Cure of fome 


particular cutaneous Diforders, yet it will not be improper 
to give a general Idea thereof, and the Method of treating them, 
which fhall chiefly be extraéted from the judicious Hoffman. 

Difeafes of the Skin, whether of the exanthematous, pu/tulous, 
or itchy Kind, arife from an impure and acrid Serum, ftagnating 
between the Ya/a Exhalantia and the nervous and tendinous {mall 
Fibres of the Skin, which are by this Means corroded. They 
are differently denominated, from the various Degrees of Acri- 
mony in the Humours by which they are produced. Thus there 
is a moift or dry, virulent, malignant, or venereal Jtch; a Pfora, 
a Serpigo, a Leprofy, an Impetigo, an Elephantiafis, an Herpes Mili- 
aris or Exedens, a Tinea Capitis, and. a Gutta Rofacea. 

The mildeft is the benign Itch, whether it be moift or dry. The 
moift generally attacks Infants, and Children of fanguineo-phleg- 
matic Conftitutions ; the Puftules are turgid, with a fanious pu- 
rulent Matter; whereas the dry Jich principally feizes Perfons 
who are lean and old, of a melancholy and choleric ‘Tempera- 
ment ; in thefe the Puftules are fmaller, with a ferous Ichor, 
which, by irritating the Fibres of the Nerves, under the Cuticula; 
produces an intolerable Itching and Heat. 

The dry, fealy, and crufty Itch, after the Cuticle is abraded, 
leaves bloody Spots on the Skin, and is called an Impetigo or 
Tetter. Thefe chiefly affault {corbutic and cacochymic Patients, 
and is called a deprous Pfora, when it arifes to a very great 
Height; the worft Kind affe&ts the Head, and the whole Body 
is covered with a Cruft. And the Skin, being ulcerated, dif- 
charges a ferous, corrofive Sanies of an highly fetid Smell; the 
Appetite is fharp, and the Thirft infatiable. 

When an /mpetiga fucceeds the venereal Difeafe, it affe&s the 
whole Body, chiefly the Face, with Nodes and /ophi. This ig 
called a venereal Impetigo. ) - ee. 

The Serpigo, or Herpes Miliaris, whofe Puftules refemble 
Millet-Seed, only affects particular Parts, as the Legs, Hands, 
Thighs, Scrotum, and Perinéum, on which arife itchy Puftules, 
without Moifture, which fall off in Scales, but return again, 
‘This fometimes affects the Head. To this may be referred the 
Scurf famtiar to old Men, which, though without Putftules, 
caufes a frequent Scratching. The Herpes fometimes attacks 
the Pubes, Scrotum, and even the End of the Latefiinum ReGum, 
efpecially when the bleeding Piles begin to ceafe. 
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The Herpes Exedens, called by Celfus the Ignis Sacer, is not un- 
like an ulcerated Ery/ipelas, and.corrodes the whole Skin with an 
Ulcer; and feparates into Scales, fometimes thick, and fome- 

times thin, chiefly about thé hairy. Scalp; and, when it difap- 
pears, it leaves hard ‘Tumours behind. 

When a malignant Herpes fetzes the Breaft and Pracordia; and 
incircles the Body like a Belt of an Hand’s-Breadth, it is called 
Zona Ignea; or the Shingles. It may arife from improbable 
Caufes ; for an Ulcer of the Leg, ill cured, has produced it. 

The crufly and fealy Itch, which feizes the Legs, is called by 
fome the Elephantiafis. ‘Thefe are fwelled, and full of Crufts, 
which, being abraded, leave itching ats vellicating reddifh 
Spots; whence a thick Humour being difcharged; it forms frefh 
Crufts and Scales. 

But the true Lepra of the Arabians, or the Elephantiafis of the 
Greeks, i is much more loathfome: It is a chronical Difeafe which 
affects the whole Body; even the Bones, and the Skin is covered 

-with Spots and Tumours, which, from being red, at laft turn 
black. The Body falls away, while the Face, Legs, and Feet 
are enormoufly {welled. When the Difeafe is inveterate; the 
Fingers and Toes are hid in the Tumour, and a flight Fever; 
arifing, carries the Patient. off: 

The lich and Lepro/y. differ greatly from the white fordid Ul- 
cers, which appear principally on the mufcular Parts, as the 
Back, Arms, Legs, Thighs, and Loins, difcharging.a putrid 
Seales ; fometimes Worms lodge in thefe Ulcers, which are 
hard to be extirpated. 

_ Thefe Diforders are generally. contagious, ‘efpecially by the 
Skins of Animals, and woollen Cloaths. 

_ The Seat of Ditfeafés of the Skin is the Membrana Adipofa, 
from whence the impure Matter cannot freely tran{pire, but be- 
comes acrid, and corrodes, irritates, and inflames the cutaneous 
Fibres, producing various Puftules and Papule; hence fat Per- 
fons are more afflicted thereby than the lean. Bis Membrane 
probably contains the Fumes of the Small-Pox, Meaflés, miliary 

Fever,. Lues Venerea, and the like. - 

. Infants and Children are moft liable to thefe Diforders; and 
it is a vulgar Error to fuppofe that Achores, the Tinea Capitis, and 

Itch, preferve Children from the Small-Pox and Meafles ; for 
many, after the Cure, fall into the confluent Small-Pox, and 
malignant Meafles ; whence it is evident, that every pultvious 
Diforder has a peculiar Quality lodged in the Fat. 

The different Ages of Patients difcover a Reafon why cuta- 

- neous Diforders appear in fome Parts, and not in others. Thus | 

Infants and Children are fubjedt to Eavis Agharesy % Tinea Capt- 


Ps tis, 
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tis, Epipbora, purulent Inflammations of the Eyes, and Serpigencs 
on the Forehead and Chin ; young Perfons are fubje& to the 
Jich, Herpes, and other cutaneous Diforders, chiefly on the Arms,. 
Hands, and Back ; and: old Perfons to Itching in the Arms, 
Scrotum, and Perinzum; as allo a Phora, Leprofy, Elephantiafix, 
Ervyfipelas, and Ulcers of the Feet. | 
_ When the Skin is foft, fpumgy, and thin, in fanguineous Per- 
fons, a greater Quantity of ichor, Sanies, and purulent Matter, 
is collected in the Veffels, which, drying, change into Scales 
and Crufts. Choleric Perfons, and thofe of a more compact 
Habit, and the old, are more fubject to a dry lth, and Pimples 
and Puftales, with little or no Moifture. 

The Vifcidity and acrid Quality of the Matter producing 
thefe Puftules is apparent from the Blood, which, in thefe Dif- 
orders’ is vifcid, and, as it were, condenfed into a Coagulum, info= 
much that it can hardly be feparated. | 

Befides the peculiar State of the Body in thefe Diforders, there 
_ areé many concurrent Caufes, fuch as the Suppreffion of ufuat 
Bleedings, whether natural or artificial, efpecially if the Patient 
is luxurious. Another Caufe is the Impurities proceeding from 
a Suppreffion of Perfpiration, by a cold, moift, vapid, and un- 
wholefome Air. For this Reafon, thofe who dwell in low and 
moift Houfes, Marfhes, Places fubje& to Inundatiens, Prifons, 
Northern Countries, are moft fubje@ to thefe Diforders, To 
thefe may be added fudden Changes of Air, Food, Water, and 
other Liquors. | 

‘To thefe we may join bad Digeftion, voracious Eating, in- 
congruous Food, Smoke-dried Fleth, Salt Bacon and Pork, fat 
Aliments, crude Summer Fruits, Pulfe, acid Wines, Malt Li- 
quors, and impure Waters. By thefe Means falt, vifcid, and — 
acrid Crudities are generated in the Prime Vie, and conveyed 
into the Blood. . Paffions of the Mind, and fedentary idle Lives, 
contribute thereto, | 

‘Thus Weavers and Taylors are fubje& to a loathfome Itch, 
with a pale Complexion, and tumid State of Body. 

‘The Prognsftics of thefe Difeafes are various. “An Tich, when 
_ caught, is more eafily cured than others. The moift Ach is ge- | 
nérally more mild than the dry; all cutaneous Diforders, when 
recent, are more eafily cured than the inveterate, and in the 
young than in the old. If they proceed from a Fault of the 
| Wiftera, they are not curable till that is removed. Hence we 
are enabled to form a jut Prognoftic, if they appear after in- 
terinittent Fevers, ‘the Small-Pox, Meafles, and Lwes Venerea.

In the Cure of cutaneous Diforders,, the .Patient mutt. drink 
no Malt Liquor, but Decoétions of. the Roots of China, Sarfas 
parilla, fharp-pointed Dock, Vipers’ Grafs, Succory, Liquorice, 
and Polypodium; the Bark of Saflafras, Eleutheria, and Mifletoes 
the Shavings of Saffafras and red Saunders, which may be vas 
tioufly mixed, and boiled in pure Water; allowing a Quart to 
an Ounce of each Ingredient. oD oh 

To carry on the Cure, the Prime Vie mutt be freéd from 
bad Humours by gentle Laxatives of Manna, Senta, Rhubarby 
Cream of. Tartar, Caffia, and the bitter purging Salts. __ , 

But, if thefe fail, Purgatives, Diaphoretics, and Cleanfers of 
the Blood muft be ufed, that the vifcid Humours, ftufing the 
Paflages of the Vacera, may be difcharged. _Refin of Jalap, Ex- 
tract of black Hellebore, or Elatertwn, mixed with. Adercurizs 
Dulcis, or Athiops Mineral, and Gum Ammoniac, are proper 
Purges: A Powder may be made with.a few Grains of Refin - 
of Jalap, with equal Quantities of Almonds and Mercurius Dul+ 
cis, with a Drop or two of the Oil of Mace....Guatacum Wood;

is chiefly in the Acrimony of the Humours, for in this Cafe a

When there is a fcorbutic Lues, or,the Patient is afficted 
with ‘an hypochondriac Affection, the medicinal Waters are 
proper, mixed with half or a third Part of Milk.

If thefe Waters cannot be had, the Patient muft ufe Decoc- 
tions of Dodder, of Thyme, Fumitory, Balm, Marfh-trefoil, 
Brooklime, Dandelion, Borrage, Endive, Succory, and others.

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\ Tf the Difeafe proceeds from Luxury, Abftinence and Exer- 
cife will be neceflary. If crude, vifcid Humours are in Fault; 
with a phlegmatic Conftitution, Cathartics and Diaphoretics 
will be proper. When the Patient is plethoric, he muft ufé 
Bleeding or Cupping-Glaffes: If he is young, lean, and chole- 
ric, then give Whey, mineral Waters, and Milk, nitrous Pre- 
parations and Manna. If the Stomach and Vijcera are weak, 
Stomachics muft be given. If Perfpiration is fupprefled,’ Fric-

The Gutta Rofacea is an unfightly reddifh Colour of the Face;

S foon as a healthy Female arrives at her full Growth, fhe 
LX generates more Blood than can be conveniently contained 
in the Veflels ; wherefore the Superfluity is evacuated by the ute- 
rine Arteries, and is called the Menfes. Borru. | 
[The Ancients afcribed the periodical Return of this Flux to_ 
the Influence of the Mecn, but, becaufe in this Age few will be- 
lieve what they cannot explain, this Opinion is not entertained by 
the Generality of Phyficians. ‘This Humour of denying every 
‘Thing not well underftood prevailed fo much after the Explod- 
ing of occult Qualities, that fonte took upon them to difprove that | 
there is any Connexion between the Tides and that Planet. 
But this Infatuation was removed from among the Favourers of 
the Newtonian Philofophy, as foon as Sir I/cac had fhewn that it 
was in Conformity to mechanical Laws, in confequence of the 
Lunar Attraction ; but what this Attraction is, we are as much 
at a Lofs to comprehend as ever. Many, who have been very 
unwilling to allow the Moon any Influence at all, have been 
forced to fubmit to Faéts, which, in fome Cafes, are fo glaring 
} | | that 
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that they are undeniable : Among thefe is Yunker *, who, fpeak- 
ing ‘of the procataréic Caujes of Convulfions, among other Things 
mentions the Lunar Phajes, acknowledging, at the fame Time, 
that the Manner by which itis done continues a Seerct hitherto. 
freind affirms, that the Moon is out of the Queftion in this Affair 
of the Menfes, becaufe, fays he, if it were otherwife, all Women 
of the fame Country, Age, and Conftitution, would have this 
periodical Flux at the fame Time. Admitting the Argument 
to hold good, yet it proves nothing, as the precife Conftitution 
of different Women is unknown to any Phyfician ; for it is im- 
poflible for him to prove that the Conftitutions of any two are 


: exactly alike, and, which ought to have been added, that they 


obferve a Regimen exaily the fame. The moft barbarous Na- 
tions are perfuaded of the Moon’s Influence in this Cafe, and 


-it ought not to be rejected, becaufe we are ignorant how it is 
‘performed. That Oy/fers and Mufiles are more fat and plump 


at the full than the new Adoon, I can affert upon my own Expe- 
rience. This Fact has been often obferved in different Ages, 
and Hughes, in his Natural Hiftory of Barbadoes, has taken No- 
tice of the fame; but how it is done is impoffible for us to ex- 
plain. “Many have been the Difputes about the Crifes in Fevers; 
but this Debate would foon be brought to an-Iffue, if Nature was 
permitted to remain undifturbed by incongruous Medicines, and, 
inftead of reckoning the Periods of them by the Days, Pra¢tition- 
ers would take Notice of the Motion of the Moon, which is fome- 
times quicker, and fometimes flower. Hoffinan fays, Crifis feptenario 
& femifeptenario judicanda ; and, from Hippocrates, determines the 
fourth, feventh, eleventh, fourteenth, &c. to be critical Days ; 
but the moft certain Method is to obferve the Place of the 
Moon, at the Beginning of the Difeafe, and then to compute 
the Time in which the moves 45590, 135, 180, 225, 270, 315, 
or 260 Degrees, which will fometimes a little anticipate, and 
fometimes exceed the Number of Days allotted by Authors. 
Would the Nature of my Defign permit, I could thew that this 
is no new Opinion, and that it has been well fupported by Au- 
thors, but this would lead me too far out of the Way. ] 

Mead pronounces more abfolutely in the prefent Caf, for he 
fays, every one knows how’ great a Share the Moon has in for- 
‘warding the monthly Evacuations of Women: And that there 
is no Queftion to be made, but the Correfpondency which we 
here obferve, would be greater ftill, and even univerfal, did not

Boerhaave obferves, that in a Suppreffion of the AdZenjes there 
is a Plethora, with a Liftlefinefs to Motion ; a Heavinefs; a 
Palenefs ; a Pain of the Loins, and of the Groin ; all the Func- 
tions, whether natural, vital, or animal, are depraved. Some- 
times the Menfes will force a Way through the Eyes, Ears, No- 
ftrils, Gums, the falival Du€ts, the Oe/ophagus from the Aluus, . 
‘Bladder, Breafts, Skin, Wounds, or Ulcers, 

Hence often arifes a Depravation of all the Vifcera, as alfo 
Difeafes without Number, partly from a putrefaction already 
begun, and partly from the Hurt which the Veflels have receiv- 
ed. Boer, | 

From this Diforder proceed Want of Appetite, the Pica and 
-Malacia, or a depraved Appetite. — If it is habitual and obftinate, 
a Scirrhus, or Dropfy of the Womb, are to be feared, or a Rup- 
ture of fome Blood-Veflel, efpecially of the Lungs. It is not 
fo dangerous when the Uterus is not infarcted, or when there is 
no other Symptom of the Adenjes. If this Difeafe is attended. 
with the F/wor Albus, it may become habitual, and from Yellow

I fhould have obferved that 4/fruc does not derive the Men/es

es RY large Flux of Blood from the Uverus is not to be 
y efteemed noxious, but fuch only as are attended with Lofs 
of Strength, which brings on other Symptoms, as Want of 
Appetite, Crudities from Indigeftion, a Senfation of Weight neat 
the Region of the Stomach, an ill Colour in the Face, a lan- 
guid Pulfe, often with a gentle Heat ; an cedematous Swelling 
of the Feet, and a difturbed Sleep without Refrefhment. 

Sometimes the Menfes flow in too great Plenty, and with Im- 
petuofity at the ufual Period; fometimes twice or oftener in a 
Moath ; fometimes again they continue feveral Days longer 
than ordinary. 

This Flux fometimes confifts of thin florid Blood, which hap- 
pens chiefly in Abortions, and from a Retention of Pieces of the 
‘Secundines, which keep the Mouths of the Veflels open. Some- 
times coagulated and clotted Maflies like Flefh come away with 
the Blood, of the Size of an Egg, atifing from a Stoppage of 
the Menfes for two or three Months. At other Times the

Blood is grumous, coagulated and black, generally on the firft 
Days of Child-bed, in flender and plethoric Subjects. When 
the Patient is cacheétic, and the Flux continues Jong, it is 
thin, watery and mucid. In the fcorbutic it is corrupt and 
feetid, with Acrimony and Pain. In the younger Sort before 
Child-bearing, if the Evacuation be immoderate, it is com- 
monly followed by a Fluor Albus, or the Dripping of a white, 
impure, mucid Matter. ' 3 

The Caufe may be referred to a copious and impetuous 4ffux 
of Blood to the Uterus, and an unequal and impeded Reflux by 
the Veins ; which diftending and relaxing the uterine Vefiels, 
make the Orifices too wide, or rend and’corrode them, by which 
the Blood flows too freely. This may happen from a Plethora, 
or when there has been a long Suppreffion, or an Abortion, or a 
dificult Labour. It generally happens to Women about- the 
fiftieth Year, when the Menfes are going to leave them, and. not 
always without Danger. It fometimes happens to Women up- 
cen of fixty, which, if attended with a flow Fever, hattens 

eath. 

The concomitant Signs are generally thefe: A Tenfion and. 
Inflation of the Hypochondria, a heavy prefling Pain about the 
Loins, fometimes with a Chillnefs; a Coldnefs of the Extremi- 
tics ; a Sinking of the Veffels ; a Palenefs of the Face; a quick 
Pulfe, with an internal Heat; a Coftivenefs, and little Urine ; 
all which fhew there is not only a Debility and Laxity of the 

Uterus, but fpafmodic Striétures of the vafculous and nervous Parts, 
which force the Blood to the Uterus. Hence the Reafon is evi- 
dent, why hy/eric Women, and thofe of tender Conftitutions, 
are moft liable to this Diforder. | re 
If the Body is cacochymie or fcorbutic, or full of bad Humours, 
_ or infeéted with the Venereal Difeafe ; when the Yz/cera are un- 
found, and the Liver, Spleen, and meferaic Veins are ftuffed with 
thick Blood, the Cafe is dangerous and, troublefome; for the 
Fault of the Fluids and Cachexy continually increafe: Befides, — 
the more the Strength is weakened, the more the Stomach and _ 
Digeftion are hurt; the Blood is depraved, and the Excretions 


difturbed and leffened. When this happens to Women in the 


Cafe of a dead Child, their Lives are in great Danger, and no- 
thing but fpeedy Affitance from a Man-midwife can fave them.

It is caufed likewife by too frequent Ufe of 
falt, acrid, and feafoned Meats; by fpirituous Liquors, &'c. b 
violent Agitations and Paftions of the Mind, from Loffes, Gam- 
ing, Love; Anger, &e. It may be obferved likewife, that vio- 
Jent Exercife does as much Harm as the Moderate js fervice- 
Able, ‘efpecially if the Patient is fubject to this Flux from other 
Caufes’; fuch as immoderate Repetitions of the venereal Act, 
efpecially in Women of a delicate Conftitution ; too frequent 
Child-bearing ; for by thefe the + Appendices cece become fenfi- 
bly larger and longer tham-in a natural State. This happens. 
particularly after Abortion, through the Rupture of feveral of 
the Appendices.. But, above all, this will fupervene in confequence 
of forced Abortions ; for then Nature is much more injured. 7

‘If the Men/es appear in Breeding Women, the true and only 
Remedy is Opcum, which muft be given freely, till the Intention 
is obtained ; for, when the lower ifcera are concerned, it does 
not fo much affe&t the Head.

HE Flr Albus confifts in the Eflux of a whitifh, lym- 
phatic, ferous, or aqueous Humour from the Adatrix. Ast. 
It is fometimes white, fometimes pale, yellow, green, or 
blackith ; fometimes it is fharp and corrofive, fometimes foul 
and foetid; the Face is difcoloured, there is a Pain in the Spine 
of the Back, the Appetite is loft, and the Eyes and the Feet 
{fwell. Syp. Some-Women have a periodical Flux of the 
Whites inftead of the Aen/es. : 
There are remarkable DiftinCtions in this Diforder; as the 
Laéteous, Semileéteaus, and Lymphatic. It may be more or lefs co- 
pious. The Colours may be different, as yellow, brownith, like 
the Wafhings of Flefh, green or blackifh. It may be fo acrid 
or cauftic as to excoriate the Vulva, And it is either habitual or 
periodical. : | 
The Symptoms are a Pain and Weight in the Loins, which 
is worft in the jymphatic Flux, as being attended with a Swelling 
of the Uterus; turbid Urine; Barrennefs; a Pronenefs to Abor- 
tion; a Loathing of fome Things, and Longing for others ; 
Indigeftion ; Thicknefs and Crudity of the Blood; whence pro- 
ceed cedematous Swellings of the Feet by Day, and of the Face 
by Night; dificult Breathing; Palpitation of the Heart ; Syn- 


cope; Relaxation of the Ligaments of the Uterus; a total or 


partial Procidentia Uteri : If the Flux is acrid and corrofive, it 
ulcerates the Vulva; creates Phlyfene; which laft generally pro- 
ceed from a Schirrus or Cancer in the Uteruss a flow Fever 3 
Dropfies of different Parts; of which, or a Confumption, the 
Patient generally dies. 

It may be confounded with an Ulcer in the Uterus, or a Gonor= 
rhea: The Flux of an Ulcer is always foetid, of a Fluor Albus 
not.

Belides Arterial Blood, the Menfes copfift of redundant Lymph 
or Serum, chiefly from the membraneous Cells, and Ventricles 
of the Glands of thofe Parts of the Afembrana cellulofa, which 
are more immediately connected with’ the Kidneys, Uterus, atvd 
Ovarium. When this Lymphatic Secretion becomes morbid, it is 
called the Fluor Albus, .At firft the Parts of the Afombrana adi- 
pofa of the Loins, Kidneys, and Uterine Appendages, are wafted 
by it; but at length the Flux becomes acrimonious, and may 
melt and carry off all the Fat of the Body.

GArad T Y in Women, attended with Impudence, Reft- 
J leffnefs, and a Delirium, is called the Furor Uterinus. Erm. 
I fhould chufe to refer this Diforder to the Head, as there is 
fometimes a Melancholy, and fometimes a maniacal Delirium. The 
Patients delight to talk obfcenely, and folicit Men to fatisfy 
their Defires, both by Words and Geftures. 

_It arifes from a too great Senfibility, or Inflammation of the 
Pudenda, or Parts wherein the venereal Stimulus refides, which 
are chiefly the Choris and Vagina; or the too great Abundance 
and Acrimony of the Fluids of thofe Parts; or both thefe Caufes 
may exift together. | | 

In the Delirium Maniacum, the Patient is entirely fhamelefs ; 
in the A¢elanchalicum more referved, and her Folly is confined to 
fewer Objects. | 

It may proceed from the Abufe of hot Aperitives; thus Sal Am- 
moniac, Borax, and Cantharides, have produced it ; from powerful 
Emmenagogues in hot and bilious Conftitutions ; fometimes from 
difficult and fupprefled Menfes ; from Remedies given againft 
Sterility. Mutk diffolved in Oleum Aromaticum, and rubbed on 
the Membrum virile, has raifed a Phlogofis in the Vagina, whence 
a Furor Uterinus enfued. : 

It is difficult of Cure in thofe whofe Menfes are difficult at 
firft ; in inveterate Cafes; in old Subjeéts. It is eafier cured, 
when the Furor Uterinus is effential, and the Delirium fympto-

Myrobalan. fweetened with Sugar ; and by inje@ting abftergent 
Decoétions into the Womb. If the Ulcer is curable, after fome 
gentle Purges, fhe muft drink a Decoétion for twenty-five Days 
of Santal. Lenti/c. Sarfaparil. Menth. Epithym. Liquirit. Rhodium, 
with a fudorific Regimen. | 

The Pain is fometimes fo great, that they require powerful 
Narcotics, which, in this Cafe, do as little Hurt as inany. A/rin- 
gents and Repellents muft be ufed with Caution. The beft Injec- 
tions are made of Goats’ Milk, Saffron, and Elder-Flower Wa- 
ter. Horr. : 

In venereal Ulcers, let the mercurial Ointment be conveyed 
into the Vagina, which fhould be always made with frefh Lard, 
Balf, Capiv. or frefh Oil.

_ The Forerunners of an Abortion are a Pain in the Loins, or 
rather in the Bottom of the Uterus ; a dull heavy Pain in the 
inward Parts of the Thighs ; flight Shivering between the Flefh 
and the Skin; the Belly, from being eminent and pointed about 
the Navel, becomes flat-and deprefled. The Infant is motion-. 
lefs; the Breafts fubfide, and become flaccid; a fmall Flux of 
Blood, or Serum,-that oozes from the Uterus, which is fucceed= 
ed by an Efflux of the Waters, Flooding, é¢. with acute cho- 
lic Pains in the Uterus, from it’s convulfive Contra@tion ; Pain 
about the Os Pubis, and Os Sacrum, from the falling down of 
the Faius to the Orifice of the Uterus; a Defire of going to 
Stool ; then follow Weaknefs, convulfive ContraGions by Con= 
fent of Parts, a Syncope, and other Symptoms. AstR. | 

Women who abound with Blood often have their Menfes in 
the fecond and third Month of Pregnancy without any bad 
Symptom. In this Cafe the Blood which’ proceeds from the 
Veffels of the Vagina yields Relief; I have known it happen to 
the Middle of the Pregnancy without Detriment to the Fetus. 
The moft violent Drugs will not procure Abortion in fome 
Women. I have known fome afli@ed with acute Fevers, the 
Small-Pox, Meafles, Diarrhoeas, and even Dyfenteries, and yet 
the fetus has remained fafe and found. Others have travelled 
Night and Day in mountainous Countries, or have been greatly 
fatigued with exceffive Dancing, without any Harm. Nor do 
fudden Fires, or other terrifying Accidents, caute many Abor- 
tions, if any at all. | ee: 

However, Women full of Juice, inactive, foft, fat, of a more 
fubtile Habit of Body, who live high, are weakly, of greater 
Senfibility, Hyfteric, inordinate in their Menfes, who have mif- 
carried, or whofe Mothers were prone thereto, are more liable 
to Abortion than robuft, ftrong, flefhy Women of the loweft 
Clafs, who are not fat, but inured to Labour, and not apt to be 
terrified on every flight Occafion. Horr, 

Abortion is caufed by the Separation of the Placenta from the 
Uterus, by the Extravafation of fome Fluid; by a Corrugation 
of the Placenta, by violent Shocks; fuch as violent Fevers, 
Small-Pox, Lues Venerea, Vomiting, Tenefmus, Convulfions, &e. 
From ftrong Cathartics, Emmenagogues, Hemorrhages, fudden 
Paffions, Frights, Sorrow, violent Motions, as Leaping, Danc- 
ing, Riding, Jolting in Carriages, Raifing great Weights, 
Reaching too high, Strokes on the Belly, Falls, and Fluxes of 
all Kinds, ..AsTR. | | 
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To prevent Abortion, Bleeding is ufeful and neceflary about 
the End of the third Month of Pre nancy, more or lefs, ac- 
cording to the Conftitution of the panes When there are 
gentle Pains in the Loins, defcending to the Hips and Os Sacrum, 
then Bleeding in the upper Parts is abfolutely neceflary. The 
Body, in the firft Months efpecially, fhould be kept open with 
Manna, Rhubarb, or the like: |

When Abortion feems to draw near, and there are Pains in 
the Loins, Spafms tending to the Womb, Coldnefs of the Ex- 
tremities, Aftriftion of the Pracordia, a Vein mutt be opened 
in the Arm, and the Spafms muft be appeafed with gentle Dia- 
phoretics and Antifpafmodics, made of the Waters of Balm, 
Lily of the Valley, Lime-Flowers, Primrofes, Cinnamon-Water, 
Pulv.

'N order to attain the Knowledge of difficult Births, it is ne- 

ceflary to form a juft Idea of thofe that are natural, 

The Time of the natural Birth‘is° from the fifteenth Day 
‘of the ninth Month to the End of the fame; yet fome 
‘Women affirm it may be fooner or’ later. Eloffinan fays, the 
ufual ‘Time is nine folar Months ; and funcker, that Excretions 
from the Uterus being by Women referted to certain /unar Phafes, 
they reckon their going with Child by'the Weeks, and that 
they ufually exclude the faius forty Weeks from the Time of 
their being with Child, commonly on that very Day they were 
ufed to have their Menfes. | | Ve 

‘The Signs of an approaching Birth are a remarkable Defcent 
of the Womb, and a Subfidence of the Belly: The Head of the 
Feetus falls down to the Orifice of the Womb, and prefles upon 
it: The Orifice of the Womb dilates by the Weight, and the 
Chorion and Amnios, being driven forward with the Waters the 
contain, form a Kind of a Pouch or Bladder at the {aid Orifice, 
which fhould be fuffered to break of itfelf, or at leaft it fhould 
not be burft till the Woman is really in Labour. There is a 
Flux of a whitifh Matter from the faid Orifice: Pains which 
extend from the Loins and Groin towards the genital Parts: : 
There is a frequent Defire of going to make Water, or going 
to Stool, or a continual Tene/mus: A Flux of the Waters from 
_the Membranes which contain the Child, immediately before 
the Birth, or more early: A Trembling of the lower Joints. 

Sometimes the Head. achs, and the Face looks intenfely red.” 

The Infant gradually advances, the above Protuberance con- 
tinually inlarging the Paflage, that the Crown of the Head mar 
be-felt; the Birth is then advanced one Third, and the Midwife 
may now affift the Exclufion. ~However, Nature alone would 
do the Work. When the Infant is advanced forward as. 
far as his Ears, it is faid to be in the Paflage. If the Mem- 
branes are not already burft,'they may now be opened, and the 
Waters, by their Effufion, will render the Vagina flippery, and 
promote the Exclufion of the Infant. When the Child is born, 
the Midwife fhould lay it on her Knees, fo as to give Ifue 


to, 
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to the Waters from the Mouth, if any has been imbibed. Soon 
after the Placenta appears of itfelf, if not attached to the Userus ; 
if otherwife, the Midwife muft feparate it gently, by introducing 
her Hand. : | 

The Navel-String muft be now cut, having firft made a Li- 
gature, as well on the Child’s Side, as the Mother’s, to prevent © 
an Hemorrhage. | 

The Midwife at firft, after having afked a few Queftions, 
ought to examine by the Touch, with the fore and middle Fin- 
ger, having paired her Nails clofe. She muft introduce them 
irom ‘Time to Time, to know the State of the Uterus and, as 
the Birth advances, fhe muft relax the Vagina by fome oily 
Fluid. The Mother fhould regulate her Throws, and ufe her 
Efforts all. at once, not divide them, efpecially when the Head 
is advanced ; that the Shoulders may immediately follow, and 
the Child efcape the Danger of Strangling. ; 

After the Child is born, and the After-Birth brought away, 
let a warm Linen Cloth be applied to the Parts; but not fo as 
to hinder the Flawing of the Lochia. An Hour after, let the 
Mother take a little Oil of fweet Almonds to eafe the After- 
Pains, and let a Cataplafm of Oil of fweet Almonds %ij. and 
_ two or three new-laid Eggs be boiled together, and laid to the 
Parts, renewing it every fix Hours for two Days. Fifteen Days 
after the Birth the Parts may be bathed with an aftringent De- 
coction of red Rofes, Balauftines, or Nut-Galls in red Wine, in 
order to brace them. ed 

If the Labour is long and difficult, if will be proper to Bleed, 
to prevent Inflammations, and to give a little Aicant Wine ; or 
with the Addition of Cinnamon-Water, or Confectio Alkermes, 
not forgetting’an oily Clyfter. , 

A Dirricurr Birra may be caufed by the Mother, or the 
Midwife. ‘The Faule is in the Mother, if, when the Orifice of 
the Womb is open, and the Child rightly placed, fhe has not 
Strength to expel the Festus, efpecially if the Waters are come 
saway, and the Pains ceafe, or when the Mother will not exert 
herfelf, or there is a natural Fault in the genital Parts. : ? 

In a Defe& ‘of Strength or Pains, all elfe being right, a 
Draught of generous Wine fhould be given, with Cinnamon or 
Mace, again and again, if the Work does not go forward. If- 
there wants a greater Stimulus, Borax, Cinnamon, or Myrrh | 
may be given with a proper Drink ; which muft be repeated in 
an Hour or two, if Occafion requires. 

But the Abufe of forcing Medicines is dangerous; for they 
May induce acute or miliary Fevers, and therefore muft be ufed 
cautiowly, Stimulating Clyfers may be injeGed now and then,

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efpecially if the Woman is coftive. The Midwife fhould alfo 
_ prefs back the Os Coccygis, which tends to excite the Pains, and 
to eafe the Labour. 

If the Parts are over-ftrait, as in the firft Birth, efpecially if 
the Woman is not young, emollient Liniments are to be ufed, 
and the Parts muft be anointed with frefh Butter, or Oil, and 
dilated gently with the Fingers. If there is a Tumour, Ca- 
runcle, or Membrane oppofing the Birth, a Surgeon’s Affiftance

The Midwife is in Fault, when fhe haftens the Labour before 
the Time, when there is no true Pain, when the Orifice of the 
Uterus is not open; which alone diftinguifhes the true Pains 
from the falfe, whence the Woman is weakened, and both the 
Mother and Child are in the utmoft Danger. Therefore the 
true Time of Birth muft be waited for, the Woman muft be 
compofed, and her Spirits kept up with comfortable Liquors; 
for Nature may be led, but not driven. 

If the Fault is with the Fetus, and the Head is too large, or 
the Shape monttrous, or the Situation preternatural, then forc~ 
ing Medicines are fruitlefs and noxious ; and the Fetus is to be 
brought forth by the Feet, by a fkilful Hand, whether alive or 
dead. The Child muft be turned and educed with the greateft 
Caution. ma : pes 

If the Feet prefent firft, the Midwife muft be wary, left there 
be Twins, and left the fhould take a Foot of each. The Feet. 
muft be wrapped in a dry Napkin, and the Child muft be drawn 
gently, till the Wafte is in the Orifice of the Uterus. Then the 
Infant’s Hands fhould be drawn clofe by the Sides ; and, if the 
Nofe be towards the Os Pudis, it fhould be turned towards the 
Coccyx, to prevent an Obftacle. Then the Orifice muft be di-- 
lated with the Fingers, and the Woman’s Throws fhould afitt 
the Midwife’s Efforts to educe the Child. If the Chin is em- 
barrafled, the Midwife muft difengage it, by putting her F inger 
into the Mouth, in order to turn it to Advantage. | 

If the Infant’s Head prefents acrofs, or laterally, it muft be 
put back, and gently turned to it’s natural Situation. If the - 
Shoulder pre‘ents, the fame Art muft be ufed, though the Dif- 
ficulty is greater. 

Wf the Belly, Hip, or Thigh, appears: firft, the Child mutt 
be extracted by the Feet, and the Mother mutt lie horizontally 
on her Back. If one or both Hands are direéted upward, and 
lie clofe to the Head, the Cafe is not fo bad as fome apprehend ; 
for they will keep the Orifice equally dilated, till the Head 
paffes and prevents Strangling. | ae

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If the Infant is dead, there is generally a Collapfion’ of the 
Abdomen, the Breafts are flaccid, the Infant bears on the lower 
Parts of the Pelvis, and the Child, upon Motion, rolls like a 
‘Lump of Lead. The Bones of the Skull are wrapped over one 
another, an ichorous lymphatic Sanies flows from the Uterus, 
and the Mother is fubjeét to Fainting. here is no Pulfation 
in the Navel-String, and it is foft and indolent to the Touch, 
and abfolutely deprived of Motion. If the Placenta comes firfts 
and is hot, the Child is alive. Above all, if any Part of the 
Infant’s Body appears, and is full of fmall Veficles, livid, foft, 
and brittle, it is not only dead, but beginning to putrify. 

In thefe Cafes it muft be extracted by the Feet, and, if it 
cannot be done otherwife, with an Inftrument: But a Man- 
midwife’s Affiftance muft not be neglected. , ' 
. | When the Fetus dies: before the Time of Birth, and. the 
Membrane continues whole, it will not putrify. Therefore the 
‘Work muft be left to Nature, for Birth-Pains will, at length,

Uf the Navel-String firft appears, and is comprefled foon after 
-by the Head of the Infant, it’s Life is in Danger; and the Re- 
amedy is to return the Infant, and reduce the Cord, till the Head 
fills the Orifice. But, if this cannot be done, the Woman muft 
be put in a fuitable Pofture, and the Child muft be extracted by 
the’ Feet. 

» When the Placenta firft prefents itfelf, which is known by it’s 

Apungy, foft Texture, and the great Quantity of Blood flowing 

-at the fame Time, it requires fpeedy Affiftance. If the Mem- 

-branes are entire, they fhould be broke, the Placenta and Mem- 

branes fhould be reduced into the Uterus, and the Child be ex-_ 
tracted by the Feet; which is more eafily performed in the 
-Membranes than in the Uterus, ‘and put into a proper Situation. 

But if the Placenta is difengaged from it’s Membranes, and thefe 

-are broke, and the Placcenta, or both,-appear before the Infant, 

they may be brought away firft, and the Infant immediately 

-afterwards.. ) 

When there is a great Flux of Blood from outward Accidents, 
the Infant fhould be ‘immediately delivered by Art, though the » 
Mother is not in true Labour. If the Uterus is opened, and the. 
Vagina relaxed, as in this Cafe they commonly are, the Child 

~ muft be extracted by the Feet. ‘If not, they muft be mollified 
with frefh Oil, and the Infant delivered as before. - é : 

After all laborious Births, the Woman is generally weak and 
apt to faint; therefore her Spirits fhould be kept up by a Glafs 
of hot Wine, , or analeptic Water ; which muft be repeated as 
often as there is Occafion. | . :

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__ If, after the Child is born, the Placenta does not foon follow? 
and it adheres to. the Womb, .the Woman is not: immediately

Baghu has obferved, when the Breafts are full of Pain, at 
the Coming of the Milk, which is in two or three Days, the 
Lochia commonly ftop, but flow again as foon as the Pain ceafes.

From this proceed 
itching Pains, Crying, Watching, and Reftlefinefs. 
To remedy this, the Parts affeted may be wafhed often with

Galam. and Ce- 
rufs, which may be tied clofely in a Rag, and the Powder fhook 
out on the difordered Places. 
If the Parts affefted are more fore, and tend to a real Ulcera- 
tion, it will be proper to add a little Sacchar. Saturn. to the Pow- 
ders, or anoint the Place with Unguent. Alb. Camphor. Likewife 
-a little white Vitriol diffolved in Spring Water, and dabbed upon 
the Part, will dry and heal it very powerfully.

As this generally proceeds from a fupprefled Perfpiration, in 
the Cure redundant Matter muft be expelled by Stoel ; and then 
the Perfpiration mutt be reftored by Diaphoretics, and the fharp © 
and thick Lympha mutt be corre&ted. 

After the Nurfe and Child have taken a fuitable Purge [give 
the Child from gr. vj to 9 of Rhubarb in a little folutive Sx- 
rup of Rofes] prefcribe an Infufion of the-pectoral Species made 
like,"T'ea, often ina Day.

Aftringents or Narcotics : For Afiringents turn the “Flux ‘of 
fharp Humours towards the noble Parts, and endanger the Life 
of the Child; and, though Narcotics appeafe the Ferocity of the’ 
-turgefcent Humour for a Time, yet they afterwards break out 
with greater Force: Befides, Opiates are too powerful for the 


tender Conftitution of Infants, and muft not be ‘given atiall; or 


with the utmoft Caution ; in flight Cafes Diafcordium may be 
ventured upon to five or fix Grains ; but, if there is a. Fever, ig 
cannot be given without Danger. | 

Therefore the beft Way is to give Chalk, Coral, Pearls, and 
the like, of which about half a Scruple is a Dofe, which will. 
abate the Orgafm of the Humours, without kindling any new 
Heat ; after which the Cure may be completed with Rhubarb, . 
from fix Grains to 9 &. in folutive Syrup of Rofes! Harrts, 

In dangerous Cafes, a few Grains of the Cort. Eleuther. may 
be added ; or a Dram of the Extra@ of Cort. Peruv, may. be 
diflolved in half an Ounce of Mint or Cinnamon Water, and- 
given from 1 to g Drops every three or four Hours; externally, .

Hours: ‘Fhe Number of Dofes may be four, five, or fix, 
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oe Epilepfy in Children juft born generally proceeds 


_ from the Meconium not fufficiently purged away ; after 
this from corrupted Milk and an Acid, or from difficult Denti- 
tion, or from Worms, or the Approach of the Small-Pox. 

Sydenham fays, if the Epilepfy happens in the firft Month,

“* Thefe Kinds of Diforders are improperly called Vertigoes, for 
there is no feeming Rotation of Obje&ts, but a Failure of the Spirits, 
and a Sort of Cloudinefs of the Brain. At firft there is’ an uneafy 
Senfation from the Rarefaétion of Wind in the Stomach, which being 
propagated to the Brain by the Nerves, the Spirits fail more or lefs, 
and the Patient is ready to fall down.

Fevers of Children. To prepare the Acid does not require Su- 
dorifics, but Abforbents ; and though thefe are numerous, Pu)- - 
wis 2 Chel. Cancrar. compof. is the chief. However, I commonly 
prefer Oyfter-Shells, which have lain long upon the Shore, ex- 
pofed to the Sun and Weather. Le | 

I make no Mention of Pearls and Bezoar, becaufe their Virtue 
is lefs volatile Spirits heat too much, lixivial Salts, and the 
whole Tribe of Cordial Spirits, are not to be ventured upon, 
but in a very {mall Quantity, and greatly diluted ; and Galen 
forbids the Ufe of Lheriaca to Children.

Humours, I give about fix Grains of Athiops Mineral the Night 
‘before the Purge, in a fmall Spoonful of any agreeable Syrup. 

‘When the Child is affefted with a Stupor, or a Coma, which 
are dangerous Symptoms, Mercurius Dulcis fix Times fublimed 
has excellent Effects ; for this Kind of Fever generally proceeds 
from Worms. If the Child is three or four Years old, and 
Worms are fufpected, or putrid Humours are in Fault, a few 
Grains of this, mixed with Marmalade of Quinces, and diffolved 
in a Spoonful of Julep, and given over Night, will be proper ; 
but it muft be purged off next Morning.

After a Purge, the teftaceous Powders are to be repeated three 
or four Times in twenty-four Hours, for two Days and Nights, 
and on the third Day the Purge is to be repeated ; the Quantity 
of which is te be regulated by the Operation of the former.

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HEN Children begin to ufe crude Aliment, Summer- 
Fruits, Flefh, Cheefe, and other Things of the like Kind, 
they are troubled with Worms. The Caufe of this Diforder 
are the Eggs of Infeéts, which either float in the Air, or live on 
the Earth, which being cafually fwallowed, are not digeftible 
by their tender Stomachs. : aa 
For thefe, the inteftinal, or gaftric Pituit afford a Neft, in 
which they refide, are nourifhed, breed, and increafe in Bulk.

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Hence they are not fo common in Adults, unlefs in the dull and 
fluggifh, and in the leucophlegmatic. 

' Worms are of three Sorts, the round, broad, and Afcarides. 
Thefe, by their Irritation, create Naufeas, Vomitings, Loofe- 
nefles, Faintings ; flender, deficient, intermitting Pulfes ; itch- 
ing of the Nofe, and epileptic Fits. By the Confumption of 
the Chyle, they produce Hunger, Palenefs, Weaknefs, Coftive- 
nefs ; whence a Tumour of the Abdomen, Erudtations, and 
rumbling of the Inteftines. They often eat through, or perforate 
a Inteftines, whence this Difeafe proves fo frequently fatal. 

OER. 

A Child may be known to have the Worms from his Age, 
cold Temperament, Palenefs of the Countenance, livid Eye- 
lids, hollow Eyes, itching of the Nofe, Voracity, Startings and 
grinding the Teeth in Sleep; and more efpecially by a fingular 
ftinking Breath. But when they are yoided by the Mouth or 

gfnus, there remains no Manner of Doubt. Hetsr. . 

The Cure is to be performed chiefly by deftroying their Neft, 
which may be done by alkalous Salts; Gums which purge 
Phlegm, Mercurials, Antimonials, and bitter Aromatics.

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HILDREN are feldom attacked with Rickets before 


they are nine Months, and after they are two Years old ; 
but it frequently happens in the intermediate Space between 
thefe two Periods. It may proceed originally from the Diforders 
of the Parents, and may be increafed by thofe of the Nurfe. ~ 

It is likewife promoted by feeding the Child with aqueous and 

mucous Subftances, crude Summer-Fruits, Fifh ; by unleavened — 

farinaceous Aliment, and too great a Quantity of {weet Things; 
by an intermittent autumnal Ague, or other chronic or acute 
Diforders. By a ftriking-in of the Jtch or Herpes, by the Sup- 
preffion or injudicious Cure of Ulcers, by being enervated with 
Baths, Fomentations, Ointments, or moift Vapours ; by conti- 
nual Reft in a perforated Chair, with the Coats up. 

This Diforder is known, in thofe who cannot walk, from the 
Age, from the Caufes preceding ; from the Brothers or Sifters 
having the fame Difeafe; from a flaccid Tumour of the Head 
and Face, from a flabby loofe Skin; from a Swelling of the 4- 
domen; from a falling away of the reft of the Parts, efpecially of 
the Mufcles; from Protuberance of the Hpiphy/es of the Joints, 
fuch as the Wrifts, Ancles, Knees, Elbows, &c. From the 
Magnitude of the jugular Veins and Arteries, while the reft de- 
creale, and from the Legs growing crooked. 

In thofe that have begun to walk, befides the former Signs, 
_ there is a Slownefs, Debility, and Tottering i in their Motion, 

which foon proceeds to a conitant Defire of fitting, and after- 
| ; wards 
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wards changes to lying down ; infomuch that nothing at laft is 
moveable, but the Neck and Head. Add to thefe an early Wit, 
an Underftanding which exceeds his Age, while the Appetite 
and Digeftion continue unhurt, . | 

As they grow older, the Head js ialarged, with ample Sutures, 
the Tborax is comprefied on the Sides, and the Sternum rifes up 
fharp, while the Extremities of the Ribs are knotty. The /- 
domen is protuberant, and the Teeth black and carious. Thefe 
Diforders fenfibly increafing, are the Caufe ever after, of per- 
nicious Difeafes of the fame Kind; principally a Spina ventoja, 
-and a Caries of the Bones. 

In the mean while a flow feverifh Diforder preys upon the 
whole Body, till the Fime of Death ; and then all the Fibres, 
Veilels, and Vifcera appear to be foft, flaccid, and the Fluids dif- 
folved and mucous. | 

Hence the proximate Caufe appears to be an inactive, vapid, 
lurking Cacachymia, fometimes mixed with a vencreal Taint, and 
a lax Fabric of the folid Parts. 

‘The Cure is to be attempted with light, nourifhing, dry, Ali- 
- ment, not fat, but feafoned, and taken often: With a little found 
Drink, fuch as Beer, not ftale, but well boiled and fine: With a 
dry, warm Air, and dry, warm woollen Cloathing: With lying 
upon a Matrafs ftuffed with aromatic, ftrengthenine, dryine~ 
Herbs, in an upper Part of the Houfe, on a Machine made of | 
Wood: With being carried about in the Arms, and often fhook, 
{wung and put in Motion: With being drawn in a Vehicle over 
the Stones : With repeated Friftions, with warm, dry Flannel, 
{prinkled with Aromatics ; efpecially the Abdomen,’and Spine of 
the Back : With prudently repeated Blifters, with ftrenethening gpa 
Purges, for feveral Days fucceflively. As alfo by the continued 
Ufe of itrengthening, drying, antifcorbutic Remedies and fuch 
as raife the Spirits. "et . 

Particularly. for Food, the Bread fhould be Bifcuit, with a 
| Jittle Saffron and Spices. The Fleth fhould be Pigeons, Pul- 
lets, Veal, Rabbets, Mutton, gently roafted, minced, and mixed 
with Bifcuit, Salt, alittle Parfley, Thyme, Nutmeg, or the like. 

Likewife Rice, Millet, Pearl Barley, boiled with Raifins; to 
which add a little Wine and Spice. The Drink may be gene- 
rous French red Wine, of which give an Ounce three or four 
Times a Day. As alfo Brunfwick Mum, and Englifh Beer, which, 
in the Summer, may be mixed with Spaw-Water.

was put to fweat between Blankets every Day, as foon as the 
Bathing was performed. ] 
Before I take my Leave of Children’s Difeafes, it will be proper 
to obferve, that Dr. Cadogan, in his Treatife of Nurfing, recom 
mends the Magnefia alba, inftead of the common abforbent Pow- 
ders, becaufe they are apt to lodge in the Body, bring on a Cof- 
tivenefs, and require a little A¢anna to carry them off. | 
~~ The Magnefia alba is a white infipid Powder, which is obtain- 
ed from the Lixivium, remaining after the Cryftallifation of Salt~ | 
Petre. It may be precipitated with a Lye of Pot-afhes, or Oil 
of Tartar per Deliquium. If three or four Drams of this be given to 
Adults, it will promote five or fix Stools, unlefs the Prime Vie 
abound with vifcid Phlegm ; which prevents it’s being turned 
into a /timulating neutral Salt, as it would be, if thofe Paflages 
contained a Plenty of Acid. ‘Juncker fays, it may be given from 

jeto Z .; and Hoffman, that it is excellent in hypochondriac 
Cafes, when the firft Region abounds with acid Juices, and when 
the Body is coftive ; likewife, if fo {mall a Dofe as "xv < 200 "xx%.

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Hoffman obferves farther, that a A¢agnefia may be made of the 
Lye, or Bittern, which remains in the Pan, after the making or 
boiling common Salt.

If it be coagulated by 
boiling, it will, in a fhort Time, become fluid again. | 

ff you take three Ounces of this infpiflated Liquor, and drop 
Oil of Tartar therein, it will turn into a whitith Pafte ; which 
being diluted with common Water, will let fall a fine white 
Powder. ‘This carefully wathed, will yield fix Drams of Mag- 
nefia, which excels and operates better than that of Nitre, and 
may be taken in the fame Dofe, that is, from one Dram to three 
or four. | ' :

te Opifthotonos often comes on gradually, and by flight 
Approaches, the Patient complaining at firft rather of an 
uneafy Stiffmefs in the back Part of the Neck, and about the 
Shoulders, than of any acute Pain, with fome Degree of a general 
Laffitude. ‘Thefe increafe, and become fo troublefome when he 
attempts to turn his Head, or to bend it forwards, as to oblige 
him to walk very erect; for he can by no means look downward, 
nor to either Side, without turning his whole Body. He cannot 
open his Jaws without Pain, and has fome Dealt in fwallow- 
ing, which difcourages him from attempting to eat. At Times 
he feelsa fudden and painful Traction under the Cartilaga enfiformis, 
which ftrikes through the Back, and inftantly encreafes the Rigi- 
dity about the Neck and Shoulders, draws the Head backward a 
little, and fhuts the Jaws clofer. The Pain under the Sternwm 
returns more frequently and violently, and the other ContraGions. 
become fo ftrong, that from this Time the Head continues much 
contracted, and he now refufes Nourifhment, through the Pain of 
fwallowing, which produces a Return of the Spafm, and extends 
along the Spine, quite to the lower Extremities, fo that they will 
no longer fupport him, and he is under the Neceflity of taking to 
his Bed. ‘ | 
Thus pafles over the firft Stage of the Opz/thetonos, which fome- 
times takes up three or four Days; the Patient, and thofe about 
him, miftaking the firft Appearances for a Crick in the Neck: But? 
fometimes it forms itfelf much quicker, even in a few Hours; in 
which Cafe, the Danger is generally proportioned to the Violence 
of the firft Attack, fuch moftly dying in twenty-four, thirty-fix, 
or forty-eight Hours, and rarely furviving thethird Day: When 
lefs acute, few are loft after the ninth oreleventh. In this Stage 
the Pulfe is- flow and very hard, and the Belly hound; Blood 
drawn, feems unaltered from it’s natural State, only varying by a 
Laxity of Compactnels. 
; | Tn 
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In the fecond Stage, the Spafm under the Sternum, (which is 
the pathognomic Symptom of this Difeafe) becomes more violent, 
returning every ten or fifteen Minutes, and is ever inftanély fuc- 
ceeded bya ftronger Retraction of the Head, with great Rigidity 
and Pain all round the Neck, and along the Spine, to the lower 
Extremities, which are fuddenly ftretched. ‘The Countenancé 
is very pale and contracted, the Jaws are that Moment fnapped 
together, nor can afterwards be opened fo wide as to receive the 
End of one’s little Finger, an Attempt to do which, by way of 
Experiment, furely hurries on the Spafm. Allthe Mufcles ferving’ 
to Maftication and Deglutition, and the Deltoid and Petorals, 
are violently contracted, fo that the Shoulders are ftrongly raifed 
forward, and the Arms are ftretched out, or drawn acrofs the 
Body; but the Wrifts and Fingers feem not to be affected. 

Such is the Condition during the Spafm, which ceafes in a few 
Seconds; then the Shoulders and Arms recline, and the lower 
Extremities relax, yet not fo entirely, but that fo much Rigidity 
ufually remains, as will not permit them to bend, though attempted 
by another Perfon ; for as to the Patient, he cannot at all move 
them. The Mufcles on the Sides and fore Part of the Neck, con- 
tinue ftill contracted, though not fo much, but their Aétion is 
overcome by the Number and Strength of the pofterior ones ; fo’ 
that the Retraction of the Head conftantly remains ; he breathes for 
fome Minutes much, as if he had been exceflively fatigued, and 
the Pulfe is fmall, fluttering, and irregular, but both become more 
calm and flow. The Pulfe, efpecially in fome, beats not above 
forty times in a Minute; in others it is quicker than natural, and 
alwayshard. ‘The Face is fometimes pale in the Intervals, but 
oftener flufhed, andthe whole Countenance indicates the moft me- 
lancholy Diftrefs, as well from the Dread of the Return of the 
Spafm, as from the Pain bythe prefent Contraétions, and the Rée- 
membrance of the more fevere paft ones. The Tongue is ftif » 
and torpid, but, as far as can be feen, is not foul. The Urine can 
feldom be faved, being forced away by the Spafm, or voided in the 
Bath. What has been feen is moftly high-colouted (perhaps be- 
caufethey drink but little) with a thin dufky Cloud fufpended init. 
The Head is rarely complained of, although they mutter a little in 
theirfhort Slumbers, from which they are foon roufed by the Spafm. 
The Belly is always bound, and cannot be loofened.” In Drink- 
ing, the Liquid pafles with great Difficulty to the Stomach, even’ 
in the fmalleft Quantity ; and if the Spafm fhould feize him at” 
that Time, which an Attempt to fwallow for the moft part o¢- 
cafions, the Liquor returns through the Nofe with Force. Blood’ 
drawn in this Stage looks no way inflammatory, but rather 6f a 
diffolute Crafis, with florid and dufky Streaks. In general, they 
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defire to lie ftill as much as poffible, and avoid Drinking, Speak- 
ing, or Stirring, either of which is apt tomake theSpafm return, 
But others again require to be turned in hope of procuring an 
eafier Pofture, which never fails to produce an Attack: of the 
Convulfion, whereby the Head is drawnback to the Spine, which 
is beft prevented by lying on the Back. | 

In the third or lait Stage, the Patient is reduced to the moftca- 
lamitous circumftances, being on a continual Rack, in the moft 
literal. Meaning: For the Spafm returns oftener than once in a 
Minute, is far more violent, and lafts longer, fo that there is 
{carcely any Remiffion. “The anterior Mufcles of the whole Body 
now {fufferequal Contractions with the pofterior, but the laft over- 
come the Force of the others, fo that the Spine is ftrongly bent 
backwards, and forms a hollow Arch, that the Patients refts en- 
tirelyon the hind Part of his Head, and his Heels. The Bellyis 
flat and drawn inward, and the Mufcles fo rigidly contracted, as 
not to yield to Preflure, nor give way to the Defcent of the 
Diaphragm in Infpiration ; the feveral Mufcles about the Neck, 
Sides, andAbdomen, being plainly diftinguifhable from each other. 
Although the lower Extremities are always rigid in this State, yet 
are they fo fuddenly and violently diftended during the Spafims, that 
werelit not forthe Standers-by,he would be projected, Feet foremoft, 
off the Bed ; while others again are, as it were, pufhed upwards with 
fuch a Spring, that the Head is ftruck with great Force againft 
whatever happens to bein the way, the Thighs and Legs being, in 
this Cafe, no lefs rigidthan the other Parts. “The Tongue is con- 
vulfively darted out, and often miferably torn, as the Teeth are 
that Moment {napped together, fo that it is neceflary to prevent 
this, by keeping the Handle of a Spoon, wrapped round with foft 
Rags, between the Teeth, when it can be done. At the fame 
‘Timethe Tongueis thus thruft out, the mufcular Fleth, which lies 
between the Arch of the lower Jaw, and the Head of the Trachea, 
feems tobe drawn upwards within the Throat. The Countenance 
is very much contracted, and he is in a Foam of Sweat, the Heat 
being very great, and the Pulfe between the Spafms exceeding 
quick, fmall, and irregular, although the Heartthrobs fo ftrongly, 
that it’s Motion, may be plainly feen, anda palpitating fubfultory 
Kind of Undulation may not only be felt, but perceived all over 
the epigaftric Region. The Eyes are watery and languid, anda 
pale or bloody Froth bubbles out from between the Lips. The. 
Jaws are for the moft part locked faft, fo that it is impoffible to 
give Drink or Nourifhment, nor could he {wallow it if any thing 
were put into his Mouth. In this State they are commonly 
delirious, and as they cannot fubfift many Hours, under fo great a 
Sufpenfion of the vital and natural Fun@tions, a mortal Anxiety 
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enfues, and releafes them ; oftener a continued and fevere Spafm 
finifhes the Tragedy, when it was before almoft at an End; but 
moft frequently a general Convulfion puts a period to their Suf= 
ferings? and which ever way this happens, they for the moft Part 
relax juft before Death, 

In the Tetanus, the general Symptoms are nearly the fame as in 
the Opifbstones, except that from the firft Attack, the lateral, ab- 
dominal, and other anterior Mufcles, are equally contracted with 
the pofterior ones ; and the Arms become rigid, as well as the 
lower Extremities. The 4édomen is always flat and rigid, asin 
the laft Stage of the Op:/thotonos, and it’s Contents feemto be thruft 
up into the Thorax, which at the fame Time appears to be much | 
dilated. ‘There are here alfo fome Intervals between the Spafins,’ 
during which the Cheeks are drawn towards the Ears, fo that all 
the’ Teeth may be feen. Deglutition is more free in this than in 
any other Difeafe; yet fo far is the Sick from being equally balan- 
«ed between the Contractions of the oppofite Mufcles, that the 
Head is retracted, and the Spine is recurvated, though not quite 
fo much as in the Opi/thotonos: And the Spafm which commences 
under the Sternum, is likewife common to the Tetanus, which ter~ 
minates as the other, and on the fame fatal Days. But whoever 
recovers from either, labours long under a general Atonia, and they 
cannot for fome Months raife themfelves from a fupine or recum- 
bent Pofture, without Pain, nor without Help for fome Time. 

- Nothing like a Crifs ever happens in thefe Difeafes; fo thatthe 
Recovery muft entirely depend on Medicine, in the Choice of 
which all very heating and ftimulating Things, given inwardly, or 
applied outwardly, are to be avoided, efpecially Bifers, which have 
a moft pernicious Effect. Mild Purgatives, joined with temperate 
Diaphoretics, have been given gradually, and continued till they had 
operated, without any Advantage; nor did Vomiting, which was 
excited accidentally, by the Kermes Mineral, anfwer any good Pur- 
pofe, although much Bile was thrown up; and Worms have been 
voided both W ays in others without yielding any Relief. Mufkhas

If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding at the Beginning of the

If the Weather is warm, and the Pulfe quick, with a preterna- 
tural Heat in the Skin, the Warmth of the Water in the Bath 
fhould riot exceed the 96th or the g8th Divifion on Fubrenbit’s 
Thermometer. But when the Pulfe is flow, with little Heat, it 
ought to be fo warm as to raife the Mercury to the rooth or 102d 
_ Degree, efpecially in cold Weather. While he is inthe Water, 


gentle FriGtion fhould be ufed, efpecially about the Neck, Breaft; 


and along the Spine, fo far as ic can be come at; and he is to be 
kept in the Bath, until the Pulfe becomes foft and full. When it 
is thought neceflary to take him up, he is not to be wiped dry, but 
muit be wrapped immediately in a dry blanket, and put to Bed, in 
which they ufually fweat freely: But fhould thofe Sweats prove 
‘too profufe, efpecially if the Pulfe becomes very frequent and 
contracted withal, with an intenfe Heat of the Skin, they are to 
be difcouraged by rubbing the Skin dry with a warm Cloth.

in June, when the Flowers are full blown, pounded, and prefled’ 
into a glazed Veflel, to be placed over a flow Fire, or in Balieo, 
and evaporated to an Extraét of almoft-the Thicknefs of a Pulp, 
taking Care to ftir it often. When it is rightly prepared, it 
will be of a greenifh-brown Colour, yielding a very difagreeable

« The moft certain Sign of a Dog’s going mad, is, that other 
Dogs avoid him:with the utmoft Horror and Precipitation. 
Canine Madne/s is moft probably communicated as the Small- 
Pox is, by Inoculation ; the cellular Membrane being the Re= 
ceptacle of both Difeafés. The poifonous Saliva adhering to the 
‘Tooth of the mad Animal, is immediately communicated to the 
Fat in the Cells of this Membrane, and for this Purpofe a Scratch 
is fufiicient.- In this firft Receptacle it lies like a kind of Leaven, 
and communicates itfelf to the adjacent Cells, and thefe to others, 
till the whole Mafs is contaminated, or at leaft enough to pro~ 
duce a Diftemper like that of the Animal from which it ‘was ori~ 
ginally communicated.

His Legs were affected with the 
like Spafms, his Eye-lids contracted, and his Hearing much im- 
paired. Hecould fcarce void his Urine, and had no Stools but 
by Clyfters.

Thefe 
Opiates proved but a temporary Relief; for when they were 
omitted, he relapfed into as bad a State as ever. At length, fix 
Weeks after the Accident, the laft Phalanx was taken off at.the 
Articulation ; the Diforder, neverthelefs, did not abate till four 
or five Days aftér, upon nipping off the Extremity of the Bone, 
and with it a little Splinter, which ftill irritated the nervous Sy- 
ftem; when his convulfive Spafms were become immediately 
both lefs fevere and lefs frequent.

All Tusmours muft arife, either from the Fluids diftending the 
Veflels beyond their natural Bulk, or from their being extra- 
yafated, or from the Veflels being concreted with their infpif- 
fated Liquids. When the Arteries and Veins, which are 
charged with red Blood, are fo diftended with the Quantity 
they contain, as to comprefs the fmaller Veflels which lie near 
them, they may do much Mifchief. The Effects of this Kind 
of Tumour are efpecially feen in the Damage it does to the 
Action of the Brain; for the Cranium being always entirely 
full, and no red Blood being any where to be found but in 
the pia Mater, and the large red Arteries difperfed through the 
medullary Subftance of the Brain, and furrounding the AZe- 
dulla oblongata, the cortical Subftance naturally containing none ;. 
it follows, that when thefe red Blood-Veflels are diftended, as 
the hard boney Part of the Cranium cannot give Way, the 
other Veflels of the cortical Subftance, and the Medulla, mut 
be comprefied ; by which Means all the Functions of the Brain 
will be difordered ; only the Cerebellum will, in this Cafe, be 
lefs affected. - 

‘Tumours attended with Pain are called Phlegmous ; if with- 
out Pain, and hard, Schirrufes ; if without Pain, and foft, they 
are then properly called Oedamata; which are applicable to 
Tumours arifing in the Membrana cellulofa only. he Matter 
of them is generally Water, as in the anafarcous Dropfy; or 
fome more vifcid pituitous Liquid, as in the Leucophlegmatia. 
Now the Membrane cellulofa, which is the true Seat of thefe 
Tumours, furrounds all the Veflels, and the Tumours are con- 
{equently capable of leflening the Areas of the Seétions of the 
Veilels, and frequently of producing very furprifing Difeafes, 
entirely owing to this fingle Caufe. )

and that efpecially inthe Legs; becaufe, when the Uterus is 
diftended, and prefles upon the iliac Veins, it prevents the 
Veins of the Thighs and Leys from difcharging the Blood 
they contain, fo expeditioufly cs they ought. 

A Callus in the membraneous Part increafed in Bulk, is at- 
tended with Hardnefs and Infenfibility, arifing from the Vef- 
fels being concreted together, and chiefly by an external Com- 
preflure. It’s proximate Caufe is the Compreffure of the Vef- 
fels, the Expreffion of the Liquids they contain, and the Con- 
cretion of their Sides. | 

_ The proximate Caufe of all Obftrudtions is only one, whig 
is always fimple and the fame; i, ¢ the greater Bulk of tl

Matter that is to be tranfmitted, above the Capacity of the 
Canal that is to tranfmitt. 

‘There are two Caufes that diftend the Arteties; the Force 
of the Heart propelling the Blood, atid the Quantity of the 
Blood already contained in the Arteries: If the Force of the 
Heart be leflened, the whole Circulation proceeds flowly ; if 
the Quantity of the diftending Liquid be diminifhed, the Fault 
lies in the Inanition. But the Capacity of all the Veflels de- 
pends upon two oppofite Caufes; the Force and Quantity of 
the Liquid which is moved in the Veffel, and the contractile 
Power of it’s Sides, which refifts the diftending Caufes, As 
foon, therefore, as the diftending Caufes are leffened, the 
contractile Powers will produce the fame Effect; or, which is 
the fame thing, the Veffels will be rendered narrower. When 
the Particles of our Fluids lofe their fpherical Figure, they 
muft of Confequence lofe the Poffibility of an uniform Tran- 
fition through the Veffels: For fince by the Motion of the 
Heart and Arteries, every Particle of the Blood has a different 
Motion and Situation every Moment, it was requifite to make 
this Motion uniform, that they fhould be of fuch a Figure as 
might enable them to pafs through the Veffels in any Situ- 
ation ; which is the Cafe of a {pherical Figure only. 

- The Denfity of the Particles of the Blood is always pro- 
portional to the Power of the Heart and Arteries. “The Shape 
of the elementary Particles of our Fluids, fo far as we can 
difcern, by the Help of Microfcopes, is {pherical; and this 
is obvious, if we confider that the Blood is thrown, by the 
great Force of the Heart, into a conical Veflel that is reci- 
procally dilated and contracted, and incutvated as foon as it 
comes from the Heart. It is plain, therefore, that no Particle 
of Blood can keep the fame Direction for two Moments toge- 
ther; and confequently, that the Particles muft be continually 
ftriking againtt each other : So that if any angular Point fhould 
ftick out in any elementary Particle, that Point muft fuftain 
the Rotation of all the reft ; and therefore will foon either be 
beat off, or fmoothed down. Add to this, that the Extremi- 
ties of the Arteries, if cut tranfverfely, have a circular Sec- 
tion, and fo may give their Figure to fuch Particles as are of 
a flexible Nature. | 

The ftronger a Perfon is, the greater is the Danger of €on- 
¢retion, if his Blood be at reft in the Veffels: And therefore 
thofe Faintings, which weakly Girls are fo fubject to fall into 
apon every flight Occafion, are feldom fo dangerous, as their 
Biood is in a.too diflolyed State, and fearce ever, or, at leaft, 
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very flowly, concretes, though it remain unmoved... The Se~ 
rum of Blood will not turn to Ice, till expofed to the twenty- 
eighth Degree of Fabrenheit’s Thermometer; fo that it re- 
quires a greater Degree of Cold than Water,; probably becaufe 
it is impregnated with Salts.” , | 


_ If Blood be taken ‘away on the firft Day of the Small-. 
pox, it looks well to the Eye; if on the third and fourth, it 


will be covered with an inflammatory Cruft, becaufe the moft 


liquid Parts being carried off by the Fever, and the thicker. 
Parts more clofely compacted, the Particles of Blood begin to. 


cohére more firmly together: For whilft.there isa laroe Quan- 
tity of thin Liquid interpofed between the thicker Farts, the 


Preflure of the Veilels will not change their Figures ; but when 


this is carried off, the thicker Parts of.the Blood becoming con- 


tiguous, will be forcibly comprefled by the Action of the Vef- 


fels, loofe their {pherical. Figure, touch each other in many 


Points, and run into Concretions: For when the Veflels are 
very ftrong, fo as’ to comprefs their Fluids with great Force,

“Well rectified Spirit of Wine, applied to the Mouths of 


the bleeding Wounds of divided Veilels,' puts a-Stop to the 


iioft ‘violent Hamorrbages by coagulating the Blood. The Se- 


tum’ of the Blood itfelf will prefently become hard by pouring 


rectified Spirit of Wine upon it. How dangerous, therefore, 
muft' be the frequent Ufe of fpirituous Liquors. - eee: 
_~ No Obftrudtions can poffibly be formed in Canals, through 
whieh, during the Courfe of Life, the’ Liquids are carried by 
a perpetual Motion, unlefs the Motion be from a broader Ori- 
fice to a narrower. “Fhat Obftru@ions may arife in conical 
Veflels, through which the Liquids are moved in a Direction 
leading from the Bafis to the Apex, is certain ; for their Par- 
ticles arrive at a narrower Seétion of the Cone every Moment; 
and that which eafily paffed at the Bafis may eafily ftick in the 
Extremities of this converging Canal, and then the Liquid 


behind will continually prefs the unpaflable Mafs into a ftill 


narrower Chanel, and fo increafe the ObftruGtion: But in the 
Veins, where the Direction of the Motion tends from the Apex 


of a conical Canal, to it’s Bafis, an Obftruétion feems not pof- 
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fible, unlefs .by. the: external Compreflion of the Veffel ; for. 

whatever had pafled the narrow Orifice of “it’s Vertex, will. 
~ eafily pafs the other Sections .of the Canal, which are conti- » 
nually growing larger: And though the Particles of the Fluid 
be fuppofed to, unite into ftill larger Particles, yet, as thefe are 
not fupported by the diverging Sides of the Veins, they will 
eafily be carried on.by the Impetus of the fubfequent Liquid. 

In a Peripneumony, it is a bad Symptom if the Blood drawn 
from a Vein be too dilute, and fcarce difpofed to coagulate 5 _ 
becaufe it fhews, that the thinner Parts only pafs through the. 
Lungs, while the thick are accumulated. 

It often happens, that acute inflammatory Difeafes of the. 
Head fhall leave behind them an incurable Deafnefs or Blind- 
nefs, during Life; the Reafon of which is moft probably this, 
that when the greater Veflels were obftructed by the Inflam- 
mation, the lefler, derived. from, them, being comprefled and 
collapfed, were, by this Means, grown together. 

When in. an Apoplexy the Brain .ceafes to perform it’s 
Funétions, it is feldom cured; fome Defect or other of the 
Funétions always remaining, ,which, forthe moft Part, proves 
incurable. ° oN} id toa % | 

When the Stomach is diftended with a large Quantity of 
Meat and Drink, and preifes..the defcending Trunk of the 
Aorta, the turgid Face, the red. Eyes; the increafed Pulfations, : 
and the quicker Refpiration, all fhew the Quantity of Blood 
to be increafed in the upper Parts, and that it flows with 
ereater Celerity through the Veffels : Hence it is that we meet 
with fo many Inftances.ef Perfons who have died of an Apo- ° 
plexy immediately after a full Meal. ; 

If.a confirmed Schirrus, or a malignant Cancer, that will 
‘not admit of Extirpation, be the Caufe of an Obftru@tion, he: 
muft be a bold.Man that in fuch a Cafe will prefume to pro- 

nife a Cure. | | | 7

very powerfully increafing the Contraétility of the Solids. .L; 
have feen a Woman in perfect Health, who, upon a fudden 
Fright, had a Tumour immediately rife in her Breaft, which, 
though very properly treated, hardened into an irrefoluble: 
Schirrus. .... | a 

Warm Water will foften the harder Parts of the Body 3 but 
when turned to. Vapour, will more effeCtually accomplith this 
Office. The Joint of the Elbow, grown immoveable from an 
Induration of the;Ligaments, was rendered entirely flexible, 
in two Months, by being expofed two Hours every Day to the 
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Vapour of warm Water. Where this can be conveniently di- 
rected to the Part, it is moft undoubtedly to be preferred to all 
other Methods. Warm Water dropping from a higher Situ- 
ation on the Part affected, has done Wonders in local Difeafes ; 
chronical and ftubborn Tumours of the Knee have been often 
cured thereby. 

Bleeding often is ufeful in Obftruétions arifing from the in- 
creafed Contraction of the Fibres; for thus emptying the 
large Veflels, the Jefler onés which form their Sides are lefs 
comprefied, and the Force by which the Liquid is impelled 
againft the obftrudted Place is diminifhed ; and in Cafe the 
Quantity of Blood taken away be large, fo as to endanger 
Swooning, the Preflure of the vital Liquid from’ the Bafis of 
the Veifel to the Vertex, being, by this Means, removed, the 
fmaller Veflels will be enabled to contraét and repell the Li- 
quid which obftrudts them in the larger Veffels. 

A Callus, if pared off from the Skin, will grow again, al- 
though no vital Liquid flow through it: And this feems to 
arife from the concreted Extremities of the Veffels being gra~ 
dually protruded by the vital Liquid; as alfo becaufe the open 
Extremities of the Veflels, that are next the Callus, are com- 
prefled by it. : 

Animal Motion increafes the Velocity of the Circulation, 
and renders the folid Parts more firm. 

Frictions are of great Ufe in refolving Obftru€tions. TI have 
feen an indurated parotid Gland, after many good Applica- 


tions had failed, refolved by being rubbed with woollen Cloths~ 


for an Hour together, twice a Day, after having been expofed 
to the Vapour of warm Water and Vinegar. The fame has 
been effected in the Glands of the Neck, which were ftru- 
mous. 
~Mufcular Motion alfo is of fingular Service in this Cafe; as 
the venal Blood is accelerated thereby, it occafions the Heart 
to contract oftener, and more frequently diftends and contra@ts 
the Veilels alternately in a given Time. 
Sea Salt, Sal Gemm, Sal Ammoniac, being much alike in 


many of their Qualities, have alfo a fimilar Power of attenu- 


ating. I'he two former, when given inwardly, mix, indeed, 
with our Humours, but pafs off by Urine, in a great Mea- 
fure, unchanged ; for which Reafon, though they pafs through 
moit of the Veffels of the Body, yet they undergo no Altera- 
tion from their Action. Now, whatever is taken down, and 


cannot be changed by the Powers of the Body, will conftant! ‘ 
excite a greater Motion by aéting as a Stimulant. But .Sdl 


Ammoniac. 
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Ammoniac, which is Jighter than the other two, and more like 
ihe native Salts of the Blood, is more capable of being changed 
by the Powers of the Body, and of a very penetrating Nature; 
and is therefore generally preferred before the reft, and juftly 
commended as one of the greateft Deobftruents, both in acute 
and chronical Difeafes, 

The Action of thefe Salts feems to confift in this, that when 
they are mixed with the Humours, diffolved, and conveyed to 
the obftructed Places, from a Kind of conftant Attrition by 
the Action of the Veflel againft the obftructing Mafs, they 
divide it by their Weight and Figure, and thereby render it 
paflable through the Veflels ; at the fame Time increafing the 
Aétion of the Veflels themfelves, by their ftimulating Qua- 
lity. 

When the Veffels under the unbroken Skin are ruptured by 
a Contufion, and the Blood concreted into a Mafs, which is 
ftill entire, thefe Salts diflolved in Water, and applied to the 
Part, will moft happily diffolve it. : ; 

‘Thofe who indulge themfelves too much in eating large 
Quantities of Sea Salt, will have their Blood fo diffolved, that 
it can fcarce be retained in the Veffels; hence often will arife 
very violent Hamorrhages, partly from the Blood’s too great 
Diffolution, and partly from the too great Acrimony of the 
Humours eroding the Veffels. 

The modern Nitre feems quite different from that of the 
Ancients ; for theirs appears to have been of an alkaline Na- 
ture, or, perhaps, it was Sal Ammoniac to which they gave 
this Name. Modern Nitre is of a Nature ftrangely ambiguous, 
between vegetable, animal, and foffile. If free from Sea Salt 
it remains dry in the Air, diffolves entirely in Water, is the 
lighteft of Salts, a very great Attenuant, and highly ufeful in 
Obftrutions from an inflammatory Denfity of the Blood. 

Borax is a very wonderful Salt, whofe Nature is not well 
known, and it’s Hiftory confufed, even in the beft Writers. 
It is commended much as a Deobftruent, and ufed in the mot 
obftinate Difeafes, as it ats partly by it’s wonderful Stimulus, 
and partly by it’s attenuant faline Power. | 

All Soaps contain an Oil fo intimately mixed with a Salt, 
as to be capable of being diffolved in Water without Sepa- 
ration: The more fubtile the Oil and the Salt are, of fo much 
the more excellent Ufe is the Soap which is made from them. 

Pills of Soot gilt over, to prevent their offending the Tafte, 
have often done great Service in Difeafes arifing from Vifci- 
dity, on Account of their foapy attenuant Nature. ~ 
hee That 
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"That Bile has a diffolving Power, is evident from thofe Dif- 


eafes, where, by being hindered from taking it’s ufual Courfe, 
it regurgitates backward into the Blood, in which Cafe it turns 
it all toa Water; and for this Reafon it is, that obftinate 
FJaundices are almvott conftantly followed by a Dropfy. If 
Bile, infpiffated as an Extraét, be rubbed on the fwollen Bel- 


lies of Children, it will diffolve the Concretions periage in their. 


Inteitines, and carry themoff by Stool. 


It is fuffictent, if a Phyfician knows the Effeat of Guide: ; 


filver, when applied to the Body, though he be not acquainted 
with it’s particular Modus operandi: The Virtue of other Re- 
medies is no lefs obfcure ; who has ever explained the Man- 
ner by which Scammony carries off the Blood by Stool, after 
it is converted into a putrid Water? 

Who ever has thoroughly underftood the wonderful Proper- 
ties of Antimony in it’s feveral Preparations ? 

Bleeding will fucceed. better in a Pleurify, if the Side affect- 
ed be gently rubbed at the fame Time the Blood is iffuing 
from the Vein; or if the Patient move the affected Part, by 
frequently drawing in his Breath as hard as he-can, or by 
Coughing. 

Obftructions in icant bees Difeafes are more eafily re- 
moved in Men of lax Habits, than in ftrong Men who ve 
been accuftomed to hard Labour.

Tt HE Blood of Perfons in Health is much Jifpofed to Gaia 
cretions ; and this may be increafed by the Increafe of 
Heat : Blood thus concreted is not eafily folvable. 
Whatever caufes the venal Blood to move more fwiftly to- 
cA the Heart, increafes the Motion of the Heart: Hence 
t appears how a very-high Fever may be raifed by too violent 
ee tcuter Motion, or by violent Frictions. 
An increaféd Motion of the Blood arifes from the more hee 
quent and violent Contractions of the Heart. The Dilata- 
tion of the Arteries muft be increafed in. a Proportion com- 


pounded of the increafed Strength and Frequency of thofe Con- | 


tractions. 
The Arteries, when. they are diftended, are in a violent 
’ State ; and hence their Sides endeavour to steer nearer to 
their Axis, by their Elafticity and circular Action, and fo re- 
prefs 


i: 38: J- 
prefs the diftending Blood: For, unlefs the Arteries, by be- 
ing contracted through their own Spring, were to expel the 
Blood which diftends them, the heart would not be able, 
the next fyftole, to throw the Blood contained in it’s Cavi- 
ties, into the Arteries already diftended; confequently the 
Blood would by degrees be accumulated within it’s Cavities, 
and the Circulation ftopped. The ftronger therefore the 
Motion of the Heart is, which diftends the Arteries, the 
gteater will be the Power of that Force by which the Ar- 
‘teries endeavour to contract their Cavities ; and the oftener 
the heart is contracted in the fame Space of Time, the more 
frequently will the contracted Arteries re-aét upon the Blood 
that diftends them. : 

Heat arifes from the Attrition of the Parts of the Blood, 
with each other, and with the Sides of the Veflels. As foon 
as the Blood is at reft, all Heat ceafes; which revives agam 
upon it’s Motion. This made Hippocrates afiert, that 
the Blood is not bot by Nature, but grows bot. | 

The Urine, which is the true Lixivium of the Blood, 
grows more acrid and feetid, as the Circulation becomes 
more violent: The Motion of the Blood being increafed, 
it’s Salts become more acrid and volatile, and it’s Oils thin- 
ner and lefs mild: ‘Thefe again will form a frefh Stimulus to — 
increafe the Circulation, from the Increafe whereof they 
deduced their Origin. And thus the Effet of a Difeafe 
fhall increafe the Difeafe itfelf. 2 ao. 

Health feems, in a great Meafure, to confift in every 
Veflel’s containing it’s own due Portion of Liquor. 

The Quicknefs of the Pulfe fhews that the Heart is con-_ 
tracted more frequently than it fhould be, in the fame Space 
of Time ; it’s hardnefs indicates the Fulnefs of the Arte- 
ries; that the Blood is very compact and denfe ; and that 
with Difficulty it gains a Paflage through the minute Vef- 
fels, through it’s inflammatory Vifcidity. | | 

All the Blood thrown out of the right Ventricle of. the 
Heart, ought to pafs through the Lungs before it can re- 
turn into the left: But as the right Ventricle would not 
fuffice to propel all the Blood through the. narrow Paflages of 
‘the pulmenary Artery, by it’s own mufcular Force alone 5 
there is farther required the concurring Action of Refpira- 
tion to dilate the Lungs, and thereby open a free Paflage 
to the Blood that is thrown from the Heart. In Proportion, — 
therefore, as the right Ventricle of the Heart, in a given 
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Time, contracts oftener and ftronger, fo much the more 
frequent and ftrong the Infpiration is required to be. Thus 
we fee, that whenever the Motion of the Blood is increafed 
by Running, or any other violent Exercife, the Refpiration 
increafes in Proportion, and is performed with greater Dif- 
ficulty. And thus the Refpiration is greater, merely from 
an Increafe of the Velocity of the Blood which paffes through 
the Lungs. But when, befides this, through the greater 
Motion, the Blood begins to affume an inflammatory Thick- 
nefs, the Refpiration will then be much quicker, and more 
difficult ; for this ill Quality in the Blood, of it’s not being 
able to circulate, firft fhews itfelf in the Lungs ; and for this 
Reafon, in acute Difeafes of the inflammatory Kind, a fhort 
and difficult Refpiration is reckoned a bad Symptom. 
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Of a Defett of the Circulation, and of a Plethora. 


A Diminifhed Circulation is always attended with a Ful- 

nefs of the Veins. For if the Vifcera, whofe Office it 
is to change the Aliment into Chyle, be firm and ftrong, 
this large Quantity of Chyle is converted into good Blood ; 
and as the Veins are of a lax Nature, they will eafily yield 
to the diftending Liquid, and admit this fuperfluous Quan- 
tity, unlefs emptied by Motion and Exercife.; fo that by 
Plethora is not to be underftood every Increafe of the Hu- 
mours, but only an over Increafe of the Quantity of Blood. 
» A delicate Way of Living, Intemperance, Lazinefs, and 
{upping overmuch, may give Rife to a Plethora; which may 
likewile be the Effect of the Suppreffion of habitual Difcharges, 
whether natural or artificial, and even of fome Difeafes which 
Nature has made-the Means of reftoring the neceflary Equi- 
librium between the Fluids and their Veflels. 

When hard Drinkers pour down. fuch vaft Quantities of 
‘Liquor, they would be fuffocated, if their Veins were not 
capable of giving Way, and receiving the fuperfluous Part 
of it; and therefore it is that thofe People have their Veins 
fo much inflated. If then much Chyle and Blood be formed 
in the feveral Vifcera fet apart for this Purpofe, and the 
Laxity of the Veins, at the fame Time, be proportionally 
eric, the Quantity of Blood muft neceflarily be accumu- 
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Men ufed to frequent Bleeding fuffer the fame Inconvenj- 
ences, at their accuftomed Times of letting Blood, as Wo-~ 
men do from the Retention of the Catamenia, till, at lengthy. 
they become quite as lax as women. 

Hard-working People are feldom known to be plethoric, 
though they eat voracioufly ; becaufe Labour carries off 
that which would otherwife be detained in a State of in- 
active Idlenefs, and gives fuch a Firmnefs to the Solids, as. 
not eafily to yield to the filling Liquors. 

Rarefaction is alone capable of producing a Plethora; for 
if the Blood be rendered twice as rare as it was, it is the 
fame thing with refpect to the Veffels, as if there were twite 
the Quantity of Blood contained in them. 

Without difcuffing the Point, whether a Plethora fhould 
be admitted among the Number of Difeafes, or confidered 
as a Caufe only, it muft however be allowed capable of ex- 
citing the greateft Diforders, fuch as Vertigos, Convulfions, 
Apoplexies, obftinate Opthalmias, Fevers, internal Hemor- 
rhages, fuffocating Catharrs ; and, in a Word, Numbers 
of other Maladies, which, though apparently of a very dif- 
ferent Character, yield not to the fame Treatment and Re- 
medies which a Plethora requires. 

When an evident Redundancy of Blood has not, as yet, 
produced any dangerous Stagnations, the proper Means to 
oppofe it’s Progrefs, are an abftemious Diet and bodily Exer- 
cife; not neglecting to reftore, as far as poffible, any habi- 
tual Evacuations which may have been fuppreffed. It has 
been generally held, that in other Cafes, Bleeding fhould 
indifpenfably be had Recourfe to; to perfift too far in it, 
‘may, however, be very dangerous, as it is but too notorious 
that a frequent Ufe of it is apt to weaken the elaftic Force of 
the Veffels, as obferved above. But Exercife fhould never 
be prefcribed till the Veffels have been firft emptied by 
Bleeding, left, by being too much diftended, they fhould be - 
liable to break. Other acceflory Remedies may be fervice- 
able according to particular Circumftances, efpecially Pur- 
Sabet when the Body has been'duly prepared by Diet and 
Bleeding. | 
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Of PAIN. 


HAT the Teeth, Ears, Stomach, Inteftines, Kidneys, 
fc. are liable to moft acute Pains ; that the Liver, 
Lungs, Spleen, and other Vifcera, are the Seat of lefs vio- 
lent Pains; and that thofe which affect the flefhy and mem- 
braneous Parts are a known Symptom of the Rheumatifm, 
Gout, Pox, Seurvy, Cachexy, &c. falls under almoft every 
one’s Obfervation. Moreover, it is cuftomary to diftinguifh 
Pains by the different Senfations which they excite, as that 
of Weight, Pulfation, Pungency, Knawing, Heat, Itching, 
éic. The heavy or weighty Pain frequently attacks the Head 
and the Vifcera of the lower Belly, but moftly the Kidneys : 
The Head is alfo the Seat of pul/ative Pains, but they more 
particularly accompany the Formation of Pus; and the 
Shootings felt under this Circumftance are a more manifett 
Indication of it than any other Symptom. Pungent Pains 
torment the membrancous Parts, and are fharper the more 
the Membranes are ftretched; of which the Pleurify, Scia- 
tica, Cholic, Spina ventofa, &c. furnifh Examples. Anaw- 
ing Bains, as Ulcerations, with which the Lungs, Kidneys, 
Guts and Womb, are the ofteneft affected. The burning 
Pain is moft remarkable in the Eryfipelas, whence it got 
the Name of Si. Antony’s Fire. The itching Pain belongs 
principally to Difeafes of the Skin. Befides thefe there are 
dull Pains, which occupy chiefly the precordial Parts, other- 
wife called Anxieties. Nothing is more common than numby_ 
and crampy Pains, with thofe noé¢turnal Inquietudes. which 
are felt principally in the lower Extremities; and their dif- 
agreeable tickling Senfation about the End of the Sternum, 
and in the Bottoms of the Feet; to fay nothing of thofe 
which arife from Preflure, Contufion, Diftenfion; Wounds, 
Burns, or Cold ; all which Varieties depend, as may be 
eafily underftood, both from the Structure of the Part, and. 
the Nature of the irritating Caufe. 
Pain, wherefoever feated, is rarely effential, or indepen-— 
dant of all other Conditions; being, for the moft Part, a 
Symptom of fome acute or chronical Difeafe. In the fer- 
' mer, if the Pains’ be continual, either in the Breaft, or the 
| lower 
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jower Belly, they portend Suffocation, Inflammation, Sup- 
puration, or Gangrene: It is otherwife with thofe which 
occupy the Externals or Extremities of thefe Cavities ; for 
they may be, in the Courfe of the Difeafe, the Forerunners 
of fome critical Chhange. 

Pains which are neither continual, nor fixed, depend upon. 
a fimple Affection of the Nerves, called a Spajm; which aéts 
it’s Part fometimes in perfect Health, as well as in chronical 

_Difeafes. : 

It is worthy of Obfervation, that the moft frequent Pains 
which accompany habitual Diforders, depend chiefly on thofe 
four principal Difeafes, the Rb.umatifm, Gout, Scurvy, and 
Pox. Yet are not thefe the fole Source of wandering and 
irregular Pains ; for fuch may be excited by the Paffions of 
the Mind, convulfive Affeftions, obftructed Perfpiration, &c. 
Befides, in fome chronical Difeafes, Pains are owing to 
vafcular or glandular ObftruCtions, Tumors, and other Dif- 
concertions of the Solids. 

There are certain Pains on whofe Nature it is extremely 
dificult to form a right Judgment : The Seat of fome inter- 
nal ones, and their Caufes, are often hard to guefs at : Ne- 
verthelefs, there are no great Confequences to be appre- 
hended in Fevers, of Pains attacking the Head, Back, and 
extreme Parts, as they feldom fail to difappear when the Fe~ 
ver is at End; and they are often of a favourable Prefage, 
efpecially if they coincide with the Time of Concoction : 
For Example, thofe of the Temples, Neck, and Eyes, de- 
note an approaching critical Hemorrhage. Wandering Pains 
through all the internal Parts, fometimes precede Evacuations 

or falutary Eruptions. Thofe of the Loins are well known 
to precede the menftrual Flux, Hemorrhoids, and a copious 
Difcharge of Urine. Violent and continual Pains of the 
Head, fometimes terminate in a Lethargy and a Delirium. 
Intermittent Pains are ever \efs dangerous than thofe which 
are continual ; as are likewife fuch as fbift their Place, than 
thofe which are fixed ; excepting, however, thofe which ex- 
ternally affect the Vifcera, which is fometimes the Cafe in 
the baftard Pleurify, Gout, Rheumatifm, Ge. 

It fhould alfo be remarked, that the Seat of the Pain is not 
always that of the Difeafe: It is well known, that of the 
Head often depends on the bad State of the Stomach ; that 
Obftructions of the lower Belly frequently excite Pains in- 
the Neck and Breaft ; that an Irritation of the Bladder is 
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felt at the Extremity of the Penis; and that fome AffeQtions 
of the Inteflincs, remote from the Anus, often produce a 
Tenefmus. 

‘The Method of treating Pains is fometimes attended with 
great Difficulty, as to difcerning and attacking the Caufe of 
them ; but Practitioners are for the moft Part a little Remifs 
in this Inquiry, contenting themfelves with palliating or ap- 
peafing them, till fuch Time as Nature performs the reff, 
Emolltents, Moifieners, Relaxants, and Narcoticsy are employed 
in producing this Effect; the latter, however, are improper 
in Suffocations and Jnflammations, and dangerous where a 
Gangrene is apprehended: Nor mutt they be adminiftered 
in the Gout and Rheumatifm, even externally. The three 
_ others fall not ynder the like Exceptions, being extremely 
beneficial in all Sorts of Pains, given internally, or out- 
wardly applied. The Efficacy of the Peruvian Bark is very 
confpicuous in regularly intermitting Pains; but herein the 
Difcretion of the Phyfician muft be carefully exercifed. Re- 
vulfions, whofe Bufinefs is to attraét the Blood, Humours, 
and peccant Matter, to fome other Part, are likewife much 
in Ufe, and attended with the happieft Succefs : They are 
performed by Evacuation or Irritation ; taking away Blood, 
applying Leaches, Cupping-glajés, with or without Scarifica- 
tions, Biiflers, and Cauftics, are the Means chiefly employed. 
The Moxa, a Remedy which has been highly extolled, 
though of late fo much neglected, may be admitted to great 
Advantage into this Clafs. -The like Benefit may be oab- 
tained from the bare Immerfion of the Feet into warm Wa- 
ter, or from Friélions of the Legs. It is fometimes obfervable, 
that Diforders of the Head, which proved obftinate to the 
moft powerful Remedies, have yielded to thefe flight Arti- 
fices. After all, it is expedient to trace, as far as poffible, 
the fometimes deeply hidden Source of Pais ; to examine if 
they do not depend upon fome local Vice, which requires 
other Helps; if they do not participate of the above-named 
principal Diseafes ; and laftly, if they do not demand the 
Affiftance of Surgery, as arifing from Luxations, F ractures, 
Contufions, Sprains, Hernias, &c. 
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Summary of the BorRHAAVEAN Docrrine and TREAT* 
MENT of FEVERS in general. | 


71. immediately before the Article of 


INTERMITTENT FEvERs and Acugs.) 


HE greateft Caution is neceflary in fearching out 
the very hidden Nature of a-Fever.. In this Cafe we 


are not to aflume any thing from Hypothefes, previoufly 


contrived, however ingenious they may feem; but we are 
only to confider the Appearances of the Fever prefent in 
the Body, and weigh each of them apart, that by after- 
wards comparing them together, we may thence, by juft 
Reafoning, be led to underftand the proximate Caufe of the 
Fever. When an hypothetical Method is taken to difcover 
the Nature of Difeafes, the curative Part may be founded 
on a falfe Hypothefes. 


The only three obferved Symptoms common to all Fevers, 


are, a Shivering, a guick Pulfe, and Heat. 

A Shivering is meant by Phyficians to fignify that Tremor 
or Shaking of the whole Body, which arifes from a Senfation 
of Cold; as when a Perfon, being warm, f{uddenly expofes 
himfelf to the cold Air: And this Symptom attends every 
Fever which arifes from internal Caufes. i 

To denominate a Fever acute, the Rule is, that it’s fwift 
Advance be attended with Danger ; but the flow Fever is fo 
called from it’s fmall Advance, whether life be in Danger, 
or not. Nor is the Quartan an Exception, fince it hardly 
ever proves fatal, unlefs by fome error in the Patient or Phy- 
fician, and ought therefore to be ranked among Difeafes of 
a long Continuance, as well as a heétic Fever, from whence 
very few efcape. CeLsus, therefore, very properly defines 
Difeafes of long Continuance to be thofe in which neither 
Flealth nor Death is at hand. 


As epidemical Fevers arife from fome common Caufe, they 


have ufually almoft the fame Courfe and Symptoms, and re- 
quire the fame Method of Cure: But particular Fevers, 
arifing from very different and often oppofite Caufes, require 
to be treated in a different Manner in different People. Even 
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Hippocrates has taken Notice of this DiftinGion in Fe- 
vers: But we much more frequently meet with acute Fe- 
vers epidemical, and flow ones more rarely, among which 
laft Quartans are the chief. 

As in all Fevers the Velocity of the Pulfe is increafed, it 
follows, that the Heart contracts, in Proportion, more fre- 
quently; and thence again, that the Caufes from whence 
the Contraction of the Heart refults, are increafed. But in 
what Manner thefe Caufes act, which excite the Heart to a 
quicker Contraction ; and after what Manner, as in an in- 
termitting Tertian, renewed every other Day, when it af- 
forded no Appearances at all on the intermediate Day ; thefe _ 
are hitherto concealed from all of us: For all that we know 
of the Nature of a Fever, we difcover only by it’s infepa- 
rable Effects and Appearances; nor can human Underftand- 
ing proceed farther in the Inveftigation, 

Since the Dilatation of the Artery is fynchronous with | 
the Contraétion of the Heart, the Pulle cannot be accele- 
rated, unlefs the Contraction of the Heart becomes quicker 
at the fame Time, as that is the only and intire Caufe of 
the Dilatation of the Arteries. For all that has been faid by 
fome Authors, about Ebullition, Fermentation, or Effervel- 
cence of the Blood, &e. in the Cavities of the Heart, has 
been proved to be falfe, and contrary to Experiment; and 
it appears moft evident, that the Caufe of propelling the 
Blood from the Heart into the Arteries, does not refide in 
the Blood itfelf, but in the Heart, which immediately re- 
ceives the Blood. A Fever may therefore defervedly be 
catled a Difeafe in the Heart; fince in every Fever the 
Action of that mufcular Organ is changed, and that by be- 
ing brought into more frequent and quicker Contractions. — 

It appears from Anatomy and Phifiology, that the mufcu- 
Yar Motion of the Heart renders it’s own mufcular Fibres 
paralytic ; and that by this, Means the whole Heart is fo 
difpofed, that a new Contraction muft follow the Moment 
after: For the Nerves fent to the Heart are fo fituated, that 
they muft be compreffed by the Dilatation of the largeft 
Arteries, diftended by the Blood expelled from the Heart, the 
Aorta, and the pulmonary Artery; during the Dilatation of 
which the venous Sinufes and Auricles of the Heart are 
likewife diftended ; and therefore the Influx of the Spirits 
through the Nerves into the mufcular Fibres of the Heart, 
is thus impeded, while at the fame time all the Blood is 
| <7" SOtenea 
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preffed through the Veflelsdifperfed throughout the Subftance of 
the Heart, which therefore looks pale during the Syftole. Thus 
are the two Caufes abfolutely required to mtufcular Motion, 
intercepted or removed ; namely, the Influx of the Spirits, and 
of the arterial Blood. Butin that Moment of Time, which the 
Heart, as it were paralytic, has it’s Cavities filled by the influent 
venal Blood, the Aorta is contracted, and, with great Force, 
urges the Blood through the Orifices of the coronary Arteries, 
‘throughout the whole Subftance of the Heart, and, juft 
now, the Nerves are no longer compreffed, as the Arteries 
are then conttacted and the Sinufes and Auricles emptied ; 
whence they freely tranfmit the Spirits fent from the Cerebele 
Jum, through the cardiac Nerves, to the Heart: And therefore 
the two Caufes of mufcular Motion will be renewed, and 
thence the Contraction of the Heart will be inftantly repeated. 

A Quartan is ufually accompanied, in the Beginning of a Fit, 
with a violent and long-continued Coldnefs; but in the Be- 
ginning of a Fever of one Day’s Continuance, there is often 
only a very flight Senfe of Cold perceived. ss | 

There very frequently is fo great a Weaknefs obferved in the 
Pulfe, during the cold Fit of a Fever, that the Stroke of the 
Artery is hardly perceptible to the Touch; and this more efpe- 
cially in old Perfons affifed with the Quartan Fever in 
Winter; and then alfo the Quicknefs of the Pulfe is fo very 
great, that it feems rather to tremble, than to be made up of 
a diftinét Dilatation and ContraGtion. But where there is fo 
great a Celerity of the Pulfe, as to be ten times quicker than 
what is natural, no one can diftinguifh it’s Numbers ; there is 
only a furprizing undulatory Motion perceived by the Finger. 
If the Hand be applied to the Breaft, the Heart feems to trem- 
ble, inftead of beating powerfully againft the Ribs, as is ufual, 
in Health; though, in this Cafe, the Artery will fometimes 
dilate more powerfully, and then again appear extremely weak 
and quick: And fometimes a true Intermiffion of the Pulfe 
may be difcerned ; and then the Patient is apt to complain 
that his Eyes are dim, or that he cannot hear, or {earcely feel. 
- Here the fame Thing happens as before Death in the Difflection 
of living Animals. We there fee the Heart, being no longer 
able to expel it’s contained Blood, tremble, and evacuate only 
a Part, being now unable to dilate the Arteries : In the mean 
‘Time the Auricles and venous Sinufes are greatly diftended, 
and, after a few Moments, become fuddenly contracted, forci-~ 
bly projeCting their Blood into the Ventricles of the Heart, 
which, being then irritated by the Quantity and Impetus, is very | 
“powerfully contracted. Then again it trembles and eect 
Sheesh : ti: 
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. till it be excited by the fame Caufe, or till all Motion ceafes by 
the Death of the Animal. 

The lively Colour obferved in a healthy Perfon arifes from 

the Veffels filled with red Blood; fo that when the Force of 
the Heart, from any Caufe, begins to be weakened, not being 
able to propel the Blood to the Extremities of the Body, and 
the Arteries, at that Time, contracting by their own Elafticity, 
efpecially towards their Extremities, which are the leaft urged — 
by the Force of the Heart, the Blood is by that Means repelled 
into the fmaller Branches : ‘Therefore the fubcutaneous Arte- 
ries, which are fome of the fmalleft in the Body, will be, ina 
great Meafure, emptied ; whence a Palenefs muft arife. 
_ The various Parts of the Body are the more flexile, in Pre- 
portion to the greater Abundance of Humours, with refpect to 
-the folid Parts: But in the Beginning of a Fever, the Force 
of the Heart being weakened, cannot fill the fmalleft Veflels 
in the extreme Parts of the Body; and therefore thefe being 
contracted, and repelling back their contained Juices into the 
larger Veflels, this will be one Caufe of the Rigour or Stifinefs 
in the Beginning of Fevers. Befides this, the Cold, which 
contracts every Thing, will increafe the Cohefion of the folid 
Parts, and confequently augment their Stiffnefs. Since there- 
fore thefe two Caufes concur, it is no Wonder that a great 
Stiffnefs arifes in the Time of a cold Fit of a Fever. 

In intermitting Fevers, if the Patient is not very weak, or 
advanced in Years, the hot Fit is fo much the more intenfe,-as 
the preceding cold Fit was more violent. 

It is one of the beft Signs, if the febrile Heat be equally dif- 
fufed throughout the whole Body, even to the Extremities 3 
for it denotes that the Veflels are pervious, and that the Blood 
has a free Circulation ; but in the worft Fevers, which are 
then commonly fatal, there fometimes happens an intenfe Heat, 
perceived about the vital Organs, while, at the fame Time, the 
extreme Parts of the Body are cold ; which denotes the Cir- 
culation to be deficient in thofe Parts; and that the impervious 
Blood begins to ftagnate, or accumulate about the vital Vifcera; 
while, in the mean Time, the Heart, being more fwiftly con- 
tracted, propels the Blood with a great Velocity through the 
Veflels, which are yet pervious in the Parts next adjacent. 

When in ardent Fevers, the Blood, by an inflammatory 
Tenacity, ftagnates in the fmalleft Arteries, thefe, being  dif- 
tended, comprefs the adjacent fecretory and excretory fmall 
Duis; and hence the whole external Skin, Tongue, infide of 

the Mouth, Fauces, &c. are invaded with a burning Heat; 
and when the Patient recovers from thefe mofk dangerous Dif- 
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eafes, almoft the firft Symptom of Nature’s overcoming the 
Difeafe, is a Return of Moifture into all thefe Parts. 

I¢ is a general Indication in every ever, fo to moderate the 
Force of it, that it may not, by deftroying the Solids, and 
thickening the Fluids, produce Inflammations, Suppurations, 
Gangrenes, &c. nor yet to let it fubfide fo low as to be inca- 
pable of attenuating, changing, moving, and expelling the 
morbific Matter: Nor is it poffible too much to inculcate this 
general Rule, as it is of the greateft Moment. Many have 
entertained too ill an Opinion of the Name of a Fever, and 
believe that it ought ever to be engaged with the mott forcible 
Methods ; when, at the fame Time, it appears from the Writ- 
ings of the Ancients, and the Obfervations of the beft modern 
Phyficians, that a Fever often moft happily cures itfelf, pro- 
vided it be kept under a due Regulation, and moderate De- 
gree. 

A Fever may terminate in Health two Ways: as when the 
morbific Matter is fo changed by the Force of the Fever itfelf, 
that being affimilated with the healthy Humours, it may be 
freely carried through the Veflels, without any Difturbance to 
the equable Circulation ; or elfe, the fame morbific Matter be- 
ing fubdued, fo as to have a pervious Paflage, is then expelled 
out of the Body, and this either by an infenfible or a fenfible 
Evacuation. | : | 

Sweats, Vomiting, and a Diarrhea, are Evacuations only 

ferviceable in as far as they expel the febrile Matter, either 
wholly or in Part from the Body, whereby the Difeafe may 
be entirely removed, or at leaft alleviated. The principal Sign 
whereby the Ufefulnefs of thefe Evacuations is known, is de- 
rived from their Effects. Now there is great Reafon to hope 
that a Vomiting, Sweat, or Diarrhza, will prove ufeful, if they 
happen after the Codtion or Height of the Difeafe; for thofe 
which come on in the Increafe of the Difeafe, are rather fymp- 
tomatical than critical Evacuations, and often do more Hurt 
than Service. | 

Old People bear Abftinence the moft eafily : this is indeed 
true while they are in Health, becaufe they are nourifhed nei- 
ther for Increafe nor Strength, but only to fupport their Being ; 
and in thefe the Cavities: of a great Number of Veflels are 
either entirely clofed up, or very much leflened ; whence a lefs 
Quantity of Humours is required to flow through them: Add 
to this, that all the Veflels being now more rigid, yield lefs to 
the impelled Liquids ; and many of the Humours being expell- 
ed from the Body in Fevers, will occafion Drynefs from his . 
Diminution of the Quantity of Liquids. Upon thefe Accounts 
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Diforders happening in old Age will be increafed by a Fever, 
if the Patient is not relieved by a moift and foftening Diet. 
And here more efpecially the Food muft be given often, and in 
{mall Quantities, becaufe the weak vital Strength of the Aged 
would be deftroyed by greater Quantities ; and they require 
but {mall Supplies, provided they are frequently adminiftered : 
Add to this, that Abftinence or Fafting in great old Age, often 
brings on a fatal Syncope; becaufe the Quantity of Humours 
being lefiened, the rigid Veffels do not contract themfelves in 
Proportion; fo there will be no Action of the Veflels upon 
their contained Fluids, whence enfues Stagnations and Death ; 
and thus the Reafon is evident, why Abftinence is fo prejudicial 
to old Perfons in Fevers. 

_Inconfumptive Perfons, whofe Lungs wafte away by a flow 
Suppuration, there is a continual flight Fever, which often in- 
creafes every Day at the Time when freth Chyle is plentifully 
fupplied, and driven, together with the Blood, through the 
Lungs ; fome Practitioners, therefore, believing this Fever to 
be of the intermitting Kind, have made Trials of the Virtues 
of the Bark, but always with the mof fatal Succefs ; for the 
purulent Caufe remaining, the febrile Motion muft neceflarily 
be fupprefled, whereby the colle&ted Matter ought to have 
been expelled; whence the greateft Anxieties, and fometimes 
Death itfelf, have followed from that Pra@tice. The whole 
Cure of fuch a Diforder confifts in wafhing out, as it were, and 
deterging the purulent Matter ; and then in confolidating the 
Parts thus cleanfed from the Matter, as in the Cure of a clean 
Wound. Khe | 

The more fevere a cold Fit is in the Beginning, fo much 
the more dangerous it is; for this Coldnefs denotes a Diminu- 
tion of the Circulation, and the lefs the Circulation, the nearer 
the Difeafe approaches unto Death, wherein the Circulation 
wholly ceafes: But if, at length, the vital Powers overcome 
this Coldnefs, being irritated by the fame Caufe which pro- 
duced the Fever, they render the circulatory Motion fo violent 
vor {wift, and excite fo frong a Heat, that the worft Confe- 
quences of every Kind may be feared: For the very tender 
Veflels of the Encephalon and Lungs, cannot bear fo great a 
Force without the greateft Danger ; and the great Heat fol- 

lowing after the moft intenfe Cold, may diffipate the moft fluid 
Parts of the Humours, and infpiflate the reft ; whence there 
is the greateft Danger, left the Humours becoming. unfit for 
obtaining a Paflage, fhould adhere to the narrow Extremities 
_ Of the Arteries, and fo produce Inflammations and Gangrenes — 
| .of the moft pernicious Kind, | 

A fevere © 
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A fevere. Tremor is bad in Fevers, as it denotes that both 
the nervous and arterial Fluid is either deficient or unpaflable ; 
and, at the fame Time, fuch a violent Trembling arifing much. 
in the Beginning of a Fever, denotes a great Strength of the 
efficient Caufe,{capable of exciting fo extraordinary. a Difturb- 
ance in a Body which has, perhaps, been hitherto healthy ; 
and likewife becaufe a great Trembling indicates a proportion- 
able Obftruction oppofing the Circulation of the Humours. 

Moreover, remblings which arife in the Courfe of Fe- 


vers, unlefs they precede or accompany critical Evacuations, 


are often of the worft Import, as generally indicating that the 
Matter cf the Difeafe inclines to the Head, difturbing there the 
natural and equable Motion in the very Origin of all the 
Nerves, the medullary Subftance of the Encephalon. 

‘The general Cure of Fevers requires four Things; a Cor- - 
tection or Expulfion of the acrid irritating Matter; a Diffolu- 
tion and Expulfion of the febrile Lentor; a Mitigation of the 
Symptoms; and laftly, the Re-eftablifhment of the Patient in 
perfect Health. 3 

‘Thofe Fevers are termed continual and putrid, wherein the. 
Humours degenerate much from their natural and healthy 
State; and, at the fame Time, incline to Putrefaction ; and 
hence the various Degrees of Malignity are obferved, accord~- 
ing to the greater or lefs Intenfity or Degeneracy of them. 

A Drynefs of the whole Skin, Noftrils, Mouth, and Tongue, 
arife from a Diffipation of the moft thin and watery Juices 
of the Blood, by the febrile Heat ; and partly becaufe the 
reft of the Blood becoming unpaflable, and adhering in the 
larger Veflels, diftends them fo as to comprefs the adjacent 
{maller Veffels ; and therefore in fuch Patients the Skin ap- 
pears rough and dry, as the fubcutaneous Vellels, diftended 
with unpaflable Blood, comprefs the very fubtile exhaling Vef- 
fels, while, at the fame Time, there is a Deficiency of the 
thin ferous Parts of the Blood; the fame holds true alfo in 
the Eyes, Nofe, Mouth, and Tongue. Hence HiprpocRaTeEs 
pronounces, that thofe who die of an ardent Fever perifh with 
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GALEN obferves, that an exquifite ardent Fever retains all 
the Signs of an exquifite Tertian, and that it differs only in not 
invading with a Rigor or Shivering, and in not coming to perfect 


_ Antermiffions ; for which Reafons he ranks an ardent Fever, 


not among the Syochi, or continent, but among the continual 
remitting Fevers. But in the Fevers which he calls tertianary 


| (Ferranouses) or femitertianary, which he likewife refers to an 


ardent Fever, the Exacerbations happen always on unequal 
Days. 
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Days. It fhould indeed feem probable, that the ardent Fever 
has fomething of the Nature of an Intermittent 3 fince fre- 
quently when fuch Fevers are extended to a great Length, 
they, at laft, change into Intermittents ; and even, fometimes, 
when intermitting Fevers {pread epidemically, and appear early 
in the Summer Months, they often pafs under this Appear- 
ance. 

The Blood being deprived of it’s thinneft Parts in ardent 
Fevers, tends to Concretion, and begins to ftagnate in the 
Arteries ; whence itis accumulated in thofe Veflels, and dif- 
tends them ; while, in the mean Time, they prefs out only 
the more fluid Parts of the Blood into the Veins; whence, 
though a Vein be opened frequently in fuch Difeafes, it is 
manifeft only that Part of the Blood is removed, which is beft 
difpofed to flow through the Veflels; whereas an Hemorrhage 
from the Nofe, difcharging the Blood from the Arteries them- 
felves, turns off the Impetus and Quantity of Blood, more 
efpecially from the Encephalon, whofe Functions, in thefe Dif- 
eafes, are ufually fo much difturbed. | 

The beft Hemorrhage is that which happens on a critical 
Day ; via. the 4th, 7th, rith, rath, 17th, arft, &c. called 
legitimate critical Days; but thofe happening on fome inciden- 
tal critical Day, as the 3d, 5th, 6th, or gth, are lefs falutary ; 
if they fall out on other Days, they are altogether to be fuf- 
pected ; and the fame will hold good of the other critical Eva- 
cuations. 

A Rednefs of the Face, befet with Drops of Sweat, is a 
very bad Sign in an ardent Fever; becaufe it denotes an in- 
flammatory Spiffitude of the Blood oppofing it’s Paflage through 
the Veflels, and that it is either forced into other improper 
Veffels, or elfe adheres about the finalleft Extremities of the 
fanguiferous Arteries, and that a very {mall Portion of it can, 
as yet, be exprefled ; as alfo, that Death being now at Hand, 
the Extremities of the fmall exhaling Veflels in the Skin are 
fo relaxed, as to tranfmit a thick and grofs Sweat, according 
to a juft Obfervation of Hippocrates-——The general Caufe or 
Reafon of Sweats ought to be known; fome are from a Relaxation 
of the Paris of the Body, and others from the Violence of Inflam- 
mation. 

A Swelling under the Ear, not coming to Suppuration, is 
deftructive : When Parotids arife in an ardent Fever, it is a 
Sign that the febrile Matter is critically depofited about the — 
Glands there feated ; and as the Blood in this Fever is de- 
prived of it’s moft fluid Parts, and, at the fame Time, has ac- 
quired a greates Acrimony, therefore a mild. Baie ‘A 
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thefe Parotids cannot be expected, fince, to effe& that, a mild 
State of the Humours is neceflary, a fedate Motion of them, 
and that the obftructing Matter be not over compact.’ It is 
therefore a Suppuration only’ that can take Place here, which, 
if not procured, a worfe Manner of terminating the Inflam- 
‘mation muft be expected. Sometimes the fwelled Parotids fud- 
denly difappear, from the morbific Matter returning again into 
the Blood ; whence the Worft returns, and even Death itfelf 
may be expected in an ardent Fever. 

HippocrarEs juftly admonithes to confider carefully whether 
the Fever is abated or increafed. For if it fuddenly increafes 
when the Parotids difappear, we know that the febrile Matter 
mixing again with the Blood, produces more Difturbances ; 
and that therefore a bad Termination of the Difeafe is to be 
feared. But if no fuch Increafe of the Fever happens, there 
is Reafon to hope that the Matter will, in a little Time, efcape 
by other Paflages, or be depofited upon fome other Part. Nei- 
ther yet muft we believe Health to be always an infallible Con- 
fequence of Parotids coming to Suppuration in ardent Fevers: 
For Crifes made by Abfcefles or Depofitions, are of all the — 
unfafett. | 

A Conftipation of the Bowels in ardent Fevers is never of 
Service; for fince thefe Fevers are kindled up by the Bile, 
rendered more acrid or corrupt; and as even a found Bile is 
foon corrupted by an immoderate Degree of Heat, it muft be 
evidently more ufeful for thefe foul Humours to be difcharged 
' from the firft Paflages ; otherwife, by the Accefs of Air, with 
the Heat and Stagnation, they may degenerate into the mo# 
malignant Putrefaction in a very fhort Time. Hence it is that 
Clyfters are fo ferviceable in ardent Fevers, not only as they 
dilate, relax, and cool, but alfo as they difcharge out every 
-thing putrid lodged in the Inteftines. It is therefore no bad 
Sign for the Belly to be loofer than ordinary in thefe Fevers. 

An ardent Fever differs from a putrid Synochus or Conti- 
nent, inafmuch as it’s Courfe is not one continued Strain from 
the Beginning to the End, but is attended with remarkable 
_ Fits of Remiffion and Exacerbation. It is diftinguifhed from 
intermitting Fevers, in that the Force of the Fever does not 
perfectly ceafe ; and from the flighter continual remitting Fe- 
“vers, by it’s intenfe Heat chiefly, which is greater about the 
vital Vifcera, and more moderate towards the extreme Parts, 

attended with unquenchable Thirft, and a Drynefs of the whole 
Body. . : 

An Inflammation may be excited throughout the whole Bo- 
dy, although the Blood continues to fow through the greateft 
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Number, if not all the fanguiferous Arteries: But that fuch 
Inflammation does obtain in an ardent Fever, we are taught 
from the Rednefs of the Face, and frequently of the whole 
Skin, fometimes continuing fo even after Death. The Infpection 
of Bodies dying of this Fever, demonftrates the cortical Sub? 
ftance of the Brain, in which naturally there is no red Blood to 
be found, to be all over red, as if it were artfully injected. 
They are much deceived who judge that Sweat ought to be 
promoted, thinking thereby to evacuate all the febrile Matter, 
becaufe in an intermittent Fever the Fit goes off with a copious 
Sweat. Daily Obfervations teach us that thofe are much more 
dificultly recovered from intermitting Fevers, who feem, as it 
were, to melt away by thofe moft profufe Sweats; neither is 
their Cure practicable, unlefs thefe Sweats be firft fuppreffed. 
Hence alfo the Sweat which attends at the Clofe of the Fit, is 
to be moderately promoted by Flefh Bgoths, Ptifans with Wine, 
and the like, which afford Plenty of liquid Nourifhment: But 
by no Means by Medicines, nor the Heat of Bed-cleths, left 
with fuch Sweats thofe Fluids fy off which ought to be re- 
tained. ‘The Weaknefs and Dejection which follow upon 
thofe profufe Sweats, evidently demonftrate how prejudicial 
they are. te | , 
Quartan Fevers, which have been difturbed by no powerful © 
Medicines, and have been gradually removed by a proper Re- 
gimen in the Spring Seafon, have left People more ftrong and 
firm, and lefs fubject to Difeafes than before. For thefe Fe- 
yers contain a’‘Sort of Epitome of that Kind of ‘Life which 
Crisus recommends to fome Perfons in his firft Book. In- 
tenfe Cold is followed by great Heat ; during the Time of the 
Paroxyfms, the Patients have generally an Averfion to all Sorts 
of Food, to which they often have a ftrong Appetite on the 
intermediate Well-days: Moreover, by a long continued Quar- 
tan the Body is frequently much emaciated, all the Fat being 
diffolved, and carried off by Urine, and the other Emuncto- 
ries, even as much as by Mercury itfelf, or fudorifie Decoc- 
tions; whence an almoft radical Change of the Humours is 
obtained, by- a Refolution and Expulfion of the Old, fo that 
the Body is aptly difpofed for the Reception and Reftoration 
of new vital Matter ; and thus, by a prudent Management in 
thefe Fevers, will the Conftitution be difpofed for Longevity. 
If now it be confidered, that in the cold Fit of intermitting 
Fevers, the whole Body trembles and fhakes violently, often 
for feveral Hours, almoft as much in the internal as in the ex- 
ternal Parts ; that the Extremities of the Arteries being con- 
“tracted, propel the Humours back into the larger Trunks, as 
' evidently 
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evidently appears from the Palenefs, and an Opportunity they 
afford for happily removing the obftru@ing Matter adhering 
to the Extremities of the Arteries ; it will not feem wonder- 
ful, that many Diforders fhould be thus relieved or removed, 
which are not at all affeted by other Medicines ; more efpe- 
cially as foon as there follows a rapid Motion of the Hu- 
mours through all the Veffels, whereby the obftrudting Mat- 
ter which was lodged in the Vifcera, being rendered move- 
able by the repeated Concuffions, is further refolved. Hence 
' the Reafon appears, why thefe Fevers fo frequently remove 
the moft inveterate Diforders from the Body, after they have, 
been in vain attempted by other Medicines. \ 

The beft Methods recommendable towards the Cure of 
thefe Fevers, are fuch as confpire together with the Difeafe 
itfelf; to refolve what is concreted, to open the obfiruéted Veffels 5. 
and thus to reflere the equable and fice Circulation of the Humours 
through the Veffels. \n the Spring Scafon, and in juvenile Pa- 
tients, the hotter Medicines muft not be ufed: Autumnal Fe- 
vers, on the other hand, more efpecially. thofe which conti- 
nue on till the Winter, require warmer Medicines efpecially 
if the Patient’s Strength is weakened by the Difeafe, or if the 
Body languifhes by an advancing old Age ; for the Rad. contra 

yer. ferpent. virgin. Saffron, and the like mott penetrating Aro- 
matics, are of the greateft Ufe. In cold phleematic Habits, 
alkaline Salts are the. beft Aperients, which yet are often in- 
jurious to warm and biltous Conftitutions; and therefore thofe 
of the faline neutral Kind are preferred, as Witre, /al polycbre/t. 

Zart. vitriolat. &c. Purges and Vomits are not only ufeful as 
Evacuants, but alfo becaufe they wonderfully ftimulate and 
_fhake the Frame, fo as to change it’s whole Condition. The 
Cortex Peruv. fhould never be given in Fevers, where there is 
,a continual fixed Pain, or the Senfe of an inward burning. 
Heat, with other Symptoms of an Inflammation. 

Vernal intermitting Fevers are of fo mild a Difpofition, as 
to require no Medicines, but generally go off fpontaneoufly. 
‘They are only obferved ftubbotn in fuch, who, having their 
Blood of a very weak Crafis or Texture, it is fo eafily dif- 
folved, that they wafte away with profufe and weakenin 
Sweats; but even in thefe they are curable, efpecially by the 
Ufe of the Bark: But autumnal Intermittents are much more 
difficult to remove, and often require the utmoft Attention of 
the Phyfician, with every Affiftance of Art, in order to cure 
them. | 
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An acute continual Fever, Inflammation, and the Organ, 
whofe Functions are thereby injured, are three Things chiefly 
to be confidered in acute inflammatory Difeafes. 

In a true Phrenzy the Brain is primarily affe&ted in an 
‘acute continual Fever; that is to fay, the Caufe of the Dif- 
eafe is not produced in fome other Part of the Body, and 
tranflated from thence to the Brain; but is feated in the Brain 
itfelf, or it’s invelting Membranes, from the very firft Attack 
of the Difeafe, although by the Violence of the Fever the 
Diforder may be increafed, which is already feated in the Brain. 
In the fymptomatic Phrenzy, the Caufe lodges in fome other 
Part, and is afterwards thence tranflated into the Ence- 
phalon. © a 

A confiderable Degeneracy of the Humours is fcarce ever 

obferved without a concomitant Difturbance of the Ence- 
phalon. 
_ A black Tongue denotes either a Deficiency of the thin 
Lymph of the Blood, or that the larger Veflels, diftended with 
the unpaflable Blood, comprefs the adjacent fmaller ones ; 
whence the exhaling arterial Duéts at the Surface of the - 
Tongue become dry and gangrenous : Hence a black Tongue, 
efpecially if it be dry at the fameTime, prefages the very worft 
Condition of the Humours. 

Lethargic, comatous, and cataleptic Diforders, are of the 
worft Prefage in a Phrenitis. | 

A Flux from the Bowels is falutary, not only becaufe it 
difcharges the morbific Matter, but alfo becaufe it empties 
the abdominal Vifcera of the Humours which flow thither, 
and leflens the Refiftance to the Impulfe of the Blood; and 
by that Means happily diverts the Impetus and Quantity of 
the Humiours from the Head; an Event of the utmoft Confe- 
quence in the Cure of a Phrenzy. 

The moft dangerous Phrenzy may arife from fleeping in 


the open Air, with the Head expofed to the hot folar Rays.

M ON RO refers Intermittent Fevers or Agues to the fame 
Tribe of Difeafes as the Remitting Fever. 

We call it, fays he, an Intermittent Fever, when the Pa- 
roxyims are diftinét, begin with a Cold, followed by a hot Fit, 
and go otf with a Sweat ; and the Patient is cool and free from 
the Fever in the Interval between the Fits. 

Many, continues he, have been the Caufes alledged to pro- 
duce this Diforder. The great Quantity of Bile that is often 
thrown upin the Fit, has caufed it to be ranked among the 
bilious: Difeafes ; and the Seafons of the Yearin which it js 
mott frequent, and the low moift Situationsof the Places where 
it isendemic, have led to fufpe@, that an obftruéed Perfpira- 
tion, and a Tendency in the Juices to Putrefcence, are the 
Caufe of it. | | 

But whatever Caufe we may fuppofe to give Rife to the firt 
Fit, it is dificult from hence to account for the regular Re- 
turns of the Paroxyfins and Intermiffions. For my own Part, 
after confidering Intermittents, which obferved a regular ‘Type 
in the Courfe of a Salivetion; their being fo eafily {topped by: 
the Bark without any fenfible Evacuation ; their being fometimes 
put away by a Stimulus externally applied, asa Poultice of 
raw Garlic to the Wrifts, or by a Fright, or fudden Plunge 
into cold Water ; their returning after flight Errors in Diet, 
and fometimes by the Operation of a Purge, or of Bleeding 3 
their attacking fometimes only particular Parts, and many fuch 
anomalous Accidents in thefe Fevers; I muft confefs that I 
am unable to form any Idea, either of their Origin, Seat, 
or Caufe. : 

In general there is a Prejudice againft Bleeding in Agues, 
after they become regular ; but I have always obferved, that 
where Patients are itrong and plethoric, and the Fever in the 
Paroxyfms rifes high, or the Pulfe remains quick in the Inter- 
vals, that taking away more or lefs Blood, and giving anti- 
phlogiftic Medicines in the Beginning, eafed the Patient, mo- 
derated the Fever, and made it faferto give the Bark foon ; 
and [I never faw the leaft Inconvenience in the PraGice ; Bue 
on the contrary, have obferved feveral intermittent Fevers 
change into continual ones from the Negle& of this Eyacua- 
tion; nay, I have feen Cafes where the Bark, inftead of ftop- 
ping the Ague, rather increafed the Fever, till the Patient was 
blooded, ‘and had purfued the antiphlogiftic Method for fome 
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Time; after which the Bark had it’s proper Effet, and put 
an End to the Diforder: 

As foon as Agues become regular, and the Patient is quite 
cool, and free from any Fever in the Intervals, give the 
Bark ; which foon puts a Stop to.the Paroxyfms, without the 
Teaft bad Confequences; But before giving. the Bark take Care 
to empty the firft Paflaces by Emetics and Purgutives, where 
there is no Symptom: to forbid their Ufe. Where the Patient 
is weak, and the Fit fo violent, as to make it neceflary to ftop 
the Ague, before there is Time to adminifter. Emetics! and 
Purges, add fo much Rhubarb to the firft Dofe of the Bark, 
as to procure fome loofe Stools, which wiil not prevent it’s 
ftopping the Ague, at the fame Time that it anfwers the Ule 
propofed, of carrying off any putrid Humours that may be 
lodged in the Inteftines. 

In England, vernal, quotidian, and tertian Agues frequently 
go off by biceding and taking the faline Draughts, and cooling 
Medicines for fome Time, without the Ufe of the Bark ; but 
in Germany very few yielded tothis Treatment, and we were 
obliged to give the Bark before we could put a Stop to them. 

Sometimes, when Patients have been reduced low. by Agues, 

the Stomach becomes fo fqueamith as to reject the Bark in 
every Shape it can be given: In fuch Cafes, when the Ague 
cannot be ftopped by other Means, it may be adminiftered with 
great Advantages in Clyfters : Children have been cured! by 
Bark Clyfters, after the Bark Waiftcoats, and other Means 
ufed had proved unfuccelsful. 
- When Agues were attended with a Dyfentery, and the 
Purging and Gripes were moft fevere on the Days: of the 
aguith Paroxfyms, I was obliged at firfh to neglect the Ague, 
and to treat the Dilorder entirely, as a. Flux. If there was — 
much Fever, the Patient ftrong, and the Pains in the Bowels 
acute, I ordered Bleeding, and then a gentle Emetic, and 
fome Dofes of Rhubarb, or the following :

I directed a gentle Opiate in: the Evening, and other Me- 
dicines properina Dyfentery,. till it’s: Violence was abated, be- 
fore I gave the Bark ; yet, infome Cates, where the: aguifh 
Paroxy{ms were very fevere, andvhelped to increafe the Purg- 


“ing, and the Patient: was in Danger of inking, I ag — 
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Bark, though the Flux ftill continued, and-the Method fol- 
lowed, was to givegthe Bark, mixed with Dia/cord. and Opt- 
ates, in the Intervals between the Purges. 

By this Treatment both Fluxes and Agues were carried off, 
But where the mentioned Cautions were neglected, the Bark 
generally made the Patients worfe, and was obliged tobe 
omitted ull the Violence of the Purging was over. 

In Agues accompanied with a flight Jaundice in the Be- 
ginning, for the moft Part, the Pulfe continues rather quick 

in the Intervals between the Paroxyiims, and the Patients com- 
plain of“Sicknefs for the firft two or three Days. With fuch 
the Bark always difagrees, till the Feverifhnefs between the 
aguifh Paroxyfms is gone ; and [ have found, that the beft way © 
of treating them, is to bleed inthe Beginning, if there is much 
Fever, and then to give a Vomit and a Purge, and to repeat 
them, if neceflary; and where there is no purging, to give 
the faline Draughts, and other cooling Medicines ; and to add 

a few Grains of Rhubarb, or to give fo much of the Pi, 
faponac. ¢. Rheo. daily, as to procure one or two loofe Stools. 

After the Ague has regular Intermiffions, and the Patient is 
quite cool, and free from Fever in the Intervals, if the Difor- 
der does not yield to the above Treatment, as indeed it feldom 
does, then [ give the Bark freely ; even though. the flight ic- 
teric Symptoms itill remain; and it will put an End to the Aguey 
and remove the Jaundice at the fame Time, without the leaf 
Inconvenience to the Patient. In tuch Cafes I have generally 
added a few Grains of Rhubarb to the firft- Dofes cf the 
Bark ; or gave the Bark made up into Pills with Soap, add- 
ing occafionally a few Grains of Rhubarb. . 2 

Icteric Symptoms with the Ague, are often accompanied 
with bilious Vomitings in the “Pime of the cold Fit: The 
Patient is fick, with a bitter Tafte in the Mouth, before the 
Approach of the Paroxyfm; yet, though they take Emetics; 
which operate freely at this ‘Time, they feldom bring up Bile; © 
the Sicknefs and bitter Tafte, however, continues till the cold 
Fit comes on, and then they vomit Bile in large Quantities, 
In fuch Cafes, after Emetics and Purges, the Ague being 
brought to regular Paroxyfms, with free Intermiffions, the 
Bark adminiftred as before, removes the Ague and icteric 
Symptoms, without the leaft bad Confequences. 

Many Practitioners of great Repute have been prejudiced 
againft the Bark ; alledging, that the free Ufe of this Medi- 
cine often lays the Foundation of Obftructions in the abdomi- 
nal Vifcera, efpecially when it has been given where there was. 
an i¢teritious Colour in the Eyes and Countenance; and « 
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that in fuch Cafes we ought not to give the Bark till thefe 
icteric Symptoms are gone. At firft 1 was very Cautious of 
giving it under fuch Circumftances ; till meeting with fome 

afes where the Paroxyfms were fevere, and became more 
frequent, while the Patient was fo low as to be in Danger of 
finking under the Diforder, I gave the Bark freely, as the 
only Remedy capable of preferving life ; which not only 
{topped the Ague, but carried off the iteritious Symptoms, and 
reftored the Patient. to perfect Health. CiEGHorn fays, 
** Where there is an icteritious Colour of the Eyes, we are 
“* told that the Cortex fhould not be adminiftered ; though, 
** in my Qpinion, it is far the moft dangerous Part to delay 
“* it; after the firft Appearance of that Symptom.” 

_/ Thave, ever fince, given it freely, in the Manner above- 
mentioned, with great Succefs, and never faw any Mifchief 
from ufing it: Indeed fometimes, where it was given rather 
too foon, it did not fet eafy on the Stomach, and made the 
Patients hot and reftlefs ; but by laying it afide, thefe Effe@s 
immediately ceafed ; and generally, after a little Time, the 
Paroxy{ms became milder and more diftin@, when the Bark 

' was again adminiftered, agreed with the Stomach, and put 
an End to the Diforder: And I am now convinced from 
Experience, that the Cafes in ‘which the Bark has done 
Milchief, or given Rife to Obfrudtions of the abdominal 
Vifceta, are but very rare ; and that thefe Mifchiefs moftly 
arife from the Obftinacy of the Diforder, and not from. the 
Ufe of this Drug ; for I have oftener obferved ObffruGtions 
where little or no Bark had been ufed, than where it was gi- 
ven freely. 3 

What probably has given Rife to the Belief of the Bark’s do- 
ing fo much Mifchief, is, that in Holland, and other low fen- 
ny Countries, where Agues are endemic, they are, oftentimes 
extremely ob{tinate, and yield hardly to any Remedies ; and 
if they are flopped by the’ Bark, they often return foon af- 
ter, and, by their long Continuance, occafion Obfrucions of 
the abdominal Vifcera, which have been attributed to the Uie 
of this Specific. . | 

In fome few Cafes, a Purging has accompanied thefe iGerie 

Symptoms, which was treated much in the fame Manner as 
when the Azue is accompanied with a Flux ; I gave Emetics 
and Purgatives, and. the Adindereri Draughts,. with Mithri- 
date, throughout the Day, and Opiates at Night, if the 
Purging was violent : If it continued, accompanied with regu 
Jar aguifh Fits, the Bark, with Aftningents, generally re, 
moved both. oe 
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When ever the Bark had no Effea, and it’s Ufe perfifted in 
teeming rather to exafperate the Paroxy{ms, and to do Hart, 
and no Remedy I tried had a better Effect ; I gave the fol- 
lowing Medicines to divers -Patients ; the faline Draughts and 
cooling Medicines ; Infufions of Camomile Flowers, and of 
other Bitters; Dr. AZorton’s. Powders of Camomile Flowers, 
Salt of Wormwood, Myrrh and Alum; Alum and Nutmeg 3 
large Dofes of Sal Ammoniac ; large Quantities of Spirits of 
Hartfhorn ; the Antimonial Drops and Powders; to fome IF 
gave Emetics, both in the Intervals, and immediately before 
the fits; in fome I tried to promote Sweats before the ap- 
proach of the Fits, by making them drink freely of warm Li- 
quors while they kept in Bed, andtook diaphoretic Medicines; ° 
and to others 1 applied Blifters. — But all did not put a Stop 
to fome of thefe Agues. Some became Chacheétic, and died 
Dropfies or Diarrhzas; fome, from Obftructions of the Liver, 
Spleen, &c. fell into Jaundices {and Dropfies, which carried 
them off. The opened Bodies exhibited Indurations of thofe 
Vifcera, Suppurations of the Liver, and what they call the 
Ague-Cake, which is an extravagant Enlargement of the 
Spleen. Others fell into Confumptions, and one died in the 
cold Fit*- 

Patients will fometimes be afflif@ed.with periodical Head- 
achs, ‘returning, in moft, every Day, but in fome only ever? 
fecond. ‘Thofe Head-achs ufually begin in the Forenoon, 
and are very violent while they laft, confining them to their 
Beds for fome Hours : In the Intervals they are quite cool, 
and free from Fever. Sometimes, though not always, the 
Urine depofits a little Settlement as the Fit goes of. Com- 
monly the Pain is all over the Head, but moft fevere in the 
Forehead ; though fometimes it is confined to one Side only. ° 

Thefe Head-achs I treat entirely as Agues of the fame 
Type. If the Patient be ftrong, Blood is taken away ; thea 
an Emetic and Purge prefcribed ; and laftly, the Bark liberal- 
ly, which generally puts an End to the Complaint, without 
_any bad Confequences attending. | |

ROM a Journal of the Writings of moft Authors, an- 
cient and modern, who have treated of malignant a. 
it will be a very difficult Matter to form a juft Notion of this 
Difeafe. The Truth is, they abound with iuch difcordant and 
obfcure Accounts of it, that all we can make out from them 
feems to amount to no more) than that the Nature of a ma- 
Jienant Fever may ftill pafs for a Problem untolved. 
“ Neverthelels, I cannot think it a Matter very extraordinary 
difficult to form an adequate Notion of it, and to delineate it’s 


‘Chara@er, provided a due Attention be given to the Pheno- — 


mena which it prefents. However abfurd the Term Malignity 
may pity Nye we are yet neceffitated to adopt it, or rifque the 
-Cenfure o abolifhing (a Cuftom whofe Antiquity has rendered 
— ; and thus we are continually making a fcandalous 

fe of it, applying it not only to Fevers accompanied with 
alarming Symptoms, but even to fuch as have degenerated 
through: a wrong Treatment. SyDENHAM was not perhaps 
“much wide of the Mark, when he pronounced, that the}Word 
Mailignity, as relative to Difeafes, had been more fatal to Man- 
kind, than the Invention of Gun-powder. Thofe who frft 
introduced it, applied to thofe Fevers only, wherein Nature 
feems to be opprefled, and the State of the Pulfe and of the 
Symptoms are not anfwerable to the Violence of the Diforder; 
quafi nt at Vite fy ueret Infidias; acc ordingly we are taught 
by daily Experience, that Death comes on in this Kind of Fe- 
ver, when leaft ex cpected. It is, however, a miftaken Notion 
that ail malignant Fevers are of this Chara&ter.. ‘The Progrefs 
of fome of them is regular and open, without any fallacious 
Symptoms, as of that “denominated Cafirenfis vel Hungarica, 
and in feveral. others fufficiently manifefted by the Degree of 
the Heat, the Velocity of the Pulfe, and the Violence of the 
Symptoms; and thefe fevers, ought not to be, as they have 


been, by forme Writers of the firft ‘Rank, confounded with the. 


ardent Fever, which is of fhorter Duration ’s the AZaignant, 

however violent, never terminating before the twentieth Day, 

and almoft always orn Add to thd, that it is generally epi- 

demic and contagious, like the Peftilence, whence many Wri- 
ters range both of thefe Difeafes under the fame Clafs. 

LiktvuTaup. 

Monro obferves, that the Biitenea Fever begins varioufly 

in different Subjees§ for thé molt. Patt with Cold and Sai 

vering, Pain in the Head, and the other Symptoms commonly 


deicribed | 
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defcribed as peculiar to this Fever. In fome it begins with 
a fharp Pain of the Side, or other Parts, attended with acute 
inflammatory Symptoms; in others it puts on the Appear- 
ance of the common, low, or nervous Fever, for a Day or two. 
Blood drawn in the Beginning from fome Patients does not 
feem much altered ; from others it throws up a ftrong inflam- 
matory Buff; and it is likewife a Remark of Huxham, that 
the Blood fhall appear buffy or fizy in the Beginning of malig- 
_mant Fevers; and yet drawn two or three Days after fhall be 
quite loofe, ‘diflolved, and, as it were, fanious. 

The Reafon of this Difference of Symptoms in the Begin- 
ning, and of thefe different Appearances of the Blood, feems 
to be, that fuch Perfons as labour under Pleurifies, low, or 
other Fevers being brought to Hofpitals or other Places where 
the malignant Fever is frequent, have their original Diforders 
changed into this Fever by breathing a fowl] infected Air, 
and by their Communication with thofe ill of the Fever, and 
of Fluxes: Sometimes a mere Acrimony of the Blood, fet 
in Motion by a fupervening Fever, determines the Diforder 
to be of this Kind; and I have always obferved, that thofe are 
moft apt to catch this Fever whofe Conftitutions have been 
broke down by previous Diforders. 

As to the different Forms of this Fever, fome have only a 
Quicknefs of the Pulfe, attended with a flight Head-ach and 
Sicknefs, Whitenefs of the Tongue and Thirft, and a Low- 
nefs and Languor ; which continue for a Week or more, and 
then go off, either infenfibly, or with a profufe Sweat, fuc- 
ceeded by a plentiful Sediment in the Urine. Moft of thofe 
who fall into profufe kindly-warm Sweats, recover, the Sweat 
carrying off the Fever; fuch Sweats continue for twelve or 
twenty-four Hours, and fometimes for two, three, or four 
Days. In thofe who have the Fever in this flight Degree, 
Petechiz feldom appear; and it is only known to be this Sort 
of Fever by the other Symptoms, and the malignant Fever be- 
ing frequent at the fame Time in Hofpitals, Prifons, 8c. Prin- 
gle very jultly obferves, that thefe low Degrees of this Fever 
are hardly to be characterifed, and are only to be difcovered in 
full Hofpitals, by obferving Men languifh; though the Nature 
of the Il]nefs, for which they are admitted, fhould feem to ad- 
mit of a fpeedier Cure. | 

For the moft Part the Fever appears with more violent 
Symptoms ; the Tongue becomes parched and dry, and more 
or lefs of a Delirium invades, attended with the other peculiar 
and well known Symptoms. 
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When the Petechiz appear, they come out on the 4th, sth, 
6th, or 7th Day; feldom after the 11th or r2th. RAaMazINI 
mentions a Petechial Fever which had been frequent for three’ 
Years at fodena; in which the Petechiz appeared only on 
the fourth or feventh Days, and almoft all thofe died in whom 
they appeared on the firft Day. Thefe Spots came out firft on 
the Neck, the Back, and Breaft ; and it was obferved, that 
none efcaped unlefs the Spots extended themfelves as far as the 
“Nails of the Toes, vanifhing by Degrees on the upper Parts. 
Phe Petechize I have obferved to appear moftly on the Breaft, 
Back, Arms, and Legs, and fometimes, though rarely, on 
the Face ; either like {mall diftin@ Spots of a reddifh Colour, 
or the Skin looks fometimes as if it were marbled or varias 
gated as in the Meafles, but of a Colour more dull and lurid. 
As they begin to difappear they incline toa dun or brown Co- 
Jour, and look like fo many dirty Spots. I never faw them 
rife above the Skin, nor ever difcerned any Miliary Erup- 
tions in this Fever : However, we are not hence.-to conclude 
that Miliary Eruptions are never obferved in Fevers of this 
Kind. Huxham, Hafenobrl, and Lind, and many other good 
Practitioners, mention their having feen them, 

Many have no Petechiz through the whole Courfe of their 
Diforder; but in thofe that are very bad, the Countenance looks 
bloated, and the Eyes reddifh, and fomewhat inflamed ; and 
though the Skin be commonly dry, yet the Perfpiration from _ 
the Lungs is very ftrong. By thefe Circumftances one may 
frequently difcover that the Patient labours under a malignant 
Fever, without afking any Queftions. : 

When Perfons are feized with a Fever fufpeéted to be of the 
malignant Kind, our firft Care fhould be to lay them in airy 
Places, feparate as much as poffible from other People, and 
keep them extremely clean ; put them on a low Diet, and al- 
Yow as much Barley or Ricé-Water, as they chofe to drink, 
Which may be acidulated with Spir. Vitrioli, 

_ For the fir two or three Daysit is feldom to be diftinguith- 
ed, with Certainty, that the Fever js of the malignant Kind; 
even though there be Reafon to expect it. The Pain of the 
Head, the Fullnefs and Quicknefs of the Pulfe, often leads 
us to the taking away more or Jef Blood, which the Patient 
bears eafily, and for the.moft Part it gives Relief, Aluxham 
fays, bleeding to fome Degree is molt commonly requifite; 
nay, neceflary,; but then he obferves, that the Pulfe in thefe 
Cafes finks furprizingly after afecond bleeding, and fometimes 
ater the firlk: And Pringle takes Notice, that in’ the te 
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cond Stage of the Diforder large bleedings have generally 
proved fatal, by finking the Pulfe, and bringing on a Delirium. 
I feldom repeat this Evacuation where I futpect a Malignancy 
in the Fever, unlefs a pletiritic Stich, an acute Pain of the 
Bowels, or fome other accidental Symptom requires it; or the 
Patient is ftrong, and there be evident Symptoms of Fullnefs, 
immediately before Lintend giving the Bark ; for under other 
Circumftances, if bleeding was repeated,and other Evacuations 
-ufed freely; I always obferved that it did harm, and was apt 
to fink the Patient too much. : 

Aiter bleeding, if the Patient is coftive, or complains of 
Gripes, I give a Dofe of Rhubarb, or Salts, or a’ lakative 
Clyiter; but where there is much Sicknefs in the Stomach I 
give a gentle Emetic in the Evening, and the Purge the next 
Morning. Pringle advifes giving a Vomit, by Way of 
Prevention, on the firft Appearance of the Symptoms, and at 
Night, to force a Sweat by a Dram of Theriac, with ten Grains 
of Sal. Volat. C.C. and fome Draughts of Vinegar Whey, 
and to repeat the fame the following Night; and fays, he has 
often feen thofe Symptoms removed which he apprehended to 
be Forerunners of this Fever received by Contagion ; but, 
previous to Vomits or Sweats, if the Perfon be plethoric, ‘it 
will be neceflary to take away fome Blood. If, in the Courfe 
of the Diforder, the Sicknefs and Naufea return, attended 
with Griping and Coftivenefs, or very fostid loofé Stools, I 
repeat the Rhubarb, Xc. and give a gentle Opiate in the 
Evening, after the Operation. | 

After Evacuations, if the Pulfe keeps up, Icommonly give 
nothing but the faline Draughts, with the Pul. Contraysru. ox 
fome temperate Medicine, for the firft Day or two. ‘As foon 
as I can diftinguifh the Fever to be of the malignant Kind, 
and that the Pulfe rather finks, I join fome of the Cordials ta’ 
the faline Medicines, and allow the Patient more or lefs Wine, 
according to:the Degree of the Fever. De Haen has found 
fault with Pringle and Huxham for adminiftering cordial Me- 
dicines and Wine in the low State of this Fever; but no- 
thing has anfwered fo well in all my Praétice, as thefe Reme- 
dies under fuch Circumftances ; and I have frequently feen 
every Symptom changed for the better by their Ufe; and even 
when I gave the-Bark, in the Manner recommended by De 
Haen, I often found it neceflary to join the free Ufe of Wine, 
Cordials, and Blifters, in order to fupport the Patient’s Strength. 
Petrus.a,Cafiro, in his Account of a petechial Fever, which 
was frequent) at Verona, fays, that fthe Sick had a great

oe 
Thirft, and an Averfion to Meat, but all of them had the 
ftrongeft Defire to Wine, and were perpetually afking for it; 
even thofe who at other Times were very temperate ; and that 
this proceeded from an Inftinc&t of Nature, which wanted 
fomething to reftore the Strength. Huxuam tells us, that 
he cannot but recomimend a generous red Wine, as a moft no- 
ble, natural, fub-aftringent Cordial, and perhaps Art cannot 
fupply a better ; and is confident that fometimes at the State, 
and more frequently in the Decline of putrid Fevers, it is of 
the higheft Service. If the preventive Method does not fuc- 
ceed, Linn advifes to have Recourfe to Blifters, and fays, 
that Sixteen out of Twenty will next Morning be free of the 
Fever, provided the Source of their Infe€tion be not highly 
poifonous, or from a violent Contagion. 

After reading the reatifes of De Haen and Hafenohrl 
on this Fever, | refolved on giving the Bark in large Quan- 
tities, and found it to anfwer their Recommendation. It 
is indeed long fince the Bark has beem given in malig- 
nant Diforders ; though I do not know that any Body gave 
it in this Fever before thefe two mentioned Gentlemen, to 
the Amount of an Ounce per Day. RAMazxnr mentions it’s 
having been tried in the petechial Fever of the Years 1692, 35 
4. And ina Preatife on the Plague publithed at Peterfourghy 
In 1750. we are told, that in the French Tranflation of the 
Philoiophical ‘Tranfa&tions for the Year 1732, it is faid that 
Mr. Amyand informed the: Academy of Surgery at Paris, 
that Mr. RusHworrn, Surgeon, had wrote to Sir Hans 
Sloane, that when he was; Surgeon to a Ship in 1694. he had 
cured fome Men ill of the malignant Fever, attended with 
peftilential Buboes, by Means of the Peruvian Bark. Hux- 
HAM has recommended a Tinéture of the Bark, and PRINGLE, 
a ftrong Decoétion of it in thefe malignant Fevers. 

There is one Thing to be obferved with refpe@ to. malig- 
nant Fevers, which. is, that if ever they appear in large crewd- 
ed Hofpital, unlefs we can thim the Wards, and procure a 
free Circulation of Air, and keep the Hofpital and Sick ex- 
tremely clean, the Fevers continue to {pread, and oreat Num- 
bers will die ; and even the moft efficacious Remedies will 
have little or no Effet: And that when once the Infection is 
grown ftrong, it requires the greateft Care, and fome Time 
before it can be entirely got the better of. — And that, if a 
great Number of Men, ill of this Fever, be kept in. the fame 
Ward, they will help to keep up the Infe€tion. 

Many Patients, towards the Height of this Fever, fooner 
@r later, have Purgings, which feldom prove critical ‘ and 
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fome are feized with the Flux. A gentle Diarrhea, fuch as 
does not fink the Patient, is commonly of Service; but if vio- 
lent, or a Dyfentery comes on, the Cafe is always dangerous 3 
for whatever ftops the Flux increafes the Fever ; and if the 
Purging or Flux continues it finks the Patient. 

In this Fever it is no uncommon Thing for the Patients te 
vomit Worms, or to pafs them by Stool, or to have them 
come up into their ‘Fhroat and Mouth, or fometimes in their 
Noftrils, while they are afleep in Bed, and to pull them out 
with their Fingers. Pringle feems to embrace Lancifins’s 
Opinion, and believes that thefe Worms are not the Caufe of 
the Fever ; but being lodged in the Inteftines before the Fe- 
ver comes on, they are annoyed by the Increafe of the Heat, 
and the Corruption of the Humours, and fo they begin te 
move and ftruggle to get out. This feems evidently to be the 
Cafe with many Patients; though in fome the Worms feem to 
give Rife to the Fever, which the bad State of the Patient’s 
Humours, or the infe&ted Air of Hofpitals determine to be of 
this Kind. In many the Fever leflens or goes off entirely foon 
after, and they are no more affected with Symptoms of Worms. 
But fome, notwithftanding, are fubje to frequent Sicknefs, 
Pain of the Stomach, and Uneafinefs in the Bowels, and Dif 
charge fome Worms from Time to Time. Others have fre- 
quent Relapfes into Fevers, which feems to be owing to the 
Irritation of thefe Infeéts. | 

As foon as I obferve a Patient to be troubled with Worms, 
if his prefent Situation does not prevent it, I give twenty-five 
or thirty Grains of Rhubarb, with five or fix Grains of Calo- 
mel ; and if there is much Sicknefs, I likewife give an Eme- 
tic, which, in fome Cafes, brings up two or three Worms 
of the round Kind, and gives great Relief. But where the 
Fever is violent, I am obliged to neglect this Symptom of 
Worms for the prefent ; and when the Fever is over, if there 
ftill remains any Symptom of Worms, I give the purgative 
Medicine once or oftener, and in the Intervals give the Pu/vit 
Stannt, or an Infufion of Camomile Flowers ; and in fome 
Cafes oily Medicines. By thefe Means moft Patients get well, 
and recover their Health, and feem freed, at leaft for the pre- 
fent, from thefe troublefome Infects; though fome continue 
to complain of Sicknefs, and other Worm Symptoms, for fome 
Time afterwards. 

-In malignant Fevers many complain of a Dyfury, and 
fome of a Suppreffion of Urine, efpecially towards the De- 
cline of the Fever ; and others of a Scalding and Pain in

making Water, though'without any venereal Complaint. De- 
coctions of Gum Arabic, with fome of the Spir. Nitr. dulc. 
and oily Mixtures, and Opiates, commonly give immediate 
Relief, and foon remove the Complaint. 

One of the firft falutary Symptons which moft generally 
appears upon thofe who are recovering, is a Dulnefs of Hear- 
ing, or Deafnefs, which comes on about the Height of the 
Fever, and continues a longer or fhorter Time, generally till 
the Fever is entirely gone, and fometimes for a confiderable 
while afterwards... Riverius takes Notice, that according to 
Hippocrates’s Doctrine,; Deatnefs is a very dangerous Symp- 
tom in the Beginning of acute Diforders, though it bea good 
Omen, and portends Health, when. it:does not appear till the 
Height of Fevers, efpecially of the malignant Kind; and adds, 
that. he himfelf has a thoufand Times obferved, when this 
Symptom of Deafnefs came on at the Height (in Stati) that 
thofe labouring under this Fever have recovered. For the 
moft Part, I do nothing for this Complaint, which goes off as 
the Patient recovers his Strength. When it continues long, 
Blifters applied, behind the Ears, or on the Neck, and wathing 
the Meatus auditerius with an emollient Deco@tion, wherein a 
{mall Quantity of Soap is diflolved, proves of Service. - | 

Swellings of the parotid Glands appear in many Subjects, 
towards the Decline of the Fever, which come to Suppuration, 
and prove critical. But although thefe parotid Swellings are 
in general fo favourable, we are not to imagine that this will 
always be the Cafe: For Riverius, though he fpeaks of their 
proving for the moft Part critical ; yet he tells us, that in the 
Year 1623. this Fever was epidemical at Montpelier, and that 
one Half of the Sick died; and particularly, that moft of 
thofe ‘who hatl Swellings of the parotid ‘Glands appearing 
about the ninth or eleventh Day, were carried off within two 
Days of their Appearance : And at length concluding that the 
Caufe of their Death was owing to a greater Quantity of mor- 
bid Matter in the. Blood:than the Part was able to contain, 
and that Evacuations by bleeding and purging were the only 
Remedies likely to give Relief, he ordered three Ounces of Blood 
to be taken from a Patient, notwithftanding he was fo low that 
the Surgeon.was afraid he would have died in the Operation: 
‘The Pulfe rofe on bleeding, and he ordered four Ounces more 
to be taken in three or four Hours afterwards: The Pulfe rofe 
ftill more, and he ordered a Dofe of Sena and Rhubarb to be 
taken next Day, and the Patient recovered. He adds, that all 
thofe who were treated in this Manner) got well. — ; 
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As foon as thefe Swellings of the parotid Glands appear, 
I endeavour to bring them forward to Suppuration, by the 
Application of emollient Cataplafms, gummous Plaifters, and 
have them opened as foon as a. Fluctuation of Matter is te 
be felt, and afterwards treat them as common Abfceffes. Ru- 
VERIUS very juftly obferves, that when fuch ‘Tumours increafe 
in fuch a Manner as to endanger Suffocation, they ought to 
be opened before they come to Maturation 3 and PRINGLE 
_direéts not to wait for a Flu@uation of Matter, but to open the 
Abifcefs as foon as it can be fuppofed to have formed. 
Sometimes critical Buboes are formed on the Groins and 
Armpits in this Fever. This Symptom is taken Notice of by 
Authors, but does not feem to be fo frequent as many of them 
would make us believe. Neither Huxuam nor PRINGLE 
mention their having feen fuch Buboes, and Linp fays he ne- 
ver faw them till the Beginning of the Year 1703. For my 
own Part three are all I ever met with, and thofe in the 
Groin. | 
Sometimes the Patients complain towards the Decline of the 
Fever, of a Pain all along the fpermatic Chord, and foon af. 
ter 2 fwelling of the Tefticle appears : HIPPOCRATES takes 
~ Notice of this Symptom in fome Fevers. By bleeding and ap- 
plying emollient Fomentations and Cataplafms, and bathing 
the pained Part on the firft Attack with Spirit. Mindereri, the 
{welling of the Tefticle may be prevented ; but if the Swelling 
be already begun, it will moft probably end in a Suppuration of 
the Scrotum or Tefticle, which will heal very kindly. 
Many, while recovering from this Fever; are feized with an 
Opthalmia or Inflammation, for the moft Part, of one Eye 
only, fometimes of both. If the Patients are ftrong, I bleed 
them, and apply Blifters behind the Ears, and fometimes, 
when the Pain is great I Jay Poultices of Bread and Milk to 
the inflamed Eye; which, with the Affiftance of fome cooling 
Phyfic, commonly removes this Complaint ; though in fome 
obftinate Cafes it will be neceflary to repeat the Evacuations, 
apply Leeches to the Temples; and after the acute State of 
the Diforder is pafled, to order the Eye to be wathed frequent- 
ly with the Collyrium Vitriolicum, or Collyrium Saturninum. How- 
ever, it fhould be obferved, that if thefe aftringent Collyria are 
ufed too foon, they may do hurt. If thefe Opthalmias are 
neglected in the Beginning, the Inflammation frequently rifes 
to a great Height ; and leaves an Obfeurity or Film, over 
the Cornea, an Impediment to the Sight very difficult to 
remove, 
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Towards the Decline of thefe Fevers, and very often during 
the Courfe of them, feveral complain of Pains in their Feet 
and Toes, fome of which end in Mortifications, efpecially , 
if the Patients lie in cold Places. The beft Remedy I have 
found to be, bathing the Feet in warm Water, or warm Aro- 
matic Fomentations ; and after keeping them for fome Time 
in thefe warm Liquors, to dry them well, and then rub them 
with the Liniment Saponac. or the Liniment Volat. and wrap them 
up in Flannel: And if any Lividnefs or Rednefs appears on 
the Parts, I give plentifully of the Cortex with Cordials, if 
not contra-indicated by the other Symptoms. If Veficles arife 
on the Part, and a Gangrene is formed, I dire& the Part to be 
{carified and proper Dreffings, with warm Aromatic Fomenta- 
tions and Cataplafms to be ufed. 3 

Patients reduced very low by this Fever, efpecially after 
frequent Relapfes, are fubject to cedematous Swellings, chiefly 
of the Feet, towards Evening, after fitting up all Day, which 
generally go off as the Sick recover their Strength ; butin fome _ 
they continue obftinate and extend towards the Thighs, and 
even all over the Body. ! 

When fuch Swellings are recent, and confined to the Feet 
and Legs, commonly the Bark, joined to the lixivial Salts, or 
the Oxymel Scillitic. and a Purgative once or twice a Week, re- 
moves them: An Infufion of Horfe-radifh has likewife a good 
Ee. 

When the Swellings are fo obftinate as to refift the Force of 
all internal Remedies; Pun€tures made in the Feet, or lower 
Part of the Legs are of great Benefit, by furnifhing a Drain to 
the Water ; and Blifters applied to the Legs. If the Punc- 
tures were made before the Patient’s Strength be exhaufted, 
and he labours under no other Diforder, I never obferved any 
bad Effeéts from them; But in Cafes of great Weaknefs, | 
efpecially if combined with a hectic Fever, or purging, and 
the cedematous Swellings are large, a Gangrene and Death are 
moft Times the Confequence. , 

Putrid malignant Fevers, attended with Eruptions, are taken 
Notice of by Hippocrates and other ancient Authors: But 
whether they meant that particular Sort of Eruption which we 
now cal! Petechig, is uncertain ; as their Defcriptions are not 
clear enough to diftinguifh them from the Miliary and other 
Kinds. But fince about the Year 1500. we have had many 
accurate Accounts of Fevers of this Kind, which have appear- 
ed in different Parts of the World. From all which it appears, 
that fuch Fevers take their Rife, either from fome antecedent 
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Acrimony of the Blood, or what is more frequently, from fome 
Source of Corruption or Contagion; from the Ufe of pu- 
trefeent animal Food, and a Want of frefh. Vegetables and 
acefcent Liquors ; from the putrid Steams of corrupted ani- 
mal Subftances ; from the moift putrid Vapour of low marfhy 
Places in Summer, where there is ftagnating Water, which 
corrupts by Heat ; from the foul Air of crowded Hofpitals, 
Gaols, and Ships, or any fuch like Caufes. | 
When once this Fever is begun, it is obferved to be of a 
contagious Nature and, if proper Care is not taken, to effect 
thofe who attend the Sick, or who live in the fame Room, or 
breath the fame Air_with them. 3 
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Jo follow immediately the Article of PusTILENTIAL FEVER. 
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me is beyond Difpute, that the Plague appears in. a different 
A Manner in different Countries, and differently in the fame 
Country, in different Years : The Fever in fome Years prov- 
ing more violent, and having fome Symptoms different from 
what it has in other Years, [ take for granted, muft be the Rea- 
fon of the remarkable Difference that appears in the Remarks of 
the moft celebrated Authors who have written on this Subject. 
- There is one extraordinary Symptom, which moft of thefe 
Authors mention, though none of them prove it, or pretend 
to have feen it 5 which feems to be inconfiftent and incom- 
patible with the animal Giconomy ; making {till proper Al- 
Jowance for Omnipotence and divine Vengeance, as in that of 
Sennacherib’s numerous Army ; and many other fuch Plagues 
mentioned in Scripture. What I mean, is, that a Perfon 
“may die of the Plague inftantaneoufly, or ina few Hours, or 
the fame Day, that he receives the Infection. In Turkey it is 
well known, that all fuch as have the Plague, conceal it as 
much as they can, and walk about as long as pofible. And I 
prefume it muft be the fame in all Countries, for the fame 
Reafon, which is, the Fear of being abandoned and left alone; 
and fo, when they ftruggle for many Days againft it, and at 
laft tumble down in the Street, and die fuddenly, People 
imagine, that they were then only infected, and that they died 
inftantly of the Infection ; though it may be fuppofed, ac- 
cording to the Rules of the animal C#iconomy, that the noxi- 
ous Effuvia muft have been for fome Time mixed with the 
Blood before they could pipduss a Fever, and afterwards 
: | 3 ~~ that 
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that Corruption and Putrefaction in the Blood and other 
Fluids, at laf ftops their Circulation, and the Patient dies. 

Thus a Greek, who, in 1752. fpoke to the Britithh En- 
voy’s Mafter of the Horfe at his Window, at Conftantinople, 
went and died in an Hour afterwards in a Vineyard ; and it 
was faid he died fuddenly, though it was very well known to 
many that he had the Plague upon him for many Days. A 
Sailor of Capt. Hill’s, infe@ed in Candy,-in 1736. was a 
Fortnight in his Paflage to Smyrna, yet he was five Days in 
the Hofpital there before he died. Mr. Lifle’s Gardener was 
indifpofed twelve Days before he took to his Bed, and he lay 
in Bed eight Days before he died, in July 1745. 

It is true Lhucydides, in his Account of the Plague of 
Athens, relates, that fome were {aid to die fuddenly of it ; 
which may have led others into the fame Way of thinking : 
But Thucydides muft be allowed to have known very little of 
the animal Ciconomy, being no Phyfician; and he owns, 
moreover, that when the Plague firft attacked the Pirzeus, 
they were fo much Strangers to it at Athens, that they ima- 
gined the Lacedemonians, who then befieged them, had poi- 
foned their Wells, and that fuch was the Caufe of. their 
Death. Befides, he pretends to affirm, from the little Expe- 
tience he had of the Plague, that the fame Perfon cannot have 
it twice, which js abfolutely falfe. The Greek Padré, who 
took Care of the Greek Hofpital at Smyrna for fifty Years, 
afflured me, that he had had the Plague twelve different 
Times in that Interval ; and it is very certain that he died of . 
it in 1736. Mont. Brofard had it inthe Year 174.5.. when he 
returned from France; and it is very well known, that he and > 
all his Family died of it in April 1762. The Abbé, who takes ~ 
Care of the Frank Hofpital at Pirera, declared to me, on 
Oath, that he has. had it already, here and at Smyrna, four 
different Times. But what is ftill more extraordinary, is, 
that a young Woman, who had it in September laft, with 
it’s utmoft pathognomonic Symptoms, as Buboes and Car- 
buncles after-a Fever, had it again on the rith of April, 
and died of it‘fome Days ago, while there is not the leat 
Surmife of any Accident in or about Conftantinople fince 
December, this only one excepted: But there died four Per- 
fons in the fame Houfe in September ; and as the Houfe 
was never well cleaned, and this young Woman always lived 
in it, fhe was at laf attacked a fecond ‘Time, and died. 
_ The only Antecedents I could obferve to this Malady was a 
great Murrain among the black-Cattle in May, 1745, and in 
the Beginning of June the fame Year, Swarmp of meni 
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and-great: Numbers of Caterpillars, and afterwards a violent 
Plague; which I predicted in 1752. as alfo, from fimilar Fore- 
runners, another in 1758. in the Months of Auguft and Sep- 
tember. : : ? 

The Plague is now more frequent.in the Levant than when 
I came firft into this Country, about thirty Years ago ; then 
they were almoft Strangers to it in Aleppo and Tripoli of Sy-. 
ria, and-it feldom appeared at Smyrna; now they have it fre- 
quently at Aleppo, and Summer and Winter at Smyrna, 
though never fo violently in the Winter, which muft be ow- 
ing to the great Communication by Commerce over all the 
Levant, and more extended into the country Villages, than it 
ufed to be. 

I take the Plague to be an Infection communicated by Con- 
tact from one Body to another, the fubtile Miafmata and 
Volatile Steams entering the cutaneous Pores of found Perfons 
within their Reach, or mixing with the Air which they take 
into} their Lungs, and fo, advancing by the Vafa inhalantia, 
mix with the Blood and animal Fluids, whofe Motion and 
Velocity they encreafe by their noxious and ative Qualities, — 
and in fome Days produce a Fever. 

Some are of Opinion, that the Air muft be infected, and 
that it is the principal Caufe of thefe Plagues ; whereas, I 
prefume that the ambient Air is not otherwife concerned, than 
as the Vehicle which conveys the venomous Particles from 
one Body to another, at leaft in fuch Plagues as I have feen 
hitherto at Smyrna and Conftantinople ; allowing always, that 
the different Conftitution of the Air contributes very much to 
propogate the Plague, hot Air rendering the venomous Steams 
more volatile and aétive, and Cold contracting and dulling 
them. A Perfon in the Plague may be faid to have a conta- 

ious and poifonous Air in his Room and about him, while, 
at the fame Time, the open Air is free from any dangerous 
Exhalations ; fo that I never was afraid to go into any large 
Houfe wherein a plagued Perfon lived, provided he was con- 
fined toone Room. 

The peftilential Fever thews itfelf by Chillinefs and Shiver- 
ings, even in the warmeft Months, fo very like the firft Ap- 
proaches of an Ague, as no Ways to be diftinguifhed from 
them at firft Sight. This cold Fit is foon accompanied with 
a Naufea, and Defire of vomiting ; when the Patient difcharges 
a vaft Quantity of bilious Matter, with great Uneafinefs and 
Oppreffion of the Mouth of the Stomach, attended fometimes 
with a dry Cough. Next he has a violent Head-ach and 
- .Giddinefs, with fome flight convulfive Motions; breathes 
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hard; his Breath and. Sweat ftink 5 his) Eyes..are ruddy, and 
he looks. frighted,. fad,, and pale ; his Thirft . infatiable, 
‘Longue yellowifh, witha red Border ; he has a total Lofs.of 
Appetite, Reftlefinefs, great inward Heat, more than could. be 
expected from the Fever, which ‘is fometimes pretty moderate, 
but grows itrongerfrequently towards Night : He often bleeds 
at the Nofe. In .this difmal Condition he continues fome 
_Days,. til the venomous Matter begins to be feparated, in 
tome Meafure, from the Blood, and difcharge itfelf critically at 
the Surface, by the Eruptions of Buboes, Carbuncles, Blaims, 
_petechial Spots, and fome {mall Veficles or Blifters : But all 
thefe Symptoms are not to be looked for sin the fame Perfon. 
When thefe Eruptions appear, and grow fenfibly, the Patient 
finds .himfelf fomewhat, relieved from his great Oppreffion.. 
Some, in the ‘above State, have avery violent Fever, fometimes 
attended with Delirium and Phrenzy ; others are ftupid, fleepy, 
_.and complain of nothing. Such asare furious and delirious 
feldom live fo long as the fleepy and ftupid ; but if they hold 
out till the Erupticns pufh plentifully, and then the Phrenzy 
abates, they may more probably recover than the fleepy with 
a moderate Fever. | | : 

In Turkey neither Air nor Diet produce the Plague, though 
‘both contribute very much to it’s Progrefs and Violence, when 
brought from.any other infected Place. It generally rages 
moft in Auguft and September, when the Diet of the pooreft 
Inhabitants, who {uffer moft by the Plague, confifts of unripe 
Fruits, as Cucumbers, Gourds, Melons, Grapes, &c. id 

The Plague breaks out here and at Smyrna fome Years, 
when there is no. tracing from whence it is conveyed. Moft 
likely from Houfes before infected, and not well cleaned after- 
wards: But Plagues of this Kind feldom fpread, and are never 
fo fatal as thofe which come from abroad. “s 

As.to the Cure of this Difeafe, fome are for bleeding; though 
in this Country.it is reckoned infallible Death to open a Vein, 
and Phiebotomy is never ufed. But I am of Opinion, that a 
Medium between thefe might prove more to the Purpofe ;: for, 
as.it is aninfammatory Difeafe, Bleeding and Emetics might 
be of Ufe in the. Beginning, efpecially if the Fever is. very 
hot, with a Delirium or. violent Head-ach ; but after there 
begins a Separation of the. morbific Matter, fhewn by Erup- 
tions, Bleeding and Purging muft prove prejudicial ; yet, gen- 
tie Vomits might, even. then, be allowed, as they might drive. 
out the Eruptions more powerfully than Nature coulddo it 
without their Help. As the peftilential Fever has many Re- 
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-miffions, I judge that the Ufe of the Bark might be of great 
Service, and fo it proved to be, Anno 1752. to the French 
Ambaflador’s Servant, to whom I fent it, with Directions, by 
“Padré Fofeppé ; and he alone recovered of all who were taken 
alk in that Village. 

The Praétice in the Hofpital is thus: When a Perfon is 
fufpected, they give him a large Dofe of Brandy, with a_ 
Dram of Venice Treacle, covering him well that he ma 
fweat. The firft three Days he eats nothing but Vermicelli 
boiled in Water, with a little Lemon Juice. On the fourth 
he has Rice and Water ; which Diet they obferve ftriétly to 
the fifteenth or twentieth Day, and then they allow him very 
‘thin Chicken Broth 5 his whole’ Drink, from firft to laft, is 
only warm Water. “a 

‘They apply firft to the Buboes and Parotids a Pultice of 
‘Mallows and Hogs-lard; and after they are ripe and‘open, they 
drefs with Unguent. Bafilic. To the Carbuncles they apply 
Carmac and Sugar for fome Days, to cool them; when they 
begin to feparate they apply a Digeitive of thin Turpentine 
‘with the Yolk of anEge. ‘Chey put nothing to the Blains or 
‘petechial Spots.. They give no other Medicine, except a little 
Bezoar to the'Rich; nor can they be perfuaded to change their 
Method. | | . se io 

I think Antiphlogiftics fhould be ufed before the Eruptions, 
‘and Alexipharmics and Antifeptics afterwards, more particu- 
larly Camphire, and fome Dofes of the Bark in the Remiffions; 
and Blifters muft be of great Ufe to the ftupid and fleepy. 

I hold the beft Prefervative to be removing from infected 
Perfons Houfes, and to keep at a Diftance from them for many 
Days. 3 

Some think that Fire preferves from the Plague, from whom 
I differ; having obferved that Cooks, &c. who are always near 
‘the Fire, fuffer the moft. Fire gives Energy to the Effluvia 
‘lodged about’ them, which otherwife might diffipate in the Air ; 
-and as hot Weather propagates the Plague, Fire fhould do the 
fame, more or lefs. : 

The next. beft Prefervative I take to be Moderation, and 
‘Food of eafy Digeftion, of a balfamic Quality, fit to produce 
rich generous Blood : Likewife to guard againft all difmal 
‘Thoughts and Apprehenfions.

T EH Words Jnfediion and. Contagion are too commonly 
underftood under the alarming Notion of a Plague, a 
pefijlential oy malignane Fever. Butthofe Terms are here ufed 
in me fuch limited Senfe, though, with an extenfive Meaning 
to ali Fevers, of whatever Kind, that are imparted from one 
Perfon to another, either by a near Approach to each other, 
or by Means of fuch Subfances, as have imbibed Particles by 
which a Fever may be. communicated and fpread. 

It is neceflary. alfo to obviate another vulgar Error that pre- 
vails.—Nothing is. more common than to hear a Fever, or 
other Diftemper, pronounced to be free from any infectious 
Ditpofition, and the Attack of it upon a,few attributed to very 
different Caufes ; becaufe the Perfon himfelf who judges in 
this Manner, has -had the good Fortune to efcape, as fome 
others may have done, who were equally expofed to the In- 
deGuon..<° i | 

As there is no Remedy, though the moft Sovereign in the 
World, which does not fometimes fail of Succefs, even in Cafes 
where, feemingly, it is well adapted ; fo there is no Conta- 
gion, fo far as] think, yet known, that does affect ail Man- 
kind indifcriminately.. Inoculation for the Small-pox fome- 
times fails to. produce that Difeafe, and yet no one queftions it’s: 
' “being contagious. 1 never found in myfelf the leaft Symp- 
tom of an Infection, though for feveral Years I have daily at- 
‘tended People labouring under contagious Maladies. It does 
not thence follow, that the Hofpital Fevers during thofe Times 
were not infectious, as there are the moft pofitive Proofs of © 
the contrary. 2 

An infetious, Malady is not, therefore, always a Calamity. 
which fpreads itfelf. to every Perfon that approaches; the 
Plague itéelf is not altogether of fuch a Nature. Is it not. 
therefore, a Diftemper, which, in certain Circumftances, is, 
or may be, communicated to one, two, or more Perfons, and 
that for the moft Part, in it’sidentical Form, and peculiar 
Nature, which mutt be fuitable to the Habits and Difpofitions 
of the Perfons who receive it ?. What thefe Difpofitions are is 
not the Queftion at prefent. It may. fuffice, that I illuftrate 
and confirm my Meaning by a late Incident. 

In a Word, where there were eighteen Marines, five of 
them were feized with a fevere Flux, being infected by two 
Seamen who were warded with them. Among 592 Patients, 

' ) then 
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then in the Houfe, there was nowhere heard this Complaint, 
but in that Ward. The five Marines became, themfelves, ~ 
fenfible how they got the Diftemper, though thirteen in a pas 
rallel Situation, were never in the leaft affeGed by it. 3 

In acute Ailments, we judge the Stools, more efpecially if 
very foetid, to be the moft communicative of a Taint ; next | 
to thofe the Breath, and laftly, the Effuvia from Patients in 
Fevers. | | 
As to the Method of treating a Perfon who has received 
this Infection from a Fever, the Manner ought to be altoge- 
ther fimiliar, whether the Infe&tion be acquired from.a flighter 
or amore virulent Taint ; and that it fhould be practifed alfo 
in all Cafes of Relapfes. : | ee 

The Effect of Contagion is often fudden, and, at the fame 
Time, fenfible. The flighteft Degree is from the bad Smell 
of Patients labouring under offenfive Difeafes. Such flight 
Degrees of Infection I have often obferved to be derived from 
Patients of a grofs Habit of Body, when labouring under in- 
flammatory Diftempers, and even other Complaints. ‘ 

Some have received fuch an Infection from affifting in put- 
ting dead Bodies into the Coffins; and likewife Nurfes by 
Perfons in the Small-pox. Shiverings, Sicknefs, and Head-ach 
are the ufual proclaiming Symptoms; Vomits and Blifters foon 
reinftate them ; feldom one proving mortal where the Patient 
was properly treated. 

Thofe infeéted by Patients in contagious Fevers, generally 
compare the firft Impreffion to an earthy difagreeable Scent, 
received into the Stomach, as from a Grave newly opened, 
but not quite fo raw as the cadaverous Stench; the Effe@s 
of which, Shivering and Sicknefs, are inftantaneous. This is a 
particular Smell, hardly to be deferibed: Some compare it to 
that of rotten Straw; others to the difagreeable affecting Scent 
from the confluent Small-pox at their Turn, though it is not fo 
ftrong. | y 

But many are not fenfible of any Effets from this Poifon at” 


firft. An Infection from a Fever will fometimes continue — 


about a Perfon for many Days, nay Weeks, difcovering itfelf 
_ chiefly by irregular Shiverings, and thofe fome Times fa fevere, 
as to oblige the Patients to have Recourfe to their Beds once 
a Day ; fometimes every other Day. 

It is alfo found, that in Fevers thus contracted, the Patients 
are very fubject to Relapfes : In an infected Place, whether 
Houfe, Chamber, or Ship, where the Seeds of Contagion are 
harboured, frequent Relapfes into Fevers, even to the fixth 

or 
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or feventh Time, are not unufual, and may be juftly afcribed 
to the Influence of the Contagion. ale 

- Qu. Do not thefe fame Caufes, which occafion Relapfes, 
fometimes give Motion to the morbific Efluvia, before received 
into the Body, and enable them to produce fuch Effects, as 
otherwife probably might not have appeared ? I am the rather 
of this Opinion, becaufe, as I faid before, the Effects of the 
éommunicated Mifchief from bad Fevers are often very quick, 
and fenfible to fome, immediately at the Time the Poifon is 
received. But if a Perfon perceives no Symptom of an Infec- 
tion, till many Days after having left the Place of it’s Abode, 
and is firft taken ill of it immediately after having been wet 
with Rain, expofed to Cold or Damp, or been guilty of In- 
temperance and Hxcefles, it is probable, that theie Caufes 
have excited this dormant Poifon into ACtion ; and none can, 
pofitively affirm, that wichout their Influence it would have 
ever affected the Conftitution. 

The Coldnefs felt, at firft, over the Body, the Shiverings, 
with flicht Sicknefs at the Stomach, tend to confirm the mil- 
taken Opinion, that thefe are only the common Symptoms of 
a Cold, or fudden Chill, or what the Vulgar term an Ague ; 
yet, this is the critical (ime for the Advice of a Phyfician, 
as improper Treatment, or the Delay of a few Hours, may 
produce Effeéts beyond the Power of Medicine to remove. 
“Fo ‘all who are fuppofed to be infected by Fevers, during 
this State of Rigors, a gentle Vomit is immediately to be ex- 
hibited, before the Fever be formed, and before the Fulnefs or 
Hardnefs of the Pulfe renders it’s Operation dangerous, If the 
Vomit be delayed too long, and efpecially if bleeding muft 
precede it, the moft certain and favourable Opportunity of pro- 
curing Safety for the Patient is paft. 

‘The Effects of this Antidote are fo well known, and have 
been fo fully afcertained by repeated Experience, that thofe 
who ‘are employed in Fever Wards, as foon as taken 
fick, have immediate Recourfe thereto. I have found it 
équally ferviceable in preventing Relapfes, when given imme- 
diately at the Return of the Shiverings. I fhould add, that a 
loofe Stool or two fhould at this Time be procured, either by 
the Emetic or Clyfters. 3 

The Vomit may generally be very gentle, feldom exceeding 
from fix to ten Grains of Jpecacoanah. The Patient fhould 
afterwards, when put to bed, take a fweating and quieting 
Draught, containing five Grains of Sal C. C. and from fifteen 

to twenty Drops: of Tiné?, Theb. Sometimes five Grains of 
sis. sane tase em cen) Pee ee Camphire 
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Camphire have been given every four Hours, with large 
Draughts of Vinegar-Whey. | | 

But if the Head next Morning be not altogether free from 
Pain, or the Fever is ftill to be apprehended, fomething more 
muft be done. 

It fhould always be remembered, in Cafes of Infe€tion, to 
purfue the moft quick and vigorous Methods poffible ; as in 
the firft Hours, and afterwards Days, of this Fever, lefs muf 
be trufted to Nature, than in any other Diftemper. At this 
Period, no Confidence fhould be put in Alexipharmic, or 
fweating Medicines; Adithridate, Theriaca, &c. never to be 
ufed in Cafes of imminent Danger, till after proper Evacu- 
ations. 

If the aforefaid Symptoms of a Fever remain after the Ad- 
miniftration of the Vomit, Clyfters, &c. or fhould the Exhi- 
bition of an Emetic have been altogether neglected, or too 
long delayed ; or the Patient injudicioufly treated with fweat- 
ing Medicines, and bleeding, where the Proof of Infection is 
evident, Kecourfe muft be {peedily had to Blifters, to be ap- 
plied to the Back, ifthe Head or Limbs are affeéte, and to 
the Breaft, fhould the malady have feized that Part. oe 

I do not know a furer Mark of a prevailing infeCtious Fe- | 
ver, than this: If twenty Patients to whom it has been com- 
municated, be bliftered at night, about fixteen of them fhall 
next morning be entirely free from Heat. ‘This, however, is — 
meant only of fuch Infections whofe Source is not highly poi- 
fonous ; nor can I affirm that fuch falutary Effe&ts will al- 
ways be produced while the Patient continues in an infected 
Place, or within the Sphere of it’s Adtivity. fin 

How far thofe Means would operate towards the expelling 
the Small-pox Venom as foon as admitted, or, perhaps, in 
fome other infectious Fevers, that have not occurred in my 
Practice, I do not know: But this f -will venture to affert, » 
that in the worft Infe€tions I ever was witnefs to, the Method 
prefcribed has had better Effects, than any Manner of Treat- 
ment recommended by the Authors I have read on this Sub- 
ject, or any that I have had Opportunity of trying myfelf: 
And in Relapfes, where I have had the moft frequent Cafes 
for a fair Trial, Ihave been fully fatished of it’s beneficial 


Effects. | | 

Much has been faid againft the promifcuous Ufe of Blifters, 
and their early Application in Fevers : And indeed, in Fevers 
truly inflammatory, and fome other Cafes, I have known bad 
Effects proceed from them.—But, what I and others have fre 
sles : | H ; ~ quently 
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uently reflected on with Aftonifhment, very feldom in Ship 
eves. there is felt fuch a State of the Pulfe as to forbid 
their Ufe. What fome mechanical Writers in Phyfic have 
advanced concerning the Theory of bliftering Applications, 
or their acting as /fimuli, and fo always raifing and encreafing 
the Fever, is not applicable to the moft of thofe Fevers of . 
which J treat, where, according to the Nurfe’s Phrafe, the 
Patient generally receives a Cool from the Blifter. | 

When the Infection, by thefe Means, has been removed 
twenty-four or thirty-fix Hours after the Application of the 
Blifters, the inteftinal Canal fhould a fecond Time be gently 
cleanfed, by giving Rhubarb, with a {mall Quantity of vitrio- 
lated ‘Tartar. | : | 

I have remarked already, that fome Perfons who have once 
been infected, though they were fpeedily relieved by a Vomit 
and blittering, yet afterwards became, for fome Time, fickly, 
and afflicted with irregalur Complaints. This happened chiefly 
in weak Conftitutions, to hyfterical Women, and in very ma- 
lignant Taints. | | 

As to the Appearances after Death, in fuch as have died of 
contagious Fevers; — in the few I have opened, very large 
Collections of AdZaiter were generally found in fome Parts of 
the Body. 

I conjecture, that the great and experienced Benefit derived 
from the very early Application of Blifters, flows from fo many 
Ulcerations and Veficles being timely provided for the com- 
plete Difcharge of thofe purulent and tainted Particles, by 
which they and the Infedtion are freely difcharged from the 
Body. 

ty is an Obfervation of the beft pra@tical Writers, that 
Iffues and Setons are moft excellent Prefervatives againft re- 
ceiving an Infection; nay, even that of the Plague itfelf: And 
the moft hopeful Crifis in the Plague, and in moft peftilential 
Fevers, happens when Nature excites Tumors kindly fuppu- 
rating, by whofe beneficial and plentiful Difcharges, the dead- 
ly Poifon is expelled from the Conftitution. — 7 

Infeéiion, this dreadful Source of Difeafe, is not confined 
to Armies or Fleets, in-Ships or in Prifons; but it elfewhere, in 
Places often unfufpected, exerts it’s malignant Influences. 

When a Nurfe, or when two or three Perfons in the fame 
Family, are feized with a fimilar Fever; Cold, Fatigue, or 
Grief are folely blamed, or the like Caufes, which ftrongly 
difpofe the Conftitution to receive and animate the Taint 3. 
when fuch Difeafes (as I have known) attack a Boarding- 

{chool 


a 
{chool of Boys or Girls, the fatal Diftrefs is often afcribed to 
Caufes which are not in the leaft acceflary. 

When Spots are obferved to rife above the Surface of the 
Skin, the Fever, by fome, -may be fuppofed Miliary, and free 
from any Danger of being communicated.~-But, in eontagi- 
ous Fevers, thofe elevated Spots are very common. In the 
malignant Fever which prevailed among the French Prifoners 
in Winchefter Caftle, where the Contagion was very mortal 

in the Beginning of the Year 1761. I remarked the Spots were, 
on moft of the Patients, elevated, and of the miliary Kind. 

I have thus offered a few Thoughts on a Subje&t, which it 
is to be wifhed was more univerfally ftudied and known. The 
Particles of Contagion are, for the moft Part, of fo fubtile a 
Nature, as feldom to fall under the Infpection of our Senfes ; 
whence in this, as in other Subjects fo abftrufe, there is a 
large Field open for Diffentions. Men, indeed, of the great- 
eft Learning have frequently difagreed in their Opinions con- 
cerning the real or poffible Exiftence of an Infection from many 
Diftempers ; of which the Yellow Fever in the Weft-Indies 
furnifhes a ftriking Inftance. Not many Years fince, this Fe- 
ver became an Object of Confideration before the Lords Com- 
miffioners of ‘Trade and Plantation ; where it was urged, as a 
Reafon for not removing the Seat of Government and Juftice 
in Jamaica, from Spanifh Town to Kingfton, that there was 
Danger from the Greenwich Hofpital, fituated near Kingfton, 
of an Infection from the Yellow Fever being frequently com- 
municated to that Town. The Opinion of a Phyfician was 
taken, who had long practifed in that Ifland; and by him it 
was judicially and clearly given, that, from the Yellow Fe- 
ver in ‘amaica, there was no Infection; and the fame was 
likewife the Opinion of other fkilful Phificians, 

On the other Hand, our American Colonies are under great 
Apprehenfions of the Importation of a Yellow Fever, in 
Goods and Ships from the Weft Indies ; by which they have 

often fuffered.—And it is but a few Years fince, when a Gen- 
tleman dying of a Yellow Fever at Barbadoes, his Wearing 
Apparel and Linen, packed up in a Cheft, were fent to his 
Friends at Philadelphia ; where, upon opening the Cheft, the 
Family was taken ill; and the Cloaths being hung abroad to 
be aired, they prefently diffufed the Contagion of this Yellow 
Fever over that Town, of which two hundred Perfons died. 

The vulgar Appellations given to Fevers do fometimes dif- 
clofe to us very little of their Nature and true Difpofition; and 
thus much is certain, that from the fame Infeétion, I have 
known to proceed what ma be termed, the Yellow, ieee 
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and Miliary Fevers; and while the Contagion, in a few, af- 
fumed an intermitting Form, and was mild, in others it raged 
witha conftant Fever. 

Many Countries and Cities, in all human Probability, might 
have efcaped the dreadful Scourge of the Peftilence by taking, 
on its firft and moft early Appearance, the proper Meafures of 
feparating the Sick from the fulpected, though in Health ; and 
fhutting both feparately up, with proper Officers and necef- 
fary Attendants, from all others ; and carefully tracing the 
imported or generated Poifon, wherever lodged, that the in- 
fectious Atoms might be eifeCtually deftroyed, by the judicious 
Application of Fire and Smoke. But the Incredulity of fome 
has been fo great as to deny a Contagion to be in the Plague 
itfelf at its frit breaking forth ; becaufe no Marks of Contagion 
were found on the dead Bodies. However, that this has 
proved a fatal Miftake, is well known to fuch as are conver- 
fant with the Hiftories of the different Plagues in Europe. 

The Phenomena, even in the moft manifeft Contagion, 
are often wonderfully myfterious, and altogether unaccount- 
able. “Thus the Small-pox has been for Ages, and continues 
to be, the Terror and Deftroyer of a great Part of Mankind : 
But from what Origin, or how, was this Poifon firft engen- 


_ dered? The Europeans have carried it to almoft all Parts of 


the World, though not a Marine might have been infected 
with it in a whole Voyage. ‘This Venom has been conveyed 
in an old Blanket to Nations of Indians, fome of whom it has 
almoft extirpated. | 

Further, the fpecific Nature and Qualities of fuch Poifons 
are likewife various from each other, and in many Refpects 
infcrutable. How far does each extend its proper Sphere ef 
Aétivity ? Who will undertake to affign an itrefragable, or a 
plain Reafon, why the Small-pox will infe&t Perfons but once 
during the period of their Lives ; while the Plague, and other 
Infections, attack the Conftitution again and again? There 
are unqueftionably Limits prefcribed to human Refearches, be- 
yond which, though Fancy may take its Flight, and Theory 
make wide Excurfions, all is Conjc€ture, Obfcurity, or pro- 
found Darknefs. | 
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To come in at the End of the Article of the SMALL-POx. 
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ce: H E Cuftom or Practice of tranfplanting the Small-pox 
from the Body of an infected Perfon, fo that of one in 
Health, commonly called Jvoculation, has gradually prevailed 
in this Nation for about five and forty Years. 

It having been found from innumberable Obfervations thro’ 
many Ages, that, in the ordinary Courfe and Duration of 
human Life, fcarce one in a thoufand efcapes the Small-pox ; 
and that it never returns a fecond ‘Time upon any one: It at 
length became a Matter of Confideration, whether this Dif- 
eafe, being manifeftly contagious, might not depofit, in its 
maturated Puftules, fuch Seeds of Contagion as might be ar- 
tificially introduced through the Skin into the Blood and Hu- 
mours of a found Perfon, {fo as to excite the Diforder. ; 

Butit feems not a little extraordinary, that this fhould hap- 
pen to be the Invention of a People of 4a, in a Manner ut- 
terly ignorant of the Practice of Phyfic, the Circaffians, who, 
about a Century age, having ufed it with Succefs in their own 
Country, brought it, in Time, into Turky, as we are afiured 
both by Yimoni and Pylarini, Phyficians of great Eminence, 
who refided there many Years, and faw it practifed with amaz- 
ing Succefs and Safety at Conftantinople and Smyrna, on great 
Numbers of Greeks, Armenians and Jews; though the Turks 
themfelves, from the high Notion they entertain of Fatality 
and Predeftination, could never be reconciled to it. It mutt 
indeed be allowed that the hing did not require any extraor~ 
dinary Skill either in Phyfic or Surgery; as it was found fuffi- 
cient to make afmall Pun@ture or Incifion, in any Part of the’ 
Body, and rub into it fome of the variolus Matter fqueezed 
out of the ripe Puftules of a Perfon that had the Small-pox 
upon him ; and their Women were generally the Operators. 

Our modern Method, is to make a flight Incifion in the 
mufcular Part of the Arm, and to bind on upon it a {mall 
Pledgit of Lint dipt in the purulent Matter, which very fel- 
dom fails of the propofed End. ~ | ) 

The Miffonaries to China affure, that a fimilar Method of 
exciting the Small-pox has been in Ufe in that Country above 
a hundred Years, and that the Manner of conducting it is 
thus: They colle& a certain Quantity of the dry fallen Put 
tules, which they keep in a fmall Porcelain Bottle well ftopped 
_ with Wax, and when they intend to give a Perfon the Small- 
pox, they mix a fingle Grain of Mufk with three or four of 
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thefe Pellicles, and roll them: up in a Bit of Cotton, which 
they thruft up one of his Noftrils. This, however, feems to 
be a more dangerous Way of communicating the Infeétion, 
than that of the Circaffians; as the Brain may be violent! 

injured by the morbid Particles drawn in with the Breath, a 
immediately affecting the olfactory Nerves. This AZead found ~ 
to be aClually the Cafe from Experiment : For in the Year 
3721, the King having, for the Public Benefit, affented that 
a Tryal fhould be made whether the Small-pox might be igg- 

culated with Safety, the Operation was performed on fix con- 

demned Criminals, in the ufual Way; and a feventh, a Girl 

of Eighteen, was treated in the Chinefe Way. They all 

contracted the Diftemper and recovered ; but the young Wo- 

man laboured under far feverer Symptoms than any of the 

reft: No fooner was the Venom conveyed into her Noftrils, 

than fhe was feized with moft acute Pains of the Head, a very 

intenfe Fever, which never in the leaft abated before the 

‘Time of the Eruptien. 

From this Period Inoculation began, and continued to make 
a rapid Progrefs with us; all Accounts confirming that it pro- 
duced a far milder Sort of Small-pox than that for the moft 
Part proved to be which was contracted in the natural Way. 
For, upon comparing the Accounts kept by thofe who have 
moft frequently practifed Inoculation, it manifeftly appears 
that {carce one of a Hundred mifcarries, whereas a fifth or a 
fixth Part die of the natural Small-pox. 

Moreover the following Narrative from the Ifland of St. 
Chriftopher is a ftrong Confirmation of the Safety with which 
the Small-pox may be communicated by Inoculation. A 
wealthy Planter there, who employed a great Number of 
Hands in the Sugar Manufactory, did, in one Year, when the 
Small-pox raged violently in thofe Parts, himfelf inoculate 
no lefs than three hundred of them, of all Ages from five to 
thirty ; and that with fo happy Succefs, that not one mifcar- 
ried, though the greater Part af them were Negroes: It is 
remarkable, that though in this Difeafe the Symptoms prove 
very fevere to the Americans in general, yet Experience 
evinces that the Africans are in a much more dangerous 
Situation under it. 

Doctor Hadew of Warwick has pra&tifed Inoculation thefe 
27 Years with moft happy Succefs. The 14th of October, 
1738, he began with two Boys, and from that Time to 
April 22, 1765, he inoculated in all 2143 Perfons, of 
which Operation only three Children died ; and he gives the | 
following Account of their Deaths: ¢* A little Infant died of a 
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too large Dofe of Opium given by the Apothecary or his Ap~ 
prentice by miftake: Another whom I inoculated in July 
1759, died in very hot Weather; he could never be made te 
take any thing. At the fame Time I inoculated a great Num- 
ber of others without any Accident. A little. Girl ‘fix Years 
old died in the Winter, The third Day after the Eruption, 
which was very moderate, an Artery burft in her Nofe near 
the Uhroat; the Blood flowed out in Abundance both at the 
‘Nofe and Mouth, and fhe was paft all Remedy before I could 
come to her Affiftance, being then almoft dead.” 

Now Facts being thus conftituted, let us next take a View 
of the Objections which have, or may be, brought againft 
this Practice. And in the firft Place there are fome who pre- 
tend that the Eruptions which enfue from Ineculation, are not 
the true Puftules of the Small-pox ; and that therefore no one 
can be fecured againft a future Attack of this Malady by fuch 
an Experiment. Tohefe People take an infinite deal of Paing 
to produce Inftances of thofe who after having contracted a 
Ditiemper by Inoculation, had neverthelefs the Small-pox af- 
terwards in the natural Way. ~ But is it poffible to conceive, 
that a contagious Subftance, the very feminal Matter of the 
Small-pox, fhould propagate, inftead of its own, another Dif- 
eafe of a quite different Kind? It muft needs be a Thing of 
little Importance which Way the Contagion be received, pro- 
vided it exhibits the manifeft Tokens of the Diftemper. As to 
fuch who having gone thro’ the Small-pox artificially excited, _ 
are reported to have been afflifted with it again; Jad never 
could, on the moft ftrict Enquiry, meet with a fingle Proof 
of any fuch Thing. He had heard again and againa Narrative 
of a Boy, cooked up a certain Author, who three Years after 
having the Small-pox from Inoculation, had it again by Infec- 
tion; but he was fatisfied of the infufficiency of this Tefti- 
mony, as feveral of the Family affirmed that no Small-pox 
at all appeared in Confequence of the Inoculation. Ad- 
mitting, after all, fuch an Event to have once happened, how 
comes it to pafs that we never had any more Inftances of the 
Kind? And how far may we juftly reckon upon a fimple Ex- 
ample, admitting it to be inconteftibly true; when we fee that 
in almoft innumerable Experiments of the fame Sort, nothing 
of the like Nature has been taken notice of ? 

Thefe Objectors would farther infinuate, the Dread left, 
together. with the Small-pox, fome other contagious Malady 
inherents in the Humours of a fick Perfon may be tranfplanted 
into the Body of one in Health, confidering the fubtile Nature 
and Activity of all contaggous Venoins. Nor does it indeed

feem difconfonant to Reafon, that fome Malady, betides cuta- 
neous ones, may be introduced through the Skin.—Yet it is 
hardly credible it fhould ever fo fall out, that the feminal Mat- 
ter of one Difeafe, fhould prove to be the Vehicle of the like 
Matter of another Difeafe of a very different Nature. But 
this as it may; he muft be accounted a moft indifcreet Phy- 
fician, who fhould extract from any morbid Body indifcrimi- 
nately, the purulent Matter he intends to introduce into a 
found Body. Infants and Children, healthy in every other 
Refpe&, and likewife of found Parents, fhould be made Choice 
of for this Purpofe. And furthermore it feems a Matter of 


‘more Confequence, into what kind of Body this Virus is to be 


infufed, than from what Body it is derived : This Hint is 
given, becaufe it is well known that fome Surgeons have too 
incautioufly inoculated Children weak, or of a bad Habit of 
Body, and by fo doing were fruftrated as to the happy Succefs 
they promifed themfelves. And laftly it is of the utmoft Con- 
fequence that a Phyfician fhould be extreamly careful not to 
convey a new Contagion into the Blood of a Perfon already 
infeCted. Such is known to have been once the Cafe, if not 
oftner; wherein Nature funk under the Weight of a double 
Difeafe, which in all Probability fhe might have vanquifhed, 
had it been but a fingle one *. | ! 
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* A new Set of Opponents to Inoculation has lately arifen out of 
the Gentlemen of the Faculty of Phyfic at Paris, whofe Opinion 
as to the Merits of Inoculation had been required by the Parliament 
in their Arret of June 8, 1763. In Confequence of which a Com- 
mittee of fix Regent Doétors were appointed to examine into Faéts, 
and make a faithful Report of the Refult. Their Report, drawn 
up by Doctor de l’Epine, and figned by all the fix Comiffaries, has 
been printed at Paris in 4to under the following Title.

I will take upon me to aflirm, that of the 125 Pages containéd

By authentic Lifts publifhed at London, there had been taken

died without Exception; and that if the other.one Third that 
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venes, are thefe: The Virus may be inferted into a Child or 
Youth of a hale Conftitution: And then, by taking away a 
{mall Quantity of Blood, if the Temparament feems to indicate 
it, and by purging the Humours with fome gentle Cathartic, 
as Magnefia alba, there will be a Provifion made againft the 
Violence of the future Fever. Secondly, during the whole 
Interval the Contagion is operating, to the Eruption of the va- 
riolous Puftules, being commonly feven or eight Days, or nine 
at the moft; Quietude and a moderate Diet may be enjoined, 
with a proper Regimen in other Matters; whereas many, 
through violent Exercife or Excefs in Drinking, after the In 
fection has taken Place in the natural Way, are hurried into 
grievous Fevers, with an Aggravation of all the other Symp- 
toms, fo as greatly to endanger and often to deprive them 
of their Lives. Thirdly, the Small-pox produced by Inocu~ 
lation is, for the Generality, of fo mild a Kind, as hardly to 
require any Affiftance from a Phyfician: But fhould it prove 
otherwife, as it muft be acknowledged it fometimes does, the 
fame Treatment muft be purfued, as it is proper in the diffe- 
rent Degrees of this Difeafe.

Some have been of Opinion, that the Efflux of the Hu- 


mour, from the Incifion that received the contagious Matter, 


and alfo the Puftules breaking out around the Wound, may 
contribute to the Benefit of the Patient; but the Quantity 
carried off this Way, is too inconfiderable, to produce any 
real Confequence. Much more might be expected from blif- 


were inoculated, not one had died: And on this Suppofition, let 


us purfue the Argument oppofed againft us, namely this For- 
merly there died one feventh of the Sick of the Small-pox ; and out of the 
ten thoufand Patients of this Hofpital, two thirds have died fince Ino- 
culation came in Vogue: Therefore that Operation has more than qua- 
drupled the Number of the Dead; therefore it is pernicious, &c. 

Such is the Force of this marvelous Objection! that in Propor- 
tion to the Increafe on the one Part, of the Number of thofe dead 
of the natural Small-pox, and the Decreafe on the other, of the 
Number of the Dead of the inoculated, it appears that Inoculation 
turns out the moft dangerous. Such is the Objection adopted by 

five worthy Doétors of the Faculty of Paris, appointed Commif- 
faries for examining into the Merits or Demerits of Inoculation ; 
and this is what they expofe to the Bxamination of all Europe. 
Now, in the Name of all Europe, I call upon them to anfwer, 
if they do believe their Argument to be a good one, or if they will 
acknowledge it to be no better than a Heap of Sophifms ? I fay,

Laftly, it fhould be remarked, that in the Small-pox brought 
on by Inoculation, Boils and Parotids, or Tumours under the 
Ears, and in other Parts, are more apt to be formed, than in the 
natural Small-pox. When thefe appear, a]! proper Means 
fhould be employed to promote their Maturation fo as that 
they may break. of themfelves: But if they fhould not, they 
muft be opened by Incifion ; and when all the purulent Matter 
is {queezed out, and after they have been frequently and fuf- 
ficiently drefled in the ufual Way, the Patient muft be tho- 
roughly purged.

A Cough is almoft a perpetual Attendant on a Pleurify; and 

fince Expectoration is of the utmoft Confequence, and 
frequently terminates the Difeafe, it behoves every fkilful Phy- 
fician, in the beginning of a Pleurify, ever to obferve whether 
the Cough be attended with a Spitting, and of what Kind itis: 
For a dry Plurify is by all condemned as the moft dangerous, 
troublefome to treat, and difficult to bring to a Concoction or 
Crifis ; it either carrying off the Patient with great Rapidity, 
or continuing for a very confiderable Time: Even a Spitting 
intermixed with Blood, in this Cafe, is far better than where 
there is no Expectoration at all. 

It isan Obfervation of the learned Tiller, that a Pleurify 
which attacks the right Side, is not fo dangerous, ftubborn 
or inveterate, as when the left Side is affe€ted, which proves 
often fatal on the third or fourth Day, efpecially to Perfons 
who are very hard Drinkers. | 

An original Pleurify generally requires copious and repeated 
bleeding : The fymptomatical, or that which happens in con- 
fequence of other epidemic Difeafes, will not bear it fo well, 
at leaft no Repetitions of it. 

Pleurefies are feldom more fevere, or more fuddenly fatal, _ 
than when they happen upon exceffive and fudden drinking of. 
cold Liquors when the Body has been much heated. The 
Blood of a healthy Perfon, drawn into a Veflel of cold Water, 
inftantly concretes into Threads of an almof folid Confif- 
tence. Now when Plenty of cold Drink is fwallowed down

the CEfopheeus; which ‘defcends in its Courfe very heat’ the < 
Trunks of the intercoftal Arteries, it becomes filled or dif- © 
tended with it; the whole Stomach, in like Manner, being .

Colduets thereof to the adjacent Diaphragm, Liver, Spleen, 
cic. “Che Trunk of the afcending Cava, and the large right - 
Sinus of the Heart, incumbent on the thin tendonous Part of - 
the Diaphragm, are likewife affected, by difpofing the Blood | 
tlrere collected, to a Concretion, impede ‘its proper Paffage 
through the Lungs. 

The Breathing is greatly injured, becawfe at the Time of '

firetched and ‘extended, with a great increafe of the Pain. | 
Upon this Account, fuch miferable Patients hardly breathe Air — 
fuficient to dilate the Lungs; whereby the right Ventricle of © 
the Heart becomes unable to empty itfelf fo freely as it ought 
to'do. ‘he Blood; therefore, returning from the Head, by the « 
jugular Veins, cannot now find any Admittance into the right ° 
Sinus and Auricle, already full ; whence the Brain is comprefled 
by the turgid Veflels, and the Patient becomes dull, ftupid, and 
lefs fenfible of Pain; and whilft the Lungs are gradually more ~ 
and more overcharged with Blood, he foon expires, {fuffocated. 
And it is very worthy of Remark, -that Pleuritics perifh in the 
Height. of the Diftemper, not from the Inflammation of the ~ 
Pleura, ‘nor of the Parts contiguous to, or incumbent on, the 
Ribs ; but are fuffocated by a Repleticn or Oppilation of the © 
Lungs, -for wantiof a dué Refpiration. - | 

It is to be obferved, that-when a Pleurefy has continued three 
or four Days, without having had any neceflary Affiftance, it ' 
feldom or never is cured by any innocent or mild Refolution : 
For then the Violence of the Difeafe ufually gives Rife to Ma- — 
jadies in other Parts; and more efpecially in the Lungs.. 

_ Triller has very juftly obferved, that Pleuretic Patients gene- 
rally efeape by the Help of Nature, often even without Bleed- 
ing, provided a copious Flux of florid or purple Blood from the *

A white, concreted, or Pus-liké Expectoration, has been ' 


often known to cure a Pleurefy. | 


Expectorations of a yellow Colour, intermixed with Blood, - 


are falutary. Hippocrates has recorded thofe Pleurefies to be of 
the mildeft Kind, in which the Spitting is fomewhat bloody. In this 
Cafe, however, Bleeding is to be forbidden, which would fup- 
prefs this Expectoration, and kill the Patient. 

In a violent Pleurefy, although by a happy Treatment, the 


Matter of the Diftemper may be diflolved, and rendered fluxile ; ° 


it hardly ever happens, that this Matter can be again affimilated 


with the healthy Juices, fo as to circulate with them freely, ~ 


and without Injury to the vafcular Syftem, which it almoft con- 
ftantly ftimulates to fuch a Degree, as to force it to throw the 


fame off by fome Out-let or another, in a fenfible Difcharge ~ 
from the Body.

thinking it might hinder the falutary Endeavours of Nature, to

It fometimes happens, in a Pleurefy, that the Breaft can, by 
no Means, be dilated or moved, on Account of the Violence 


of'the Pain, whence the Lungs tranfmit but very little Blood ; ~ 
for which Reafon, the large Veins are very full and turgid, ° 


but the Aorta, receiving only a little Blood, does not prefs for- 


ward that which is contained in the Veins with any great ‘ 
Force; fo that upon opening a Vein, there often iflues out but © 
a {mall Quantity of Blood: But as foon as the Patient expands ~ 
them by Sighing, or fhocks them by Coughing, the Blood if- © 
fues forth with Impetuofity. TZu/pius therefore advifes Phyfici- — 
ans, in fuch Cafes, to perfuade their Patients to cough: But, ° 


as-the Pain is often fo fevere, that the leaft Dilatation of the 


Breaft, throws them into Convulfions, it is not an eafy Matter | 
to prevail on them to do it.—Under fuch Circumftances, it wil] 


be expedient to give fome Sternutatory, or a Spoonful of 


hot Vinegar, whereby an involuntary Cough may be excited, © 


which may fuddenly remove the Pain,,or greatly abate it at 
leaft. . 


We 
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We fhould be cautious not to bleed to fainting, left a Pe- 
ripneumony fhould follow; for when the Heart, in a Deli- 
quium, ceafes to move, the Blood in the right Sinus, Auricle, 
and Ventricle, often ftagnates for fome little Time, and being 
in this inflammatory Malady, greatly inclined to infpiflate and 
concrete, it will, in fome Degree, enter before the Patient can 
be recovered from his fainting Fit; and may therefore adhere, 
and be unable to pafs the fmaller Veflels of the Lungs through 
which it fhould circulate, and fo be produtive of a Peripneu- 
mony, which would be of much more dangerous Confequence 
than the Pleurefy itfelf. | 

Triller gives a Cafe, to prove how effectual Bleeding may be, 
even when the Patient is extremely weak, and all the Symp- 
toms are, notwithftanding, aggravated toa Degree of Violence. 
In a robuft Youth, under a moft fevere Pleurefy, after two 
plentiful Bleedings, the Difeafe feemed to change for the bet- 
ter; but on the fifth Day, the Symptoms returned with great 
Violence, fo that, in fpite of Clyfters and Vefiatories, the. Pa- 
tient feemed to be in the moft imminent Danger. A large Ori- 
fce was made in the Veins of both Feet, now grown fo 
cold, that though they were fomented with warm water, not 
a Drop of Blood came; upon which water was continued to 
be poured upon them, fo hot as to fetch off the Cuticle, and 
then the Veins bled plentifully enough, and fo effectully, that 
the Patient, almoft half expiring, revived, and was moft hap- 
pily cured. 

Sydenham bled his pleuritic Patients, as foon as he was called 
to them, from the Arm of the affected Side; but when he af- 
terwards repeated the Venefection, he makes no mention of the 
Part from which the Blood was taken. As/danus obferves, that 
he feldom or never found the defired Succefs from Bleeding in' 
the Arm oppofite to the Pleurify ; and Y7ri/ler confirms this 
alfo, as to the firft Bleeding; for the fecond, he rather prefers 
the Foot of the fame Side; and then in the oppofite Foot, if 
there fhould bea Neceffity for a third or fourth Bleeding ; but 
he very juftly remarks, that the firft Bleeding fhould be of all 
the moft copious. 

In this Cafe,’ a Solution of Venice Soap, in equal Parts of 
warm Water and new Milk, has been found a comfortable Fo- 
mentation’; or half an Ounce of Soap to a Pint of the Emol/i- 
ent Decoéiion, in which Flannels were dipped and laid upon 
the Side, and hot Tiles placed. over to keep the Fomentation 
from cooling too foon. In the Night-time, that the Fomen- 
tations may not be troublefome, the Side may be firft rubbed 
with Ung. de Althea, and then covered with a Melilot Plaifter.

bE OR 
A fimple Deco@tion of Barley, with Oxymel and Nitre, is 
often {ufficient here, fince this includes all the Qualities necel- 
fary towards a Cure; for it dilutes by being watery, relaxes 
and eafes by the intermixed mealy Mucilage, while the Honey 
and Vinegar very well diffolve the inflammatory Size; as alfo 

does the Nitre, and abates the Heat. 
‘Thefe Patients fhould never be kept too hot, but be taken 


out of Bed a few Hours every Day, if their Strength will bear — 


it; nor fhould they be over-loaded with Bed- cloaths. Copious 
Bleedings, and other cooling Remedies, will avail but little 
without this Precaution. 

Laftly, great Prudence is neceflary, in regulating the Diet 
of recovering Pleuritics ; for too fudden a Repletion would en- 
danger a fatal Relapfe. Van SwiETEN.

M. GOULARD, now Surgeon Major of the military Hof- 

pital at Montpellier, has treated creat Numbers of ve- 
nereal Complaints with furprifing Succefs, and that by the Way 
of Friétions. In 1760, he publifhed a Work, which has been 
well received, ‘bilbedéd, Pra&ical Remarks and Objevewattons on 
Venercal Difeafes. He proves Salivation to be not only ufelefs, 
but that it is even mifchievous in many Ca afes, efpecially when 
it is raifed too high; whereas Frictions, managec with Difcretion, 
fecure the Patient againft all dangetats Accidents. Baths, re- 
frefhing Broths, and a proper Regimen, are the Preparatives the 
Patients'are tojbe enjoined, in order to receive one Frition every 
two Days. If any Accident fupervenes in the Courfe of their 
Treatment, efpecially a Tumefaction of the Glands of the 
Mouth, the Sign of an approaching Salivation, which fhould 
be avoided, the Patients are removed from the Place where 
they received the Friction; and fometimes their Linen is 
changed ; they are let blood, purged, or bathed, according 
to the Circumftances, and the Cure is refumed aia every 
thing is calm. This Inconvenience feldom happens, through 
the Precaution taken; according as the Cafes appear to require, 
to allow a fufficient Interval between the Frictions, fo. that they 
may not extend their Effe& to the Mouth. Since that Timeit has 
been cuftomary, and that to very good Purpofe, to join a Por- 
tion of Camphire with the mercurial Unguent ;, it haying been 
found, that this will reftrain the falivating Quality of the Mer- 
cury. 


: 
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.cury. ‘The Dofe is a Dram, fometimes a Dram and a Half, to 
an Ounce of Unguent, which many Practitioners direct to be 
_ made up with one third of Mercury, to three of the Lard. 
The moft zealous Advocates for falivating, cannot deny the 
. Cures which have, been performed, in the moft difficult Cafes, 
by bare mercurial Friétions, without procuring that Evacua- 
tion, which would have proved an Impediment to adminifter- 
ing the neceflary Quantity of Mercury at the proper Time. 
All they can pretend to is, that in ordinary Cafes, Salivation 
ferves them as a Compafs to fteer by, being an infallible Rule 
whereby to judge of the ACtion of the Mercury upon the Blood, 
_and of the Intenfity of its Effects: But it may, with far more 
Juftice, be affirmed in general, that the more Mercury is intro- 
duced into the’ Body, under the neceflary Precautions not to 
excite any Ravages, the greater will be the Certainty of the 
Cure ;, whereas a Salivation may impede or defeat it, either by 
-caufing the Mercury to efcape too foon, or by rendering it ne- 
-ceflary to fufpend the Frictions, before the Patient has received 
_a fufficient Quantity of that Mineral. | 
 M. Kalin, after vifiting many Parts of North America, re- 
ates, in the Stockholm Ads, that the Savage Indians have, for 
along Time, been acquainted with the Venereal Diftemper. 
Some fay they derived it from the Europeans ; whilft others af- 
firm, that it was known among them long before their Con- 
verfe with any People of Europe. An old Savage, fays he, 
acknowledged to me, that he had had that Diftemper before 
the Europeans. were known in his Country. Be this as it may, 
itis remarkable, that as this Difeafe has got Footing among 
them, they can, rid themf(elves of it at Pleafure: Even though. it. 
‘be fo inveterate, that the Patient is half rotten, and infup- 
portable to be approached, he is, in a very fhort Time, per- 
‘feétly cured without’ Return, unlefs owing to his own inconfi- 
derate Debauchery. This fpeedy Cure is performed by.Savages,, 
who know nothing of Mercury: Nay, they look upon this 
Diftemper as one of the eafieft to be dealt with. Neverthe- 
lefs, it is commonly thought impoffible to prevail upon them 
to difcover their.Remedy, from a Notion, that if it were once 
‘known to any.European, it would certainly lofe its Virtue to- 
“wards themfelves. -Being with Colonel ‘fohnjon *, his Affabi- 
lity encouraged me, to afk him every Thing about this Coun- 
‘try and the Inhabitants. This Gentleman has lived among 
the Savages, by whom he is exceedingly beloved and refpected ; 
they even look upon him as their Father. He told mie, that 
with no other Medicaments than Herbs, the Indians could 
bie sai : quickly 
* Now Sir William, Knight of the Bath. 3 
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quickly cure the Venereal Diftemper, of whichhe mentioned fe- 
veral Inftances. ‘The Negroes, Men and Women, fromthe moft 
fhocking Condition, in ten Days Time, were fo well recovered 
as to go te work, and have Continued perfectly found, and had 
Children. As he faid he was not acquainted with the Herbs 
they made ufe of, I took the Liberty to entreat him to try if 
he could difcover them by any Means. He objected, at firft, the 
Impoffibility of it; but upon my reprefenting to him, that he 
was the only Perfon likely to obtain a Difcovery, that would 
be acceptable to the whole learned World, as well as an im- 
portant Benefit to the Public ; he aflured me he would do all 
in his Power to bring it to Light. | 

, Upon this, I prefumed to infinuate to him fome Hints, where- 
by he might prevent being impofed upon. As he knew Wo- 
men who were likewife Miftrefs of the Art, I advifed that he 
fhould prevail on two or three of them, feparately, to produce 
the Herbs, without one knowing what he had enquired of 
another about; and that he fhould not be fatished with the Leaf 
or Root, but perfuade them to bring the whole Herb; and, if 
it might be, to procure a Sight of it growing. 

Not to go into along Detail of the Trouble and Expence he 
was at; the Upfhot was, that three Women told him of the 
very fame Plant, and agreed in their Account of the Method of 
Cure. Befides thefe, a Man who was a famous Praétitioner, 
and had given inconteftable Proofs of his Skill, fhewed him the 
Roots of the fame Plant, and faid, This zs commonly ufed; but 
added, that he made greater ufe of another Root, the Virtue of 

which, together with the Manner of adminjflering it, be learned 
from his Grand-father. | 

The Account of the Herb is as follows. 

In North America there are five different Species of Lobelia, 
of which the chief Herb ufed for this Diftemper, is one. 

I cannot fay, whether this Plant has been before defcribed bY 
others, nor do I know, in cafe it has been already defcribed, 
under what Denomination. I will therefore give a Defcription 
of it, fo that in a Colle&tion of botanical Books, one may eafily 
know, whether it has been defcribed or not ; and Botanifts, bee 
ing moftly accuftomed to Latin Expreffions, I fhall give. the 
prefent Defcription in that Language. ie

Upon breaking this Plant, a milky Juice ifflues from all the 
Parts of it. An old Stem has frequently a great Number of 
Roots refembling thofe of a green Sod. | 

The large Leaves on the Stem, are between four and five 
Inches Jong, and an Inch and a half in Breadth. ‘The lower 
Leaves of the Stem, are frequently Folia lanceolata-ovata. 

_ Phe lower Leaves fall firft from the Stylus. Frequently {e- 
veral Stems arifé from a fingle Root. Some Stems are half an 
Inch in Diameter. : 

‘Towards the End of Autumn, the Leaves are full of brown. 
Spots. . 

The Plant begins to be in Bloom about the 21ft of July; 
and it’s Seeds are ripe in the Beginning of September. 

— It grows in damp marfhy Places on the Sides of Moats, 
Brooks, and Rivers, and near it the Eupatoria, Lycopus, Bi- 
dens, Mimulus, Chelone Atadienfis, Helxine Gaule tetragono acu- 
leato, Perficaria urens, 8c. 

‘The Tafte of the Root feemed to me not unlike that of Tobac- 
co. Itremains along Time in the Mouth, and excites vomiting, 

Such isthe Lobelia, the fanative Plant with which the wild 
Indians fo fpeedily check and fubdue the Virulence of the Pox. 
The Cure is very fimple, as all their Cures are, and performed: 
in the following Manner : | petty an 

They take the Roots of four, fix, or more Plants, after the 
Diftemper has been. deeply rooted,. and cleanfe them. — 

take: 
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take frefh Roots; whilft others fay, that the diied are bettar, 
having ufed, with all defirable Suecefs, Roots that have been 
dried three Years and upwards. Thefe Roots are boiled. It 
is all alike to the Savages in what Veflel, for they have no 
other than Copper and T’in Kettles, in which they always boil 
their Medicines. | 
_ Early in the Morning, upon his awakening, they give the 
Patient the Decoétion, of which he is to drink as much as he 
can; and the remaining Part of the Day it is his chief Drink, 
‘Afterwards he begins to purge pretty much ; and if the Decocs 
tion is found too violent in its Operation, it is lowered. In the 
mean Time, he muft drink nothing ftrong, and confine himfelf 
to a fimple Sort of Food, efpecially Vegetables, though, ac- 
cording to the Cafe, they are frequently allowed to eat Meat. 
_. The fecond and third Day, he continues drinking this De- 
coction, and afterwards, not only drinks it every Day, but he 
wafhes and bathes with it the Parts moft effeted, This Me- 
thod, in about a Fortnight or three Weeks at the utmoft, puts 
a total End to the Diftemper. 

If the-Patient be full of Boils, during the Cure, they ufualy 
dry them up with the Roots of Geum Floribus nutantibus, Fructu 
eblongo, feminum cauda molli plumofa. LINN #3 Flor. Suecic. 424. 
which, in this Country, grows in damp Places. The Root is 
dried and pulverifed, and the Powder being ftrewed over the 
Ulcers, dries them up. But if the Diftemper be very deeply 
rooted, and no Amendment appears, after ufing the Decodtion 
of Lobelia for fome Days, they call in the Root of Ranunculus 
foliis radicalibus reniformibus crenatis, caulinis digitatis petiolatis. 
Gron. Fl. Virgin 166. wathing it clean, and mixing fome of 
it with the Lobelia; then having boiled it, give the Patient the 
Decodtion to drink. Great Care is required in the Proportioh 
of this Ranunculus, \eft it caufe Inflammation in the Bowels. 
This Decoétion purges violently, caufes Vomitions, and is im- 
-mediately feen to affect or accelerate the Cure; but if too ftrong, 
it becomes poifonous, as does likewife the Root of Angelica Ca- 
nadenfis purpurea, which is ufed by the Savage Women, when 
turned away by their Hufbands, in order to deftroy themfelves. 

Another Savage, noted for his Skill in curing the Pox, by 
whom Col. Johnfon was aflured, he had fairly imparted to him 
the Method which he ufed, added, that he had now and then 
given the Lobelia; but however, he confided more in another 
Remedy, namely, the Roots of Ceanothus Linnai, or. Celaftus 
inermisy Polis ovatis, ferratis, trinervtis, Linnai Hort. Cliff: 73. 
&sronov, Fl. Virgs 25. He performed the Cure with this De- 
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co&tion, inthe fame Manner as that of the Lobelia is ufed. The 
Decoétion is as red as Blood. When they are afraid that the 
Malady is too deep rooted, they take the Roots of the Rubus 
Caule aculeato, Folis ternatis Linn. Flor. Suec. 410. and mix fome | 
of it with the firft. : i | , 

I was afterwards fo fortunate as to meet with one, who fome 
Years ago, had been cured by the Savages, of this Malady, 
when in avery defperate Condition. He had by him a Handful 
of dried Roots, together with the Root-leaves of the Plant, 
which the Indians had employed in his Cure. They were all 
of the aforefaid Lobelia. | . 

With this Plant, fuch extraordinary Cures have been per- 
formed in this Country, as fcarce any where have been effected 
by Mercury. But the Difference is, that in the Savage Me- 
thod, there is no rifk of Life; nota fingle Inftance being known 
of an Indian dying of this Diftemper, or of any Patient, what- 
ever Progrefs the Difeafe had made in him, who died under 
their Cure: No Example of one in whom it has failed. They 
whofe Misfortune it has been to undergo two Cures, one Mer- 
cury, and another by this Plant, agree. that the Cure by the 
Plant, is much milder and fpeedier. ) 

[ thought myfelf obliged to publith what Knowledge I had 
of the Benefit of this Root, as a fafe and eafy Remedy for this 
loathfome and dangerous Diftemper. As Childrén, and other 
innocent Perfons are liable to the Infection, furely there muft 
be fome Merit in endeavouring to fave their Lives, and reftore 
them to their natural Vigour, in the eafieft and fafeft Manner. 
The fkilful Phyficians will, 1 promife myfelf, ftrike out féme 
fhorter and better Method of ufing this Plant; the wild Ame- 
ricans being not in the leaft acquainted with the Theory of 
Phyiic.. All I could do, was to give a true and clear Account 
of what I had heard and feen. 
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Of the Croup.

THERE is one Difeafe whichentirely has efcaped all regular 
Examination ; and concerning which, there is little to be 
learned from Enquiry, and ftill lefs from Books; I mean the 
Croup. The Catarrhbus Suffocativus of Etmuller, though it 
refembles it in many Particulars, yet appears to be a very dif- 
ferent Difeafe in fome Symptoms, in the Cure, and in Appear- 

ances after Death. : 7 
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Dr. Ruffel defcribes, in a few Lines, a Difeafe very fimi- 
lar to this infmoft of its Symptoms: But it feems not exadly 
the fame, as it was attended with Ulcers about the Larynx, 
and terminated often in a Sphacelus of the Lungs: Befides, 
had it been the fame Difeafe with our Croup, the fame Appear- 
ances muft have occured to him in the Diflection, which was 
otherwife. 

This Difeafe happens, or at leaft is obferved, fo feldom in 
this City, (Edinburgh ) that very few Cafes muit occur to any par- 
ticular Perfon, during the Courfe of a whole Lifetime. To 
have the Power of feeing more, one muft put himfelf in the 
‘Way of Intelligence, efpecially at Places fituated on the Coatt, 
By that Means, I have had the Opportunity of attending more 
Cafes, in a fhort Space of Time, ‘than otherwife would have 
fallen to the Share of any one. | 

The Danger of the Symptoms, under fuch apparent Eafe, 
and the fingularity of its Appearances after Death, in the frft 
Examination, excited my Curiofity ; and the fubfequent Cafes 
were fufficient to fhew me its Nature, though perhaps not 
to point out a certain Cure, which is not always allowed to 
Mortals. To be able, however, to diftinguifh it from other 
Difeafes ; to difcover the Nature of it; to point out when it is 
cureable, and when not; perhaps to lay a Foundation for Im-- 
provement, in the moft defperate State, ismy Defign. 

This Difeafe appears to belong peculiarly tog Children ; 
and the younger they are, after they are weaned, the more li- 
able they feem to be to it; or, (which is very probable, as they 
cannot tell their Complaints) it is taken for fome other Difeafe. 
T never faw or heard of one above twelve Years of Age affected 
by it. After this, the body acquires a ftrength capable of re- 
fifting the Caufe, and of expelling it when received. About 
this Time, or a little after, very great Changes happen in the _ 
human Frame. It feems likewife to have a local Situation, in’ 
a great Meafure ; and to be feldom found at any great Dif- 
tance from the Sea-fhore, appearing much lefs in Edinburgh 
than in Leith or Muffelburgh. It is often feen along the Coaft 
of Fife; and is very common, I am told, along the Coaft 
4irfhire and Galloway. ‘Though I never heard of it in the 
neighbouring Coaft of England, yet probably it is to be found 
there too*. The fame Caufes which kept it fo long from be- 


* A little Boy near three Years old, died of itin an inland Part of 
Kent, near Bromiley, this laft Summer, though attended by a Phyfi- 
cian of Eminence, who, perhaps, had been called in too late; the 
Symptoms were all very diftinct. 
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ing attended to here, may ftill make it neglected there. Very 
wet and marfhy Situations fometimes produce it,. ree 
From twelve feveral Cafes, nine of which proved mortal, 
and the Bodies afterwards diffected, I have been enabled to 
eftablifh many material Faéts and Circumftances, that have 
been hitherto unknown, with regard to this Difeafe ; and fhall 
now draw from them fome Conclufions, which, as I have pro- 
ceeded fo cautioufly, will be the more certain, If I add any 
Reafoning, to fet thefe Conclufions in a clearer Light, I fhall 
keep as clofe as poflible to fettled Experiment; and fhall give 
it only as probable Conjecture, finding Fault with nobody wha 

may Reafon differently. | 


CONCLUSIONS. 


I, [t feems eafy, in general, to diftinguifh the Croup from 
_* all other Difeafes hitherto defcribed. A peculiar tharp, 
thrill Voice, not eafily defcribed ; a remarkable Freedom from 
all Complaints, when in imminent Danger, fo that they will. 
eat the Minute before they expire ;.a quick laborious breath- 
ing; a frequent Pulfe, fometimes ftrong at firft, but always 
foft and weak towards the end; fearee any Difficulty of Deglu- 
tition, or remarkable Inflammation in. the Fances; a dull 
Pain, often, and fometimes an external Swelling in the upper 
Part of the Trachea; Senfes quite diftinGt to the laft; and all 
the Symptoms moft rapid in their Progrefs, characterife fuffici- 
ently this Difeafe. J have not mentioned a Cough, as that 
Symptom is fometimes abfent ; and when it attends the Croup, 
it is not of the common Kind, but more fhort and ftiffed, and 
lefs convulfive, with. little or no Expectoration. ene 
As this Difeafe has differentvulgar Names, for] am told, thaton 
the Weft Coaft, they call it the Chock, or Stuffing, a technical one 
becomes abfolutely neceflary. A Name is beft given from 
the apparent Symptoms, which are always confpicuous, while 
the Caufe is generally hidden, and often doubtful. ‘The lead- 
ing Symptoms here, are, the frill Voice, and difficult Breath- 
ing. It, therefore, may properly called Suffocatio firidula. 

If. As it appears peculiar to a certain Age, and local, in a 
great Meafure, as to its Situation, fo it feems to attend certain 
Seafons of the Year. All the twelve Cafes fhewed themfelves 
during the Courfe of the Winter, from the Month of Odober 
to the Month of AdZarch, except one in 4ugu/?, which was pro- 
bably owing to the antecedent Small-pox: for long Catarrhs 
from the Small-pex, Meafles, or Chin-cough, are ftrong dif- 
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ponent Caufes to this Difeafe. The moift and cold Weather 
in Winter feems to have great Power in producing this Difeafe, 

{Iif. Very different have been the Opinions, with regard to 
the feat of the Suffacatio fridula, fome placing it in the Gwitis 
and its Mufcles ; fome in the Coats of the Trachea ; while 
others have fixed it’s Seat in the Lungs themfelves: None of 
thefe Opinions appear to be true. The Ghétis is never found 
eontracted or inflamed ; the Lungs are quite found; and the 
Coats of the Trachea feem to fuffer only by fecond hand.. 

The Seat of this Diftemper appears to be the Cavity of the 
wind-pipe. The Place firft, and moft particufarly, affected, is 
the upper Part of the Trachea, about an Inch below the Glhitis ; 
for in that Part they complain of a dull Pain; the external 
Swelling has been obferved there ; and the morbid Membrane 
we have found ftretching from that Place downwards. The 
back Part of the Trachea, where there are no Cartilages, feems, 
from the Infpeétion of thofe that die of this Difeafe, to be it’s 
firft and principal Seat, as this morbid Membrane is often found 
there, when it is in no other Part. 

No wonder that the morbid Appearances are chiefly found 
there ; for, there, are lodged the greateft Number of Glands, 
defigned for the Secretion of A@uus. This fluid is: feparated 
from glandular Bodies, depofited betwixt the different Mem- 
branes, which are perforated by an infinite Number of almofe 
imperceptible fmall Holes, that give a Pafiage to the excretory 
Ducts of thefe Glands. The largeft of thefe lye on the Outer, 
and pofterior Surface of that Membrane, which ferves, on the 
back Part, to make up the Deficiency of the Cariilages, as they 
are not compleat Circles. : 

In fome of the Cafes, the whole Glands, at the Roor 
‘of the Tongue,. and the 4mycdale were turgid, and the Parts 
covered with AdZucus. In the mucous Glands, in general, 
this Diftemper ought to be confidered, as originally feated ; 
but, from particular Caufes, more directed to thofe of the Tra- 
thea; where, from the Nature of the Part, it becomes vifible 
in. a different Shape. 

IV. Various have been the theoretical Opinions of People, 
Who never had the Opportunity, or gave themfelves the Trouble,. 
to fearch into the real Caufe of this Diftemper. Some have 
attributed it to Spafms of the Mufcles, that contra@ the Glot- 
tis, "That it was not occafioned by Spafms. of the Mutcles,, 
that contraé the Larynx, might have appeared from the Symp- 
toms themfelves.. Had this been of the Ctafs of Spafmodie 
nervous Difeafes, it would have come in Paroxyfms, with Re- 
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miffion and exacerbation; the Urine would always have been 
pale ; Convulfions would have come on before Death ; and 
Antifpalmodics, inftead of Evacuants, would have been the 
Remedies. A 

Had thefe Mutcles, or any of the Coats of the Trachea, 
been inflamed or mortified, as others have thought, the Pain 
would have been greater than it is, before the Mortification ; 
and the Pulfe would have been ftronger than it generally is, 
as the Parts are Membranous. 

If, according to the Opinion of many, the Lungs had been 
inflamed and fuppurated; the Cough would have been more 
inceflant and violent; the Pulfe full and foft; with a Senfation 
of Weight in the Breaft, fizy Blood, dry Tongue, and 
Delirium. 

But all thefe fanciful erroneous Opinions fall to the Ground, 
when we once infpect the morbid Body. From that true 
Source of Knowledge, we learn, that the Caufe of this Dif- 
eafe isa preternatural white, tough, thick membranous Cruft, 
covering, often for many Inches, the Infide of the Trachea. 
This Membrane is of fo tenacious a Confiftence, that it can 
remain foaking in warm Water, for many Days, without dif- 
jolving. It is not attached to the Parts below, but is eafily 
feparable from them, as there is always Matter behind it, 
When it ends, the Trachea is covered with good Pus, or puru- 
lent Aducus; as are, generally, the Ramifications of the 
Brouchie and Veficles, which, in fome Cafes, were quite 
flled with it To account how this Matter, as there is no 
Ulceration’; and how this Membrane is formed, we mutt trace 
Things from their Source. 

The Blood confifts of three principal Parts, the Craffamen- 
tum, Serum, and Lymph; the laft of which is a diaphanous 
Liquor, full of gelatinous and nutritious Particles. 

The Mucus {eparated from Glands, in different Parts of 
the Body, viz. Nofe, Fauces, Oc/ophagus, Stomach, Guts, Tra- 
chea, and Bronchie, appears to be very analogous to the Lymph. 
The former differs from the latter, only, in its greater Spiffi- 
tude ; and this Alteration is brought about after its Secretion, 
the more watry Parts being volatilized and diffipated, while 
the more heavy and vifcous remain behind. This Aducus is 
extremely difpofed to Infpiflation, as appears from Experi- 
iments. Even the Admiffion of cold Air into the Trachea. 
thickens it, often, to fuch a degree, that it ftagnates in the 
Glands, and all Secretion is entirely ftoped. 

In Children, as well as inold People, this Secretion is plen- 
tiful, owing to the great Quantity of it they contain, and to 
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the Laxity of their Veffels. This Evacuation is particularly. 


increafed during the cold and moift Weather of Winter, when 
the Perfpiration is diminifhed, and the glandular Secretions in- 
creafed. It is alfo promoted by all Stimulants, operating on 
the Trachea and Lungs. 

‘The maritime Air fuppliesa Stimulus, calculated to increafe 
the Secretion fromthe mucoufe Glands of the Trachea and Lungs. 
Along with the Moifture, fweeped from the Sea by the Winds, 
‘is carried, likewife, a great Quantity of Sea-falt; as every 
Thing, at fome Diftance from the Shore, taftes falt. This 
infpired into the Lungs, iftimulates the Orifices of the tracheal 
Glands, and increafes the mucous Secretion. This Effe&, 
will happen more particularly in Children, as their Nerves are 
_ more irritable, than thofe of people advanced in Years. Hence 
we find, that, in moift Winter Weather, particularly along 
the Sea Shore, Children have an unufual Secretion of Mu- 
cus, from the Glands of the Wind-pjpe. Difeafes, fuch 
as the Small-pox, Meafles, Chin-cough, &c. and other na- 
tural Caufes, have the fame Effeét in increafing this Difcharge. 
When thefe are combined, there exifts the greatelt Predifpo- 
fition to this Difeafe. 

When there happens a very great Secretion of this coagu- 
lable Fluid from the Glands of the Trachea in Children, they 
are either not fufficiently attentive, or often too young, to {pit 
itup. The thinner Parts are carried off during Expiration, 
while the Remainder is thickened and comprefled, by the Ob- 
ftruction, that the Narrowne(s of the Géottis muft make to the 
Exit of the Air from a larger Canal. Every Circumftance 
encourages it’s Concretion into a folid firm Membrane, while 
the more internal Parts of the AZucus, continuing ftill fluid, 
and the continual Secretion of more, keep it feparated from 
the Parts below. 

But how happens it that we find pure Matter, which finks 
in Water, behind the Membrane, and in the different Rami-. 
fications of the Trachea, when there is no Ulceration? Matter 
does not feem to be formed, as was generally thought, by the 
Veflels of the Ulcer, but to exift in the Blood ; particularly 
in the ferous and lymphatic Liquors, nearly in the fame State ; 
and to be, probably, the true nutritious, nay, perhaps, the 
coagulable Part of our Fluids. 

‘There cannot be a fitter Situation, for the Fairratited! of 
Pus from the mucous Secretion, than the Trachea and Lungs. 
There the fame Secretion, Evaporation, Stagnation, and Heat 
exilts, asin an Ulcer; and, therefore, the fame Confequence 
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fhould, and does, happen. We often fee real Pus fpit up in 
the End of a Cold. Perhaps this Change from AZucus to Pus, 
happens before the .Membrane is formed, as Pus fhows fuch 
a Tendency to aflume a folid Form, and is defigned by Na- 
ture to repair all Deficiences in the Solids. 

This Difeafe now, appears of a very fingular Nature, and 
unlike any other that we know. 

I have lately met with a Defcription in the Philofopbical 
Tranjacons abridged, Vol. II, page 68, Of a Membrane 
formed in the Infide of the Trachea.” ‘* A Boy five Years 
“© old, died of a Confumption. A Year before his Death, he 
«6 was troubled with adry Cough, which continued ever after, 
*¢ {pitting now and then, a little Quantity of Blood. Ten 
<< or twelve Days before he died, his Nurfe took Notice of 
<¢ fome thick Skins he fpit up. His Phyfician, having ex- 
‘¢ amined one of them, found it had the Shape and Con- 
“¢ fiftence of a Veflel, which made him think it might per- 
“< haps be fome Veflel of the Lungs. The Child being 
“«¢ dead, I opened the Body. In the left Side of the Lungs, I 
** found a little purulent Sanies. “The Infide of the Trachea 
‘* was incruftated with a flimy Membrane, which I took off 
“© from the 7racnea and the Branches in the Lungs ; info- 
** much that that Pellicula made a perfect Vefle!, from the 
«« Laryax tothe very Extremities of the Bronchiz, from which 
“* it came off very eafily, without breaking either the Trunk 
“© or the Branches. It adhered to the inward Coat of the 
*< Trachea, only by fome fmall Filaments, which were fo ten- 
“* der, that they broke off eafily; and made me think, the 
“« Production of that extraordinary Veflel was nothing but the 
‘« mucilagincus Humour, continually difcharged by the Glands 
“* of the Trachea, grown more clammy by the Diftemper 
** and fo dry that it could not be fpit out ; this incrufting the 
*¢ Infide of the Trachea and Bronchia, and growing thicker, 
** was at laft forced off by the violent Fit of coughing the 
66 Child was fometimes taken with, and then was renewed 
‘© again by the fucceeding Afuus. This new Veflel would 
** not diflolve in hot Water. The Veflels of the Lungs, 
** that is the Trachea and Bronchia, the pulmonary Arteries 
s¢ and Veins, were as whole as could be.” | 

It appears, by the Diffection, that there was no Impoft-. 
hume formed in the Lungs; and that the Child died from this 
preternatural Membrane. Perhaps, many of the Palypus’s, 
thrown up from the bronchial Veflels of grown up People, 
may have the fame Origin. Thefe Cafes fhow, how apt the 
Agucus isto acquire a folid Form. | 
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V. ‘There appears, from the preceeding Facts, two very 
different Situations of the Suffacatio Stridula ; the former more 
inflammatory, and lefs dangerous, the latter lefs inflammatory, 
and highly dangerous. In the former, the Pulfe is generally 
{trong ; the Face red; Drought great ; and they agree with 
Evacuations: In the latter, the Pulfe is very quick, and foft; 
great Weaknefs; Tongue moift; lefs Drought ; great Anxiety 3 
and Evacuations haften Death. The former may be called 
the Inflammatoey ; and the latter, the purulent ftate. 

Thefe are two very different Stages of the Diftemper, and 
muft be carefully diftinguifhed by the Praétitioner, that he may 
know how to direct his Application ; or, at leaft, how te 
form a juft Prognofis, as he is, generally, not called till the 
Patient is in the latter Stage. If this Difeafe comes on with 
an old habitual Cough, or by flow Degrees, the inflammatory 
Stage will fcarcely be perceivable. | 

If the Pulfe 1s very foft and féeble, efpecially after being 
ftrong ; or any purulent Matter comes up with fpitting, vo- 
mitting, or coughing, which happened in fome of the Cafes; we 
have a Proof that the purulent State is, already, formed. Ex- 
perience has taught me another Mark, by which I can dif- 
tinguifh thefe different States. I have obferved, that the 
Une, which, during the inflammatory State, is thin, had al- 
ways, after the purulent State came on, a light ouzy puru- 
lent Sediment, fuch as People have from Matter collected any 
where, that has no Vent outwards. bre 

No Wonder that the Matter is {peedily abforbed, in this Si- 
tuation, as itis contained in the Bronchi@ and Veficles, and 
of courfe imbibed by the whole internal Surface of the Lungs 
and Trachea; a Surface infinitely greater than any Impofthume 
can have. Hence the Blood will be fuddenly filled with it; 
and the Urine have that white purulent Sediment, which 
arifes from Abforption of Matter. ', 

In the latter Stage, we find the Membrane compleatly 
formed. Is it fo in the former? I fufpect that it has not yet 
got a firm Confiftency ; otherwife Evacuations would not 
have fo fudden and falutary an Effect, as they produce in this 
Stage. Perhaps, the turgid and inflamed Glands are but yet 
expelling the thick A4ucus, which is circulating through the 
Veffels in too great a Quantity, and in too in{piffated a State. 
This is ftrongly confirmed by the great Quantity of AZucus 
found in the Stomach, and the {welling of the mucous 
Glands at the Root of the Tongue. Even after Death I per- 
ceive fome Degree of Inflammation in the Coats of the {ra- 
chea, which probably had Pg greater at the Beginning, hee 
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the Flux of Humour commenced, and the Irritation. was — 
ftronger. ; | | 3 

VI. It feems to be’no very difficult Matter to account, from 
the Caufe, for all the Symptoms of this Diteafe. A ftraiten- 
ing of the Trachea, and drynefs of the Paris, will mechani- 
cally alter the Voice, and make it more fhrill; for we find in 
all Wind-Infiruments, the Notes are acute in Proportion to 
the Smallnefs of the Bore. Mr. Balfour, Surgeon, told me, 
that he attended a Child in a Difeafe, which, from the Simi- 
larity of Voice, appeared to him the Croup. “The Child died. 
When opened, a Piece of Shell, which the Child had fucked 
in with it’s Breath, was lying acrofs the Trachea, about an 
Inch below the G/ottis, and the Membrane was inflamed and 
dry. Here was an artificial Croup raifed, from which we may 
evidently perceive, how the Voice is altered in the natural 
Difeate. 3 , 

When there appears to be a great Quantity of Aducus cir- 
culating in the Veflels ; whenthere is, often, fo much Mucus 
or Pus in all the Pipes of the Lungs; when there is a preter- 
natural Membrane formed in the Yrachea ; no wonder that 
Nature excites a Fever, her general and conftant Refource, 
when fhe is violently attacked and in Danger. 

Confidering the Acutenefs of the Fever; confidering the 
ObftruGtiion in the Frachea, Bronchi@ and Velicles; with what 
Difficulty the Air muft gain Admiffion to diftend them ; and 
what Hindrance that muft give the Blood circulating through 
the Lungs ; a laborious breathing muft, neceilarily, attend the 
other Symptoms. 

As the Blood pafles with fome Difficulty through the Lungs, 
an unufual Weaknefs muft certainly come on, the Face be- 
come {welled, and the Extremities appear oedematous. | 

To account for the total Want of Pain, or fo flight a oné 
that they do not attend to it, unlefs when afked, is a Matter 
of fome Difficulty. That the Membrane of the Wind-pipe, 
in general fo very irritable from every flight Caufe, fhould 
calmly bear the Prefence of fuch a Quantity of Matter, and 
of fo thick a Membrane, is not the leaft furprifing Circum- 
ftance of this uncommon Diftemper. The Aducus being a 
Humour natural to thefe Parts; it’s flow and gradual Collec- 
tion and Infpiflation ; frefh Aducus conftantly feparated, which 
hinders the Membrane from hurting the Trachea, unlefs in 
Motions of the Neck; thefe Reafons may account, in Part, 
for the Diminution of that natural Irritability, which refides 
in thefe Places. But they do not fatisfy me altogether.  - 
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VII. This Difeafe appears, in general, to be a very dan- 
gerous one, and the more fo, as it is filent ia ‘it’s Progrefs, 
and gives no vifible Alarm, ull Death is near at hand. The 
the firft Stage of it, often, paffes unobferved ; and, before 
we fee it, is beyond ail Remedy: Andjas it happens frequently 
to young Children, who are unable to {peak or deferibe their 
Feelings, we have double Reafon to be afraid. 

If we be not called till the third or fourth Day; if the 
Breathing appears much affected, the Pulfe quick and weak, 
the Face red, great Anxiety, and frequent tofling, the Danger 
is great and prefling. But if we fee the Patient the firft or 
fecond Day of the Attack ; if the Breathing is not very bad ; 
the Pulfe, though frequent ftrong and firm ; and more. efpeci- 
ally, if the Voice is only altered, in it’s ftronger Exertions of 
crying or coughing, but more natural in it’s common State, 
we may entertain Hopes of a Recovery. ‘The firft Sign com- 
monly of Safety, is the Cough becoming ftronger and lefs 
dry, with that peculiar Sound which attends moiftened Lungs ; 
for this fhows that the Membrane is not formed, or is already 
diflolved, and that the inflammatory State is abated. 

The Cafe feems very defperate, when the Mémbrane is 
once formed, and the Lungs filled with Matter. In the latter 
Cafe, the Patient is foon fuffocated ; as effetually, though. 
more flowly, as if he was immerfed over the Head in it. 5 

It appears, from the preceeding Cates, that the Membrane, 
alone, is fufficient to kill, as there was but little Matter found 
in the Lungs cf fome of them. 

Defperate as the Cafe is, the Patient’s Recovery is, perhaps, 
not altogether impoffible. Nature, by the Means of a critical 
Cough, may eject the Membrane and’ Matter; though, indeed, 
the Senfation of thefe Parts, by which it muft effectuate this, 
feems almoft altogether deftroyed. If that fhould happen, the 
Patient would recover, as the Lungs are quite found. 

In one of the Cafes, part of the Membrane was thrown up, 
but the Patient died. I was told by Mr. Gzb/on Surgeon, that 
a Patient of his efcaped, after throwing up a great Quantity 
of Matter, and coughing up large Pieces of a Membrane. 

The following curious Cafe was communicated to me, 
lately, by Mr. Rae, Surgeon. A Boy betwixt five and fix 
Years of Age, was feized, Auguft 5th, 1764, with a flight 
Cold and Hoarfenefs. On the 8th, bad a Difficulty of breath- 
ing, the fhrill Voice, and a little Fever. As the Boy was in 
a natural Sweat, he ordered a Mixture with Spt. Adinder. oth, 
Pulfe quicker, and no Expedctoration. Was blooded; got an 
Injeétion, and had a Blifter applied to his Throat. 11th, 
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This Morning he was told, that, after a fevere Fit of cough- 
ing, a membrane-like Subftance, about two Inches long, 
pretty tough, and refembling a Piece of thin white Leather, 
had been thrown out. In the Evening, fome Pus was ob- 
fervable in the Phlegm expedtorated up, and eafily difting uifh- 
able from it. “The Boy did not recover his Voice for three 
Months. 

Art, though not in the Way of internal Medicine, may at- 
tempt effectuating the fame End. ' 

VIII. We have had Ocecafion to fee, in the twelve Cafes, 
great Variety of different Applications, and their good or bad 
fuccefs. Let us deduce fome general Rules, with regard to 
Practice. In the inflammatory State, Bleeding appears to -have 
been attended with immediate good Effects, and to be a power- 
ful Remedy in this Stuation. This ought to be done expe- 
ditioufly and plentifully, while the Pulfe will allow it. It is 
beft to take Blood at firft, with the Lancet, fo that a fufficient 
Quantity may foon be drawn off ; and, afterwards, by Leeches, 
applied to the upper and fore Part of the Throat. Their Ori- 
fices, when kept open by the Application of warm wet-cloths, 
will allow the Blood to ouze from them for many Hours. 

It feems neceflary to keep the Patient’s belly conttantly loofe, 
by fuch Medicines as Children will take; for we ought to be 
very attentive not to fet them a-crying, as that may fuddenly 
fuffocate the Child. For this Purpofe, I generally ufe Tablets 
of Magnefia Alba, made palatable with Sugar. Some of the 
cooling refolvent Salts: Such as the chryftaiifed Sal Palychre/f, 
diflolved in Whey, will be of Service, provided the Patient 
will peaceably take them. | 

Blifters, applied round the Neck, after the Veflels are well 
emptied, do great Service. They feem todo none, when ap- 
plied before this Time ; nay, if the State is very inflammatory, 
snuft do much hurt, from their violent Szzmulus on the Veftels. 
Emollient Fomentations and Cataplafms, applied round the 
Neck, are of confiderable Ufe, and keep up a local Eya- 
culation. 

Thefe Evacuations operate in feveral different Ways, wiz. 
by thinning the -denfe Afucus, while yet circulating in the 
Blood ; by diverting its Flux from the Parts affected, as there 

is a great Communication and Confent betwixt the different 
_amacous Glands through the Body ; but, particularly, by in- 
_creafing the abforbent Power of the Veflels on emptying them ; 
by which Means the purulent Matter will be fucked in from 
the Lungs. It was found in the Urine of one of the. forego-# 
ing convalefcent Patients. 
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"The refolvent and gently ftimulating Steams of warm Water 
and Vinegar, drawn in with the Breath, feemed always to have 
an immediate good Effect, Is it from diffolving the thick Ady- 
cus, and {0 oppofing its Concretion ? That is probably the Cafe, 
as the Patient always {pits a great deal after it, and the Lungs” 
appear moitter. 

Vomits are, frequently, given in. this Stage of the Difeate. 
They are, generally, thought to be of Ufe; but I never faw 
any Advantage arifing from them. I rather fufpect that they 
muft be often pernicious, as they increale the Secretion of AZu- 
cus in the Lungs, without expelling it, which is the very Cir- 
cumftance that, if poflible, we ought to guard againft. The 
Evacuation that they make otherways is but {mail. 

Gentle fudorifics may be of Service, as they divert the Flux 
from the more internal Parts to the external, Others think 
that thefe are of Ufe; and prefcribe the Vin. Emet. in {mall 


Quantities. I cannot fay that I ever faw any great Advantage - 


from them, 

But when the Membrane is once formed, or the purulent 
Matter, in great Quantity, collected in the Lungs, Evacua- 
tions can be no longer of any Ule; they. rather hurt, as the 
Pulfe is then weak. Hence the Reafon, why People differ. 
about the Effects of Evacuations in this Difeafe; fome deeming 
them. the only certain Remedy, while others hold them to be 
deftructive. Both have built their Opinion on Faéts and Ob- 
fervation. But as their Applications were made in different 
Stages of the Diftemper, the Effeéts muft have been different. 
What was the only Remedy in the inflammatory State, muft 
appear hurtful in the purulent. | 

In this State of Purulency we plainly fee, that nothing can 
do Service, but what brings up the Matter from the Lungs, and 
that {peedily too. And what Medicines can do this? Vomits 
only evacuate, immediately, the Stomach ; but, by Means of 
the Sympathy of the Nerves, they often bring on Coughing, 
during their Aétion. They might be of Service, if they had 
this falutary Effect ; but I never faw them anfwer this Purpofe, 
though often given with that Defign. The Nerves are, indeed, 
fo unactive, that we can entertain no reafonable Hopes from 
this Quarter. ent 

Shall we endeavour to excite a Cough, by the Means of Ef 
fluvia, or Steams infpired into the Lungs? That has-been tried 
to no Purpofe; for the Membrane which ‘covers the Trachea, 
° the A@ucus or Matter which covers the Lungs, render thefe 

arts infenfible to any external! Irritation. : 
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To effeMuate a Solution of the morbid Membrane, after it 
is once compleatly formed and confolidated, feems to me im- 
poffible by any internal or external Medicine that I know. To - 
effectuate its Expulfion appears equally impoffible. We have, 
then, no Method remaining to fave the Patient’s Life, but that 
of Extra@ion. That cannot be done through the Gioitis. 
When the Cafe is defperate, may we not try Bronchotomy? I 
can fee no weighty ObjeGtion to that Operation, as the Mem- 
brane can be fo eafily got at, and is very loofe. Many a more 
hazardous Operation is daily performed. 1 would propofe, 
however, that it fhould be firft tried on a dead Subject, that we 
may proceed with all Manner of Caution and Affiitance. But 
fomething ought to be tried in this dangerous Situation. — 

We have now brought our Inquiry to a Conclufion. The 
Method is fuch as is uled in Mathematics and Natural Philo- 
fophy, for difcovering unknown ‘Truths; and the Conclufi- 
ons new, and naturally arifing from the Facts. If I have 
not wrought it up to that Degree of Perfection, in every 
Point, that I could have wifhed, I bave the Satisfaction, at 
leaft, to think, that, fo far as | have gone, my Dilcoveries are 
‘certain, as they are built on the Foundation of Nature. Shun- 
ning, with all imaginable Care, fruitle(s and deceitful Specu- 
lations, however entertaining, I have conftantly kept my 
Fa@s and Experiments in view, as the only Road to the Im- 
provement af Medicine; and the good of Mankind. HoME. 
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Page 4, line'20, for Phiegmous, read Phicemons. 1. 21, for Oedamata, 
read Oedemata. p.10.1.
